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INTRODUCTION. 



This work has been propnrrd nf a great vn»i of time and 1ab<»r. 
Some time lias clapscil since it was conHnciire«l, ami no pain?* 
liavc been spared in tbc colleetion of materials. A gooil deal t>l 
infonnation has been obtained from the rcconls of the town, which 
arc very perfect, and mnch has been learned from traditi<m. 

It has been my object in writinp^ this history, to presc».rve for 
the nse <if this ami fntnre <ireiu*rations, those facts and incidents 
which relate to the early histtiry of my native town. I have de- 
signed in the work, to collect all the material facts connected with 
the settlement of the town, that conld possibly be fonnd. It is 
necessarily incomplete, for it has been a difllcnlt task, to gather 
from the misty past a knowledge of those events which trans- 
pired a ccntnry ago. IVfany years have elapsed since the period 
of settlement, and the old pioneers have all passc<l off the stage, 
consecpiently mnch of the early history of the town is veiled In 
obscnrity. My earnest endeavors have been to acqnire enongh 
of those facts, to give some general outlines, withont which en- 
fleavors, wonld still rcnniin as they were «h)omeil to oblivion. 

It affords ns great pleasnro to look back to onr nnci'stors, an<l 
those who laid the fonndation for the society and institntions wi* 
n<»w enjoy. The incidents, trials, and hardships nnderwent by 
the first settlers of Danby, cannot be fnlly realized by ns at the 
present day. "We are possessed with means to supply all onr 
wants and demands, enjoy the Inxnry of peaccfnl homes, and an* 
greatly in contrast with those hardy pioneers. They were brav<* 
and true men, innred to toil and hardships. Most of them wcr<» 
religious men, of great physical and mentnl nbility, but for which 
this wonld still be a dreary wildeniess. 



I HISTORY Oli* DANIIV. 

^Vc have introduced some proceedings of town meetings, as 
we thought it wouhl be desirable to know how business was done 
in the early days, of the town. Our plan has been to gi*oup the 
facts and statistics into distinct chapters, as much as possible, so 
as to improve somewhat the plan of local histories prepared by 
others which generally give but a continuous detail of facts. 

The department of Family Sketches is more imperfect than any 
other, as it was impossible to get the history of a good many of 
(he early settlers, no descendants of whom are now living in 
town, antl consequently no trace whatever could be found of 
them. 

The Map in locating every inhabitant, stream, and road will be 
invaluable in connection with the history. 

Perhaps there are others who could or will at some future 
day, present a history of the town in better form, but imperfect 
as it is we have sought to give it a truthful expression, it has 
not been our aim to acquire a literary reputation, of which we 
shall claim no merit. With these views we have been induced 
to write and publish the work, which is respectfully dedicated to 
the jKiople of Danby. 

And now if any. of the present or future generation, shall re- 
ceive any gratidcatiou in reading the history and acts of those 
who have lived and moved upon their soil,' and passed to their 
long homes, then the purpose for which this book was written, 
will have been accomplished, and our labors duly appreciated. 



TOrOGRAPUY. 



Danby is situated in the extreme Koiitlicrn part of Rutland 
County, 18 in latitude 43 deg. 21 niin., and longitude 4 dcg. 1 
min., and is bounded on the noiih by Tiiunouth and Wallingford, 
on the east by Mt, Tabor, on the south by Dorset, an<l on the 
west by Pawlet. It contains 24,9G0 arrcs, being little more than 
Htx miles square. The mountains upon the south, running east 
and west, form a natural southern boundary, but with this exce|)- 
tion, it scorns theii! was no reference ha<l to natural bouiuls in 
surveying the town. 

llie surface of the town is greatly diversified by hills and vnl- 
leys. Danby Mountain, sometimes c'alled "Spruce," riuis north 
and south through the entirc length of the town, and. intersects at 
nearly right angles with what is familiarly called "Dorset Moun- 
tain*' on the south. Another range of hills extend through the 
ciistem half, thus dividing the town into three sections, designated 
as the e4ujt, west and mitldte. The ever renowiuHl Green lilouu- 
tains lie upon the east, west of which is Otter Creek valley. A 
portion of this valley is enclosed within the limits of Danby. 
T1ie eastern range of hills terminate upon the south, forming a 
pass. Otter Creek flows through a small portion of the town, in 
the north-east. 

The town is well watereil by numerous streams, the two prin- 
cipal of which is Mill Kiver and Flower Brook. Mill River is 
fonned by the junction of a large number of small streams, one 
of which rises in the extreme south-western part of the town. 
Mill River flows an easterly course through the town, winding 
and twisting among the hills, until it empties into Otter Creek, 
in the town of Mt. T«bt>r. Flower Brook rises in the north- 
western part of the town, flows southerly for about one mile, then 
flows westerly and empties into Pawlet river, in the town of Paw- 
let. Danby Pond is situated near the center of the town, and its 
outlet flows into Mill River. 

Mill privilege is afforded on all these streams, which the early 
settlers found to be of great advantage. No town in the State is 
better watered. Jn every viilley among the many hills of this 
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town, may bo roiiiul bmoks nud rivulotn, iiiid 8|>rin«jf.s of itusur' 
pasMod purity, one or two of wliicli hit Haiti to poHHC8e( muclifal 
qualities. 

The surface of tlie town iu its priuiitive state* wa.s clotlicil iu 
It luxurieut growth of all the variety of forest trees ftnuiil iu this 
latitude. Previous to ITfio, tlie liuie of tlie first setlh^ueut, of 
which wc shall speak hereafter, it was oue uukitikeu wilderness, 
a wild and rugged spot for the first settlers. The hear, wcdf and 
other wild miinmis roamed through the solitary wilds unmolestiul. 
Hut time has wrought a great change iu all this. Savage life has 
given way for the arts and sciences, and instead of a vast forest 
we behold green hills and smiling valleys, dotted with hundreds 
of peaceful homes. 



SETTLEMENT. 



In trentiiig of the ^otllonuMit of the town, perhaps it wonlil ho 
well to give the preliminary proceedings and events which led to 
it. In 17(50 Jonathan Willard and sixty-seven others, petitioned 
to lienning Wentworth, governor of New Hampshire, for a Char- 
ter, for two townships, each of six miles sqnare. On the 24th 
«hiy of Si^ptemher, 1700, the petitioners held a meeting, at the 
h(MiS4; of Nathan Shepard, in Nine Partners, Dutchess Coimty, 
N. Y. The notice for this meeting was signed hy Samuel liosc 
and Matlicw Ford, two of the petitioners. At that meeting 
Jonathan Ormshy was appointed cltTk, and Samuel Rose was 
appointed an agent to go to Albany and get what information he 
could, relative to obtaining a grant for the townships above referred 
to, in the western part of the Province of New Hampshire. Capt. 
William I/ams<m of Albany, \mt\ been emph)yed by the petitioners 
to prcKMire this grant, the result of whone pn)ceedings Ilose was 
to leam, and report at their next meeting. liosc was to have 
twelve shillings per day for his services, and find himself. The 
following copy of a receipt will show how much money was 
raised for that purpose : 

"Nine Partners, N. Y., Sept. 24th, 17C0. 

Then Received of Jonathan Ormsby, the sum of Three pounds 
Two shillings, toward defraying the charge of going to Albany, in 
onler to get what information I can how far Capt. William Lam- 
8tm has proceeded in getting a grant for two townships in New 
Hampshire. 

I say, rcc'v'd by me, Samuel Rose." 

The meeting was a<ljourned to October 8tli, but at this adjourn- 
ed meeting, nothing of importance was done, and Samuel Rose 
did not make any report. 

The next meeting of the petitioners was held at Nine Part- 
ners, OetolHjr li3th, 17r»0, of whi<*h Lawrence Willsec was 
diosen moderator. Jonathan VVilliard was cho.sen agent to 
go to Portsmouth, New Hampshire, and procure a Char- 
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ter. IIo was to have three dollars on each right, with what had 
been paid to Capt. Lainsoii. From an account of money received 
at this meeting, we learn that the sum of iitly-eight ]K>uuds and 
six pence was raised, for which amount WiUard was to proceed 
to New Hampshire, and if possihkt obtain a charter tor two town- 
ships, and make report to tlie |Kstitioners as soon us practicable. 

The prayer of the petitioners was tinally granted, and the char- 
ter for a township to be called Danby was obtained the following 
year, and beai*s date August 27th, 1701. The township of Paw- 
let was granted to this same Jonathan Willard and sixty-seven 
others, August 2Gth, 17G1, and the township oi* Ilarwick (now 
Mt. Tabor,) about the same time. Other (charters for townships 
were granted the same year, some of which were Poultney, Tin- 
mouth, Dorset, Ira and Wells. 

ISclow will be found a copy of the Charter for the township 
of Danby, which is the general form of the New Hampshire 
Charter. 

^^Voviuins of New Hampshire, (icorge the third, by the gracus 
ofCaiNl, of Great Britain, France and Ireland, King, defender t»f 
the faith, &c. To all persons to whom these presents shall come. 
Greeting: 

Know ye that we of our special grace, certain knowledge and 
mere motion, for the due encouragement of settling a new planta- 
tion within our S4iid province, by and with the advice of our trusty 
and well beloved Venning Wentworth, Esq., our Governor and 
Commander in Chief of our said province, have upoa coiidition» 
and reservations hereiiuitler mentioned, given and granted, and 
by these presents for us, our heirs and successors, do give and 
grant in equal shares, unto our loving subjects, inhabitants of our 
said province of N. H., and our other governments, and to their 
heirs and assigns forever, whose names are entered on tliis grant, 
to be divided to and amongst them, into sixty-eight equal slmres, 
all that tract or parcel of land, lying an<l being witliin our said 
province of N. H., containing by admeasurement 230 10 acres, 
which tract is to contain six miles and no more, out of which 
an allowance is to be made for highways and unimprovable lands, 
by rocks, ponds, mountains and rivers, one thousand and forty 
acres free, made by our said Governor's order, and returned into 
Secretary's office, and hereunto annexed, butted and bounded as 
follows, viz : 

liegiiming at the north-west corner of Dorset, from thence run- 
ning due north six miles ; thence due east six miles ; tlicnee due 
south six miles, to the iu>rtli-east corner of Dorset atoresaiid ; and 
thence due west by Dorset aforesaid six miles, to the uorlli-we.-il 
corner, which is also the south-east corner of Pawlet, and that 
the same be and is hereby incorporated into a township, by the 
name of Danby, and the inhabitants that do or shall hereafter in- 
habit the said township, are declared to be enfranchised with, 
and entitled to all and every the privileges and innounilies that 
towns within our province by law exercise iind enjoy ; and I'm- 
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ther, that the nauX town as soon as then* shall 1h* fidy families 
resident anil settled therein, shall have the liherty of hohling 

town fairs, one of whicli sliall he held on the , and tlie 

otlier on tlie finnnnlly, wliieh fairs are not to eonlinne 

lon^r tlian the res|HM!tive folh)wing the saiil , and ihnt 

as sf>on as the said town shall (*onsist fif fif)y families, a market 
may be o^Kincd and kept one or more days in eaeh week, as may 
be thought most advantageous to the inhabitants. Also that the 
first meeting for choice of town ofRcers, ngreeable to the laws of 
«3nr said province, shall be held on the fourth Tuesday of Sep- 
tember next, which said meeting shall he notified hy Jonathan 
Willanl, who is heivby appointed mcMleralor of said meeting, 
which he is to notify and govern agreeable to the laws and ens- 
t4)ms of our said province, nnd that the annual meeting forever 
thereafter, for the choice of such otRcers for the said town, shall 
l>e on the second Tuesday of J^Iarch aniuuilly. To have and to 
hohl the said tract of land as above expressed, together with all 
the privileges and appurtenances to them and their respi^ctive 
heirs and assigns forever, ui)on the following conditions : 

I. That every grantee, his heirs or assigns shall plant and cul- 
tivate five acres of land within the term of five years, for every 
Vifiy acres containwl in his or their share or pro|Ku*tion of land in 
said township, and continue to impnive and sc*ttle the same by ad- 
ditional cultivations, on the penalty of the forfeiture of his grant 
or share in said township, and of its reverting to us, our heirs 
and successors, to be by us or them, n»granted to such of our sub- 
jects as shall be eficctually settled ami cultivate the same. 

II. That all white and other pine trees within the said town- 
ship, fit for masting our Royal Navy be carefully pi-eserved for 
that use, and none be cut or felled without our S|)ecial license for 
so doing first had and obtained, upon the penalty of the forfeiture 
of the right of such grantee, his heirs and successors, as well 
as being sid)ject to the |)enalty of any act or acts of Parliament 
that now are or hereafler shall be enacted. 

III. That l>eforc any division of the land be made to and 
among the grantees, a tract of land as near the center of said 
township as the land will admit of shall be reserved and marked 
out for town lots, one of which shall be allotted to eaeh grantee 
of the cx)ntents of one acre. 

IV. Yielding and paying therefor to us, our heirs and success- 
ors, for i\u' s|Nic(; of ten years, to be cf)mputed from the date here- 
of, the ivnt of fine ear of Indian corn only, «)n the twenty-fifth day 
of DecemlM'T atnuially, if lawfully demanded, the first paynu*nt to 
1m». nmde on the twenty-fifth day of DectMuber, 17ti2. 

V. Kvery ]»roprietor, wittier or inhabitant shall yield and pay 
to IIS, our heirs and successors yearly and every year for ever, 
from and afU^r the expiration of ten years from the alnne said 
25th day of December, namely, on the 25th day of December, 
which shall be in the year of our Lord 1702, one shilling Proclama- 
tion money, for every hundred acres he so owns, settles or i>08sesses^ 
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aud so iu proportion for a greater or lesser tract of the said laud, 
which money shall be paid by the respective persons above said, 
their heirs or assigns, in our Council Chamber in Portsmouth, or 
to such officer or officers as shall be appointed to receive the same, 
and this to be in lieu of all other rents and services whatever. 

In testimony whereof, we have ctiused the seal of our said pro- 
vince to be atfixed. Witness Ik^nning Wentworth, Esq., our 
Grovernor and Commander in Chief of our said province, the 27tli 
day of August, in the year of our Lord Christ, one thousaud 
seven hundred aud sixty-one, and in the ffrst year of our reign.

llpon the back of the Charter, and following the names, is the 
tbllowing reservation, viz : 

"His Excellency, Benning Wentworlh, P>q., a tract of land 
i!ontaining five hundred acres, as marked B. W. in the plan, 
which is to he accounted two of the within shares ; otie whole 
nharc for tJie incori>orated society for the propagation of tlio 
Gospel in foreign parts ; one share for a Glebe, for the 
Church of Kngland, as by law established ; one share for the first 
}«cttled Minister of the Gospel ; one share for the benefit of a 
•School in said town.

It will 1m! seen that this grant was accompanied by very easy 
conditions. The rent of one ear of Indian com only at Christ- 
mas for ten years, was merely nominal, and the one shilling Proc- 
lamation money was to pay for the Charter. The reservation 
of "all the white and other pine tix*es, suitable for masting tho 
l^oyal Navy," shows that the P^nglish Nation paid great attention 
to the Navy. 

By the Charter 250 acres were called a share, and tlie proprie- 
tors were to have equal shares in making divisions. It will be 
seen hereafter that all these rights were fairly located, but tho 
five hundred acres which were for the Governor, fell u|x>n the 
mountain in the south-western part of the town, which land still 
bears the name of "Governor's Right." 

The pmvisions of the Charter were all nulifiod by the war 
which followed a few years af\er the settlement of the town, but 
the grantees retained tlieir rights, although but few of them settled 
here. They donated some of the land to actual settlers. 

As the Charter directed, tlie proprietors of the township of 
Danby, held their first meeting at the Great Nino IVrtners, 
Cromelbow Precinct, Dutchess County, Sept. 22d, 1761, and 
Jonathan Willard was moderator, agreeable to the charter. Jon- 
athan Ormsby was appointed proprietor's clerk. As tliis was the 
first meeting under the Charter, we will give below a copy of the 
doings whidi will no doubt be interesting at this time. 
"Voted that Jonathan Ormsby be Clerk, 
" " Sanniel Shepard be Constable, 
" " ]Mr. Aaron Buck be Treasurer, 
" " The Ih'st divistion oflaiid be 100 acres to each right 
" " Mr. Jonathan Willard be 1st Committee, 
" " Mr Jonathan Ormsby " 2d " 

" " Mr. Sumuel Rose " 3d " 

" " Mr. Nehimiuh Reynolds 4th " 

" " Mr. ISIoses Kelly " 5th " 

" ". Mr. Daniel Dunham " 6th " 

" " Mr. Stephen Videto " 7th " 

" That tho above committee set out from home the third 
Monday in October next, in order to proceed on said busines, and 
ma}iv division of land, &e. 
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Voted that tlu lirdt )iuu(h*ed acre division lots bo laid out and 
»oizud by thu surveyor and committee. 

Voted tliat one dollar be paid by each proprietor, to enable said 
Cinmiittee to proceed on their bnsine:is and make division." 

The above meeting was adjourned until the 8th of October fol- 
lowing, but tor some reason was not held at that time, it being 
again adjourned to the 12th of January, 17G2, at the house of 
Roswell Hopkins, Km)., Nine Partners. It was then voted that the 
proprietors pay to Johathan Willard, two dollars each for obtain- 
ing the grant. 

The tirst annual meeting was held by the proprietors, at the 
house of Jonathan Iteynolds, innholder at Nine Partners, on the 
second Tuesday of March, 1762. Samuel Shepard was modera- 
tor, aud tJonathan Ormiby was elected clerk for the year ensuhig. 
The report of the committee showed that a part of the first divis- 
ioii lots had been laid out, but the shares not distributed. The 
number of committee were reduced from seven to three at this 
meeting, who were to finish laying out the lots. Jonatliau 
Ormsby, Samuel liose and Ljwis Harton were chosen assessors, 
to examine the accounts of the property. Tlie proprietors had as 
yet made no attempts at settling the laud, for no one knew whei*e 
his share was to be located, and would not until af^er the surveys 
were cumpleted. The first committee appointed had surveyed 
out the townships of Danby aud llarwick, and seized them by 
virtue of the grant. 

Sometime in April following the proprietors again met, and 
voted to pay the committee appointed to lay out the land, eleven 
shillings per day. This committee was engaged during the sum- 
mer of 1762, in making the surveys, and on the 5th of October 
following another meeting was held at the Inn of Lewis Delavar- 
gue, to hear a report of their proceedings. This report showed 
that the work was not wholly completed, and would liavi' to be 
delayc<l until another spring. 

Meetings continued to he held at the house of «]omithan Key- 
iiohl, and others at Nine Partners, until the spring of 17(i3, when 
we Hud that on the 12th day of April, the proprietor.'^ met and 
appointed a new committee, consisting of Darius lAjbdil, Aaron 
Ihu'k, Jouutlian Pahner and Zephuuiah Buck, who wvw instrucl- 
(m1 to proceed at once and linish laying out the land. 

The snrvey.s iu the tii'i^l divi.sioit were eonipleted durini!: the 
^iiinnier of 17(>«{, and each one ninnbered, l)eing aceoidini^ lu ihe 
('harler sixty-eight .-ihare.-*, which the pioprietoi-.s luul votetl, l<» he 
I 00 aere.s eaeh, in the th'sl divi^^ion. Tlu' .si\ly-ei;»lit lown lot.-^, 
ol' the eonteiit.-) of one acre each for a **lo\vn plot" had also been 
laid out and nnndtcred. We have been unable to loarn the i'xaei 
loeality of the.sir town lot.s, as the hook containing a ri*cord of 
thcni was burned. Hut a.s near as can he ascertained they were 
located east of Daidiy Four Corners, on the farms now owne*! by 
J. E. Nichols and Howell Dillingham. .\ccurdin<!: to the Charter. 
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the loto were to be Itiid out a» near the centre of the township an 
possible. (See Map.) 

The proprietors met at the house ofCapt. Michael Hopkins, in 
Armenia Precinct, Duchess County, Sept. olh, 17G8, for the pur- 
)K>si*. of hM'atin;; or distributing tlieir hits, which was performed 
by phieing the nundairs in a hat or 1n>x, in the usual nuinn(»r, and 
then drawn. Abraham Finch and DatiicI Shepard were ap|H»inted 
to draw for each proprietor's lot. The draught as drawn by 
Finch and Shepard is exactly the same as entered in the Pro- 
prietor's Book of Uecords of land, for the township of Danby. 
Thomas Rowley was surveyor in the first division, who had been 
employetl by the committee for that purpose. Kach proprietor 
was to pay his share of the cost of surveying, or forfeit his 
right. 

In the fall of 17G3 or spring of 17G4, a road was laid out from 
Bennington to Danby by Darius Jvobdel and Samuel llose, and 
the following summer was worked some. Those who worked 
upon this road, were to receive tlieir pay in land. It was cut for 
a bridle path merely, and is the same route now used for a high- 
way, leading from Danby to West Dorset across the mountain. 
This was the only road leading to the township for some time, 
and accounts for that part of the town being settled first. This 
roiwl was also us(mI by the early settlers in going lo and from Ben- 
nington, which was then the nearest nuirket, and to Manchester, 
the nearest place lo mill. 

The annual meeting on the second Tuesday of March, 17G4, 
was held in Armenia Precinf:t, and (he foHowing oflicers were 
cloctcHl : Sanuiel Hose, nuMlerator ; •lonathan Ormsby, clerk : 
Joseph Haskins, treasurer ; Nehimiah Reynolds and Sam- 
uel Rose, assessors ; Joseph Soper, constable. No business of im- 
portance was transacted at this meeting with the exception of 
settling up the affairs of the property. The proprietors agreed to 
donate land from the undivided portion of the township, to the 
person or persons who would make the first settlement. As yet 
no clearing had been made, and no attempts were made at set- 
tling until the following year. 

The oldest De«id on record in this town, bears date Feb. 21st, 
17G3, given by John Howard to Benjamin Corey. As antiqua- 
rians and those wlio are not, have a passing interest in old docu- 
ments, we will give below a copy of this deeil, viz : 

*'To all |>eople to whom these Presents shall come (ireeting: 
Know ye that I John Il«)ward of Armetiia Precinct, in Dutchess 
County, and proxincr. of N. V., for and in consideration of the 
sum of Twenty Pounds Current money of New York, to me in 
hand before the ensealing and Delivery of these Presents, well and 
truly paid to my full satisfaction By Benjamin Corey of Armenia 
Precinct aforesaid, havetherefore Bargained, sold, set over, given, 
granted, alienated, enfeoffed, conxeyed and confirmed, and by 
Uicsc* Presents, Do Bargain, sell, set over, give, grant, alien, enfe- 
off, convey and confirm and for ever (^^lit (-laim unto the said

Benjamin Corey, his heirs and assigns, all my Right, Title, In- 
terest, claim and profit that I have in two Townships, lately 
granted to a Number of Petitionee by the Governor and Council 
of the Province of N. II., the one named Danby and the other 
Harwick, in said Province of N. II., and Lying on Otter Greek 
(that is to say) one equal sixty-eighth Part of each of the said 
Townships, which are each six miles square, the Part in each 
Township hereby Intended to be granted, is one whole share or 
Right amongst the first Proprietors of said Township. 

To have and to hold the said Two Rights or Shares in said 
Townships, with all the Privileges, conmiodities and Appurten- 
ancios to the same belonging or in anywise Appurtaining unto 
him the said Benjamin Corey, his Heirs, Executors, and 
Administrators and Assigns forever, as a good Indefeasible Es- 
tate in Feesimple, and that the same is free from all incumbnin- 
ces whatsoever, and that I the said John Ilowanl have in my- 
self good Right and full power and Lawful Authority to sell mid 
Dispose of tlic tuiiim in nuuiHcr and form ivh above wriltiMi. Kur- 
iherinore I the uaid Jolin Howard Do hfrcby CHiveiiunl and gntul 
to and with him the baid Iknj.' ('orey his Heirs, Kxccutorb, 
Adnis. and assigns, shall and will forever warrant and Defend 
by these Presents from the liawfni claims and DcniantU of any 
Person or Persons whatsoever.

In the summer of 1705, the first settlement of Dauby took place. 
The pioneer settlers were Joseph Sopcr, Joseph Earl, Crispin Bull, 
Luther Colvin and Micah Vail. The S(*.ttlenient of tlie town 
therefore dates from that year, and those five men have the honor 
of being the first settlers. It is quite certain that no clearing had 
been made prey ions to that time. 

Joseph Soper, who had previously visited the town with a view 
to settlement, came first, with his family, from Nine Partners, 
N. Y., and pitched on the farm now owned by James Stone, lie 
found his way here by marked trees, bringing his effects upon 
the back of his horse. He soon made a clearing, and built a 
log cabin, just south of where the woolen factory was built. 
It is now over a century since that log cabin was built. It 
stood there for many years after, or as we are told, until about 
the year 1800, and although every trace has disappeared, yet 
the spot where the first house stood, is still looked upon with much 
interest. 

Joseph Earl came next from Nine Partners, and commenced 
a clearing west of Soper, near the present residence of John 
Ililliard. As near as can be learned Karl did not locate per- 
manently until the following year, when he erected a log cabin, 
and was joined by his family. 

Crispin Bull settled on the farm formerly owned by Alphonso 
Hilliard. Ue afterwards made the first clearing iu the east pait 
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of the town, and built a cabin just Bouth of where the schooI-houfM? 
dtandt). Luther Colvin and Micali Vail both came about the 
dame time from Khode Island. Colvin pitched on the farm now 
owned and occupied by L. 11. FIhIc, and Vail firdt settled on the 
farm owned by A. B. llerrick, Houth of the Corners. The ciibins 
of these first settlers were somewhat rude in appearance. They 
were built of logs hewn only cm the inside, and pointed with mutl, 
i*oofed with bark, having but one door and window, and enclosing 
only a single room, which was made to answer for kitchen, 
dining-room and parlor. Boards for the floor were hewn from 
logs. 

These five families constituted the entire population of the town 
in the spring of 1766. Those men had brought their families and 
effects with them, together with horses and oxen. They did not 
settle very near each other as will be seen, but it was utK)n 
the undivided portion of the township, of which a cei*tain num- 
ber of acres were d<niated to them, as first settlers. It is due 
to those and other pioneers of this town, to say that they were 
equal to the task before them. It was no light task to conquer 
the primeval forest, nor was it easy to procure needful food for 
themselves and their animals while the work of clearing was 
going on. Many days of wearisome, labor must pass before the 
land could be cleared and put under cultivation. But being ener- 
getic men, of athletic frames and rugged constitutions, they faced 
the dangers and hardships of a settlement in the wilderness, and 
gained for themselves a home. We cannot realize the toil and 
sufferings endured by them. Their hardships wore neither few 
nor small. There were no roads, and no gi'istmill nearer than 
Manchester, and the facilities for procuring the ordinary comforts 
of life, were very scanty. If it were possible we would give a 
complete history of the pioneers separately, but we are unable to 
learn at the present time much concerning tliem. We shall how- 
ever relate all that has been learned of them at this time, and in 
other parts of this work. 

Soper, as we have seen, was eleeted constable by the pro- 
prietors in 17G4, previous to his settling here, and near as we 
can learn was a very capable man, but he was doomed to a sad 
fate. lie perished in a snow storm, on his way from mill, a 
year or two previous to the licvolutionary War. A detailed ac- 
count of this sad affair will be given in full, in the department of 
family history. (See ''Joseph Soper.") 

Jo&:eph Eurl, Crispin Bull, Luther Colvin and Micah Vail 
were all active and useful men, and held town oHiee, after the 
town was organized, in connection with which we .shall refer to 
them again. Many of their descendants are now living in town, 
of whom we shall speak hereafter, under the head of family 
sketches. 

There is no record of any meeting being held by the proj)rietors 
in 17()0, and if any was held the reeord is lost. The next nteet- 
iug of the proprietors of whieh we have any account, was held at 
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the house of Eiios Northnip, in Charlotte IVeoinct, Feb. 27th, 
1766. The territory in this State west of Green Mountains, was 
then included in this precinct, and a county by the name of 
Charlotte was constituted in 1772, by the government of N. Y., 
which then claimed jurisdiction over the New Iliimpshiredlrants. 
The northern boundary of Arlington and Sunderland was the 
souUiern boundary of the county of Charlotte. The house of 
Enos Northrup was situated in the southern part of that county, 
or in the northern part of what is now Bennington county. 

Capt. Michael Haskins was moderator of that meeting, and it 
was voted that sixty acres in a square form, of the undivided 
land at the ''mill place" be given to the person or persons, who 
would erect a grist and saw mill there. This ''mill place** refers 
to the same spot where the first mill was afterwards built, on the 
west side of the stream, opposite the mill now owned by N(;Ison 
Kelly. No one availed themselves of this offer until a number of 
years afterwards. 

The annual meeting of 1766, was held in Armenia Precinct, 
March 27th, and Samuel Rose was moderator. The doings of 
this meeting are not of much importance. It was voted not to 
make another division of land at present, and sufHcient laud was 
to be left for a road between the townships of Dauby and liar- 
wick. It was also voted to give Samuel Rose all tlie land be- 
tween No. 65 and the Ilarwick line, for his past services, which 
included nearly one whole share of one hundred acres. 

Among the the settlers who came in the spring of 1767, were 
Timothy Bull, Stephen Calkins, Seth Cook, Nathan Weller and 
Peter Irish, each of whom erected a log cabin, and commenced 
felling tlie forest. They brought their families with them, to- 
gether with cattle and swine. Timothy Bull settled near his son 
Crispin, in the south part of the town. Calkins settled where 
William Ilerrick now lives, and afterwards built a grist and paw 
mill where Nelson Kelly now lives. Cook settled south of the 
Comers, on what has since been known as the " Cook farm." 
Weller located himself a little north of the residence 'of William 
Otis, since known as the " Weller farm." Peter Irish pitched 
on the farm now owned by Nelson Colviu. These settlers by most 
dilligent toil, in which all the members of the families bore their 
part, soon had sufficient clearing to raise grain and potatoes 
enough to keep them from fear of actual want. As not much hay 
was raised for several years, it was rather difficult to provide for 
the cows during the winter. But with a scanty supply of hay, 
and the help of browse which was plenty, tbey were comfortably 
wintered. 

Tlie proprietors held two meetings in 1768, one March 8th, at 
the house of Samuel Smith, and the other April Ist, at the house 
of Joseph Mabbits, in Armenia Precinct. Samuel Rose was mod- 
erator of both these meetings. After this, meetings were held in 
the to^vnship, which was being settled quite rapidly. Settlements 
now began to be made in the north and west part of town, and in 
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tlio full of 17G8, Bovcral had located thoinsulvcs along Otter Creek. 
Tliero wore quite u number came to settle during 1768, among 
whom were Thouias llowley, John Stafford, Joj^se Irish, Daniel 
Vanolcndo, Nathaniel Fisk and Josepli Sprague. There were at 
that time some twenty families in town, nuiking the |K>pulation 
about sixty in number. 

In making the divisions of land, there seems to have been a 
regular system of surveys. Some of the settlers had located 
upon the undivided laud, while others settled u|>on the rights pur- 
chased of the proprietors. Tlio circumstances attending the pro- 
prietorship of the town, had given rise to a class called '4and 
jobbers," and speculators, who now began to purchase the land of 
the original grantees, and in many cases paid but a nominal sum. 
Actual settlers were often obliged to pay these specidators a heavy 
price, which was for a time some hindrance to the settlement of 
the town. The price was known to range as high as fideen or 
twenty dollars per acre. This state of affairs, taken in connection 
with thi! troubles with New York, rendered the piH>gress of settle- 
ment slow for a number of years. 

At tlie period of which we are now speaking, the troubles be- 
tween New Hamshire and New York, were beginning to be quite 
cmbarassing to the settlers. As reference will be made to this 
controversy, in connection with this work, and as the history of 
this towu is 80 intimately connected with that of the New Hamp- 
shire (Irants, perhaps it would not be out of place to give some of 
the priui*.i[)al events which led to those ti*oublos. 

Benniug Wentworth was commissioned Governor of the Pi*o- 
viuce of New Hampshire, in the year 1741. At that time there 
had been no line established between this province and New York. 
Soon ai)er this the Goveruor of New Hampshire bugau to exercise 
jurisdiction on land west of Connecticut river. The northern line 
of Massachusetts had been fixed as it is at present. In 1749 
Governor Wentworth made a grant of a township of land six 
miles square, situated, as he supposed, on the borders of New 
Hampshire, being twenty miles east of the Hudson, and six miles 
north of the Massac) uisettii line. Tliis township was called Hen- 
niugton in allusion to his own name. 

About the same time a correspondence was opened between 
him an<l the Governor of New York, in which their respective 
titles to the laud west of Connecticut river were urged. Went- 
worth paid no regard to these interfering claims, and proceeded 
to make further grants. Thompson in his history of Vermont 
tells us that ^^ in 17^ these grants had amounted to fitteen town- 
ships, hut the hostilities between the French iind Fnglish, which 
commenced that year, put a stop to further aj)plications for grants 
until 17G0." 

Speculators and adventurers now eagerly sought for these lands, 
their value and fertility having become well known, during the 
war, by troops passing through them. In 17G1 no less than sixty 
townships were granted on the west side of Cuuuecticut river, and 
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the whole number of grants in one or two years more, amounted 
to one hundred and thirty-eight. 

"By the fees and other emohnnent« which Wentworth received 
for these grants, by securing five hundi*ed acres in eacli townsliip 
r«>r hinisfdr, he was evidrnlly arcnmuhiting a hirpjr. fortune. The 
(toveni«)r of New York l)eeanie ahirnied at these proeeech'iigs, and 
wishing to have the profits of tliese lands, determined to put a stop 
to them. He, therefore, in 1763 issued a proclamation, in wliich ho 
recited the grnntu made by Charles II. to the Duke of York in 
16G4 and 1G74, which embraced "all the lands from the west side 
of Connecticut river, to the east side of Delaware Bay." Found- 
ing his claims upon this grant, he onlered the Sheriff of Albany 
county, to make returns of the names of all persons, who had 
taken jM)ssesston of lands west of Connecticut river, under titles 
from the government of New Hampshire.*' 

Governor Wentworth fearing the effects of this, issued a 
counter proclanmtton the following year, lie declared the grant 
to the Duke of York obsolete, and that New Hampshire extended 
as far west ns the State of Massachusetts and Connecticut. This 
proclamation inspireil confidence, and served to quiet the minds of 
the settlers. Having purchased their lands under a charter from 
a royal governor, and after such assurances as he had given them, 
they had no idea that a controversy of this nature, would effect 
the validity of their titles. 

New York now uuide application to the crown for a confirma- 
tion of her claims. A petition purporting to be signed by a large 
number of settlers on the " New Hampshire Grants," accompanied 
the application, praying that the Conne<!ticut river should be es- 
tablished as a boundary between the two provinces. The effect 
of this was, that his Majesty, on the 20th of July 1 7(M, ordrrod that 
the "wi'strni bank of tin* (-oniioetirut river, fnnu wlu»ro it enters 
the province of Massachusetts Bay, as far north as the 15th deg. 
of north lat., be the boundary line between the said province of 
New Hampshire and New York." 

This order created no serious alarm among the settlers on the 
grants. They viewed it merely as a change of jurisdiction from 
New Hampshire to New York, and did not dream that they would 
be required to rcpuivhase their lands, or abandon them. They 
were willing to submit to the jurisdiction of New York, but had 
no apprehension that it would in any way affect the title to the 
land upon which they had settled. The contest was abandoned 
by the Governor of New llamshire, who now issued a proclaraar 
tion, recommendiug to the proprietors and settlers, obedience to 
the laws of the colony of New York. 

Tlie settlei*s viewed it as merely placing them in future, under 
the jurisdiction of New York, and if that government had given 
it the same intci*}>retation, there never would have been any con- 
troversy. But the settlers were called upon to surrender their 
Charter, and repurchase their lands from New York. Some com- 
plied, while otliers refused. Actions of ejectment were com- 
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ineiiced iu tlio court of Albany, agaiust tlie laiul of those who 
would not comply, and the decisions being against them, the 
settlers soon found that they must meet these unjust and arbitary 
measures, with deteimiued resistance. They resolved not to sub- 
mit willingly, and repurchase their lands at an exorbitant price of 
another royal governor ; and when the officers of New York came 
to eject them from their (lossessions, they wei*e met with avowed 
opposition. Such was the state of affairs at this period of our 
history. 



DANBY 

FROM THE ORGANIZATION OF THE TOWN IN 1769 
TO THE PRESENT TIME, 1808. 



The organization of the town dates from the year 1769. The 
inhabitants hehl their first annual town meeting March 14th, at 
the house of Mr. Timothy Ihill, who then lived near the present 
residence of Ezni Harrington. Tinu>lhy Hull wns elected mod- 
erator of this meeting, and Thomas Rowley, town clerk. The 
following town ofHcers were chosen : Stephen Calkins, Seth Cook 
and Crispin Bull, selectmen ; Daniel Vnnolendo, constable ; Na- 
than Weller, treasurer ; Peter Irish, collector ; John Stafford, sur- 
veyor ; Joseph Earl, Stephen Calkins and Seth Cook, committee 
to lay out highways. It was also voted that hogrt should not run 
at largo from the 15th day of April to the 15th day of October. 

A town meeting was held Sept. 29th, 1769, to see where it wan 
best to lay out highways. It was voted at this meeting to lay 
out five different roads. The first was to be laid out as marked 
from the notch in the mountain to Joseph Earrs, which was the 
first road built in town.. From thence it was to be laid to Micah 
Vail's. A road was also to run from Micah Vail's house north, 
and one to run east. Another was laid out from the house oF 
Jesse Irish to the house of Nathaniel Fisk. Irish then lived in 
the northern part of the town and Fish in the eastern. 

In 1769, the proprietors made a second division of land. This 
was a 60 acre division, and the lots were were laid out by Thom- 
as Rowley, Stephen Calkin and Crispin bull, who were »\y- 
pointed a committee for that pur])08e. Two sixty acre lots were 
laid out and disposed of, to pay the ex})ense of making this divis- 
ion. Another lot of sixty acres was disposed of for building and 
mending roads. Stephen Calkins was appointed a committee to 
take charge of the proceeds, after disposing of the laud, and use 
them to the best advantage for that purpose. 
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The annual town meeting of 1 770, was lield at the house of 
Timothy Bull, w)k> was elected moilemtor. Two highway sur* 
veyors were elected that year, who were Crispin Bull aud Seth 
Cook, llie proprietors made another division of land that year, 
which was 50 acres to each right. The conunittec ap))ointcd to 
make this third division, were Jesse Irish, Micah Vail and 
Thomas Rowley, lliis division was made hy pitches, and the lots 
were all laid out adjoining in regular form. The proprietors 
then drew lots for the day when each should make his pitch, 
which tuok place Octoher 8d. 

The town meetings continued to he held at the house of 
Timothy Bull until 1773, when they were held at the house of 
Mr. AVilliamson Bull. We have no means of knowing what 
the population of the town was at that time, as there was no reg- 
ular census made until 1791. But it is very evident that not- 
withstanding all the hindrances, the town was l>eing settled with 
gi'eat rapidity. The trouhles with New York wei-e now at 
their height, and the people here as well as elsewhere on the 
'* grants," vied with each other in resisting the unjust measures 
which were heing im|>osed upon them hy New York, 'llie set- 
tlers were handed together, and under the leadership of Ethan 
Allen promptly met every attempt on the part of the colony of 
Now York to extend her rule over them, aud to gain a foothold on 
their soil. 

The annual meeting of 1773, was held at the house of William- 
son Bull, and Micah Vail served as moderator. Town meetings 
were afterwards held at the house of Micah Vail. That part 
of the town, at that time was the most thickly settled, and hy 
heing held at Vail's house would better acconnnodate the inhabi- 
tants of the town. Hoads were increasing in number, so that in 
1773 it required three surveyors, who were Stephen Calkins, 
Ephraim Seley and Philip GriiHth. The surveyors in 1772, 
were Joseph Sprague, Abel Ilaskins and Michael Bull. 

Calkins was surveyor on the north roads from Tinmouth, 
Seley on roads in the south part of the town, aud Gritfith on 
roads upon the cast side. Hogs were not allowed to run with- 
out being yoked. Joseph Soule was elected town clerk in 1773, 
in place of Thomas Rowley, who had been town clerk, since 
the town was organized. Eplu-aini Seley and ]\f icah Vail were 
appointed a committee to receive the town's books and deliver 
them to the new clerk. 

The annual meeting of 1774, was held at the house of Micah 
Vail, who was also moderator. Tlicru were three assessors c'lioscu 
that year for the first time, who were William (juj^c, Ephruim 
Seley and William Bromley. 

Ephraim Mallory was elected moderatoi* of the anmuil meeting 
of 1775, and four highway surveyors were elected that year, viz : 
Abraham Chase, William Gage, Stephen Rogers and Clark Ar- 
nold. Tiie assessors were William Bromley, William Gage and 
Stephen Calkins. 
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Tlic people of the different towns were holding meetings and 
conventions, in refei*ence to the general safety of the inliabitants 
on the grants. A meeting was held at the house of Micah Vail, 
Jan. 30th, to appoint delegates^ to attend a general meeting of 
vclegatcs from the different towns, to be held at the house of Mr. 
Martin Powell in Manchester, Jan. 31 st^ Joseph Soulo was 
moderator of this meeting, and Mieah Vail, Kphraim Seley and 
Joseph Soule were appointed delegates to represent tliis town in 
that convention. 

New York had not abandoned her attempts to subjugate the 
people on the grants, but continued to assert her claim, and to 
extend her jurisdiction, and the settlers had determinedly refused 
to submit willingly to repurchase their lands, which they had 
tsettled and improved by cultivation, and planting orchards. This 
controversy and all other sectional dilAculties were soon swat* 
lowed up in the revolutionary struggle, which had now com* 
meiiced. The settlers of the town were still united, as they had 
hitherto been, against the common enemy, and in defense of their 
liberties, and now a momentous penod for them had come. The 
difliculty with New York had involved their dearest rights, and 
had raised their indignation to. the highest pitch, and was just on 
the point of breaking out into open hostility when the war be- 
tween the American colonies and reat Britain commenced. The 
news of the battle of Lexington had no sooner reached the settlers 
than it found them in readiness at a minute's warning, to defend 
their homes, at the expense of their lives and fortunes* 

The proprietors held a meeting in April, 1776, at Uie house of 
William Bromley, and Ephraim Seley was chosen moderator. 
It was voted to make a fourth division of land, of 50 acres to each 
right, and to be made by '^ pitches," the same as in the third di- 
vision. The committeeappointcd to lay out the land in this divi- 
sion, were William Bromley, Wing llogers, Ephraim Seley, 
John Wood and William Gage. They were to commence make- 
ing their "pitches" the 1st of May following. William Bromley 
was appointed proprietor's clerk. 

At the annual meeting of 1776, Mr. William Bromley was 
elected town clerk. A committee of five were appointed at that 
meeting to grant warrants to surveyors, and see if the roads were 
properly worked. The warrants empowered surveyors to distram 
the goods and chatties of all delinquents and dispose of them by 
public auction, and appropriate the proceeds for the use of high- 
ways. Tlie three assessors for that year were Joseph Sprngue, 
Seth Cook and Abraham Chase. 

On the 4th day of May 1776, a meeting was held at the house 
of Micah Vail, to appoint a committee of safety. David Irish 
was chosen moderator, and Micah Vail, William Gage and 
David Irish a committee of safety for tlic town, during the then 
present Continental Congress. A committee of five was also ap- 
pointed, to take charge of the piiblic rights as granted by the 
clmrter. That committee consisted of Joseph Soule, Joseph 
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Sprugiic, Philip Griflitli, liliculi Vuil niul Abruliam Chuse. A 
I'utul watt laid out that yiMir fi*oui Kphraim Selcy'ii to Mogeu Vuirfl 
und the Ottor Creek i*oad, making some ten or twelve different 
roads in town at that time, which were all laid four rocUi wide. 

In the convention which met at the house of Cephas Kent, in 
Dornet, on the 2dth day of September, 177G, Danby was repre- 
Hentisl by Micah Vail and William Gage. This convention was 
called by the ^^ Green Mountain Boys," who had after the Dec- 
laration of Indc])endence, made at Philadelphia, in July, 177G, 
conchah'd tliuy were not under the rule of any earthly govern- 
ment, except their own. A committee of seven reportctl the 
wi*ong8 and grievances suffered from New York, and the im|>olicy 
of any further connection with them. Among the proceedings of 
that (!onvention were the following : ^^To take suitable measures 
us soon as may be, to declare the New Hampshire grants a free 
and separate district." This shows the spirit of the men of those 
times, but for which we should never have known the value of 
American liberties. 

The tldlowing is a copy of a paper, now in my hands, which 
was presented to Capt. Micah Vail, in 1774, by Ethan Allen, as 
will be seen, being the remarks made on some laws passed about 
that time, and will more fully express the views of the ^^Greon 
Mountain Boys," in regard to the pi*oceedings of New York. 
And ah it is an old relic, and doubtless the only copy in existence, 
we have thought best to give it entire (in modern print,) retain- 
ing the capitals and spelling contained in the original : 

^^ UlC MARKS, &c. on some late Laws passed in New York. 

HIS Excellency Governor TYUON, in conformity to the Ad- 
dresses uf the General- Assembly of the Colony of New- York, 
having un the 9th day of March, 1774, with the Advice of his 
Council, issued his Procla unit ion, offering therein large Sums of 
Money i'or the purpose of apprehending and imprisoning the fol- 
lowing iVrsons, viz : Ethan Allen, Seth M^'arner, Remember Ba- 
ker, Uol)crt Cochran, Pelcg Sunderland, Silvanus Brown, James 
Breukciiridge, and John Smith. 

And whereas his Excellency the Governor, by the same Proc- 
lauuuiun, hath strictly enjoined and commanded all Magistrates, 
Jubticcs of the Peace, Sheriffs, and other civil Otticers of the 
Couuticb of Albany and Charlottee, to be active and vigilant in 
apprehending and imprisoning the Persons above named, and wc 
the aforesaid Persons, whose Names are hereunto atlixt, being 
coubeioiis tliat our Cause is good and equitable, in the Sight of 
(:iod, and all unprejudiced and honest Men, are determined at all 
Events, to nniintain and delend the same, 'till his Majesty's Plea- 
sure sliall be known, concerning the Validity of the New-Hamp- 
shire Grants. And we now proclaim to the Public, not only for 
ourselve:3, but for the New-Hampshire Grantees and Occupants in 
general ; that tlie S[)ring and moving Cause of our Opposition to 
the Government of New- York, was self-preservation : viz : Firstly, 
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tlic lh*oscn'atioii and maintainiu*:^ of our property : And secondly, 
Since that Government is so incensed against us, tliorefore it stands 
lis in hand to defend our lives ; for it appears hy a hite set of 
Laws passed by tlie I^egislaturo thereof, tliat the lives, and prop- 
erty of tlio New- Hampshire Settlers arc manifestly struck at ; 
but Uiat the Fublick may nghtly understand tlie Essence of tlio 
Controversy ; we now proclaim to those Lawgivers, and to tlie 
World, that if the New- York Patentees will remove their Patents 
that have been subsequently lapped and laid on the New-Hamp- 
shire Charters, and quiet us in our Possessions, agreeable to his 
Majesty's Directions, and suspend those criminal Prosecutions 
against us, for being Rioters (as wo are unjustly denominated) 
then will our Settlers be orderly and submissive Subjects to 
Government ; but be it known to that despotic Fraternity of Law- 
Makers, and Law-Breakers, that we will not be foolVI or fright- 
ened out of our property ; they have broke over his Majestjr's ex- 
press Prohibitions, in patenting those Lands, and when they act 
in Conformity to the regal Authority of Great-Britain, it will be 
soon enough for us to obey them. It is well known by all wise 
and sensible Persons in the neighbouring Governments, (that have 
aninwdverted on the Controversy) that their pretended Zeal for 
good order and Government, is fallacious, and that they aim at 
the Lands and Labours of the Grantees and Settlers aforesaid ; 
and that they subvert the good and wholesome Laws of the 
Realm, to corroborate with, and bring about their vile and mer- 
cinary purposes. 

And in as much as the Malignity of their Disposition towards 
us, hath flamed to an inuneasurable and murthennis Degree, they 
have in their new-fangled Laws, calculated for the Meridian of 
the New-Hamshire Grants, passed the 9th of March, 1774, so 
calculated them, as to correspond with the Depravedness 
of their Minds and Morals, in tliom Laws they have exhibit- 
ed their genuine Pictures. The Emblems of their insatiable, 
avaricious, overbearing, inhuman, barbarous, and blood-guiltiness 
of Disposition and Intentions is therein portraited in that trans- 
parent Image of themselves, which cannot fail to be a Blot, and 
an infamous Reproach to them and to Posterity. — We cannot 
suppose that every of his Majesty's Council, or that all the Mem- 
bers of the General Assembly were concem*d and active in pass-, 
ing so bloody and unconstitutional Set of Laws ; undoubtedly 
many of them disapproved thereof ; and it is altogether possible, 
that many that were active in making the Laws, were imposed 
upon by false Representations, and acted under mistaken Views 
of doing Honor to Government ; but be this as it will, it ap- 
pears that there was a Majority. And it has been too much 
the Case with that Government, for a Number of designing Sche- 
mers and Land-Jockeys, to rule the same. Let us take a View 
of their former narrow and circumscribed Boundaries, and how that 
by Legerdemain, Bribery, and Deceptions of one Sort or other, 
they have extended their Domain far and wide ; they have ran- 
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gled with, and enci*oachcd on all their neighbouring Goveniments ; 
they have used all Manner of Deceit and Fraud to accomplish 
their Designs : Their Tenants groan under their Usery and 0[>- 
prcssion ; and they have gained, as well a^ merited, the Disap- 
probation and Abhorrence of their neighbours ; and the innocent 
Blood which they have already shed, call for Heaven's Vengeance 
on their guilty Heads ; and if they should come forth in Arnis 
against U8, thousands of their injured and diss<itistied Neighbours 
in the several Govenuuents, will join with us, to cut off, and ex- 
tirpate such an execrable Race, from the Face of the Earth. 

This piece is not supposed to contain a full Answer to the new 
constructed Set of Laws aforesaid, for such a large Two- Year 
old, hath never been seen in America, it being of an enormous 
and monstrous Birth ; nor is it supposed to give the LfCgislatorB 
their full Characters ; But so much and a little more may suiiico 
for the Present. To quote the Laws, and make Renuirks there- 
on, would be Matter suliicient for a Volume : However, wo will 
nmko a few shoit Remarks thereon. 

I, Negatively, it is not a Law for the Province of New- York 
in general, but 

II. Positively, it is a Law but for Pan of the Counties of Al- 
bany and Charlottee, viz : such Parts thereof as are covered with 
New-Hampshire Charters, and it is well known those Grants com- 
pose but a minor Part of the Inhabitants of the said Province ; and 
we have no representative in that Assembly. The first Know- 
ledge we had of said Laws was the Completion of them, which 
informed us, that if we assembled, three or more of us together 
to oppose that which they call legal Authority, we shall be ad- 
judged Felons ; aiul suffer the Pains of Death ; and that same 
FrateiTiity of Plotters knew, as well as we, and the Generality of 
the People in the adjacent Colonies, that lliey have for a Number 
of Years last past, endeavoured to exercise sucli a Course of that 
which they call Law, that had they not been opposed by the 
People of these Grants, (called a MOB) in the executing the 
same, they would before this Time have been in Possession of 
that Territory, for which the Laws aforesaid are calculated : 
Therefore the Case stands thus ; if we oppose civil Olficers in tak- 
ing Possession of our Farms, we are by these Laws denomiiuited 
Felons, or if we defend and aid our Neighbours, who have been 
indicted Rioters only for defending our Property, we are adjudged 
Felons for that also. In fine, every Opposition to their monar- 
chial (Government is deemed Felony, and at the End of every 
such Sentence there is the Word Death : And the same Laws fnr- 
iher imiiower the respeelive Judges, pro\ ided any Persons to the 
Number of three or more, lliat shall oppose any IMagistrute or 
livil Oflieer, and are not taken, that after a legal Warning of sev- 
enty Da;"^, if they do not come and yield themselves up to certain 
Onieers a])|)ointed for the Puri)ose of securing ihem ; then it shall 
l>e lawl'id i'or the Judges aforesaid, to award Kxeeulion of Death ; 
ihe same as though he (u* they had been convicted or attained be- 
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fore a proper Court of Judicature, Sec. — The caudid reader will 
doubtless observe, that the diabolical Design of this Law is, to 
obtain possession of the Now Hampshire Grants, or to make the 
people that defend them outlaws, and so kill them wherever they 
can catch them. 

Those bloody Lawgivers know wc are necessitated to oppose 
their execution of Laws where it points directly at Property, or 
give up our property ; but there is one Thing which is Matter of con- 
solation to us, viz. that printed Sentences of Death will not kill 
us, when we are at a Distance ; and if the Executioners approach 
us, they will be as likely to fall victims to death as we : And that 
person, or Country of Persons are Cowards indeed, if they can- 
not as manfully fight for their Liberty, Property & Life, as Vil- 
liaus can to deprive them thoroot*. — ^TIio New- York Schemers ac- 
cuse us of many Things, part of which . are true, and part are 
not ; with respect to rescuing Prisoners for Debt, it is false : As 
to assuming Judicial Powers, we have not, except a well regulat- 
ed Combination of the People, to defend their just rights, may 
be called so. As to forming ourselves into Military Order, and 
assuming Military Commands, the New- York Posseys and Mili- 
tary Preparations, Oppressions, &c. obliged us to it : Probably 
Mess'rs. Duane, Kemp and Banjor, of New-York, will not dis- 
commend us for so expedient a preparation ; more especially, 
since the decrees of the 9th of March, are yet to be put in Exe- 
cution : And we (latter ourselves, upon occasion, we can muster 
as good a liogiment of Marksmen and ScaliMsrs, as America can 
afford ; and we now give the Grentlcmeii above named, together 
with Mr. Brush and Col. Tenbroack, and in fine, all the Land- 
Jobers of New- York, an invitation to come and view the dexter- 
ity of our regiment ; and we cannot think of a better Time for 
that purpose, than when tlic excutioners come to kill some or all 
of us, by Virtue of the Authority their judges have lately receiv- 
ed, to award and sentence us to Death in our absence. — There in 
still one mora notable Complaint against us, viz. that wo have in- 
sulted and menanced several Majistrates, and other civil Officers 
so that they dare not execute their respective Functions : this is 
true 80 far as it relates to the Majestrates : But the Public should 
be informed what the Functions of those Majestrates arc ; they 
are commissioned for the solo Purpose of doing us all the harm 
and mischief they possibly can, thro' their Administration and 
Influence ; and that they might be subservient to the wicked de- 
signs of the New- York Schemers, these are their Functions ; and 
the Public need no farther Proof than the consideration that they 
are the Tools of those extravagant Law-Makers ; and it must be 
owned, they acted with great Judgement, in choosing the most in- 
fernal Instruments for their purpose. 

Draco, the Athnian Law-giver, caused a Number of I jaws 
(in many Respects analagous to those we have beeu speaking of) 
to be written in blood ; But our modern Draco's determine to 
have theirs verified in blood : They well know we shall more 
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thau three, nay more than three times three Thousand, assem- 
ble together, if Need be, to maintain our common Cause, 
' till his Majesty determines who sliall be and remain Uie Owners 
of the Land in Contest. 

^^ Wilt not thou possess that which Chemoth thy God giveth 
thee to possess :" So will we possess that, which the Lord our Grod 
(and King) giveth 119 to possess. 

And lastly wo address ourselves to the People of the Counties 
of Albany and Churlottee, which inhabit to the Westward of, 

and ai*o situated countiguous to the New-Hampshire Grants. 

Gentlemen, Friends and Neighbours, Providence having alloted 
and fixed the bounds of our Habitations in the same Vicinity, 
which together with the fi*ee intercourse of Trade and Com- 
merce, hath formed an almost universal Acquaintance, and Tye 
of Friendship between us, and hath laid such a Foundation of 
Knowledge, that your people in general cannot but be sensible 
that the Title of our Lands is in reality the Bone of Contention ; 
and that as a People we behave ourselves orderly ; and are indus- 
trious and honestly disposed ; and pay just Defference to Order 
and Government ; and that we mean no more by that which is 
called the Mob, but to defend our just Rights, and Properties : 
We appeal to the Gentlemen Merchants, to inform whether our 
People in general do not exert themselves to pay their just Debts ; 
and whether they have ever been hindered by the country's Mob, 
in the collection of their Dues : But as the Magistrates, Sheriffs, 
Under-Sheriffs, Coroners and Constables of the respective Coun- 
ties that hold tlieir posts of Honour, and Profit under our bitter 
Enemies, we have a Jealousy, that some of them may be induced 
(to recommend themselves to those on whom they are dependant, 
and for the Wages of unrighteousness offered bv Proclamations) 
to presume to apprehend some of us, or our Friends : We there- 
fore advertise such Ofiiccrs, and all persons whatsoever, that we 
are resolved to infiict immediate Death on whomsoever may at- 
tempt the same : and provided, any of us or our Party be taken, 
and we have not Notice sufiicieut to relieve them, or whether we 
relieve them or not, we are resolved to surround such Person or 
Persons whether at his or their own liutise or Iluudcs, or any 
where that we can find him or them, and shoot such Person or 
Persons dead : And furthermore that we will kill and destroy 
any Person or Persons whomsoever, that sluill presume to be ac- 
cessary, aiding or assisting in taking any of us at'oresaid ; for by 
these •presents we give any sucli disposed Person or Persons to un- 
derstand, that, although they liave a Licence by the Law afore- 
said, to kill us ; *& an ^^Indenuiiticution for such 

Miirther tVom the same aiitliority ; yet they have no rndenuiifi- 
cation for so doing, from the GHKKN-MOUNTAIN BOYS; 
for our Tiivcs, Liberties and Properties, are as verily precious to 
us, as to any of tlie King's Subjects ; and we are as loyal to his 
Majesty or liis Government, as any subjects in tlie Province : 
But if the Governmental Authority of New- York, will judge in 
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I heir own case, and act in opposition to that of Great Brittain, 
and insist upon killing its, to take possession of our Vineyards ; 
come on, we are ready to take a Game of Scalping with them ; 
for our marshal spirits glow with bitter Indignation, and consn- 
mate Fury to blast their infernal Projections. 

It may be, the reader, not having seen the I^ws refcrrod to in 
this Pie(^, and not being thoroughly nrqniiinted with the lon^i 
and spirited Conflict that hath subsisted between the Claimants 
nnder New-Hampshire and New- York, nor of the progi*essive, 
arbitrary and monopolizing Disposition of the Court-Party of the 
latter of these Provinces ; may be apt to imagine that the Spirit of 
this Writing is too severe, inasmuch as it destines whoever pre- 
sumes to take us Felons or Rioters, to immediate Dc^th. But 
let the AVise consider the State of the Cause ; 1 . Provided we 
on our I*art Iks taken, we have by Ihriu I^iwr the Sentence of 
Death already pronounced against us, on proviso more than throe 
of us assemble together to maintain and defend our Property till 
his Majesty determine the Controversy. And 2. May it be con- 
sidereal that the legislative Authority of the Province of New- 
York had no Bight or constitutional Power to make such Laws, 
and consequently that they are null and void, from the Nature 
and Energy of the English Constitution ; therefore as they have 
no Place among the Laws of the Realm of Great Britain, but 
are the arbitrary league and combination of our bitter and mer- 
ciles Enemies, who to obtain our Property, have inhumanly, bar- 
barously and maliciously, under the specious and hypocritical 
Pretence of legal Authority, and Veneration for order and Gov- 
ernment, have laid a Snare for our lives. Can the Public cen- 
sure us for exerting ourselves nervously to preserve our Lives in 
so critical a Situation ; for by the Laws of the Province into 
wich ve are unfortunately fallen, we cannot be protected in either 
Property or Life, except we give up the first to presen-e the lat- 
ter ; so we are resolved to maintain both, or to hazard or loose 
both. 

From hence follows a neccessary Inferrence, that inasmuch as 
our Property, nay our Lives, cannot be protected, (but manifest- 
ly struck at)^ by the highest Authority of the Province, in which 
we at present belong, therefore in the interim, while his Majesty 
is determining the Controversy, and till he shall interpose his 
royal Authority, and subject the Authority aforesaid to their Du- 
ty, or reannex the District of disputed Lands to the Province of 
New-Hampshire, or some Way in his great Wisdom and Father- 
ly Clemency, ])ut the distressed Settlers under New-IIamf)3hire, 
on an equal Footing with our Brother Subjects in his Realm, we 
are under a Necessity of resisting unto Blood, every Person who 
may attempt to take us as Fellons or Rioters as afon\«aid ; for 
in this case it is not resisting Law, but only opposing Force by 
Force ; therefore inasmuch as by tlie Oppressions aforesaid, the 
New-Hampshire Settlers are reduced to the disagreeable State of 
Anarchy, in which State we hope for Wisdom, patience and For- 
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titude, till the happy Hour his Majesty shall graciously be pleas- 
ed to restore us to the prvilegcs of Englishmen. signed pr

N. B. Whereas lilr. James Brcakeuridge hath the Honor tf» 
be cMiroled a Rioter with us we can as8ui*e the Public, that this 
worthy Gentleman halh never been concerned with us in any Mob 
whatsoever ; but that he hath alway relied on a good Providence 
and the legal Authority of Great Britain, for the Confinnatiou of 
the New-Hampshire Charters ; Exclusive of any other Meas- 
ures whatsoever. 

The following verse attached to the above, was composed by 
Th(»uuis Rowley. 

When C'lesar reigned King at Rome, 
Saint Paul was sent to hear his Doom ; 
But the Roman I^iw in a criminal Case, 
Must have the Accuser Face to Face, 

Or Caisar gives a flat Denial. 

Bui here's a Law made now of late. 
Which destines men to awful Fate, 
And hangs and damns without a Tryal ; 
Which made me view all Nature through. 
To find a Law where men were try'd 
By legal Act, which doth exact 
Men's Lives before they are try'd. 
Then down 1 took the Sacred Book, 
And turn'd the Pages o're. 
But could not find one of this Kind, 
By God or Man before. t. k. 

I 'pon the back of the above paper, is a letter, addressed to 
Capt. Vail, and written by Ethan Allen himself, which reads as 
follows : 

''To Capt. Micah Veal at Danbe. 

Sr. 1 Make You a Present of this paper, and if on a Perusal 
You Should approve Thereof, it would add Greatly to my Satis- 
faction as I Should hope You would be animated to form the In- 
habilants of your Town Into Military Order, and Assume Your 
former Command and Assist us in Humbling the Haughty Land- 
jobbers at N. York. If Such an Event should Take place in your 
Town it would be Greatfully acknowledged by the Green Moiui- 
taiii Boys & Particularly by Your Friend and 

Humble Servant, ETHAN ALLEN." 

The foregoing paj)er was preserved by Caleb Parris, and now 
belongs to his son, John S. Parris, Ks({. 
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The annnal town meeting of 1777 wiid held at the house of 
Micah Vail, ami Thomas llowlejr was mo<lcrator. The three as- 
8es8ora appointed that year, were Luther Colvin, Stephen Calk- 
ins and Abraham Chase. The town was divided into six high- 
way districts and Asa Haskins, Joseph Day, Wing Rogers, Cris- 
pin Bull, Jonathan Irish and Luther Colviu were appointed the 
surveyors. It appears that swine were somewhat troublesome 
in those days, if allowed to run at large. It was necessary to 
pass a vote at each annual meeting, not to allow them to run at 
large, but as we would naturally suppose, this was disregarded 
by some of the inhabitants. This gave rise to the office of hay- 
ward or *' hog constable,'! whose duty it was to see that swine 
were kept within proper bounds. Wing Rogers was elected hay- 
ward or " hog constable " in 1777, the first who ever occupied 
that office in this town. The office of fence viewer was also cre- 
ated that year, and those elected to that office, were Micah Vail, 
William Gage and John Wood. A pound was also established 
for the first time, which was situated on the road between Aaron 
Bull's and ^licah Vail's, and Edward Vail was chosen pound 
keoper. Tlie committee of safety for the year 1777, were Wil- 
liam Gage, Thomas Rowley and Micah Vail. 

A town meeting was called the 23d day of June, 1 777, to ap- 
point two delegates to attend the general convention to be lield at 
Windsor on tho 2d day of July following; Col. Thomas Chit- 
tenden and Capt. William Gage were chosen to represent the 
town of Dauby in that convention. The time had now come 
when the people of Vermont must form a government of their 
own. The convention which had met at Westminster the 15th 
day of January, ^^ had entered into an association among them- 
selves, for the defense of the liberties of their country, and de- 
clared that if any of the iKM)plo inlinbiting the New Hampshire 
Grants, should f^ubmit to the government of New York, they 
would be deemed enemies of their country." The people had 
petitioned Ctmgress that Vermont might be reckoned among the 
free and independent American states, and the convention allud- 
ed to above, had met for the purpose of framing a constitution 
for the new state. 

The year 1777 was an eventful one for the people of this town, 
as well as others throughout the grants. The battle of IIubbai*d- 
ton was fought .July 7th, and the situati(m of affairs at that time 
were somewhat a1armin<r. No one knew how soon he would be 
called upon to go into battle, or how soon his own fields would 
bo the scene of strife. 

The theatre of warfare was now, soon transferred to the south- 
ern part of the state. A portion of Burgoyne's army, sent to 
scour the country, af)er the battle of Ilubbardton, passed through 
this town, on their way to join the main army, and it is said 
that the inhabitants were greatly alanned at the sight of the 
British soldiers. A company of ^lilitia was formed here about 
that time, and joined Col. Warner's regiment, at Manchester. 
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They were engaged in the battle of Bennington, which was 
. fought August 16th, sometime after which they returned to their 

(homes, to save, if possible, their unharvested crops, or enough 
to last them through the winter. We are told that a number of 
acres of crops in this town were not harvested that year. 
At a town meeting held June SSd 1777, an additional commit- 
tee of safety were appointed, consisting of Col. Thomas Chittenden, 
Joseph Spraguc and William Bromley. Two additional selectmen 
were also chosen, who were Kphraim Seley and Thomas Rowley. 
Kilwai'd Vail was appointed assessor, to assist tlie other three 
elected at the last annual meeting. Stephen Rogers having refus- 
ed to net as treasurer, Stephen Calkins was appointed to fill his 
place. 

During the months of Jidy and August of that year, scouting 
parties of the British were sent all over the country. They sup- 
posed that a large portion of the inhabitants on the New Hamp- 
shire grants were up|)osed to the rebellion, and that it was necess- 
ary only, to march an army through their country, and furnish 
them with arms, to bring them over to the royal standanl. Very 
few were found who were willing to abandon the cause of their 
country for that of the King. It is said that thoi*e were tories in 
town at that time, but the settlers were generally true to the 
American cause. A few who were considered tories, wei*e shot 
near their own door. 

Tliere is a large i*ock on the fann owned by Isaac Nichols, 
behind which, as tradition says, tories used to hide, which has 
given it the name of ^^ tory i*ock.*' 

There is one instance of confiscated estate in this town, which 
will appear from the following order, copied from the Journal of 
the ^'Council of Safety,*' at Bennington. 

"In Council of S-VFi-rry, 16tii Jan., 1778. 

To , and the rest of the heirs of , late of Danby, 

deceuscd, you are hereby notified to appear before this Council, 
on Thursday the 22d instant, to show cause, if any you have, 
why the real estate of , aforesaid, shall not be confiscat- 
ed to this state. By order of Council, 

Thomas CiiirrENi>KN, Pi'cst. 

Joseph Fay, Sec'y. 

It had now become necessary for the town to raise some mon- 
ey to pay current expenses, and for the support of the Militia. 
Tlie selectmen Imd disbursed considernble sums of money, and 
engaged more for the purpose of encouraging the Militiu and for 
other uses. The listers had been therefore, at the lust town meet 
iug in June, instructed to take a list of all the ratable estate 
possessed by the inhabitants of the town, as soon as possible, and 
return the same to the selectmen and conunittee of safety for the 
town, wlio were to make out a tax of six per cent, on said list, 
and deliver the same to the constable for collection. This was to 
be paid into the treasury, and drawn out by orders signed by the 
selectmen or committee of safety. 
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The law at that time required the list to be taken in the follow- 
ing manner, viz : All male persons in town from sixteen years 
old to sixty, were set in the list, each person at six pounds ; ev- 
ry ox or steer, of four years old and upwards, at four pounds 
each ; each steer or heifer, of three years old, and each cow 
three |K>und8 ; each steer or heifer, of two years, two pounds ; 
each steer or heifer of one year old, one pound ; each horse or 
mare, of three years old or upward, three pounds ; all horse kind 
of two years old, two pounds ; all horse kind of one year old, 
one pound each ; all swine of one year old, or upward, one 
pound each. Every person having money on hand, or due them, 
over and above all debts charged theron, the same was put in 
the annual list, at the rate of mx for every hundred pounds, and 
in case the listers suspected any person had not given in the full 
sum of money on hand, or due as aforesaid, the listers were em- 
powered to call such person or persons before them, there to 
give in such list on oath. All lands after being improved for one 
year, either for pasture, plowing or mowing, or stocked with 
grass, and within inclosure, were set in the list at ten shillings 
per acre. Mills were also assessed at the discretion of the lis- 
ters, according to the particular improvements or advantages 
thereof, also, work-houses and work-shops. Attornies at law 
were assessed at the discretion of the listers, the least practition- 
er, fifty pounds, and the others in proportion, according to their 
practice. Ministers of the gospel were exempted from taxes, as 
well as persons disabled by sickness, lameness or other infirmities. 
The gnmd list of the town for the year 1777, amounted to nearly 
250 pounds, or reduced to dollars, to $832.50, six per cent, of 
which would raise a tax of $49.95, which was thought sufAcient 
to pay the expenses of the to\^'n forthat year. This was the first 
grand list taken in this town ofwhicli we have any knowledge. 

Anotlier meeting was called Dee. 23d at the house of Eklward 
Vail, but was adjourned until the first Tuesday of Feb. 1778. 
At this adjourned meeting, Stephen Calkins was appointed an ad- 
ditional member of the committee of safety, and Thomas Rowley 
was chosen chairman of that committee. At that time nearly all 
the affairs of the town were managed by this committee. The 
BriUsh army having been defeated and driven from the vicinity 
of Vermont in the fall af 1777, the settlers of the town who liad 
served with the millitia in repelling the invasion of Burgoync, 
now began to return, and the inhabitants were allowed once more 
to devote their attention to their civil and domestic affairs. 

To show the character of the settlers which then peopled the 
grants, we will give below an extract from a letter which Bur- 
goyne wrote to Lord Germain, August 20, 1777, in which he 
says ** the Hampshire grants in particular, a country unpeopled 
and almost unknown in the last war, now abounds in the most 
active and most rebellious race on the continent, and hangs like 
a gathering storm on my left." 

The annual town meeting of 1778 was held at the house of 
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Edward Vail^ and Abraham Chase was moderator. Lather 
Colvin, Abraham Chase and Edward Vail were chosen assess- 
ors ; Wing Rogers, hayward ; William Gage, John Wood and 
Edward Vail, fence viewers. The committee of safety for that 
year were Capt. William Gage, IJeut. Stephen Calkins, Thom- 
as Rowley, William Bromley and John Sweat. Edward Vail 
was elected pound keeper. 

On the 12th of March 1778, a petition was presented to the 
Legislature of Vermont, then in session at Windsor, firom six- 
teen towns on the east side of Connecticut River, praying to be 
admitted to a union with Vermont. The Legislature being some- 
what embarrassed by this application, voted to refer the question 
to the people. Meetings were hel^ in all the towns in the state 
for this purpose, and a majority of them were in favor of the 
union. The inhabitants of Danby held a meeting for the purpose 
of voting upon this question, at the house of Edward Vail, the 
9th day ot April, and voted not in favor of the proposed union, 
and the committee of safety were instructed to make a report to 
this effect, to the Legislature, which was to meet in June follow- 
ing at Bennington. Thomas Rowley was the first representative 
sent ft'om this town, to the General Assembly, which mot at 
Windsor in 1778. 

There was put upon the records of the town, in 1778, '^ A 
roll of the freemen of Dauby." As some may desire to know 
who were residents of the town at that time, we will give below 
a copy of the roll, which contains the following names :

The above list does not contain the names of all the males 
over twenty-one years of age, in town at that time. Wo find 
that Abraham Chase, Wing ilogers, Ephraim S^ley, Aaron 
Bull and Asa IJaskins, and some others were residents of the 
town, and over twenty-one years of age, whose names do not ap- 
pear on that roll. Perhaps other names were omitted, but it 
doubtless contains the names of nearly all the freemen here at 
that time. Some of the persons whose names are on the roll, 
were children of the settlors, having come here with their parents. 
Among these were William Gage, Jr., Joseph Sprague, Jr., 
William Bromley, 2d, Charles and Daniel Bromley, Reubin and 
Nathan Rowley, Jesse Irish and Tliomas Rowley, Jr«, and some 
others. 

Tlie annual March meeting of 1779, was held at the house of 
Edward Vail, and Thomas Rowley was moderator. Several new 
offices were created that year, among which was the office of 
lister, leather scaler, town grand juror and tythingman. Ed- 
ward Vail, Isaac Gage and Luther Colvin were appointed listers ; 
William Edmunds, leather sealer ; Stephen Williams grand jur- 
or ; Abel Haskins, tythingman ; and Roger Williams, hayward. 
But five highway surveyors were appointed that year, who were 
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Daniel Bromley, Edward Vail, Ebenezer Wiboo, Caleb Ck)lvia, 
and Israel Seley. Another town tax was voted to pay the in- 
debtedness of the town for the year ensuing, and it was voted to 
hold future town meetings at the house of Stephen Calkins, 
and warnings for which were to be set up at the house of Ed- 
ward Vail, William Gage and William Russell. 

All persons residing in town at that time, and not having any 
real estate, thereby exposing the town to cost and charge, were 
warned out of the town. The following coppy of a warrant 
taken fi*om the records, will show the mode of procediug in 
those cases. 

" Danuy, April yb 28th, 1779. 

To the Constable of the town of Danby. Greeting : 

Whereas frequent complaints hath been made to us by some of 
the inhabitants of this town, that there hath lately come into this 
town several persons and families, who still abide in town, who 
luive no real estate, and by their continuance hero, the town may 
bo exposed to cost and charge. 

You are hereby required forthwith to warn and family 

to depait from this to>vn, and make return to us or either of us 
forthwith. 

Given under our lumds the day and year above written.

There were two families waimed out of town in 1779, two in 
1783, ten in 1784, three in 1785, and two in 1786. 

The annual meeting of 1780, was held at the house of Steph- 
en Calkins, and Thomas Rowley was moderator. There were 
live selectmen elected that year, and a second constable for the 
first time, and Reubin Rowley was elected to that otFicc. Twelve 
petit jurymen were chosen in 1780, for the first time, viz : Isaac 
Gage, William Bromley, Jacob Eddy, Jonathan Sprague, Ed- 
ward Vail, Joseph Sprague, Ebenezer Wilsou, Daniel Bromley, 
Jonathan Seley, Walter Gage, Ebenezer Sprague, Enoch Calk- 
ins and William Gage. A committee of five were appointed at 
that meeting, to inspect the indebtedness of the town, and make 
report at the next meeting. Edward Vail was elected brander 
of horses, — a new office created that year, and was agreeable to a 
law of the 9tate, passed in 1779, which was that each town in the 
state should have a brand, to brand their horses, which should be 
set on every horse, and horse kind, on the near or lefl shoulder. 
The Brand for 'Dauby was the letter " I," and the brander chos-^ 
en by the town was under oath, and made an entry of all horse 
kind by him so branded, with the age and color, natural and ar- 
tificial marks, in a book kept fur tliut purpose. Each farmer 
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also had an ear mark, whieh vms put upon his cattle and swine. 
This ear mark was recorded by the town clerk. 

In 1781 the office of sealer of weights and measures was cre- 
ated, and Lieut. John Mott was the first one elected to this office. 
William Bromley was tythingman that year ; Israel Selcy, hay- 
wanl ; and Obediah Allen, bratidor of horses. 

In consequence of tlie state of the currency, or medium of 
trade, it was difficult to procure provisions to supply the army, 
witout calling on each town for a quota of such supplies. The 
quota for this town, in the year 1780, was 4284 lbs. wheat flour ; 
1428 lbs. of beef; 714 lbs. of salted pork ; 128 bushels of Indian 
com, and 61 1-2 bushels Rye. It is said that the inhabitants be- 
gan to experience some hard times. Snow fell to a great depth 
during the the winter of 1780-81, and the weather was of unpre- 
cedented severity. The settlers being very poorly supplied witli 
comfortable houses, and with forage for their cattle, suffered 
greatly from the effects of Uiis. 

The grand list of the town in 1779 was 2612 pounds 5 shil- 
lings, or $8,609.96, in 1780 it was 2856 pounds 8 shillings, or 
$9,512.70. A town tax of four per cent, was raised on this list, 
kit the year 1780, which amounted to $380.50. 

In 1781 the following warrant was issued to the constable of 
Danby, for the collection of a direct tax, on lands in this town. 
As this was the first warrant issued for the collection of a state 
tax in this town, we will here introduce a copy of it. 

** To the constable of the town of Danby Greeting : 
Whereas the General Assembly at their session in Windsor, 
April 1781, did grant a tax of ten shillings on each one hundred 
acres of land in the town of Danby, except public and col- 
lege lands — 

This is therefore to command you to collect of the several per- 
sons owning lands in the town of Danby, ten shillings on each 
one hundred acres, and in the same proportion' for a greater or 
lesser quantity, any person or persons may respectively own 
as aforesaid, and pay the same to the treasurer, on or before the 
first day of April next, and if any person or persons shall refuse 
or neglect to pay his or her or their just proportion of said tax 
you are conunanded to distrain his, her or their goods or estate, 
and the same dispose of as the law directs, i^nd also satisfy your 
own fees. And when there is no owner residing in town, or ap- 
pears and pays the tax, on any portion of said land, you are di- 
rected to dispose of so much of said land in the mode prescribed 
by law, as to enable you to pay said tax, and also to satisfy your 
own fees. 

Given at the Treasurer's office, the 11th day of November, 
A. D. 1781. IRA ALLEN, Treasurer." 

There being a good many non-resident proprietors of land here 
who did not appear and pay their tax by the time specified, that a 
large quantity was sold at public auction the following year, at 
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the honfle of Stephen Calkins, to satisfy this tax. A portion of 
the land was afterwards redeemed. 

At the annual meeting of 1788, held at the house of Stephen 
Calkins, of which Ebenezer Wilson was moderator, it was voted 
that if any man in the town of Danbj, shall bring the smaU pox 
into town, bj way of innoculation, or by carelessness or n^eci 
after having the same, shall be liable to pay a fine of ten pounds, 
lawftil money, to the treasurer of the town. That disease was 
prevailing in some of the towns in the county to an alarming ex- 
tent. Among the officers elected that year, were Henry Herrick, 
tythingman i Edward Vail, sealer of weights and measures ; 
Joseph Fowler, leather sealer; and Stephen Williams, bay- 
ward. 

Thomas Harrington was chosen moderator of the annual town 
meeting of 1784, in which year the office of justice of the peace 
was created in this town ; Edward Vail was chosen to that posi- 
tion, the first who ever occupied that office in Danby, and the 
only one elected in 1784. Mathow Wing and Lemuel Griffith 
were diosen fence viewers ; . Isaiah Bull, grand juror ; Water Ta- 
bor, sealer of leather; William Garrett, tythingman; Levi 
Thornton, hay ward. ' 

A special town meeting was held January 26th, 1784, and 
Roger Williams was moderator. Daniel Sherman and Edward 
Vail were appointed a committee for the town, to attend a gener-' 
al meeting of town conmiittees, to be held at Rutland for the pur- 
pose of settling the northern boundary line of the county. It was 
voted to hold futui*o lowu meetings at the house of Abraham 
Chase, and that a sign post and stocks should be set up near the 
house of Abraham Chase. It was also voted to build a town 
pound upon the east side of the town. The erection of a sign 
post and stocks, referred to above, was agreeable to a law of the 
state, posfi^ed in 1779, which act was 'Mhat every town in this 
state shall inake aud maintain at their own charge, a good pair 
of stocks, with a lock and key snfRcient to hold and secure such 
ofi'cnders as shall be sentenced to sit therein ; which stocks shall 
be set in the most public place in each respective town ; and' in 
the same place there shall be a sign post ei*ectcd and set up, at 
the charge of the town, and maintained in sufficient repairs ; on 
which sign post all notifications, warrants, &c., for meetings 
shall be set up." According to the laws of that time, criminal 
ofTenccs were punishable by whipping on the naked back, from ten 
to one hundred lashes, according to the nature of the offense* 

Another meeting of the inhabitants was called June 17th, 1784, . 
to act upon a complaint entered to the town clerk, by several of 
the tax payers, who were unable to pay their state tax, by reason 
of a scarcity of grain, which was then used for currency. Jon- 
athan Seley, the collector, was instructed at the above meeting, 
not to force a collection of those taxes until the last of November, 
following. The selectmen were empowered to lease the school 
lots, and Luther Qolviu and Amos Colvin, were appointed a com- 
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mitiee to lay out tho 8d and 4th divisions of the school lots in 
this town, which had not been laid out. Roger Williams, Ed- 
ward Vail, Ebenezor Merry, John Havilaud, Jonathan Selej, John 
Burt and Capt. John Vail were appointed petit jurors for 1784. 
At a town meeting held the 20th of December, Doct. Ebenezer 
Tolman, Caleb Green, and Rowland Stafford were chosen a com- 
mittee to inspect and a^ust the accounts of the town. 

The annual town meeting of 1785, was held at the house of 
Abraham Chase, having been held at the house of Stephen Calk* 
ins since 1780. The number of selectmen was reduced to four 
at this meeting, and the number of highway survejers increased 
to twelve. An addittional Grand Juirman was also elected. 
The tythingmen for that year were Jeremiah Merrithe w and Thom- 
as Dodge. The grand list for that year was 8878 pounds. 

The following receipt will show tlio amount of provision tax 
against the town of Danby in 1781, for which an extent was 
issued by the Commisary General in 1784. 

" RuTLAKD, Oct. tb 20Tn, A, D. 1784. 

Received of Daniel Sherman and Edward Vail, in behalf of 
of the settlement Danbpr, the sum of £128, 18., 9p., in full of an 
extent from the Commisary Gren'l of purchase, for the state of 
Vermont, against such settlement for their provision tax, for the 
year 1781, and also, £2, lis., 9., in full for the fees or cost of 
collecting and settling said extent. 

ASA HALE, Sheriff." 

Tho proprietors hold a meeting on tho 8d Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1785, nnd voted to lay out a fifth division of land, which 
was to be 55 acres to each sight. Jonathan Wood was employed 
as surveyor and Abraham Chaso, Luther Colvin, Ebenezer Tol- 
man, Thomas Harrington and Jonathan AVood, were appointed 
a committee to see that the land was laid out, and settle all dis- 
putes concerning bouiidnries. A number of disputes had arisen 
which were all finally settled by the above committee. 

Another meeting of the proprietors and inhabitants was held 
on the first Monday of March, 1786, to hear the report of their 
committee, &c John Burt was then appointed a committee to 
look up the charter of tho town, and have it recorded. In 1 787 
a sixth and last division of land was nuide, which was 85 acres 
to each right. A draft was made and each proprietor had a day 
in which to lay out his lot, or make his pitch. There hod been 
some gores left in making the surveys, which were all finally dis- 
posed of by the committee. 

The first grist mill was built about this time by Stephen Calk- 
ins. I have been unable to ascertain the exact date, when this 
mill was built, but as it was a short time after the revolutionary 
war, it was doubtless not far from this period. It stood upon the 
west side oi the stream, opposite the present saw mill of Nelson 
Kelley, and was a great help to the settlers, as Manchester and 
Salem, were, previous to that time, the nearest places to mill. The 
ledge where Calkins got his mill stones, is oh the farm now own- 
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ed by Henry Kelley. The irons were brought fi*om Bennington. 

The Revolution was now closed, and the population of the town 
began to increase quite rapidly. There was a large influx of 
settlers during the last year or two of the war. A good many 
soldiers came to this town, some of them remaining till their 
death. They were generally an enterprising and industrious 
class, and many of them succeeded in establishing a home. 

Annexed, is a list of revolutionary soldiers, who settled in this 
town, together with their rank, so far as we have ascertained :

Some of these soldiers drew pensions under the act of Con- 
gress, 1818, and all who lived until 1882, drew pensions, and a 
few of their widows. 

The annual town meeting of 1786, was held at the school house 
then situated near the present residence of Walter M. Parris, 
Among those elected to town oflice that year, were John Palmer, 
leather sealer ; Samuel MeiTy and Benjamin Sutton, tything- 
men ; Darius Lobdell, brander of horses ; Jonathan Mabbit, 
fence viewer ; Moses Vail, pound keeper. Roads had increas- 
ed in numbers so rapidly, that it then required fourteen surveyors. 

Town meetings were also held at the school house during the 
year 178G. At the annual meeting a committee consisting of 
John Burt, Peter Lewis and Benjamin Fowler, was appointed to 
settle with the treasui*er. The petit jurors for that year, were 
Thomas Harrington, Ezekel Smith, Stephen Williams, Bradford 
Barnes, William Garrett, Rowland Stafford, Nathan Salisbury, 
Caleb Green and John Vail. A meeting was held April 11th, for 
the purpose of settling some lines and boundaries, in the first and 
second division of land ; It was voted that the strip of land left 
and laid out by the proprietors for a roud eight rods wide, west 
of the **towii plot," be lefl for fuutre consideration. This road 
had been laid out from the Tinmouth Hue, north and south 
through the town, but was never used for a highway. It was 
called a county roud, running north through Tiumouth, which 
was then intended to be the county seat. The grand list of 1786 
was 3664 pounds 10 shillings. 

A town meeting was held at the house of Abraham Chase, 
September 14th, 1787, Doct. Ebenezer Tolman, Moderator. A 
tax was voted at this meeting of two pence on the pound of the 
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gi*nm1 list of 1786, to be paid in gi*nin. In the fall of 1787, an- 
other list was taken, wliich amounted to 4250 pounds 5 shillings, 
showing an increase of 585 pounds 15 sliillings in one year. 

The annual meeting of 1788, was also held at tlio house of 
Abraliam Chase, and Jacob Eddy was J^lmlerator. Five select- 
men and five listers were chosen for that year. Moses Vail was 
elected ))ound kei*per; Jonathan Seley, Denjnmin Fowler, ty- 
thingracn ; Daniel Cook and Samson Harrington, hay wards. 
There was but one pauper in town in 1 788, who was Sarah Bar- 
low ; she was the first person ever supported by the town. Zeb- 
tdon Smith was hired to take care of her that year, for which he 
was to receive his pay in grain. A town tax was voted at the 
above meeting, of one penny on the pound of the grand list, to 
lie paid in wheat at 4 shillings 6 pence per bushel, and com at •! 
Hhilliugs i>er bushel. These prices show that grain was not very 
high in those days, compared with prices at the present time. 
Taxes were not very high in those times — the whole tax in 1780 
amounted to only 18 pounds or about $G0. The grand list for 
that year was 4612 pounds 6 shillings; in 1790 it was 41)20 
pounds 5 shillings. 

In 1701, when the first census was taken, the population of 
Danby was twelve hundred and sixty, (1260,) nearly as many 
as there are in town at the present time, there being by the cen- 
sus of i860 but fourtecm hundred and nineteen, (1410.) A saw 
mill had been erected by Stephen Calkins and framed houses be- 
gan to be built. Kapid progress had been made in clearing up 
lands, schools had lieen organized in several districts ; a large 
numlier of road:ji had been laid out and the population was thriv- 
ing and industrious. 

The annual town meeting of 1703, was held at the house of 
Doct. Adam Johnson, and l«idward Vail was Mo<lerator. Among 
the town oincers elected that year, were Benjamin Brandwell, 
leather sealer ; Israel I'liillips, tythingman ; Felcg Smith and 
Leonard Griffith, fence viewers. It was voted to lease the 
school lands, and to hold future town meetings, at the house of 
Dr. Adam Johnson, who then lived on the farm now belonging 
to G. J. Locke*R estate. 

In 1704, Caleb Phillips and llcnry Signer, were elected ty- 
thiiigmen ; Bradford Barnea, Barton Bromley, AVilliam E<linunds, 
fence viewers; and llatzel Kellcy, hay ward. Twenty high- 
way surveyors were appointed for (hat year, and a school com- 
mittee consisting of John Allen, Miner llilliard, Edward Vail, 
Abel Morton, Elisha Fish, Daniel »Shernian, Charles Nichols and 
Amos Brown, whose duly it was to make alterations in districts. 

The following town officers were elected in 1705 : Henry Ilcr- 
rick, tythingman ; Dennis Canficld, Moses Clark and Caleb 
Smith, haywards. Sheep were not allowed to run at large that 
year, and another pound was builu near the house of Kphriam 
Selev. The office of Auditor was created in 1707, in which 
year there was three elected, viz : Daniel Parris, Lemuel Grif- 

r. 
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fitli unci Kd ward Vail. Amoug tlio»e eleeted to office iu 1707, 
were Keiibeu White, leather sealer ; Garduer Harrington, ty- 
thingman ; Alexander Barrett hayward ; Jonathan Seley, Klihu 
Sherman, fence viewers. The grand list of the town that year 
uinoiaited to £5570 or $19658.16. 

In 1798, Prudential Committees were I'eqiiiredto make returns 
of tlie number of scholars in their i^esi^ective districts. It wa.s 
\'oted at the annual March meeting that year, that all warnings and 
notices for town meetings, should be set up at the house of Brad- 
ford Barnes, on the east side of the town, on the sign post near 
MoHCH V ail's, and at the Methodist Church, then sitiuUed uimr 
the burial ground, west of the Comers. 

The tbilowing officers were elected in 1 799 : Joseph Boss, KA- 
nuuid Sherman, haywards ; Alexander Barrett, tythingman ; 
Obediah Kdmunds, Daniel Parris, fence viewers ; Elislia Brawn, 
pound keeper ; Daniel Sherman, leather sealer, and also seal- 
er of weights and measures. 

The census of 1800, shows the |)opu]ation of tlie town to have 
been fourteen hundred and eighty-seven, a gain of two hundretl 
and eighty-one in nine years, by which we can see that rapid pi*o- 
gress had been made in the settlement of the town. At that 
time nearly every part of the town was settled, the farms cleared 
up and under cultivation. Three saw mills had been built, and 
considerable progress made in the erection of fituued houses, 
lioads had been built in nearly every direction ; two churches 
had become established ; and two stores and tliree hotels were 
in operation. There were but two dwelling houses at Danby 
Borough, at that time, and one hotel kept by Bradford Barnes, 
but it was very thickly settled along Otter Creek north of the vil- 
lage. The central part of the town, in the vicinity of Danby 4 
Corners, and south from there, was at that time the most thickly 
settleil. A settlement had been commenced on what is now kuowu 
as '^ Dutch Hill," by Henry Signor and others. A large num- 
ber of tlio inhabitants had settled iu the little village, auA a few 
had located themselves in the ^^ Oxbow." That portion of the 
town known as ^^Brondey hollow," and ^^ South America," had 
ulso become quite thickly settled, and the town was iu a nourish- 
ing condition. 

As it would doubtless be interesting to know who were resi- 
deiitH of the town at that time, we will give below a li^st of the 
freemen, made in 1800 :

The above list contains twenty-eight names, and it is with feel- 
ings of sadness that we read over the names upon these rolls, of 
men who once lived and moved upon this stage of action, but have 
long since passed to " that bourne from which no traveller re- 
turns." In them we read our own fate. There are but few of 
those men now living, less than half a dozen perhaps, over whose 
heads the winters of four score years and ten have passed. 

The annual town meeting of 1801, was held at the Methodist 
meeting-house which stood west of the corners, and Ezekel Bal- 
lard was moderator. A committee was appointed consisting of 
Kdwanl Vail, Henry Hcrrick, Jr., and Stephen Williams, to set- 
tle with the selectmen, and to see if the trustees had properly laid 
out a certain sum of money, appropriated for the purpose of nv 
jmiring the meeting-house. It was voted not to allow horses, 
sheep or swine to run at large. There were some alterations 
made that year in the fourth and fif\h school districts. The an- 
nual town meeting of 1802, was also held at the meeting-house, 
Jonathan Seley, moflerator. There were twenty highway sur- 
voyorH appointed that year, and another pound was built on 
the farm of Adam Johnson. 

A town meeting was held the 30th day of January, 1804. 
Jarcd Lobdell, moderator, at which meeting it was voted to «.«- 
sess a tax of five mills on the grand list of 1803, to pay the in- 
debtedness of the town. We would infer from this that the town 
was not badly in debt at that time. The annual town meeting of 
1804, was held at the house of Jonathan Seley, and Abel Horton 
was motlerator. It was voted to have fivQ selectmen who would 
serve the town free of charge. The dve elected under those con- 
ditions, were Abel Horton, John H. Andrus, Obediah Edmunds, 
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Barton Broinley and liosea Williams. A eoniniitteu lo niaki! 
alteratiuns in school districts was appointed consisting of Kohetli 
Allen, Hosea Williams and Nathan Saulsbury. Another com- 
mittee consisting of Jonathan Seley and Edward Vail, w>is ap- 
{Kiinted to assist the county committee in laying out a county road 
through the town. 

By a vote of the town at the annual meeting of 1805, the 
boundaries of the fourth, seventh and eiglith school districts wen; 
established. In consequence of the drought which occurred that 
year, crops were generally a faihu'c. There was no rain fell of 
any amount during the entire summer, winch caused cxiusiderable 
rtufleriug among the inhabitants the follwing winter and spring. 
A s)»ecia1 town meeting was held in the spring of 1806, at the 
liouse of Henry Hemck, Jr., for the purpose of instructing the 
selectmen to collect the rents then due on the glebe land. Ed- 
ward V^iil was moderator of that meeting. From the general 
list <d' the town in 1806, we find there were 202 polls, 5269 1-2 
acres of improved land, and eighty-four houses, the assessment 
upon which, aud other property, amounted to $28,876 52. 
It was the law at that time to add a two fold assessment to the 
amount of grand list. Militia men and cavalry horses were exempt 
from taxation. The annual town meeting of 1807, was held at 
the ineetiug-house, and Daniel Parris was moderator. 

In 1809, tlie annual town meeting was held at the inn of Hen- 
ry Herrick, Jr., and John H. Andrus was moderator. A town 
tax of Ave mills on the dollar was voted for that year, and a 
board oi school trustees were elected, c*onsisting of Amos Bi*own 
for the first districtt, Abel Horton for the second, John Lobdel 
tor the third, Nathan Saulesbury for the fourth, Edward Vail for 
the fif\h, Jonathan Seley for the sixth, Aaron li^jgers for the 
seventh, Hosea Williams for the eighth, Joseph lri»h for the ninth, 
whose duty it was to make such alterations in the districts as 
they deemed proper. A new and tenth district was laid out that 
year. The annual meet in;; of 1810, was also held at the Inn of 
Henry Herrick, »lr., and Abel Horton was moderator. Town 
otlice was not very profitable in those times, as but small charges 
wiU'e allowed for services. leisters and selectmen were seldom 
allowed over five dollars for their sei*vices during the year. 

In 1810, the popidation of the town was 1730, a gain of 24;> 
iu ten years, and there had been a rapid increase of business dur- 
ing that time. Tiie Corners had become consitlerablc of a busi- 
ness place. There were then two stores, one kepi by James M. 
Daniels, and the other by James Weeks. Jazniah Barrett wa.s 
jilso ill trade soiUh of the Corners. There were two liolels, one 
ktpt by Elisha Brown, aud the oilier by Henry llcnirk, tlr. 
Tiiere was also a blacksmith shop, besides other ^nmll establish- 
hients. Several large manufacturing estahlishmcnts had .spnujg 
up iu diU'erent j)art of the town ; among these was the woiileu 
i'iu'iovy by Jonathan Barrett, the trip hammer by Savid Bart let t 
and Isaac South wick, for the nmnufactiire of edge tools, and the

tannery for the niiinnracttire of leather, built at the Boroiigli, hy 
Pelcg Nichols, Hosea Williaiiia and Bradfonl Barnes. There 
were also several saw mills in o|)eration, supplying the inhabi- 
tatits with luinl)er; and two gristmills. Ten years had als4» 
witmsffsed some change in the settlement at the liorough. Several 
new honstis had Ikkmi built, anil a hotel kept by Augustus Btul- 
Ibrd. Twn stores were in 0|K»mtioti there., by llosca Williams 
and .lessc l^phaui, and doing gixnl business. .C^nte a settlement 
had sprung up at Scottsvillc, and a tannery was carried oh by 
Daniel Hcalcy. There were put into the list of that year, 20(5 
liotls, 811H acres of improved land, 171 houses, 4 stores, 121 
oxen, 1954 cows, and 390 horses. The above facts will show 
that the grand list of the town had increased very rapidly. 

Tlic annual March meeting of 1811, was held at the inn of 
Henry Ilerrick, Jr., and Jared Lobdel was moderator. It wait 
voted to asssess a tax of five mills on the grand list of 1810, to 
defray the expenses of the town. A committee consisting of Abel 
llorton, Alexander Barrett and Jared Lobdel, was appointed to 
settle with the treasurer, and one consisting of Edward Vail, 
Jonathan Seley and Jared Lobdel, to settle with the selectmen. 
A town meeting was held Jan. 6th, 1812, at the meeting-house 
and Nathan Weller was clerk pro tan. It was voted at tliat 
meeting to establish the several school districts as they then were, 
and a ci unmittee consisting of Ilosea Williams, Moses White, Job 
King, Nathan Saulosbury, Nathan Weller, Minor Hilliard, Joseph 
Button Ilosea Barnes, Ilatsel Kelley and Sylvauus Cook, were 
appointed to ascertain the lines of the districts, and make report 
at the next annual meeting in March. The report of the above 
committee was accepted at that meeting. John H. Andrus was 
moderator of the annual meeting of 1813, at which it was voted 
to pay Oliver Thayer the sum t)f thirty-three dollars and thirty- 
three cents, ($33 33) for damages in breaking his horse's leg 
on the highway. A tax of eight mills on the dollar was also 
voted. Abraham Locke was moderator of the annual meeting 
of 1814, at which meeting, David Griffith, Alexander Barrett and 
Paul Unlet t, were chosen a committee to settle with the overseers 
of the poor, and treasurer. A committee of ten, one from each 
school dis't, was appointed to make such alterations in the districts 
as they deemed proper. In 1815, the town was divided into twenty- 
five highway districts, and a tax of five mills on the dollar was 
votc<l, to pay the exi)enscs of keeping the poor, and other charges. 
Caleb Parris was chosen moderator of the annual town meeting 
of that year. 

The largest po])ulntion the town ever lm<l, was about the year 
1815, and probably that was the most pi-osperous period in the 
existence of Danby. There were but four towns in the coimty liav- 
'"? ft greater |)opulation at that time, ami none with the same 
number of inhabitants outrivaling in business interests. 

A |)criod of fifty years had then elapsed since the settlement Of 
the town, and perhaps it would be well, at this stage of our histo- 
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ry, to notleatiieduuiges wUdiluidbeeiiiiuMbiiitlieAfiiiirtoftfco 
town, during this hau • oentoiyy and also tlie dumget which were 
8tiU going on. There had hoMi two deatmctive wars with tlie 
mother conntryi— the revofaiiiony and thai of 18ii, just doted,— 
in which oor eitisens in common with those of tbo State, were 
called to take up arms, and without hesitation, in dcfimoo of their 
liberties and independimoe, which were nobljf won. We had also 
passed^ through that relentless struggle with New YoA, whidi 
raged until 1790, in which by a determined resistenoe ou our part, 
we wore saved fit>m becoming slaves to haughty and lugust rul- 
ers, ou the land we had bought an4paid for. We had thrown off 
the shackles, with which our unkind mother-Kiiglaml, was seeking 
to bind and degrade us, by taxing us without our consent, and 
^regarding our petitions for redrass of grio\'aaces, and remon- 
strances against hen: policy, and roae to the positionof an indepen- 
dentnation. 

The local government within that time had been varioody modi- 
Aed. Pkmous to 1779, the affairs of the town were managed by- 
the committees of safety, aAor whidi they were sul(ject to the 
state government, and many changes have been uuule. The laws 
inflicting ooporeal punishment for criminal offences, had been dis- 
continued, and more rational modes of punishment established. 
The war from which we had just emerged, had produced a bad 
effect upon the country. Industry was paralised, property dqiro- 
dated, and banks were broken. The laws then allowed imprison- 
ment for ddit, and as many as had contracted debts during the war, 
wore now unable to meet them. Consequently many went to jail, 
and tliose who could not '* swear out,'* would give Imil and secure 
the liberty 6f the yard. 

Time had made, and was still making great dianges in the 
usages, customs and circumstances of the people. The rude cab- 
ins of the first settlers, many of which were without doors, and 
without floors, with no cdlars, had been cxchiingod for more com- 
fortable dwellings. Our fathers were mcu of groat physical en- 
durance, and triumphed over the drcumstances of those times. It 
is impossible to give a true description of tlio privations, destitu- 
tion and sufferings of the sottlera, during thu first yetird of sottlo- 
meut. We have road how thoy camo hero and felled the forest, 
uleured up the land, planted grain and orchards, and mode them- 
nelvod a home. We cauuot truly pictui*e to ourselvc3 thoso rude 
dwellings, with bark roofs, through which Che storm would boat, 
and around whidi wild animals would howl by night ; how scanty 
wore their provisions, furniture and hou.'iuhold articles. Fifty 
years hod witnessed a diaugo in all these cireiiin'jtauce.i. The 
]>oo|)lu were no lunger obliged to goiiDeeii or twenty miles to mill, 
on iiorscback, and sometimes ou foot. Tlie age of pewter plates 
and wooden benches for seats had ptissed. They could now be 
abniulantly supplied with bread and meat, and childi*cn woi*o not 
tibliged OS in former times, to go barefoot the year round. Flax 
and wool wei'o now raised, and the spinning-wheel and looms set 
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ill motion, the music of which was common in every househohl. 
These are some of the changes which had taken place previous to 
1810, hut greater yet will be the change which the next succeed- 
ing fifty years, will have wrought. 

•Sduie trouble had now arisen, concerning the right of the town 
to hold town meetings in the Blethodist meeting-house, and on a 
petition signed by Miner Ilillianl, Caleb'Purris, Abel llorlon, 
Dennis CanfUdd and others, a town meeting was held at the Inn 
of Nicholas Jeuks, on the 8th day of May, 1816, William llitt, 
moderator. At that meeting the selectmen were appointed a com- 
mittee to make investigations, and ascertain what right, if any, 
the town had in the meeting-house, and make report at the next 
annual meeting. Another committee consisting of James ISIcDan- 
lels and Aaron Kogers, was appointed to examine the case of I'aul 
Ilulett, who had jictitioned the town to be set to another school 
district, said committee to meet and choose a third, and make re- 
port at the next meeting. The selectmen were instructed to set up 
four guide boards, at suitable places in the town. A special town 
meeting was held at the house of Nicholas Jenks, Oct. 9th, 181G, 
Abraliam Locke, moderator, at which meeting, I^Ioses Ward was 
elected first constable and collector, to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Isaac Vail. 

1816 was the great year of famine. People refer to it ns the 
cold summer. There was said to be plenty of rain in the spring, 
which continued until May, when a drought set in which lasted 
till late in the fnll, Thei*e were frosts every month in the year. 
Grain and grtu$s were a complete failure, and but very little corn 
was raised in town, in consequence of which, there was great 
destitution among the inhabitants the following winter and spring. 
We are told that ]>eopIe were reduced to the last extremity, and 
many cattle perished. 

The annual town meeting of 1817, was held at the inn of 
Nicholas Jeuks, and Caleb Parris was moderator. It wns voted 
to divide the town into six districts, and authorize the inhaliitants 
to build and support a pound. Paul Hulett, Edmund Sherman 
and Thomas Griffith, were appointed a committee to settle with 
the overseer of the poor and treasurer. A tax of one cent on the 
dollar was voted, to pay t)ie expenses of the town for that year. A 
special town meeting was held ^May 24th, Alexander Barrett, 
moderator. Twelve truHtees, one for each si^hool district, were 
appointed to make such alterations in said districts, as were nec- 
essary. The petition upon which the above meeting was held, 
called for an additional town tax, but it was voted not to raise 
ony. The selectmen were authorized to act upon their own 
judgment in taking care of the poor, without calling upon a justice 
of the peace for orders. 

The annual March meeting of 1818, was held at the house of 

Daniel Parris. A petition had been made to the town, to divide 

the sixth school district, upon which a committee was appointed, 

consisting of Barton Bromley, Edmund Sherman and Stephen

Calkins, who wcro to examine the case, and make report at the 
next meeting. 

At the census of 1820, we find the population of the town to 
be sixteen hundred and seven, (1607) a falling off of one hund- 
red and twenty-three, (123.) The annual meeting for that year, 
was held at the house of Henry Herriek, Jr., and Alexander 
Barrett was moderator. Stephen Calkins was elected town clerk 
at that meetingf in place of Edward Vail, who had held the 
office since 1799. It was voted to the pay the listers seveuty-fivo 
cents per day for their services. The annual town meeting of 
1821, was hehl at the house of Bradford Barnes, Jr., at tlie 
Borough, and Alexander Barrett was moderator. No particular 
change was made in the town officers for that year. The select- 
men were appointed overseers of the poor, and it was voted to 
hold future town and freemen's meetings, at the Inn of Henry 
Herriek, Jr., at the Corners. 

The annual meeting of 1822, was warned to be holden at the 
Inn of Henry Hen*ick, Jr., but for some reason it was adjourned 
to the house of Nicholas Jcuks. The town voted to reliuquiah 
all right and title which it had in the Methodist meeting-house, 
to Barton Bromley. A special town meeting was held June 3d, 
Zoheth Allen, moderator. A committee consisting of David 
Griffith, llosea Williams, Hosea Barnes, Zoheth Allen and David 
Youngs, was appointed to make all necessary alterations in school 
districts, and nuike rejwrt at the next meeting. It was voted to 
raise a school tax sufficient to make the public money equal to 
the amount of tax required by law, for the support of schools. 
This meeting was adjourned till the third day of July following, 
and was held at the same place, liufus Bucklin, moderator. The 
school committee having made some alterations in the districts, 
made their repoii, which was accepted. 

Town and freemen's meetings were held at the Inn of Arwin 
Ilutchins, from 1823 to 1825. There were but three listers ap- 
pointed in 1824, it having previously been tlie custom to elect four 
or five. In 182G, the annual town meeting was held at the inn 
of Nicholas Jenks, and David Griffith, Hosea Barnes and David 
Kelley, were appointed a committee to make alterations in school 
districts, and James McDaniels was appointed an agent to man- 
age a law suit then pending between Danby and Doraet. In 1827, 
David Youngs, Joseph Allen and liklward Vail, Jr., were ap- 
pointed overseers of the poor, and a tax of four cents on the dol- 
lar, was raised to defray the expenses of the town. William Hitt 
was moderator of the annual meeting of 1828, which was held 
at the inn of EphraimGilmore, at the Corners. Andrus Eggle^^- 
ton, Aaron llogers, Jr., Harris Otis, John Vail, Hosea Barnes, 
Israel Richardson and Alvali Bull, were appointed a school com- 
mittee for tliat year. It was voted to give all delinquent town 
officers, who were in arrears with the town, three months to set- 
tle their accounts with tiie treasurer, and if not settled within that 
time, the treasurer was directed to take legal measures to collect 
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tlie same. On thcSlst dnj of March, 1829, a town meeting was 
held at the inn Samuel Hamden, and David Youngs was modera- 
tor. Israel B. Richardson, Abraham Locke, Alvah Bull, Isaac 
South wick and Andrus Eggleston, were appointed a superintend- 
ing committee, for the inspection and examination of schools and 
teachers. 

The |»opu1ation ot the town in 1830, was tliirtccn hundred and 
sixty-two, showing a decrease of two hundred and forty-five in 
ten years. The annual town meeting for that year, was held at 
the Inn of Samuel Hamden, and Alexander Barrett was moderator. 
The number of highway surveyors was increased to twenty-six. 
A committee consisting of Caleb Parris, Harris Otis and Alex- 
ander Barrett, was appointed to settle with the selectmen and 
Treasurer. Another committee was appointed to make altera- 
tions in school districts, whose acU citlicr in establishing or alter- 
ing lines, should be valid and binding. In 1831, the town ap- 
pointed Alvah Bull, Ira M. Frazer, Joel M. Rogers and Isaac 
Soutliwiek, a committee to superintend common schools. Alex- 
ander Barrett, James McDaniels and Harris Otis, were appointcfl 
a committee tO correspond with other towns, in reference to build- 
ing a |)oor-house, if thought best, and make report at the next 
meeting. A town tax of eight cents on the dollar, was voted for 
that year. 

The annual meeting of 183*2, was held at the inn of Bcthucl 
Bromley, and Caleb Parris was moderator. It was voted to pay 
the collector of taxes five per cent, for collecting, and have 
no abatements allowed, on cither state or town tax bills. A tax 
of one |)er cent, was voted for the support of the poor, and other 
town expenses ; and a tax of two per cent, in addition to what was 
required by law, for the repairs of highways and bridges. \Vm. 
Bussctt, Andrus Kgglcston, Joel M. Rogers, and Rial Fisk, 
wore appointed a superintending committco of common schools 
for 1833. 

As it would doubtless be interesting, to know who were resi- 
dents of the town, afler and lapse of thirty-three years, we will 
give below a list of the freemen in 1833, viz :

By comparing the above roll with that of 1800, wo find tliat 
the old generation had nearly all passed ofT, there being but few left 
in town, and a new generation had taken their place. This was 
composed generally of a substantial class of men. Most of them 
were farmers in good circumstances. Some were in the mercan- 
tile business, and others engaged in manufacturing, while a few 
were professional men. 

The annual town meeting of 1834, was hehl at the house of Ar- 
nold Nicliolson, innkeeper, at the Corners, and Ira Kdniunds wait 
moderator. Tlie superintending committee of common schools, 
were Joel M. llogers, Audrus Egglestou and J. C. Dexter. A 
town meeting was held at tlic inn of David Kelley, on the hist 
Wednesday of Marcli, in tluit year, and Alexander Ihiirett waii 
moderator. The town voted at tliat meeting, to build a Town 
House, to be located between the dwelling house of 
Seiey Vail, and the dwelling house of John Vail, and to 
raise $350, to be appropriated in building said house. 
John Vail, Daniel Bai-tlett, Azariah Hiliiaixl, Elislia Lapham and 
Edward Vail, wore appointed a committee to contract and super- 
intend the building of said Town House. Upon a petition of 
several of the freeholders of the town, another meeting was held 
on the 10th of May, following, for the purpose of altering the 
location of the Town House, and granting individuals the privi- 
lege of extending the house, so as to aceonnuodiite the inhabituuts 
in holding meetings of public worship, but not however, to in- 
fringe upon the right of the town. It was voted at this 
meeting not to change the location, and not to allow individuals 
the privilege of extending or adding to said Town House, for the 
purpose of holding meetings of public worship. In 1835, the 
annual town meeting was held at the iini of David Kelloy, and 
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Davijil Youngs was raoclcrntor. William Stimson and Sclcy Vail 
were ap|M)inted a committee to settle with the overseers and treas- 
urer, and Daniel Bartlett, and Edwanl Vail, Jr., a committee to 
make alterations in school districts. At the same meeting David 
Youngs and Jolin Vail were ap|K>inted inspectors of flour, and a 
town lax of two cenls on the dollar was voted. 

The Town House was built and completed in 1835, atid the 
annual town meeting of 1836, was held there, and David Youngs 
was moilerator. James McDaniels, Seneca Smith and Caleb 
Parris, 2d, were appointed a committee to settle with the over- 
seers and treasurer. It was voted to build two stone pounds, one 
to be located in the east and the other in the west part of the 
town, or pound district. Elisha Lapham, William Stimson and 
Hiram Congor were appointed a committee to locate and superin- 
tend the building of the one in the east district, and the select- 
men a committee for the one in the west district. The selectmen 
were authorized to sell the six volumes of the Vermont Reports, 
and the seventeen volumes of Revised Laws, belonging to the 
town, at public auction. A town tax of two and one-half per 
cant, was voted for that year. At a special town meeting held 
the 11th day of May, 1863, Ira £dmunds, moderator, it was 
voted to raise an additional tax of one per cent, to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the town, and Albert Bucklin was appointed 
collector of taxes for the year ensuing. In 1837, the town ap- 
pointed Seneca Smith, G. J. Locke and Orange Green, a com- 
mittee to settle with the selectmen and treasurer ; and G. J. 
Locke, Isaac Nichols and PMward Vail, Jr., a committee to 
make alterations in school districts* Seneca Smith and Joseph 
K. Green, were appointed inspectors of flour. A town tax of 
five per cent, was raised. 

In 1837, Congress made provisions to deposit with the several 
States, the accumulated surplus money in the Treasury. The 
share of this State was $669,086 74 which was divided 
among the several towns in proportion to their population. The 
share of this town was $3,013 14. The towns by a provision 
of our State legislature, were to loan the money on good security 
and apply the income to the support of common schools. This 
fund was to be distributed every ten years, among the towns in 
proportion to their then population. As the population of this 
town has decreased since then, a certain portion of the original 
simi has been withdrawn. In 1856, the fund was taken to pay 
the indebtedness of the town. The State still liolds a lien on this 
money, whenever it shall be required for a re-distribution among 
the towns, or for repayment into the United States treasiu-y. 

At the annual town meeting of 1838, Daniel Bartlett, Edward 
Vail, Jr., and Ira Edmunds, were appointed trustees of the U. 
S. deposite money, and Josiah Phillips, David Lapham and Jona- 
than Staples, a committee to settle with the selectmen and treas- 
urer. Joel M. Rogers, was appointed overseer of the poor, for 
that year, and Aaron llogers a committee to confer with other 
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(owns in reference to building a poor house. Many farmers and 
ollicrs in litis town, suifered severely during llie iinaneial crisL» 
of 1839. We are told that the '^ credit system," proved disas- 
ti*ous to business men, and many were largely in debt. This 
caused a great decline in business here, for several ycai*8. 

The population of the town in 1840, was thirteen hundred and 
seventy-nine, which was about the same as that of 1830. From 
the statistics of 1840, we And there was in towu 358 horses, 3360 
cattle, 8950 sheep, G89 swine, and there were raised 2217 bush- 
els of wheat, 05 bushels of barley, G094 bushels of outs, 110 
bushels of rye, 25G bushels of buckwheat, 42G7 bushels of com, 
475G bushels of potatoes, 5378 tons of buy, 35715 pounds of 
maple sugar, 25433 i)ound of wool. A towu tax of seven cents 
on the dollar, was raised that year. Elisha Lapham, John Vail 
and Josiah Phillips were the committee to make alterations in 
school districts. John C. White was moderator of the annual 
meeting of 1841, at which Ira Edmunds was appointed agent to 
prosecute and defend law suits for the town, the first who occu- 
pied that olfice. Phillip Spaulding,Eli8ha Lapham and Ephraim 
Chase were the committee to make alterations in school districts. 
A town meeting was held October 27th, 1841, David Youngs, 
moderator, at which meeting William Otis was elected town 
clerk and treasurer, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
Edward Vail, Jr., who had occupied the oinee since 1837. 

Agi'ceuble to notice, a towu meeting was held the 2Gth day of 
March, 1842, John Vail, moderator, to hear the report of the 
committee appointed by the town at their last annual meeting, in 
reference to purchasing a towu fai*m. This committee consisted 
of David Lapham, Ira Edmunds, Daniel Bartlett, Caleb Purris 
and Seneca Smith, who made a favorable ro)>ort, but the town 
voted not to lease or purchase a farm at present. At a freeman's 
meeting held the 2d day of November, 1842, Galen J. Locke 
was appointed a delegate to attend a convention to be held at 
Montpclier, on the first Wednesday in January, following, for 
the purpose of taking into consideration, certain amendments to 
the c(5nsli(ution of the State, proposed by (ho Council of Censors. 
Tlie town instructed their delegate not to vote for the pi*oposed 
amendment. 

G. J. Locke was moderator ot the annual town meeting of 1843. 
The selectmen were appointed overseers of the poor, for that year, 
and the first constable was voted the jiuisdiction of the county. 
There was greater destitution prevailing in town, bet wen 1840 
and 1850, than at any former period. It was costing the town at 
that time, not less than $500 per year to support the poor, which 
was the principal expense incurred by the town. The overseers 
of the poor in 1844, were Azariah llilliard, Harvey Parris and 
»John Sherman. The town tax for that year was eight cents on 
the dolhir. Andrus Eggleston was moderator ot the annual 
meeting of 18^5. The number of higliway districts was in- 
creased to twenty-seven that year. Jolm Vail, Job Scott and 
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Andriis Eggleston, were appointed a coinmittco to make altera- 
lious iQ school districts. An article was inserted in tlie warning 
for the above meeting, to see if the town would dispose of the 
town house, and provide a more suitable place for holding town 
and freemen's meetings, but it was voted to take no action there- 
on. 

At the annual meeting of 1846, of which Isaac Mc Daniels 
was moderator, the town appointed the selectmen overseers of 
the poor, for the year ensuing, and Marcus Bartlett was appoint- 
ed superintendent of common schools, (the first who occupied that 
office in this town). The school committee had proposed some 
alterations in district No. 5, but the town voted not to accept of 
theii' report. It was voted to make a survey of the glebe lot, oc- 
cupied by Caleb Randall, for which Andnis Eggleston was to be em- 
ployed as surveyor, who was to be instructed to obtain what infor- 
mation he could in regard to this lot, and make report at the next 
March meeting. A proposition was made at the above meeting, 
by certain persons, to build a new road, leading from the Ras- 
kin's Mill, to Danby Borough, but the town voted not to take any 
action thereon. Caleb Parris 2d, was moderator of the annual 
town meeting of 1847, at which a town tax of thirteen cents on 
tlie dollar was voted. 

In 1847, petitions were presented to the inhabitants of the 
town, for a new road, leading from the Borough, to Ila^kin's 
Mill, and from thence, following the brook to the house of Foster 
Otis. In connection with this, the road leading from the house 
of Foster Otis to Pawlet, was to be altered ; all of which pro- 
posed route was to make an easier and better grade for drawing 
marble to the canal. These petitions were made in favor of the 
marble interest, and many believed that the general interest of 
the town required the building of the road. At a town meeting 
held the 9th day of Sept., 1847, a committee consisting of Sen- 
ca Smith and Azariah Ililliard, was appointed to examine the cose 
and make rejiort at the next meeting. The petitioners findine 
that a majority of the people of the town were opposed to buildg 
ing this road, petitioned to the County Court. The *com- 
missioners appointed by the Court, after making all necessary- 
examinations and surveys of the route, reported in favor of the 
road, which was accordingly laid out. At a town meeting held 
for that purpose, on the 9th day of November, following, the 
town committee rendered their report which was against building 
' he road, and gave as their opinion, that the public good did not 
require it. Whereupon, the to^vn voted not to accept of the 
roads as laid out by the commissioners. After much opposition 
o I the part of the town, that portion of the road leading from 
Haskin's Mill to the Borough, was finally built, and although an 
expensive road, it has pro.ved to be of great utility to the public. 
The proposed road leading from Haskin's ^lill, along the brook 
to the house of Foster Otis, would if been built, resulted in great 
injury to the Corners, which was at tliat time, tlie business part 
7 
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of the towii. The project was defeated, ahhough considerable 
expense was incurred. 

At the annual town meeting of 1848, it was voted to collect in 
the United Stales deposite money, by the 20th of March, folio w- 
inn, and place it at interest, with land security. . The town agent 
was instructed to survey the glebe lot, vvhicli Galen Randall oc- 
cupied, and report the number of acres it contained. A town 
meeting was held on the 23d day of December, 1848, for the 
purpose of taking into consideration an act passed at the last 
session of the legislature, in October, entitled, ^* An act annex- 
ing part of the town of Dauby to the town of Mt. Tabor," — said 
act requiring the assent of the towns of Danby and Mt. Tabor, 
before it could take effect. The result of the ballot at this meet- 
ing stood as follows : Whole number of votes cast, 234, in favor 
of annexation 65 ; not in favor of annexation, 169 ; showing that 
a very large majority of the inhabitants were opposed to the pro- 
ject at that time. 

At the annual March meeting of 1849, a motion was made to 
borrow the surplus money, to pay the indebtedness of the town ; 
and after some discussion it was voted not to borrow said surplus 
money. The following resolution was presented and read to the 
meeting, by C. II. Congdon, which was adopted : 

Whereas^ The expense of the town officers in Danby, for the 
past ten or twelve years, exceeds the expense of town ofRcers in 
other towns by one half, and the same are greatly increasing ; 
therefore, without making any specific charges against any in- 
dividual, 

Beaolvedy That it is the sense of this meeting that no officer 
receive over the sum of five dollars for their services during the 
year ensuing, excepting such whose fees or salaries are fixed by 
law. 

Azariah Ililliard was elected overseer of the poor, for that 
year, and a town tax of 14 per cent, was voted. At a special 
town nieetiug held Sept. 4th, an additional tax of 25 per cent, 
was voted, to defray tho expenses of the town for the year. 

Tlfe population of the town in 1850, wai fifteen hundred and 
thirty-six, showing a gain of one hundred and fifty-seven, in ten 
years. Since 1840, the manufacture of marble had become the lead- 
ing business in town, and this liad the tendency to revive other 
branches of business, checking tlie tide of emigration, which had 
been draining our population for the past thirty years. Three 
quarters of a century had passed, before this vast and inexhausti- 
ble wealth of marble was discovered, which had in a few years 
been so rapidly developed, as to largely increase our grand list, 
and add 10 per cent, lo our ])opulation. 

At the annual town meeting for that year, a committee consist- 
ing of Isaac Nichols, Amasa Bancroft,. Albert Bucklin, Harvey 
Parris, Leonard Palmer, Edwin Staples, Andrew Sargents, Silas 
Hulett, Seneca Smith, George Rogers and Hiram Kelley, were 
appointed to define the bounds of each school district, and report 
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ni a 8iib8er|tieDt meeting. It was voted tliat no town officer 
should receive more than five dollars as coinpoiisation tor his ser- 
vices during the year. It was also voted to raise a town tax 
of sixty cents on the dollar of the grand list, and that llie treas- 
urer receive said fax of the tax-|)aycrs, and allow each tax-pay- 
er four per cent, and one iNsr CTcnt. allowed the treasuiiM* for do- 
ing the business, provided that the tax is paid by the 20tli of June 
next, otherwise to be collected by the collector, at the rate re- 
quired by law. 

At the annual town meeting of 1851, of which II. F. Otis was 
moderator, a town tax of 20 per cent, was voted, and the first 
constable agreed to collect the same for two per cent., and be at 
stated places on certain days, and all that was paid to him at 
those times, he was to have one per cent. This contract was 
amendctl so that the tax-|)ayers who paid their tax by tlif. time 
specified, should be allowed the one per cent, abatement. The 
selectmen were instructed to repair all the roads that needed it, so 
that they would not be indictetl, and draw orders on the treas- 
urer for the same. Tlie following resolution was adopted at this 
meeting : 

Renolvedy That whereas there has been sundry matters all 
edged against our town officers, ini|>eaching their honesty for the 
past four years. Tlierefbi*e, the selectmen are hereby iippointed 
a special committee, with the privilege of callinnr for and exam- 
ining persons and books, and persons including books of record, 
treasury books, selectmen's books, poor master's and trustee's re- 
port and accounts, and any other impers interesting to the town ; 
to examine all charges preferred against said otlicers, defalca- 
tions, mutilations and misconduct of officers of the town, and re- 
port the facts, with their opiin'on on the same, at our next town 
meeting, for the purpose of better information to the town in re- 
ganl to the condition of our books and biisines:^, and the charac- 
ter of the men we have tnisted with office, and are now trusting, 
that knowing conduct and character, we may be governed 
thereby. 

A town meeting was held April 8th, 1851, Caleb Parris, tnod- 
erator, at which Wm. Vail was elected constable and collector, 
to fill the vacancy in that office. Daniel Fish was elected second 
constable. It was votetl to raise an additional highway tax, of 
five per cent., to l>e ))aid in money or labor. Another meethig waa 
held Juno 7th, Edwin Vail, moderator, at which a tax of 25 per 
cent, was voted, to pay executions and demands against the town. 

In 1852, some alterations were made in the school district ; 
town meetings were held for that purpose, one May 4th, Ichabod 
Marshall, moderator, and one May 29th, John T. Griffith, mod- 
erator. Another meeting was held Sept. 7th, at which it waa 
voted to raise a tax of 83 per cent., to pay the expense of build- 
ing the new road then under contract. On the 8th day of Feb. 
1853, a town meeting was held for the purpose of voting upon 
the Liquor Law, passed at the last session of the legislature, as re- 
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quired by said act, anil Edia Bukor was moderator. The follow- 
iug was the result of the buUot : Whole number of votes cast, 
193 ; in favor of the law, 112, not iu favor, 81. In 1853, Allen 
Cook was appointed overseer of the poor, and a tax of sixteen 
cents on the dollar, was raised. The town tax of 1854 was 30 
cents on the dollar, and the highway tax, 25 per cent. 

The following resolution was read and adopted at the annual 
meeting of 185G, viz : 

Renolvcdj The selectmen are hereby instructed to borrow the 
8ur])lus money of the trustees, at 6 per cent, interest, and pay it 
into the town treasury, taking the treasurer's receipt therefor, and 
the treasurer is also instructed to pay the same out on town or- 
ders, (he same as he would any other funds in his hands agi-ee- 
able to hiw. 

The trustee was instructed to collect in the deposito money, on 
or before the 20th day of August following. The town instruct- 
ed the tfelectmen at (his meeting, to confer with other towns iu 
reference to purchasing a town farm. A special town meeting 
was held April 19th, Miner Ilillianl, moderator, to see if the 
town would give the selectmen authority to bori-ow the United 
States deposite money, to defray the common expenses of the 
town, and it was voted not to give the selectmen tliat authority. 
At another town meeting held the G(h day of May, following, the 
selectmen were instructed to borrow the United States de^Misite 
money of the trustees, in accordance with (he resolution passed 
at the lust annual town meeting in March, and pledge the credit 
of the town for the same, with animal interest. At this meeting 
u eouimiltee couHiMting of Nelson Handall, II. F. Otis and John 
Hronilcy, was appointed to nuike alterations in school districts. 

At a town meeting held Sept. 2d, Spencer (jlreen, moderator, 
WarriMi ^'^aughan was elected trustee of siu'plus money, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Ainasa Bancroft. At the 
annual town meeting of 1857, of which Austin S. Baker wa.H 
moderator, Ezra T. Lillie offered the following resolution, which 
was ado))ted : 

Resolved^ That liereaAer the collector of taxes be allowed two 
per cent, and no more, on all monies by him collected and paid 
into the treasury of the town. • 

The selectmen were directed to examine into the accounts of 
the several collectors of taxes with the town, county and state 
treasurer's, for the last six years, in order to ascertain if any 
monies in the hands oi' any of said collectors are due to this 
town, and if so to take measures for the ttolleetion of the same. 

At Ihi'. annual town meeting of 1858, the so.leetmen were in- 
structed to investigate and enquire into the cost and e\)>ense of 
repairing the basement of the church at the Corners, for the pur- 
pose of holding town meetings, also repairing the Town House, 
and report to a subscipient meeting, on the propriety and expense 
of each. A special town meeting was held for that purpose on 
the 3d day of April, 1858, Miner Ililliard, moderator. A reso- 
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lution was presented by the proprietors of the church, stating on 
what terms the town should have said basement story, which 
rcjH)hition was as follows : 

WhereaM^ The iMiscmcnt story of the church at Danby Four 
Comers, is out of repair, and 

Whereas, llie upper part of said church, wotdd be much hot- 
ter preserved by keeping the basement in good repair. Therefore, 

Reached J That in consideration that the selectmen of the town 
of Danby, will put up' good window blinds to all the windows 
of said basement, and also contract the necessary fixtures for 
warming said basement, and find a good and suitable store, and 
put suitable seats around the walls of said basement and keep the 
room in good repair, the people of said town shall have the use 
of said basement for the puq>ose of holding town meetings there-> 
in, during the pleasure of said town. 

And fvriher Resolved^ That 6. J. Locke, Lyman R. Fisk and 
Miner Ililliard, be a committee to confer with the selectmen in 
what manner the fixtures shall be put up for tlie purpose of heat* 
ing said basement. 

The expense of repairing the basement was then estimated, 
and also the expense of repairing the Town House, when on mo- 
tion, it was voted to accept of the proposition of the society, 
granting the use of the basement story of the church, to the town 
for the pur{)ose of holding town meetings in, and other business 
of the town. At an adjourned meeting held the same day in the 
basement of the church at the Corners, the selectmen were in- 
stnicted to dispose of the old Town House to the best advantage, 
after the lease of said basement story was obtained, and repair 
the same agreeable to the above proposition. Af\er some dis- 
cussion on the subject, by J. T. Griffith, Ira Edmunds, A. D. 
Smith, and others, the meeting acljourned. 

The annual town meeting of 1859, was held at the Town 
Hall, and a tax of 25 per cent, was voted. The report of the 
selectmen was printed that year for the first time. In accordance 
with the instructions given them at the above meeting, the select- 
men purchased a Town Farm of John Bromley, for the sum of 
$4,000. A large ]K)rtion of the people of the town were opposed 
to this project, and agreeable to a petition signed by Obediah 
Edmunds and others, a town meeting was held on tiie 7th of 
May, to see if the town would appoint an agent to sell the Town 
Fann. Upon that question the ballot stood as follows, to wit : 
number of votes to appoint an agent, 47 ; number of votes not 
'to appoint an agent 109. The course pursued by the town pre- 
vious to that time was to dispose of the poor to those who would 
agree to keep them for the least money. By this means they 
were scattered one or two in a place, and of\en kept by unfit per- 
sons. This outrage to humanity became intolerable, and the peo- 
ple becoming awakened to the inhumanity of such a course, it re- 
sulted in the purchase of a farm, which is conceded by most every 
one to have proved a success. The town has been very fortunate 
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inemplojringageDU tomaDage the farm. Anoiiff Iboie wkou 
the towu liu0 ouiployod for tbat purpoM are K. B. Cook, Oiaa. T, 
Roed, Daniel Lane, D. 8. Everest, Akmso N. Colviu, William 
B. Parrii and Giffbrd GiUmore, who it the prewnl manager. 

The population of 1860, was fourteen hundred and nineteen^ 
being one hundred and nineteen km than that of 1860. This 
falling off in our population, was cauaed by a dedina in manu* 
&cturee, and other buMueM. The railroad had a tendenqr to 
build up the town quite rapidly for several veaia, but ita failure 
in 1867, had a eruahing effeet upon the buameM of the town, by 
ruining QMuar of our buaineae men, and stock holdera lost quite 
heavily* lue marble business was in a nourishing cond iti on at 
that time, and some of those engaged in it had invMted heavily 
in railroad stock, and by loosing this were unaUe to proeeed in 
their business, which finally oassed into other hands, and has not 
been carried on so extensively since. 

The town had incurred some considerable expense for the past 
ten or fifteen years, in building highwayS| doubtless peatsr than 
at any former period. There is probably no town m the State 
having u greater number of roads, not mauy of whi<^ wwe looar 
ted on the line. of lots, but seem to have hi&i laid where it best 
suited the conveionce of the inhabitants, or the nature of the 
ground. At present the roads run in every conoeivable direction, 
winding tlirough the valleys and over the hills. The tope and 
sides of hills were Mud to have been most easily doared and put 
under cultivation, and hence mauy of the highways instead of 
running at the base of the bilb run directly over them. Uanv 
roads have been changed since the low grounds have been deared, 
and improvements in this respect are stiU being made. The main 
roads were formerly laid four rods wide, and the others three* 

The peculiar direction of the water courses through the town 
render a large number of bridges necossaiy. Bridges were for> 
merly built by the voluntary action of the several highway dis- 
tricts, but for 'the past thirty or forty years, the expense of build- 
ing bridges has devolved upon the gi*aud list. There are no less 
than thirty public bridges iu towu, besides a large number of 
smaller oucs. 

C. 11. Congdon was moderator of the auuual town meeting of 
1860, at which it was voted to raise a town tax of 25 per cent, 
to pay the indebtedness of the town for the year ensuing. The 
following resolution was offered aud adopted at the annual meet- 
ing of 1861 : 

Re9olveil^ That the selectmen be, and arc hereby instructed to 
procure three hundred copies of their annual rejiort, to be print- 
ed and circulated anioug the legal voters of the town. 

In 1862, the selectmen were appointed overseers of the poor, 
and also fence viewers. At the annual town meeting for that 
year, the following resolution was adopted : 

Besolvedj That hereafter the collecter of taxes be allowed two 
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per cent, and no more, on all monies by them collected and paid 
into the trcasuiy of the town. 

A special town meeting was held Nov . 29th, 1862, Edia Bak- 
er, moderator, at which Nathan L. Baker, was electeil constable 
find collector, to fill the vacancy in that office. At the annaal 
meeting of I8G'1, of which Edwin Staples was modcrntor, it wa» 
looted to raise a town tax of twenty-five per cent, whicli the con- 
stable agreed to collect for three per cent. The selectmen were 
lippointcHl ovcrsers of the poor for that year. Seneca Smith was 
moderator of the annnal town meeting of 1865, at wliich Ira H. 
Vail was elected overseer of the poor, and a town tax of 1 10 per 
cent, was voted, which the constable agreed to collect for two per 
cenU 

The following proposition was mndc to the town at the above 
meeting, by Isaac McDaniels, which was accepted : 

Whereas J Gen. Isaac McDaniels, formerly of Danby now of 
Rutland, and State of Vermont, has offered and gives to said 
town of Danby, the generous sum of $10,000, by an instmment 
under his hand and seal, of which the following is a copy, to wit ; 
To the Town of Danhy^ Co. of Rutland and State of Vermont : 

I, Isaac McDaniels, formerly of Danby, now of Rutland, in 
said County, propose to give, and hereby give, grant and trans- 
fer, and deliver to gaid town of Danby, in trust, for the support 
of <Hininion s<*hfH)l<« hcrciniiDcr expressed, the sum of ten thous- 
and dolhirs in monov. to linvc and to hold the same to the said 
town of Danby forever, i!|w)n the condition, usca and trust follow- 
ing, to wit: 

Ist. That the said town of Danby shall forever keep the same 
securely invested as a fund, distinct and separate from all other 
funds and property of the town, by loans or mortgage of unincum- 
Iwrcd real estate worth double the amount invested, exclusive of 
buildings, or in stock or bonds of the United States of America, 
or of some one or more of said States ; and in case of loss of 
tlie whole, or any part of said fund, said to>\ii is to supply th(^ 
same, so as to keep said principle fund and entire at said sum of 
ten thousand dollars. 

2d. To distribute and pay over annually, forever, on the first 
<lays of April, or as soon there4if\er ns ])racticable, the annual 
interest of six hundred dollars, and pro<!ceds of said fund to the 
several districts in said town of Danby, in proportion to the num- 
l)er of children between the ages of four and twenty years, be- 
longing to each district, on the first day of the next ])receeding 
month of January of each year, the same to be appropriated and 
fised by the said school districts, res|)ectively, to the support of 
common schools therein. 

3d. Should the said to^vu of Danby fail to compl}- with any 
of the conditions, or perform any of the trusts herein expressed, 
(hen said fund is to revert to me, or to my legal heirs. 

G. J. Ijocke then offered the following resolution : 

Besolved^ That the selectmen of the town of Danby be author- 
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izcd and diroctod fo execute a receipt in tlie nauio of the tomi, 
to Gcu. Isaac McDauiuls for said fiiud, and to expreiui to bim tlic 
gratitude of its inhabitants for tbe noble donation, and that these* 
pi*oceedings be published in Rutland daily and weekly papers. 

This fund was invested in State bonds and deposited in Hutlaud 
Bank. 

As 3d years have passed since our last roll of freemen wat^ 
given, and as there ai*e many at the present time, and will be at 
some future time, who would desire to know who were residentn 
of the town afler another generation luid passed, we will give l>e- 
low a list of the names of the freemen in town in 186G, viz :

The above roll includes 299 names, and contains but 45 names, 
which are found on the roll of 1833. 

At the annual town meeting of 186G, the following resolution 
'waa offered by John T. GrifRth, and was adopted : 

Besolvedy That hereafter, and until this resolution is amended 
or appealed, no town offtccr shall be allowed or receive a sum to 
exceed one dollar per day for offtcial services rendered for, or iu 
behalf of the town, except where the compensation is Axed by 
law. 

In 1866, the selectmen appointed J. T. Griffith, town clerk, to 
£11 the vacancy occasioned by the death of G. J. Locke, who had 
occupied the office since 1849. In 1867, James £. Nichols was 
Appointed overseer of the poor, in which year there was uq town 
tax raised. In 1868, a town tax of 100 per cenL was voted, 
which the collector agreed to collect for one per ct. and be at stated 
places on certain days. Tax-payers were to be allowed six per 
€cnt. discount upon their tax, if paid to the collector on or before 
the first day of July, which discount was to be credited to the 
collector if paid into the Treasury on on before the 5th day of 
July. J. C. Williams was chosen collector. 

A )Ksriod of one hundred years, and over has now elapsed since 
the settlement of the town. Important events have transpired, 
and many changes have taken place since that time. A compari- 
aon of fifty years ago with the present time, exhibits many strik- 
ing contrasts. We noticed an increase in the population of the 
town during the first fifly years, or up to the year 1815, since 
which time, there was a gradual falling off, until 1850. From 
1810 to 1840, no town in the county with the same humber of 
inhabitants, outrivaled us in business. 

Tlie building of the Western Vermont Railroad in 1851, ush- 
ered ill a new era for the town, and gave a new impetus to nil 
the industrial pursuits. The population of the town increased, 
greater benefits were derived from farming, and the lumber, mar* 
ble and other manufacturing interests, rapidly increased. Pre** 
vious to this the marble had to be carted to Comstocks Landing, 
by teams, and no one could be extensively engaged in the lum- 
ber business. Danby Borough soon became a thriving village, 
while business was nearly ruined at the Corners. 

Hitherto we have said nothing in regard to local politics. In 
all the political issues which have arisen, the people of this town. 
have taken an active part. Party spirit has at times run to the 
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higliest pitch, resulting in tho bitterest political warfare* Tn 
inauy coses it has alienatc<1 friends, severed tho bonds of brother- 
hood and friendship, and has exerted a bad influence in the 
churclies. 

The close af the Revohition found the people nearly united in 
sentiment and principles with Washington as leader ; but the es- 
tablishment of our Federal Constitution raised new questions, 
and parties were )brmed, which were originally called Whig and 
Tory. Soon new issues brought into existence the Federal and 
Republican or Democratic parties. From forty years following 
the establishment of our government, this town was nearly even- 
ly balance], and was represented by men of both parties. The 
mutual hostility shown by these parties, has never been so great 
as during the political conflicts of the part thirty years, and the 
slavery question has been the leading point of diflerenco here, as 
well as elsewhere, llie North took up' a position in opposition 
to the slavejy propagandism of the South, and extension of slave 
territory, lliis was the cause of the great rebellion of 1861, tho 
most terrible war on record. In 1828 the Antimasonic party was 
organized, but was always in tho minority. Soou ailer 1830, the 
Whig party became organized, and lias ever had a majority in 
this town. Since then there has been the American party, or- 
ganized in 1855,' which was in the ascendency but a short time, 
and was absorbed by the other parties. In all the changes, fi*om 
the organization of the town, up to the present time, it has been 
loyal to the government. 

There has been a wonderful change eflected in the industrial 
efforts of the people during the past forty years. This change 
commenced as early as 1820, which was called the '^ good old 
times," when everything was manufactured at home. Those were 
truly industrious times, and for want of inachiucry people were 
obliged to perform manual labor. What a vast difference is shown 
when we compare those times with the present ; then people made 
their own implements, such as ox-bows, ox-whips, whip-stocks, 
<&c., by hand. While the men worked, the women were busy at 
tlic looms, or at the wheel. In those days they picked their own 
wool, spun their own yarn, made their own cloth, dipped their 
own candies, made their own chairs and baskets, and wove their 
own carpets. But no one at the present day thinks of returning to 
those times, nor would it be best, as we are assisted by labor sav- 
ing implements, in all our pursuits. 

Agriculture has ever been and will continue to be the leading 
pursuit iu this town. It must have required an indomitable will 
HI the first settlers, to level the forest and bring the laud into sub- 
jection. Whciit was one of the first crops raised, which the new- 
ly cleared land yielded a rich harvest. After this crop began to 
diminish, the people fell back to the coarser grains. The early 
settlers ])uid great attention to fruit growing. Apple orchards 
were everywhere planted, which bore plentifully at first ; pears, 
plums, and other fruits, were also raised at an early day, in great 
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abundance. But fruit growing is at present almost a failure iu 
some sections. Improvemento however, have been going on in 
different parts of the town by some, in planting orchards and in- 
troducing improved varieties of apples, pears, &c., so that the 
prospects for fruit growing are very bright. It is conceded by 
all that our agricultural interests were never in a more flourish- 
ing condition than at present. 

Since 1820, emigration has caused a heavy drain on our pop- 
ulation. A failure of crops, and a decline of manufactures were 
the principal causes of emigration. Several considerable settle- 
ments in different parts of the to^vn, were entirely abandoned, 
and some highways discontinued. Many emigrated to the Hol- 
land Pnrcliose, and others to Ohio and further west. Several 
towns in western New-Tork, were settled entirely by people from 
this town, and in several of the Western States, there is hardly 
a town tliat does not contain a representative from Danby. Not- 
withstanding the decline in our mechanical and manufacturing 
interests, which has caused a great reduction in our population, 
we are said to be making rapid advancement in our educational, 
moral, and religious interests.

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MANUFACTURES. 



Maple sugar, was one of the earliest manufactures of the 
town. The process of making sugar, was somewhat different in 
those days, than at present. Instead of boring the trees, they 
were boxed with an ax, and troughs made of softwood were us^ 
ed instead of tin, or wooden buckets, and potash kettles were 
used to boil down the sap. 

The salts of ashes, was another of the early manufactures, to 
which considerable importance was attached. By refining pro* 
cesses, these were made into pot and pearl ashes. This was 
the only article that would bear shipment to foreign ports at that 
time, and as it required but little capital, many were engaged in 
its manufacture, in different parts of the town* Among these 
were Jonathan and Jazaniah Barrett, Henry Frost, John Vaughan, 
Lapham & Button, Hosea Williams, Jessie Lapham, and 
others. The process of manufacture was very simple, which 
consisted in boiling down the lye of ashes to the requisite consisr 
tence, and then subjecting it to an intense heat. 

About the year 1810, a woolen factory was built by Jonathan 
tiarrott, one and one-half miles south of Danby Comers, which 
was the first in town. There was a carding machine used in 
connection with this. Barrett run this factory until 1821, when 
he failed, and it was never run afterwards. Another factory 
was built in 1821, by David Youngs, at the Borough, who run 
it until it was burnt in 1837. There was another factory built 
about the same time at Scott«ville, and run by Joseph Brownell, 
and also a carding and fulling mill. There was a cloth dressing 
and fulling mill, run at an early day, by John Bishop, a little 
west of the present site of Nelson Kelley's saw mill. Within 
the past twenty years, there has been no business of this kind 
done in town. 

For a period of nearly flfly years, previous to the building of 
factories, nearly all of the cloth used in families, was made at 
home. As soon as wool and flax could be raised, wheels and 
looms were set in motion. We are told that the price for a 
week's work spinning was 4s, and for housework, 4s, — 6d. The 
wool was taken in the fleece, picked, oiled, and then carded with 
hand cards, and it is said that one person could card as fast as 
another could spin. 

There has been four or five grist mills built in town, all upon 
Mill Brook. The first was built by Stephen Calkins, about 1780, 
which run for a number of years. There was another built in 
1795, at the Borough, by Andrew White. In 1820 a new grist 
mill was built by Stephen Calkins^ Jr., near the site of the old 
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DUO, which has been run by Ilirain Kclloy, Willium Ilaskius, 
WiUium Frink, and others, and lastly by Nelson Kellcy. Another 
gi'ist mill was built at the l^rough in 1887, by Nathan Baker, 
and Joseph Bartlett, which is now owned and run by Henry B. 
Jenkins. 

There has been some ten or twelve saw mills in town. The 
first one was built about the year 1790, by Stephen Rogers, near 
the George F. Kelley place. The next was built soon after by 
Stephen Calkins, on the site of the present saw mill owned by 
Nelson Kulley. Another mill was built at a' very early day, 
near the residence of Walter M. Parris, by Henry Frost, and 
afterwards rebuilt by Jazaniah Barrett. This mill 'was' after- 
wards owned by SaiHuel Emmerson and Samuel Morrison. The 
next one was built in 1810 by 'Richard Cook, near the residence 
of Ira II« Vail, aud another about the same time, on the farm 
owned by C. T. Reed. The next was built by Isaac HiUiard,' 
near the present residence of Hiram Fisk, and another soon after 
by Harvey Crowley, near the woolen factory. In 1840 a mill 
was built by Jeremy Bartlett, on the fai-m owned by David 
Wetherby, and known as the ^ ^Bromley Hollow," and was after- 
wards owned and run by Seneca Porter. Another one was built 
at the Borough by David Youngs, in 1820, which continued in 
operation for a number of years. The next one was built by 
Joseph Bartlett, in 1827, which has beem run by various parties, 
and lastly by Edmund Bourne. There are but two saw mills in 
operation at the present time, one by Nelson Kelley, aud tho 
other by O. B. Hulett, in the Little Village. 

Several tanneries have been set up in various parts of the town, 
for the manufacture of leather. The first was in 1800, by Mi- 
cajah Weed, near the former residence of Hiram Jenks. About 
the same time another was set up by Daniel Sherman, where 
Albert Mathewson now lives, and another nt an early day by 
Isaac Nichols, where he now lives, which continued in operation 
for a long time. The next one was built at the Borough in 1810, 
by Peleg Nichols, Hosea Williams, and Bradford Barnes. Daniel 
llcaiey set up an estublishincut ut Soottsviile, in 1812, which 
was afterwards owned by Job Scott, who carried on the buisiness 
for nearly 30 years. The next was built at the Borough by Adin 
Green, wlio was succeeded by Amasa Bancroft, and is now 
owned by O. B. Hodwin, wlio is extensively engaged in. tho 
business. In 1821 Josepli, Jessie, and Eiisha Lapham, went 
into tlic business where David Rogers now lives. Besides those 
above mentioned, there has been several smaller establishments 
set up, hy John Vuughnn, Anthony Colviii, Tliomas Nichols, and 
otlicrs. There is at present but one tannery in town. 

There lias been two trip hammers in town, for the manufact- 
ure of edge tools. The first was built at the Borough in 1795, 
by Samuel Dow, and the other by Savid Bartlett, and Isaac 
Southwick, in 1810, near the residence of Henry B. Kelley. In 
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1815, Abel nnd Savid Bnrtlctt, carried on tlio business of 
manufacturing hoes, axes, scythes, &c., until 1821) when the 
business went into the hands of Jeremy Bartlott; The first 
blacksmith shop. at the Corners, was built by Henry Hcrrick, Jr.. 
and amone tliose who have been engaged at blacksmithing, are 
John Williams, Silas Pickering, Allen Willis, Bcnj. Cross, John 
Aldrich^ John McGoom, Rufus Cady, James Morrison, William 
Sweat, Amasa Brown, Jacob Lyon, Charles, and Oilman Brown, 
Jay Potter, David Lane, Thomas Bums, Kphraim Gillmore, 
Henry Belding, John Conoly, P. A. Broughton, Daniel Wat- 
rous, and others. 

The first shop at the Borough, was started by Samuel Dow 
and Moses Kdith, in 1801, in connection with the manufacture 
of edge tools, where J. S. Perry's Boot and Shoe shop 
shop now stands. They were succeeded by Caleb Bpffum, who 
continued the business until 1810, and was succeeded bv Allen 
Willis, and Lemuel Stafford, until 183G, since which time various 
parties have been in the business, among whom are Orange 
Green, Henry Ilannum, A. Bancroft, Thomas GriflHth, Anson 
Griffith, Daniel Lapliam, Titus Lyon, D. A. Kelley, Geo. W. 
Baker, and P. A. Broughton. - There are at present three black- 
smith shops in town. There has also been one furnace in to\vn, 
built quite early, by Benjamin Phillips, near the residence of 
E^win Staples, who carried on the business for a number of 
years. 

Marble has been, and is now, the princifml manufacture of the 
town. This commenced about the year 1840, and considerable 
importance is attached to it. Previous to that time, grave stones 
were hewn out by James Lincoln, and others. The first mill for 
sawing marble, was built at tlio Borough, by William Kelley, 
Alfred and Albert Kelley, and about the same time anotlicr was 
built by Moulton Fish, EHsha Fish, and Allen Congor, wlio for 
a time was extensively engaged in the business. In 1841, an- 
other was built by Aaron Rogers, Elislia Rogers, and Seth 
Griffiths In 1845, a new one was put in operation by George 
Griffith, John T. and Gardner Griffith, which fiourishcd for a 
number of years. In 1848, a mill was built, and nm by William 
Haskins, and llirani Kelley, which did a good business for sev- 
eral years. Aaron Rogers, Jr., William Stimpson, and 
Hannibal Hopkins, next went into the business in 1850, and 
were largely engaged. 

Tlio building of tlie Railroad, greatly increased the manufact- 
ure of marble, so that a number of mills were kept in operation 
for a long time. The business, has declined some since 1860. 
Soon afler the new road was built, anotlicr mill was erected by 
George F. Kelley, and nm for sometime. Tliis has since been 
nm by Albert, and Alfred Kelley. The property is now owned 
by John H. Vail, of Brandon. A new one was also built by 
William Kelley. All these were built upon Mill Brook., In addi- 
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tion to those above named, there have been others engaged in the 
business, among whom are J. M. Fish, Henry White, A. T. 
Lawrence, of New York, Thomas Lymington & Co., of Balti- 
more, Franklin Post, of Wallingford, and others. In 1862, the 
Western Vermont Marble Co., was formed, L. S. Waldo, Agent^ 
which continued until 1868, when the property was leased by 
L. S. Wuldo, who is at present the only one engaged in the 
business. Soon aAer, another Company, was formed, James 
Panton, Agent, which run until 1864. The Vermont Marble 
Co., was formed in 1865, G. J. Locke, Agent, which run but 
one season only. Notwithstanding a lapse of thirty years 
nearly, since the first Quarry was opened, there yet remains an 
untold wealth of marble, which capital and enterprise will at 
some future day develope. 

There have been other manufactures besides tliose alluded to, 
among which are lime and coal, which have been burnt to some 
considerable extent in different parts of the town. Chairs, 
baskets, provision barrels, casks and cheese boxes have also been 
manufuc;tured. The only cheese box ftictory in town at present 
is owned and run by Nelson Kelly. Several cider mills 
have been set up, some quite early, but there are only two at 
present. In the spring of 1868, M. V. & J. C. Williams fitted 
up buildings at tlie Comers for the manufacture of cheese, which 
went into successful operation the following summer. 
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HOTELS. 



Cuptuiu John Burt was the first innkeeper in town, where the 
Poor House now stands, about the year 1775, which he kept for 
many years, and public doings were held there. Abraham 
Chase was the next innkeeper, about one mile south of the 
Comers, near the residence of Alvah Risdon. He kept a public 
house fVom 1778 until about the year 1800, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Henry Frost, who kept till 1810. Here town meetings 
were held, and public business transacted for a number of years. 
Since then there has been no tavern kept there, the building being 
taken for a store. 

Elishu Brown built the first tavei*n at the Comers in 1800, and 
kept n public house there for many years. Another one known 
as the *' Red House," was erected soon af\er, a little north of 
the village, by Henry Herrick, Jr., who kept there for several 
years, and was succeeded by Nicholas Jenks, who kept until the 
year 1823. 
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Brown was succeeded by Henry Ilerrick, Jr., who kept a pub- 
lic house for twenty-one years. The town and freemen's meetings 
were held here for a long time, and considerable public business 
transacted. His successor was David Kellcy, after whom came 

Rufus Bucklin, Jr., John Sweat, Ephraim Chase, McCol- 

listor, Jcptha Frost, and others. 

In 18«50, Seneca Smith (Ittcd up a tavern, which was first kept 

by Oliver Sheldon, and afterwards by John Croff, Bates, 

Joseph Smith, and some others. About the year 1880, a public 
house was erected by Barton Bromley, at the west end of the 
village. This tavern was built out of the old Methodist Meeting 
House, and was first kept by Arwin Hutchins, who was succeeded 
by Nicholas Jenks, Samuel Harnden, Bethuol Bromley, Arnold 
Nicholson, Ephraim Gillmore, Ephraim Vail, Jeptha Frost, aud 
others. 

Rowland Stafford built and kept the first tavern at the Borough 
in 1795, near the present hotel. In 1800, Bradford Barnes kept 
a public house, a little nortli of the village, on the present home- 
stead of Austin Baker. He was succeeded by Samuel Dow, in 
1802, who stayed but a short time, since which no tavern has 
been kept there. Abraham Anthony kept tavern very early 
where the Phillips Bros. live. 

In 1804, William Webber erected a public house on the site of 
the present hotel, and was succeeded by Dr. McClure, who lefl 
in 1808. Elisha Sonthwick came next, after which it passed 
into the hands of Augustus Mulford. The building was burnt 
in 1812, and rebuilt by Mulford the same year, which is the same 
house now standing. He was succeeded by Hosea Williams, 
and next by Rufus Bucklin, Jr., who kept until 1820. Since 
that time it has been kept by various parties, each for brief 
periods, among whom were Bradford Bnnics, Jr., Samuel Arnold, 
Caleb Buffum, J. B. Clark, Harrison Vail, Alonzo White, Anson 
E. Lapliam, James King, M. O. Williams, Geo. W. Baker, 
Frank Lewis, and at present by Lytic Vance, the only one in 
town. 
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MERCHANTS 
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The firat store ever kept in town was in 1790, by Henry Frost, 
near the residence of Alvah Risdon. Tliis store was in connec- 
tion with the tavern. His successor was Jazauiah Barrett, who 
continued the business until about the year 1810. Elisha Tryon 
built the next store in 1805, on the Itirm now owned by William 
Ilerrick. He was succeeded a short time by James McDaniels, 
Another store was kept about the same time by Isaac South wick, 
near the residence of William Herrick. 

James McDaniels and James Weeks were the first merchants 
at the Comers, about the year 1810, after which came Daniel 
Folger, John and Jonathan Barrett, Jazaniah Barrett, Abner 
Tiifl, Alien Willis, Daniel Axtell, Galen J. Locke, Ira Bromley, 
Seneca Smith, Charles Button, Nicholas Jenks, Seneca and 
Nathan Smith and others. 

In 1830, a large and spacious store was built by S. & N. J. 
Smith, who continued the business for a good many years. Soon 
af\er this another was built by Miner Hilliard, who also did good 
busiuess for a long time. He was succeeded a short time by 
Croff & Bates, Brown, and afterwards by P. lloltou & Co. 

James McDaniels was succeeded by his sons, Thomas and 
Isaac, for a number of years, and then by Joel M. Rogers. The 
store then passed into the hands of Seneca Smith. His suc- 
cessors were David Jacobs, Calvin Smith and others. The 
McDaniels store is now occupied by Bucklin & Vail. P. Holton 
is at present the oldest merchant at the Corners, having been in 
trade since 1858. 

About the year 1825, a store was built at Seottsville by Job 
Scott, who was in trade for over 30 yeiirs, and was followed by 
Joseph I. Scott, Edia Baker, and Simon E. Harrington. J. 
I. Scott is the present proprietor. 

The first store at the Borough was built and kept by Oliver 
Arnold, in 1803, near the present homestead of C. H. Congdon. 
and was succeeded by Robert Green and David Youngs. There 
was another about that time on the farm now owned by D. W. 
Rogers, built by Elisha & Jesse Lapham. The next was built 
in 1808, by Hosca Williams, near the present Hotel. He 
remained in the busiuess a number of years, after which it 
passed into the hands of Jesse Lapham, who traded until 1812. 
He then erected a new store, where the house of M. II. Cook 
now stands, which was afterwards kept by Isaac Vail and Piatt 
Vail. The stone store was built in 1820, by Jesse Lapham, with 
which he was connected for a number of years. This store has 
been kept by different parties since then, amomg whom are 
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George and Aaron Vail, William Sperry, Lapham & Bruce, 
Ariina Smith, nrnec & Nichols, C. M. Briiccj and lastly by 
William Pierce, the present proprietor. 

There has been other stores since 1810, by Eggleston St 
Youngs, Seth Griffith, Caleb BufTum and others. There was a 
Union store started about 1855, Daniel Bromley and J. C* 
Thompson agents. Since then stores have been kept in the same 
building by N4 P. Harrington, George E, Kelley^ M. O, Wil* 
liams and W. 11. Bond. 

The stone store west of tlie Borough was built by William 
Kelley, soon afler the marble business opened, who carried on 
the trade to some extent, and was succeeded by Li Si Waldo, 
J. B. Nichols, and last by L. S, Waldo, the present owner. In 
1862, S. L. Griffith erected a new store, which is at present kept 
by C. Hi & W. B. Griffith. In 1867, a new and elegant struc- 
ture was erected by C. Mk Bruce, nuiking at present six stores in 
towm 



EDUCATION. 
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The settlers of this town directed their attetitiotl ' Very early to 
the interests of education. As soon as they had provided for 
themselves a shelter and the common necessaries of life, schools 
were establislied. Our fathers considered this of the highest 
importance, as they were, in general, men of strong and pene- 
trating minds, and clearly perceived the advantages which educa- 
tion confers. But there were obstacles which prevented the 
settlers from making rapid progress in the establishment of 
schools. In addition to those obstacles incident t6 all new settle- 
ments, the controversies in which they were involved, and the 
revolutionary war, which threatened to ruin and rob them of 
their farms, employed nearly all their thoughts and energies. 

The education received in our early schools was somewhat 
limited, reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic being the only 
branches taught, and those to a limited degree; Teachers 
received but little or no compensation, as money was scarce, and 
school houses were rude structures, built of logs ot birch poles, 
and sometimes deserted log cabins were taken and fitted up for 
school rooms. Provision was made in the charter of the town 
for one share of 250 acred for the benefit of schools, to which 
was added, by a law of the State, the share reserved for a church 
glebe, and the share for the society for propogating the gospel in 
foreign parts, which last was taken from the town by a decision 
of the United States court. 
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The first general law of the State on the subject of schools 
was passed in 1782. ''This law provided for the division of 
towns into convenient school districts, and for the appointment 
of trustees in each town for the general superintendence of the 
schools. It also provided for the election of a prudential com- 
mittee by the inhabitants of each district, to which committee 
power was given to raise one-half of the money necessary for 
building and repairing a school house aujd supporting a school, 
by a tax assessed on the grand list, and the other half eitlier on 
the list or on the polls of the scholars, as should be ordered by a 
vote of the district." 

The school law has been gradually improved by State leg^sla;- 
tion'. Formerly the selectmen wore required annually to assess 
a tax of three cents on the dollar of the list of the town, for the 
support of schools* One-fourth part of the sum thus raised, 
together with one-fourth of the avails of the deposit money, was 
required to be divided equally, on the 1st day of March, among 
the school districts, without regard to the number of children in 
each, and the remainder among the districts in proportion to the 
number of children they contained between the ages of 4 and 18, 
and no district was to be entitled to a share in such money which 
had not, during the preceding year, kept a school at least two 
months, with other money than that drawn from the treasury, 
nor unless the money so drawn had been faithfully expended. 
The several districts were granted the powers of a corporation, and 
were authorized to raise money within the same for the support of 
schools, either upon the grand list or upon the polls of the scholars. 

Recent legblation has modified the above law somewhat, so 
that at present the school money is divided on the Friday next 
preceding the last Tuesday in March of each year. AfVer 
dividing one-fourth part equally among the districts, the remain- 
der is divided among the districts in proportion to the whole 
number of days' attendance of scholars between 4 and 20 years 
of age, and the entire support is raised upon the grand list. This 
enactment has a tendency to increase the attendance upon the 
schools. 

In 1798, the prudential committees were required to make 
returns of scholars in their respective districts. By these returns 
we find that the town numbered 469 scholars ; in 1830 it num- 
bered 570 ; and at present 434 scholars between 4 and 20 years 
of age. From the statistics of 1867, we learn that the aggre- 
gate amount raised upon the grand list, by the districts for the 
support of schools, was nearly $1,000. Number of heads of 
families in town, 206 ; amount paid male teachers, $409 ; amount 
paid female teacliers, $675. The number studying reading was 
307 ; spelling, 304 ; penmanship, 105 ; arithmetic, 193 ; gi*am- 
mar, 73; geogi-aphy, 100; composition, 4; history, 15; and 
some were pursuing other studies. Since 1830, there have been 
select schools taught nearly every year. 
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There is a striking contrast between the advantages of educa* 
lion enjoyed by the people of the present day and those in early 
times. But notwithstanding those few advantages which the 
early settlers iiad, nearly all of them were able to read and 
write, and had suflficient knowledge of arithmetic for the transac- 
tion of onlinary business, and some of them were graduates of 
colleges. The education received in our schools at tlie present 
day is very liberal. Different branches have been introduced 
from time to time, so that many of the schools are equal to col- 
leges in the extent of the course of studies. School houses at 
present are better adapted for the purpose than formerly, and the 
methods of teaching far superior. Corporeal punishment is not 
80 common as in former times, and more reasonable modes of 
governing schools have been adopted. Teacliers of the present 
day would be rendered very unpopular if they resorted to cor- 
poreal punishment, but in times past, when children received a 
punishment at school, they were almost sure to get another on 
reaching home. 

We have listened for hours, with deep interest, at the stories 
of older people concerning the fashion of teaching in their day, 
and when the schoolmaster's authority was established by a free 
use of the ferule. When flagellations failed, other modes were 
resorted to. Sometimes tliey were seated on a dunce block, or 
required to stand upon the floor with arm extended, and made to 
hold a heavy rule or book, and in case the subject was a spunky 
one, the ferule was applied severely to the palm of the hand; 
They were sometimes seated between two girls, to which they 
would soon become reconciled, and begin to relish it, which 
proved not to be much of a punishment. 

Previous to 1846, the law required the towns to appoint an- 
nually a superintending committee for the inspection and exam- 
ination of schools and teachers. Since then there has been but 
one superintendent, who is elected at the annual March meeting 
each year.

M. W. Donegan was elected in 1867, and is the present Saptrintendent. 

The town was originally divided into six districts, agreeable 
to a law of the State passed in 1786. By a vote of the inhabi- 
tants in 1792, the town was divided into nine districts, and in 
1812 three more were added. There are at present fourteen dis- 
tricts, two of which — No. 4 and No. 10 — are fractional.

CHURCH HISTORY. 



Early provisions were made by the settlers of the town for tho 
preaching of the gospel. This being one of their first wants, 
great care and attention was manifested for the church and 
religious worship. Tliree rights were reserved by the charter 
for the support and 'propogation of Christianity : one as a glebe 
for a minister of the Church of England, one for the society for 
propogating the gospel, and one for the first settled minister. 

There is scarcely any subject more worthy of our attention 
than the history of the church in this town. And while it aiSbrds 
us matter for study, it will furnish noble examples of faithfulness 
and zeul in the cause of Clirint. Wo du not come up to that 
standard of piety and devotedness as did our fathers and mothers, 
who laid the foundation for the religious institutions we enjoy. 
The people of those early days would travel many miles, over 
bad roads, on foot and on horseback, to hear a sermon. Whero 
we have commodious and comfortable houses in which to wor- 
ship, the people of those times worshiped in a log building — a 
log bam in summer, and a log school house in Winter. If the 
building was small, the hearers were obliged to be^lriithout, seated 
on logs, while the preacher stood in the door and proclaimed tho 
word of life.*' 

THE BAFTISTS 

Made the first move toward organizing a ' church, it being 
in 1781, previous to which time there had been no prcaqli- 
ing in town, except by some itinerant ministers, whose 
literary qualiftcations were not great, and yet they were very 
well nduptcd to the condition of the people of that day. It is 
said of these early niinistert*, that ^^ they toiled in the cold and 
in the heat, by day and by night, traversing the wilderness from 
one solitary dwelling to another, by marked trees and half 
made roads, fording rivers and streams, ofVen without a guide, 
and at the hazard of their lives. They frequently had to pursue 
their journey through storms of snow and rain to meet tlieir 
appointments, and adniininter to the perishing the bread of life." 
The iirdt Baptist society was formed in 1781, and tlie Uev. 
Ilezekiah Eastman was tlio first settled minister. Among the 
early members were Thomas Rowley, Abraham Chase, William 
Bromley, Sen., John Stafford, Nathan Rowley, Roger Williams, 
Joseph Fowler, Stephen Calkins and Abel Haskins. At a meet- 
ing of the inhabitants, held at the house of Stephen Calkins, 
**May ye 11th, 1781,*' Thomas Rowley moderator, it was voted 
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to give the Kev. Mr. Ktistman a call to settle in the work of tlio 
ministry iu Dauby. It was also voted, the first minister that 
should be ordained over a church of Christ in Danby, ''by the 
laying on of hands," shall be fully entitled to tlie right reserved 
by the charter for the first settled minister. 

Mr. Kastniau accepted the call, and was ordained in October 
following, as the records show : 

"October ye 11th, 1781. 

The church of Christ in the town of Danby, together with the 
voice of the people of the town, iu meeting assembled, unani- 
mously agreed and gave the Rev. Hezekiah Eastman a call to 
settle in the work of the ministry in the town of Danby. The 
Rev. Elder Waldo, the Rev. Elder Dakens and the Rev. Elder 
Rogers were appointed to assist in the ordaining of Mr. East- 
man over said church in Danby. Af\er every measure was 
taken, agreeable to the constitution of Philadelphia, present in 
Danby. the Rev. Elders Waldo, Dakens, Rogers, and the Rev. 
Mason and Cornwall, all assisted in ordaining the Rev. Mr. 
Enstmau over the church of Christ in Danby. The Rev. Mr. 
Waldo preached the sermon, from Ezckiel ye 83 chapter, from 
the 2d to the 9th verses. Elder Rogers gave the charge, and 
Elder Dakens gave the right hand of fellowship, &c." 

The Rev. Mr. It^istman supplied the church here until about 
the year 1800, when it dissolved. Being without a church, 
meetings were held in private houses, aud sometimes in bams 
and school houses. When the brick school house was built, 
meetings were held there. The Baptist church was reorganized 
in 1826, under the auspices of Eldei Joseph Packer. Previous 
to that time there had been only occasional preaching by the Rev. 
Elias Hnrlbut, the Rev. Harvey Crowley, Elders Daniel and 
Joseph Packer and others. The church was then in a flourishing 
condition, and the most prosperous of any period in its existence. 
Among its members at that time were Azel Kelley, John Bab- 
bitt, Ephraim Chace, Hiram Kelley, Rowland R. Green, William 
Johnson, Allen C. Roberts, Harvey Crowley, Benjamin Chace, 
William Haskins, Ruth Haskins, Polly Davis, Hannah Chace, 
and some others. Ephraim Chace, Azel Kelley and Hiram 
Kelley were its deacons. The organization was kept up for some 
twenty years, since which it has declined. There is no organized 
society at the present time. 



METHODIST. 

A Methodist society was organized here at a very early day. 
The first church was built in 1795, and stood west of the Cor- 
ners, near the burial ground. The Rev. Jarcd Lobdel was the 
first settled minister over this church, and the first Methodist 
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wlio preached in town. He was a local preacher here for many 
years, performing pastoral duties longer than any man since. 
He was laborious and useful, and his preaching plain and power- 
ful. During Mr. Lobders ministry there were several interesting 
revivals, and his labors were always attended with success. His 
meetings were sometimes held in private houses, in groves, and 
sometimes in barns. Lorenzo Dow visited this town in 1797, 
and preached in the old Meeting House, which was well filled. 
The members to Mr. LobdeFs church had increased so rapidly 
that, in 1800, a class was formed in the southwest part of the 
town, and also one on the east side. Their meetings were held 
mostly at private houses. The church at one time numbered 
about 70 members. Among the early members of the society 
were Alexander Barrett, Gideon Barnum, Timothy Bamum, 
Darius Lobdel, William Edmunds, John Ransom, Henry Herrick, 
Henry Signor, John Signor, Henry Herrick, Jr., Elisha Tift, 
Lucinda Emerson, Huldah Benson, Betsey Calkins, Mary Kelley, 
Jonathan Randall, Nathan Weller, Moses Vail, Lucy Vail, 
Phebe Griffith and Dennis Canfield. 

Since 1804, the Methodist church has been supplied by circuit 
prcachera. The first circuit minister who preached here that 
year was the Rev. Seth Chrowell, who then belonged to the 
Brandon circuit. He deserves an honorable place among tho 
heroes of the early history of Methodism. Ho commenced his 
labors in 1801, and continued them for twenty-iivo years. He 
combined distinguished argumentative powers with great horta- 
tory ability. His appeals were said to have been sometimes 
overwhelming. He labored while here with uncommon zeal, and 
his future labors were performed amid great bodily infirmity and 
suvcrc mental conflicts, until utter prostration laid him aside. 
He died in 1826, honored and beloved. The Rev. George 
Powers and the Rev. Justus Byington also preached here during 
tlic year 1804, and supplied both the east and west side. The 
society then numbered about thirty members. 

In 1805, the Rev. Samuel Draper and the Rev. Reuben Harris 
preached here once in two weeks. The Rev. Mr. Draper is said 
to have done valiant service for Methodism here, being inde- 
fatigable in his labors. He commenced his preaching in 1801, 
and continued until his death, in 1824. He was presiding elder 
from 1810 to 1815, always laborious and useful. The Rev. 
Samuel Howe and the Rev. George W. Powers preached here at 
stated intervals during the year 1806. Quarterly meetings weitj 
regularly held here, and largely attended. The Rev. Daniel 
Bromley was the presiding elder from 1804 to 1807, and preached 
here occasionally. Mr. Bromley was a native of this town, and 
belonged to the Brandon circuit. In 1807, Rev. Phineas Cook 
and Rev. Lewis Pease were assigned here, and met their appoint- 
ments regularly. The Rev. Mr. Pease was a very devoted and 
successful laborer in the Christian ministry. He was reared in 
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Canaan, N. Y., and Brandon was his first circuit, and North 
Second street, Troy, was tlie scene of his last successful minis- 
trations. 

Rev. Dexter Bates and Rev. Stephen Lomborger were sent 
here in 1808, l>oth of whom were zealous, pious and faithful 
ministers of Christ. The next, who came in 1809, were the 
Rev. Phincas Rice and Rev. Francis Brown. In 1810, Rev. 
Tobias Spiccr and Rev. Daniel Bromley supplied the church 
here. The Rev. Mr. Spicer was bom November 7, 1778, at 
Kinderhook, Columbia county, N. Y. Ho entered the ministry 
at the age of 22, joined the circuit, and preached here the first 
year. He was a noble, spirited, energetic man, a good preacher 
and a powerful exhorter, and is '^ known and read of all men " 
wlio have any acquaintance with Methodism. Of integrity and 
industry he is a notable example. The Brandon circuit was at 
that time very large ; it embraced no less than thirty-one towns 
and thirty regular appointments. These appointments were each 
visited once in four weeks ; so that there was preaching once a 
fortnight. In order to attend those appointments, the ministers 
had to ride about four hundred miles in four weeks, which was 
performed on horseback, and over exceedingly bad roads. Rev. 
William Anson, who was presiding elder from 1807 to 1811, 
preached here at the quarterly meetings. Mr. Anson was a 
native of England, a student of Oxford, and came to America 
in early life. He is said to have been subsequently a secretary 
under General Washington. At the age of 26 ho became the 
subject of converting grace, and joined the New York Confer- 
ence in 1800. He was one of the pioneers of Methodism. 
Those who knew him, pay that he was a genuine specimen of an 
old-fashioned Methodist preacher. He died in 1848. 

In 1811, Phincas Rice and Rev. Francis Brown returned to 
this appointment. The Rev. James Young alro preached hero 
that year. In 1812, Rev. David Lewis and Rev. Bardsley 
Northrop came. Mr. Lewis was here two years, his colleague 
in 1813 being the Rev. Thomas Maddin. In 1814, Rev. Almond 
Dunbar and Rev. Nicholas White attended to this appointment, 
and Samuel Draper, the presiding elder, visited the town. 

Rev. Justus Byington, who preached here in 1804, was again 
sent here in 1815. He wiis associated with the Rev. Jacob 
Bcman. Mr. Byington was here two years, his associate in 1816 
being Rev. David Lewis. Jacob Beman entered the ministry in 
1808, and is said to have been laborious and useful while here. 
He never wearied of preaching, especially against Calvanism. 
Rev. David Lewis was also here in 1817, associated with the 
Rev. James Covell, who was then quite young. Mr. Covell was 
bom in the town of Marblehead, Blass., in 1796. At the session 
of the N. Y. Conference, held in June, 1816, he was admitted 
on trial, and was appointed to the Brandon circuit in 1817. Mr. 
Covell was a devoted student and a good scholar, and ranked 
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among the most distinguished men of the Tvoy Conference. His 
preaching is said to liave been concise, clear and instructive, and 
lie a pious, consistent Cliristian. The llev. Ismic Hill, Phinea^ 
Doan and Moses Amidown preached here in 1818. Rev. Henry 
Stead, the presiding elder, was here during the quarterly meet- 
ings. Rev. Mr. Stead was an Englishman by birth, and entered 
the itinerant field in 1804. He was, as we are told, an amimated 
and useful preacher, and an excellent presiding elder, being kind, 
frank und humorous. He was a warm hearted Christian and a 
decided Methodist. 

Rev. Moses Amidown was here again in 1819, associated 
with Rev. Levi Barnet. In 1820, the Rev. Samuel l)i-aper and 
Rev. Jacob Beman were again appointed here, together with 
Rev. Elisha Dewey. Mr. Draper was also here in 1821, and 
Rev. Mr. Amidown was reappointed, and the church prosi)ei*ed 
under their charge. In 1822, there was circuit preaching by the 
Rev. George Smith and the Rev. Hiram Meeker. Rev. John 8. 
Stratton was the presiding elder for that quarter. 

From 1823 to 1832, the following circuit ministers pi*eached 
here, viz : Harvey DeWolf, Rev. Pliilo Pherris, 1823 ; Rev. 
DilHn Stephens, 1824 ; Rev. Cyi'us Prindle, Rev. Lucius Baldwin, 
1825; Rev. Tolman Todd, Rev. Anthony Rice, 182G ; Rev. 
Almond Dunbar, Rev. Amos Hazleton, 1827 ; Rev. Salmon 
Stebbins, Rev. James Goodrich, 1828 ; Rev. Reuben Wescott, 
Rev. Cyrus Prindle, 1829 ; Rev. Joshua Poor, Rev. Joseph 
Eames, 1830; Rev. Joshua Poor, Rev. William Ryder, 1831 ; 
Rev. Christopher Morris, Rev. Lyman Prindle, in 1832. The 
following presiding elders preached here during that quarter, 
viz : Rev. Bucll Goodell, Rev. Lewis Pease and Rev. Tobias 
Spicer. 

The Troy Conference was organized in 1832, and has sent the 
following ministers here, viz : Rev. John Atley, Rev. John 
Fitch, Rev. Anthony Rice, in 1833 ; Rev. David Poor, Rev. 
Peter Harrower, Rev. Arnold Kingsbury, in 1834 ; Rev. Aldeu 
8. Cooper, Rev. Manley Witherell, in 1835 ; Rev. Ira Bentley, 
Rev. Hiram Blanchard, in 1836 ; and the Rev. William Hurd in 
1837 and 1838. 



The year 1838 marks a new era in the history of the church 
in Danby. The old Methodist Meeting House, west of the Cor- 
ners, was torn down in 1822, before and after which time 
meetings for the west side of the town were held at the brick 
school house, and for the east side in the school house at the 
Borough, so that for a period of sixteen years the Methodists 
were without a church. In 1838 there were three societies 
formed, each of which erected a church. The one at the Borough 
was built first, and dedicated by the Rev. Stephen Martindale, of 
Wallingford. That Society was composed of Episcopal Metho- 
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^sta, Close Communion Baptists and Friends. The church south 
of the Comers it'as finished next, in 1839, and dedicated bj the 
Rev. Bf r. Martindale. The Society was composed of Methodists 
and Baptists. The church at the Comers was completed about 
the year 1840, and dedicated by the Rev. Mr. Brown, a Univer- 
Balist minister. This was designed as a Union church, and wa9 
dedicated as such, all denominations being represented. 

Since 1838, the Methodist Episcopal churches have been sup- 
plied by tlie following preachers, viz : Rev. William Ilurd in 
1838 ; Rev. Josiah Chamberlin in 1839 ; Rev. Albert Chamberlin 
and Rev. John Brown in 1840 ; Rev. Albert Chamberlin in 1841 ; 
Rev. Chester Chamberlin in 1842 and 1844 ; Sylvester Clemens 
from 1844 to 1840 ; Rev. Benjamin Cox in 1847. From 1848 
to 1855 there was no regtilar preacher sent here. Since that 
time the following named ministers have supplied this church : 

Rev. Ilurlburt in 1855 ; Rev. Lewis Dwight in 1856 ; Rev. 

J. L. Cook in 1858 ; Rev. Wesley (/lemons in 1859 ; Rev. Mr. 
Hannah in 18G0 ; Rev. M. A. Wicker in 1861 ; liev. H. U. Smith 
in 1862 and 1863 ; Rev. Mr. Newton in 1864 ; Rev. Mr. Whit- 
ney in 1865 ; Rev. D. Rose in 1866 ; and Rev. Z. C. Picket from 
1867, and who continues to supply the church here, having been 
returned for the third time. A spirited revival took place here 
in the winter of 1859-60, under the preaching of Rev. Mr. 
Clemens, whoso stirring appeals and unremitting labors brought 
many over to the cause of Christ. An interesting Sabbath 
School has been connected with this church for many years, and 
libraries have been established. Since 1830, donation festivals 
have become general and popular. When they were first intro- 
duced they were limited to the supply of the pastorate, with such 
necessary articles as each donor could conveniently spare from 
his own stores. Since money has become the most plentiful 
Article in the community, donations arc almost exclusively made 
in cash, and frequently from one to two hundred dollars are 
raised in' an evening. The effect of these festivals has been to 
create a better feeling in the community, more sympathy among 
the people, and between the pastor and people. The largest 
festival ever held here was in the winter of 1868, for the benefit 
of the Rev. Z. C. Picket, at which the sum of $236 was obtained. 
Besides the amount raised at these festivals, a salary of about 
$500 is paid to the minister each year, which is raised by sub* 
scription. 



FRIENDS, OR QUAKERS. 

A very large number of the first settlers were Quakers, and ii 
society was formed hero at an early day. Their meetings were 
first held in a log house, which stood on the hill, wes^of the 
residence of Howell Dillingham. The first church waserected 
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in 1785, aud was located in the southeast corner of the farm now 
belonging to James £• Nicliols. Tlie society held its meetings 
here until 1806, when the building was sold to Reuben White, 
and hais since been used for a bam. 

Among the early members of this society were Stephen Rogers, 
Aaron Hill, Wing Rogers, £beuezer Smith, David Lapham, 
Anthony Nichols, Joseph Button, Jacob £ddy, Timothy Bull, 
Crispin Bull, David Lapham, Joseph Davis, Jacob Bartlett, 
Luther Colvin, John Barlow, Reuben White, Josiah Southwick, 
William Boyco, I^aac Wilbur, Gilbert Palmer, Nathan Smith, 
Asa Smith, Joseph Irish, Enoch Congor, Ezckiel Ballard, Harris 
Otis, Elkanah Pams, Daniel Cook, Jazaniah Barret, Daniel 
Southwick, Benjamin Kelley and Aaron Rogers. 

Another church was built in 1805, near the present residence 
of Howell Dillingham, and for many years the quarterly and 
monthly meetings were held there. At the time this church was 
built, the Friends were the most numerous, and outnumbered all 
other religious societies. Many eminent Quakers have preached 
from time to time in that church, among whom was Elias Hicks, 
who visited this town about the year 1830. 

The society of Friends continued to prosper until 1827, when 
a division took place, and a small poi*tion of the members, calling 
themselves Orthodox, withdrew. Those who did not withdraw 
were known as the ^^Hicksites," and worshiped agi*ccable to tho 
doctrine taught by Elias Hicks. Among those who were instru- 
mental in establishing the Orthodox society here were Harris 
Otis, Friend Smith, Booth Rogers aud others, and a church was 
erected about the year 1880, near the residence of William Her- 
rick. The Orthodox society, failing for members and want of 
support, finally discontinued their meetings, and the church was 
torn down some ten years since. 

In 1845, a new church was built on the cast side of the town, 
since which the monthly meetings have been held there a part of 
the time, and the other part at the old church. For a number of 
years past the quarterly and monthly meetings have been held 
here and at Granville, N. Y., alternately. Tho Friends' church 
is gradually declining, there being but few members now living 
in town, among whom are Josiah Southwick and wife, Isaac 
Nichols, John Bell, Joseph Bartlett and wife, David Boyce and 
wife, Prince Hill and wife, and Job Scott and wife. We foresee 
and apprehend what the fate of this society will be, and that a 
few years hence there will not be a member letl in town. Thus 
will pass, and doubtless never to be revived here, this venerable 
and once prosperous church. Although there are many Quaker 
(lesceiulants among the inhabitants, yet the church is not sus- 
tained, and is failing for want of support. 

The old church near Mr. Dillingham's was purchased in 18G7, 
by David Staples, of Granville, N. Y., and torn down, which 
created some diihculty among the people and members of the 
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soGiety, it being olaimod by 0ome that, according to tlio deed, the 
building could not thus be sold. The premises were deeded in 
1807, by Joseph Button and Harris Otis, to Anthony Nichols 
and Exekiel Ballard, as being members of the denomination of 
Friends, and appointed by said denomination of people, by a 
minute of their monthly meeting, to take the deed. The money 
paid for these premises was the property of the meetings and by 
the members thereof raised by a free, voluntary contribution for 
that purpose, which premises were to be holden entirely for the 
use and benefit of the society forever, and their successors in 
membership that should remain in unity with the society. Also 
all the privileges and appurtenances thereunto belonging were 
conveyed, to Anthony Nichols and Ezekiel Ballard, as members 
of said people, under the direction of the yearly, quarterlv and 
monthly meetings of the Friends and their successors that should 
remain in unity in the said meetings, forever. Whether they had 
A right to sell the building or not, it was torn down very much 
against the wishes of the people, especially many who had friends 
buried there, and whose efforts to check the proceedings were 
unavailing. This venerable structure, which had stood there for 
over sixty years, and in which the fathers and mothers of the 
town worshiped, and around which sacred recollections clung, 
was thus sacriligiously torn down. The burial ground connected 
with the church, in which lie the remains of many of the earlier 
members of the society, and those of later times, still make it a 
hallowed spot. It is still the wish of many that when they die 
their bodies may be deposited in this yard. It was also their 
wish to have the church stand there, for funeral purposes, if 
for no other. 



Besides the churches and societies already named, there have 
been, within our limits, Congregational ists, Universalists, Second 
Adventists and Spiritualists. The Congregationalists and Uni- 
versalists have been at times quite numerous. The Church of 
the Disciples has also been represented here. Within the past 
ten or twelve years Spiritualism has prevailed to a considerable 
extent, and at present there are a large number of believers in 
the new spiritual philosophy. 
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CEMETERIES 



Thera are some six or seven public oeineteriod iu town, besides 
several family cemeteries. Tlie oldest is in district No. 12, ou 
the farm originally owned by Micali Vail, and now belonging to 
Eunice Reed. It was given to the town in 177C, by Capt. John 
Vail, and Micah Vail and his wife were the first persons interred. 
This yard is almost entirely occupied. The next oldest is west 
of the Corners, on the farm of Ira H. Vail. It was given to the 
town in 1785, by Henry Herrick. Some improvements have 
recently been made. The third one is in district No. 7, and was 
laid off from the Lemuel Griffith farm in 1795. This yard has 
recently been enlarged and improved, being enclosed by a neat 
and durable fence. The Friends or Quaker cemetery is next 
oldest, having been laid out in 1806. Gilbert Palmer was the 
first person interred. The Friends have another small burial 
ground, on the east side of the town, laid off from the farm 
originally owned by Anthony Nidiols, and near the residence of 
Isaac Nichols. The next one is a small public cemetery, neai* 
the residence of Edwin Staples. Thei*e-is also another in the 
Little Village, and one in the northwest part of the town, near 
the residence ot Erwin E. Lillie. 

There is still another cemetery, near Scottsville, laid off from 
the farm of Joseph Bull. The yanl has lately been enlargeil 
and handsomely improved. In 1865, an association was formed, 
known as the Danby Cemetery Association, and chartered by the 
State Legislature, and consists of the following named persons, 
viz : George Iladwin, G. W. Phillips, W. L. Phillips, Charles 
Nichols, Nelson Colvin, Thomas Nichols, O. B. Iladwin, David 
Griffith, J. S. Perry, A. S. Baker, R. E. Caswell, S. P. Scott, 
S. AV. Phillips and others. This association was organized in 
18GG, by appointing a board of five trustees, and from said board 
of trustees was appointed a president, secretary and treasurer, 
who hold their offices during the pleasure of the board. The 
trustees are elected annually, but iu case of failure of an election, 
the old trustees hold their offices until new ones are appointed. 
The cemetery at present contains one acre, or more, which is laid 
out iu lots, avenues and walks, alleys and areas, the same being 
substantially fenced, and a contract has just been completed for 
setting the cemetery to shade trees. The present trustees are 
Thomas Nichols, A. S. Baker, S. W. Phillips, R. E. Caswell 
iiiid G. A. Iladwin, of whom Thomas Nichols is president, S. 
W. Phillips secretary, R. E. Caawcll treasurer, and Joseph I. 
Scott, sexton. Mr. Scott has taken a contract of the different 
proprietors of lots to grade the lots in tiers with the aveues, etc., 
of the cemetery, which, when completed, with the shade trees, 
will make as fine a cemetery as there is in this part of the country. 
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FAMILY SKETCHES. 



INTRODUCTION. 

I 

Much time and labor has been expended in collecting materials 
for this chapter. We designed, at the coimnencement of this 
work, to give a more extended history of the families of this 
town, but our attempts have failed in many cases. Hundreds 
have lived in town and passed away from the recollection of those 
now living, and consequently many families must necessarily bo 
omitted. 

In introducing these sketches, we shall give the names in 
alphabetical order, commencing with the oldest families, and so 
continue down to the present time. We have given the to^vn and 
state, as far as could be ascertained, from which those who are 
not natives came, and to which those who have lefl have removed. 
A record of marriages and deaths is also given, which will proba- 
bly contain some errors. 

Although this town has never been prolific in what the world 
calls great men, yet many are worthy of mention. We have 
labored to rescue from oblivion the names of those who have 
gone before us, to record their virtues, and to place landmarks 
where they resided, that those who come after us may know who 
were their ancestors. 

Many months of labor are over, 'which have brought some 
perplexities as well as pleastiros ; and we hope the time spent has 
not been entirely in vain. We trust, however, that the reader 
will find some satisfaction in following through successive genera- 
tions back to their ancestors, many of whom forsook the comforts 
of older countries, and endured the hardships of settling a new 
country, to establish a home for themselves and those they loved. 
The spots where they lived ; the buildings they erected ; the 
brooks in which they bathed their weary limbs, and the majestic 
trees beneath whose ancient arms they found a cooling shade, are 
more interesting to us than any place on earth.

Allen, John, from Rhode Island at a very early day, settled 
on the farm now owned by Anthony Haley^ He was one of the 
first settlers in that part of the town. His log cabin was erected 
a few rods east from where the dwelling house now stands. He 
died many years since, at an advanced age, leaving five sons : 
Prince, Zoeth, John, Judc and Isaac. Jude m. Phebe, da. of 
Elihu Benson, and settled in Genesee Co., N. Y., where he died.

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Allen, Prince, ni. a da. of Daniol Brown, and settled where 
David Wetherby now lives. He was a worthy and respected 
citizen. He was twice married. The children by his first wife 
were Abigail, Daniel, Ira, m. Rebecca, da. of Stephen Calkins, 
Jr. ; Prussia, Joseph and Laura. Next he in. Experience, da. 
of •. ob King, and raised another family of six children : King, 
David, Ruth, Hannah, Rhoda and Rhoba. 

Allen, Zoeth, m. Jane Harper, and settled where Stephen 
Baker now lives. He was among the leading men of the town, 
and an influential citizen. He was selectman nine years ; repre- 
sentative in the Legislature four yeai*s ; and a justice of the peace 
twenty-seven years, being the longest time any man has served 
in that office in this town. In 1820, he removed with his family 
to western New York. His children were Isaac, Sally, Joshua, 
Sylvia and Jane. Isaac m. Lydia, da. of Abner Bartlett, and 
moved to Holland Purchase, N. Y. Sally m. Smith Bartlett ; 
Syhaa m. Peter Wliite, all of whom went to Holland Purchase. 

Allen, I^aac, fifth son of John Allen, m. Sylvia, da. of Jona- 
than Staples, and settled in the Little Village, on the farm owned 
by Stephen Harrington, where he lived for several years. He 
finally removed to Collins, N. Y. 

Allen, John, Jr., m. Sally Brown, and settled on the Samuel 
Thompson farm, in the northwest part of the town. He 
moved to Pawlet in 1815. He was said to be a substantial, 
thrifly farmer, and much respected. He died in 1852, aged 01 ; 
his wife in 1851, aged 71. His sons were Nathan and Elisha. 
Nathan m. Julia I^etiingwell, of Middletown, and settled in 
Pawlet. He was one of the earliest members of the Methodist 
church in that town, and one of the directors of Poultney Bank 
lor several years. lie died in 18G3, aged 72. His children 
were John, Charles, Ismic, Henry, Sarah and Lucy. Elisha, the 
other son, m. Annis Safford, and settled in Pawlet, and was also 
a leading man of that town, having been a member of the Leg- 
islature four years, and town clerk nineteen. He was judge of 
the county court three years. He died in 1856, aged C2. His 
sons were Horace and Merritt. 

Allen, Joseph, son of Prince Allen, m. Laura, da. of Alexan- 
der Barrett, and succeeded to the homestead of his father. He 
removed to Lincoln, Vt., in 1842, where he died some years 
since. His wife died in 1858. They raised a family of eight 
children : Alexander, Catherine, Isaac, Melissa, Hannah, Wil- 
liam, Semantha and Eliakim. Alexander m. DcCalb, 

of Granville, N. Y., and removed to the West. He is the only 
representative of the family now living. Catlierinc m. Edson 
Valentine of Tinmouth, wlio went to Culifurnia, and died there. 
She died a few years ago, leaving two children, Melissa (m. John 
Goodspeed) and Joseph. William m. a da. of Daniel Tracy, of 
Lincoln Vt., and removed to Ohio. Melissa m. Frank Burnham, 
and settled in Canada. 
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Andrus, Hon. John II., fi-om Colchcatcr, Conn., in 1780, m. 
Rachael Willey, and settled in the west part of the to^vn, on the 
farm owned by Orange Train. He became a man of note and influ- 
ence, and occupied nianj prominent positions. He was an active, 
industrious man ; a useful citizen and highly esteemed. He was 
selectman eleven years, and a representative in the Legislature 
nine years, being the longest term that any man has served in 
tliat office. He was a member of the Constitutional Convention 
of 1814, and a councillor in 1820. In 1811, he was one of the 
judges of the county court, and again in 1813. He removed 
to Pawlet in 1822, where he died in 1841, aged 73. His wife 
died in 1821, aged 50. Their children were John, Ezra, Han* 
nah, Tempa, Sophia, Clara, Julia and Alta. John m. JMiranda 
Morrison, of Pawlet, and settled with his father. He died in 
1851, leaving two children, Mary and Morrison. 

Andros, Ezra, m. Nancy, da. of James McDnniels, and settled 
near his father, in the town of Pawlet. He died in 18G4, aged 
65, leaving a family of three sons and six daughters : James 
McD., John, Merritt C, Sarah Ann, Eliza Ann, Nancy, Julia, 
Esther and Cordelia. 

Andrews, Dr. Joseph, from Hubbardton in 1838, settled on 
the Daniel Cook farm, where Antliony Haley now lives, in the 
practice of medicine. He removed back to Hubbardton, and 
from thence to Granville, his now place of residence. He has 
one son, David, who nu a da. of John Woodcock, and lives with 
his father. 

Andrews, Dr. David, from Hubbardton, settled in the south 
part of the town, in his profession. He was also a Methoilist 
preacher and exhorter. He m. Nadocia Woodcock, who died in 
18G3, aged 42. He next m. Betsey Wait, and removed to Brant, 
Eric Co., N. Y., where he died some two years since. His son 
Joseph is a graduate of Castlcton Medical College, and is a 
practicing physician in Brant. 

Armstrong, Joseph, from Bennington in 177G, was a tem- 
porary resident of this town. He settled in the northwestern 
part of the town, and a portion of his farm was aderwards 
included in the town of Pawlet, where he finally settled. He is 
spoken of in *'IIolli8ter's History of Pawlet" as having settled 
in the northeast part of that town, and kept tavern for 25 years. 
His fann is now owned and occupied by Samuel Thompson. His 
wife died in 1810, aged G2. Their children were Jasper, Jessie, 
Sally, Clarissa, Phineas, Polly and Nancy. 

Arnold, George, from Rhode Island in 1802, m. Elizabeth 
Iladwin, and settled on the Abraham Brown place, on the 
Creek, now owned by Henry Griffin. He btiilt the present 
dwelling house in 1803. He and his family moved to Troy, N. 
Y., in 1810. His children were : Hadwin, m. Lydia, da. of 
Nathan Lapliam ; Phcbe, m. John Reed ; Oliver, George, Anson 
and Sarah. 
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AvEUY, Elijah, came about the year 1815, and settled at the 
Corners as a mechanic. He was also a cooper. He moved to 
the northern part of the State in 1845. His children were: 
Joel, Nahum, died in 1842, at^ed 24 ; Lorinda and Clorinda. 

AxTEL, Daniel, m. Sarah, da. of Jonathan Baker, and settled 
at the Corners, where he kept store for several years. He was 
constable from 1827 to 1829. He now lives in western New 
York, to which place he removed some years since. 

Baker, Stephen, from Rhode Island in 1790, m. Susanna 
Mathewson, and settled in the Little Village, in 1804, on the 
farm now owned by Stephen Harrington. Some time after this 
he went back to Rhode Island, where he resided for a few years. 
In 1828, he returned to this town, and settled near Scottsville, 
where his son Oreon now lives. He died in 1858, aged 80. 
His widow is still living, at the age of 83, having been a smart, 
active woman in her daj. Although far advanced in years, she 
distinctly remembers the events connected with their early settle- 
ment here, the customs and circumstances of the people in those 
days. They raised a family of seven sons and throe daughters : 
Anson, Benjamin^ Brayton, Edia, Oreon, Austin S., John, Sarah, 
Elizabeth and Pliilena. Anson lias been three times married, 
first to Sarah Ilacjley, of Mt. Holly ; next to Mahala Culver, and 
last to Lucy Bently. They have lately revoved to Ripton, Yt. 
His children are : Elias, m. a da. of David Phillips, who died in 
1868 ; Aaron H. m. Mary, d^. of Alva Haskins ; Holden D. m. 
Helen, da. of John Jenks ; Eunice, m. Jazauiah Wade ; Diana ;

Benjamin, the second son, m. Louis Hosmore, and settled near 
Scottsville. He next m. Philomela Patch, and lives in Shrewsbury. 
His children are: Alfred N., who m. Leonora, da. of Andrew 
Harrington, and settled on the Israel Thompson farm ; Oicar ; 
Mahala, m. George Moorey, and lives in Utica, N. Y. ; ^lary, 
HI. Alva Reynolds, and lives in Rutland ; Frances, m. Henry 
Idenpcncc, of Cuttiugsvillc ; Electa; Harriet, m. Benjamin 
Dawson ; Eva and Philomela. — Brayton, the third son, m. Betsey 
Pliillips, and lives in Harmony, N. Y. His children are : Mar- 
tin, Joel, Albert, Oreon, Mary, Jane, Susanna, Lucinda and 
Lydia. — John, the youngest son, m. Julia, daughter of Israel 
Sheldon, and has settled near Scottsville. 

Bakek, Edia, m. Salusha Davenport, and settled near Scotts- 
ville. She died in 18G4, aged'4G. He next m. Henrictte, widow 
of John Scott. He died in 18GG, aged 53. He was a man of 
intelligence, an active and useful citizen. He was justice of 
the peace a number of years, and being a very able and efficient 
man, occupied other prominent positions in society. AVo know 
of but two children : Joel C, and George, now in the U. S. ser- 
vice. Joel C. is an attorney. He married Addie, da. of L. P. 
Howe, and lives in Rutland. He is at present the local editor of 
the Rutland Herald. 
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Baker, Austin S., m. Botecy, da. of Orange Green, and lias 
settled on the Benjamin Barnes place. He is scholarly and intel- 
ligent ; a friend of education ; a man of sound judgment and 
ability, having been an efficient teacher in our common schools. 
He has been selectman four years, a justice of the peace several 
years, which office ho now occupies, and is prompt and energetic 
in discharging its duties. They have two children, Helen and 
Charles, the oldest of whom, Helen, m. L. P. Howe, of Mt. 
Tabor. 

Baker, F^ter, from Rhode Island in 1804, m. Hannah Millard, 
and settled in the Little Village. He was a brother of Stephen 
Baker. He died in 1852, aged 78 ; his wife in 1837, aged 63. 
Their children were : Lydia, Candace, m. Daniel Kelley ; Jona^ 
than, Sanford, Stephen, WilUrd, Amasa and Nathan L. Lydia 
m. Emer Wooden, and settled in Michigan. Jonathan m. Anna 
Hosmore, of Mt. Holly, where he settled. His children are : 
Marcellus, married a Wheeler, and lives at the Borough. He is 
'a first class mechanic ; Anna, Janlcs, Mary and Ann. Sanford 
m. Lydia Hill, of Montpelier, and settled in Mt. Holly. He 
subsequently settled in Mt. Tabor, where he has lived some forty 
years. They have raised a family of nine children : George, m. 
Jennie Williams, and has kept tavern at the Borough several 
years; Naomi, m. Louis Strcotcr, who died at New Orleans 
during the war of 18G1 ; Mary, m. George Bealls, and lived in 
Fhillipston, Mass. ; Henry J., m. Marion Williams ; Lydia Ann, 
m. Timothy Shcppnrd, and lives in Riillipston, Mass. ; Peter : 
Natlian, died at Baltimore, during the rebellion ; Charles «and 
Merrill. 

Baker, Stephen, 2d., m. Olive Holdcn, of Wallingford, and 
settled on tlie Allen Griffith farm. He has a family of several 

children, of whom are Maria, Matilda, Harriet, , and 

Marshall. 

Baker, Willard, m. Esther Gordon, and settled in Starksboro^ 
Vt. He settled here a few years since, on the Harvey Emerson 
farm, and is a man of integrity and great moral iVorth, being 
esteemed a good citizen. They have raised but two children, 
Oliver G. and George. Oliver m. Eugenie, da. of Harvey 
Emerson, and settled with his father. George was a member of 
the 14th regiment, and was killed at the battle of Gettysburg. 

'l^AKER, Nathan L., m. Sophronia, da. of Joseph Bartlett, and 
settled oh the David Griffith farm. He was constable and col- 
lector in 18G3, and is regarded as an honest and worthy citizen. 
Their children are : Henry S. ; Adelaide, m. Loren F. Sheldon, 
of Rupert ; Alice, m. P. W. Thompson, of Mt. Tabor ; and 
Sumner W. Henry S. is a graduate of Middlebury College, 
and is now principal of West Pawlet Academy. 

Ballard, Ezekiel, from Rhode Island in 1775, m. Dinah Ship- 
pee, and settled on the north part of the farm now owned by A. 
A. Mathewson. The orchard which he set out there is still 
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Standing. His farm was originally coufineil to a fuw acres, but 
he finally became a largo landholder. He was a Quaker, and 
one of the early members of that society. He was a great hunter, 
and somewhat eccentric in his habita. His stories of hunting 
in the early days of the town were very amusing, as well as 
interesting. The rehearsals of encounters with bears, panthers, 
catamounts and other wild game, and the manner in which he 
would tell them, wtis pleasing to the old and young. Although 
in imminent danger many times, ^^Zeke," as he often called him- 
self, wotild seldom miss his aim. He was very fond of story 
telling, full of wit and humor, kind and gonial towards every one. 
He made his last settlement on the farm now occupied by J. T. 
Griffith. The house in which he lived was torn down several 
years since. , He died in 1823, aged 80 ; his wife a few years after. 

Ballard, Daniel, from Tinmouth in 183G, settled in the souUi 
part of the town. He removed to the West. II is children 
were : Harrison ; Darwin, m. Minerva Hathaway, and lives in 

Dorset ; Edwin ; Betsey, m. — Dean ; Eliza, m. Stephen 

Roberts ; Sophronia, m. Daniel Brown, of Wallingford ; Abiji^ail ; 
Clarissa, m. Daniel Ikirtlett; Mary, m. William IlasUna; 
Amanda, m. Jonathan Griffith. 

Banckoft, Amasa, from Montpelier in 1832, m. Lydia, da. of 
Barney Hadwin, and settled at the Borough, in the tannery busi- 
ness. He was selectman two years, and represented the town in 
the Legislature in 1852. He was a very capable and efficient 
man, an exemplary and worthy citizen. He was killed in 18*56, 
while drawing bark from the mountain. His horses becoming 
sudden^ frightened, he was thrown beneath the wheels, the 
heavily loaded wagon passing over him. He survived but two 
days. lie was 45 years of age, and lefl a family of four 
children : Nancy, m. Henry A. Lillic ; Elizabeth, Emma and 
Eddie. Elizabeth m. 8. M. Pratt, formerly a Professor in St. 
Albans Commercial College, and now resides at the Borough. 

Baklow, John, from Nine Partners, was early here. He m. 
Deborah Wilbur, and settled on the farm owned and formerly 
occupied by Henry Wilbur. He was a member of the Quaker 
society, and somewhat eccentric. He died very old and lefl no 
family. 

BAUTLiirrT, Jacob, from Rhode Island iu 1795, m. AnuaCpok, 
and settled near the present homestead of Willard Baker. He 
was a member of the Quaker society. His house was situated 
on the old road, now discontinued. He first lived in a log 
house, built of birch poles, the interstices being tilled with mud, 
and roofed with bark. Tiicre was but one other log cabin at the 
Borounfli at tliut time. He was about the first blacksmith in 
town, and worked at that trade for a good many years. Some 
of his work, done in 1797, is still to be seen. He died at Gran- 
; ville, N. y., in 1837, aged 86 ; his wife in 184G, aged 9G. They 
raised a family of three sons and five daughters : Jacob, Joseph, 
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Daniel, Joinimali, Naomi, Anna, Sarah and Judith. Jacoh ni. 
Cynthia, da. of Deliverance llogcrs, and removed to Ohio in 
1837. Daniel m. Eliza Potter, and died in 1822. He was a 
carpenter, and followed that trade. Naomi m. Albert Mead, and 
settled in Ferrisburg, Vt. Anna m. Augustus Rogers, and 
settled in Ferrisburg. Sarah m. Richard Barnes, and lives in 
Saratoga, N. Y. Judith m. Enoch Colvin, and settled where 
John Carroll now lives. Their children were Uantiah, Marville 
and Enoch, who removed to Pawlet in 184<), and are at present 
engaged in the woolen manufacturing business. (He was a si 
of Joseph Bartlett, who, together with his two brothers, JacOi. 
and Abner, emigrated from Manchester, England, during the 
latter part of the sevcnteeth century. Joseph settled in Rhode 
Island, Abner settled in Massachusetts, and Jacob settled in New 
Hampshire. From them have sprung the numerous family of 
Hartletts in America. Josiah Bartlett, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, was a descendant of Jacob Bartlett 
of Now Hampshire.) 

Bartlett, JosRrii, m. Phebe, da. of Stephen Colvin. She 
died in 1823, aged 29. He m. for his second wife Eliza Potter, 
and last, Mary, widow of Phillip Potter, with whom he now 
lives. They have attained the ages of 77 and 74, respectively. 
He has been a very active, industrious man, and still retains 
great physical and mental ability. He came here with his father, 
at the age of three, and has been a resident of the town ever 
since. He is a natural and a very ingenious mechai^ic, and \ux9 
rranicd ami assistiMl in erecting a good many huildingi). Much 
of his work has been done by ''scribe rule.'* In 1827, he built 
the saw mill knov/n a? the '^ Bourne's mill," and in 1837 he built 
the grist mill now owned by IT. B. Jenkins. He is a good citi- 
zen, very quiet and domestic in his habits, and highly esteemed. 
To him we are especially indebted for ;nany items composinpr 
this chapter. IUh children are : Mary Ann, m. Joel Chambcrlin, 
and lives in Ohio ; Ira m. Iluldah Colvin, and lives in Granville : 
Henry m. Salusha Davis ; Daniel m. Olive, da. of Samuel Emer- 
son, and lives in Ohio : Sophronia ; Phebe m. Frank A. Carpen- 
ter, of Poultney ; Chloc ; George in. Sarah Jane Smith. 

Baiitlktt, Abnru, from Rhode Island in 1708, married Dru- 
silla Smith, and settled on the farm now owned by Frank and 
Martin Bromley. lie first erected a log cnbiii on the hill east of 
Nelson Kelley's, and the following ' year (1790) built a framed 
house further east, which is ^till standing. He was a blacksmith . 
and worked with his brother Jacob some. He died in 1801, with 
the small pox, leaving a family of nine children : Dexter ; Anna 
m. Levi Tad ; Savid ; Smith m. Sally, da. . of Zoeth Allen ; 
Lydia, Mary, Daniel, Abel and Jeremy. Dexter m. Rachael, 
da. of Jonathan Staples, and succeeded to the homestead of hi? 
father. In 1840 he removed to Holland Purchase, N. Y., where 
ho died in 1866. 
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Bartlbtt, Savid, m. IVusaia, daughter of Prince Allen, and 
settled near the residence of Nelson KuUey* lie was a machinist 
and edge tool manufacturer, lie became an influential and 
enterprising man, and a worthy citizen. He built a trip hammer 
in 1810| near the high bridge, for the nlauufacture of edge tools, 
which business ho carried on for nearly thirty years. A black- 
smith shop was run in connection with this manufactory. He 
was called, and sustained the reputation of being, the best scythe 
manufacturer in the country. Many of his scythes and axes are 
still in existence. He was selectman from 1821 to 1824, and 
occupied other positions of trust. In 1840, he removed with his 
family to Holland Purchase. He died in 185G ; his wife in 1868, 
quite advanced in years. Tlieir children were Abner, Prince 
Marcus, Plyn, Ruth, Smith and David. Marcus m. Fanny, da. 
of Azel Kelley, and settled here a few years, being a school 
teacher by profession. He was the first superintendent of com- 
mon schools. He is at present living in Collins, N. Y., and is 
assistant assessor of Internal Revenue. Plyn m. Susan, da. of 
Ephraim Chace, and lives in Collins. He is the owner of a 
splendid horse, valued at $5,000. The horse is a native of this 
town. 

Bartlett, Abel, m. Hannah Boomer, and settled near the 
present homestead of Henry Kelley. He was a blacksmith, and 
worked some in the shop with his brother Savid. He was burned 
to death in 1821, while burning a coal pit, on the farm now 
owned by Josiah Southwick. A cabin which stood near the coal 
pit, in which he was sleeping in company with two others, ciiuglit 
tire, and before he could escape, inhaled the flames, which proved 
fatal. He survived but a short time. Ho was but 25 years of 
age. His widow is still living, at the age. of 74. They raised 
but two children, Ann and Abel. Abel m. Mary McLaughlin, 
and resides in Spuyten Duyvil, N. Y. He is the inventor and 
patentee of several useful inventions, among which is the ^* Bart- 
lett Polar Refrigerator," so widely and extensively known, being 
the best and only perfect provision preserver in the world. Ho 
is also a landscape painter, and is an artist of tine taste. By his 
own industry he has acquired a large fortune. He has two 
children, Charles and Ada. 

Baktlett, Daniel, m. Ruth, da. of Deliverance Rogers, and 
settled where F. R. Ilawley now lives, and afterwards on the 
homestead of J. B. Nichols. He subsequently settled on the 
present homestead of Oliver Fisk. He represented the town in 
the Legislature in 1834 and 1835. He was selectman three 
yours, and occupied other positions of trust and confidence. Their 
children were : Lucius, AVing, John, Dclivorunco, Mary, m. 
Freeman Paddock, of Dorset ; Lydia, ISIartin and David. 

Baktlett, Jerkmv, m, Rhoda, da. of Stephen Wheeler, and 
settled on the Prince Allen farm. He was a blacksmith, and 
also a manufacturer of scythes and axes. He was a hard work- 
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ing roan, and maintained a creditable position in society. In 
1845, he removed to Collins, N. Y. He died in 1867^ aged 67. 

Babbett, Jazamiah, from Rhode Island in 1806, m. Rhoda 
Reed, and settled near the residence of Alvah Risdon. He was 
a member of the Quaker society, and a worthy citizen. He at 
first was extensively engaged in the manufacture of potash, one 
of the earliest manufactures of tlie (own. He was for many 
years a successfid merchant, full of activity and enterprise, being 
one of the leading and influential men of his times. He died 
some years since, at White Creek, N. Y. Hi^ children were : 
John, Jonathan, Jazaniah, Elisha, Greorge, Stephen, Hannah, m. 
Slocom Barker, of White Creek ; Abagail, and Rhoda, m. Obe- 
diah Alma. Stephen m. Eliza Barker, and was engaged in the 
mercantile business. He subsequently moved to Middletown, and 
was one of the active business men of that town for many years. 

BilBBETT, John, m. Huldah Brown, of White Creek, N. Y., 
and settled at the Comers in the mercantile business, in which he 
was engaged for several years. He was a man of ability and in- 
telligence. He long since removed from town. 

Barrbtt, Jonathan, m. Anna Barker, and settled on the 
place lately owned by Israel Sheldon. He was a man of con^^ 
siderable shrewdness and activity, although not very successful in 
business. He built the first Woolen Factory, in 1810, which he 
run successfully for a number of years, but a pressure of circum- 
stances caused a failure in 1825, by which he was nearly or 
entirely ruined. Many of his creditors lost quite heavily, which 
proved mnious to many business men and farmers. H(^ subdc- 
qnently removed to Granville, N. Y., where he still lives. 

Babrett, Jazaniah, Jr., m. Sally Barker, of Tinmouth, 
and settled at the Corners, where P. Holton now lives. He was 
a merchant for many years, and a man of enterprise, and was 
ranked among the leading business men of his day. * He at one 
time owned three stores, one in Danby, Tinmouth, and Middle- 
town. He finally removed to Middletown, where h^ continued 
the mercantile business, until kbout the year 1889. He did a 
large business for a number of years, as a merchant, knd in buy- 
ing and selling cattle and farm produce. 

Babrett, Capt. Alexander, came to this town about the 
year 1788. He m. Catherine, widow of Capi. John Vail^ and 
settled on the Reuben White farm, nbw owned by Albert Buck- 
lin. He afterwards settled on the ^'Seley farm,'' now own6d by 
John Hilliard. He was one of the earliest members of the Method 
dist church, and class leader. He was a man of considerable 
wealth and influence, and commanded the confidence and respect 
of his townsmen. He was a captain in the local militia, and 
occupied many prominent positions in society. He died in 1849, 
aged 81 ; his wife in 1847, aged 79. Their children were : 
Sophronia ; Fanny, m. Martin Bromley, and lived in Rochester, 
N. Y. ; Anna, Cantlin, Laura and Hannah. Cantlin m. Polly 
14.

Hannah Brewster, of Pawlet, 
and settled jn the west part of the town, on the farm owned by 
Silos ilulett.

R^cfiael Avi^tin, pf Dorset, and settled at the Boraugh, in the 
tannery business. In 1825, he removed to Buffalo, N. Y., whero 
hq nqw resides. ...

BfeNSON, £lihu, from Rhode Island, was among the ^arly 
settlers here. He came as early as 1778, as his nam^ appears on 
the roll of -freemen made that year, but we learti th^t he did not 
make a jksrmanent settlement here until some years 'kftcr^' He 
was of English descent, his ancestors having emigriited at an 
early day. ' Ho settled on the farm now owned by Ira and John 
Gookk He died middle aged ; hi^ widow in 1849, aged 92. 
They raised a family of twelve children : Allen, Daiiielj Solomon, 
Rnfus, Duty, David, Amos, Job, Jacob, Elizabeth, Chloe and 
Fhebe.

BoVOB^ William, from Freetown, Mass., in 1802, m. Alice 
Weaver, and settled on the Joseph Button farm. Hd WiU a 
member of the Friends society, being a very genial and hospitable ' 
man. He removed to Pawlet in" 1820i wherfc he di^d in l885, 
aged 78 ; his wife in 1889, aged 76. Their children were: 
Rebecdi, m. Sahiuel Mon-ison ; Lydia; AVilliam ; * Anna, hi. 
Daniel Smith ; Benjamin^ Klizabcth, David and Sarah. Benja- 
min m. Catherine Smith, and rcmdvcd to Evans, N. Y. William

BoTCE, DaviD, married Jemimah, da. of John Hill, and settled . 
cast of the Comers, on a portion of (he farm now belonging to 
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J, £. Nichols. In 1853, he removed to the east side. He is an 
exemplary Friead, and a woi*thy member of that society, and 
highly esteemed. They have but one da., Sarah, m. J. B. 
Nichols. 

BouBNE, Edmund, from Wallingford in 1841, m. Electa 
Bradley, and settled at the Borough, as carpenter and house 
builder. He has been an industrious, hard laboring man. He 
owned and run a saw mill for over twenty years. In 1853, while 
plastering, some mortar accidentally flew into his eyes, which 
nearly destroyed his sight, and he is now nearly blind. They 
haye raised a family of four children, Charles, Montreville, 
Sophronia and Jennie. Charles m. Mary Sinclair, and is super- 
intendent of a cotton factory at Valparaiso, Ind. Montreville m. 
Susan Bucklin, of Shrewsbury, and is freight agent at Rutland 
on the Bennington and Rutland Railroad. 

Bradley, Elijah, from Wallingford in 1841, m. Elizabeth, 
da. of James Soule, and settled at the Borough. He was over 
seer on the marble quarries for many years, and was universally 
beloved by his men. He was killed instantly, while falling a 
tree, in 1868, aged 47. Ho left two children, Emmagene and 
Georgie, and many friends to mourn his loss. 

Bbadlby, John, a native of Glasgow, Scotland, was bom in 
1828, and ci^me to America at the age of 14. He has visited 
his native country three times. He m. Mary Ann Milliard, and 
now lives on Uie Asa Brown farm, in the Little Village. He is 
a hard laboring and industrious man. 

Brouohton, p. a. from Hampton, N. Y., in 1861, m. Margaret 
McGowan, and settled at the Borough in the blacksmithing busi- 
ness. He served in the latp war, at his trade, being a member 
of Co. I, 7th Regiment Vt. Vols. He is one of the leading and 
influential members of the Methodist church, and a zealous office 
bearer. He has three children, Emma, Mary and . 

Bromley, William, Sen., from Nine Partners, N. Y., in 1770, 
settled on the present homestead of Ira H. Vail. His log cabin 
was erected where the framed house now stands. He at once took 
up a leading position in the town, and exercised a good deal of 
influence in shaping society. The records show him to have been 
a man of considerable note and ability. He was town clerk 
fi-om 1776 to 1780, and proprietors' clerk in 1786. He was one 
of the committee of safety in 1777 ; selectman in 1781, and held 
the office of town treasurer from 1783 to 1785. He was a man 
of strong sense and sound judgment, and won the confidence of 
his fellow citizens. He died in 1803, aged 84 ; his wife a short 
time previous. They raised a family of nine children : Charles ; 
Daniel ; William, Jr. ; John ; Charity, m. John Hopkins, of Tin- 
mouth ; Mary, m. Elisha Harrington ; Sarah ; Elizabeth ; and 
Juda, m. James Friuk, and lived in Petersburg, N. Y. Charles 
settled on the farm now owned by Hiram Bromley, and lived but 
a ehort time ii) town. His children were Charles and Ichabod. 
John, the youngest son, was a speculator in horses and cattle, and 
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did a large bosiness in that lino. He purchased a large drove, 
vrhick ho took to Virginia, where it is supposed he settled. He 
has not been heard from since. 

Bbomlbt, Danisl, m. Betsey Halleck, and settled on the farm 
and near the homestead of Warren Vaughan. His house stood 
a few rods south of the present dwelling house; Ho was a thrifty, 
industrious farmer, and an exemplary citizen. They both died 
at an advanced age. Their family consisted of five sons and 
three daughters : Joseph, Daniel, Hallock, Zephaniah, Lovinc, 
Polly, Charlotte and Betsey, nearly all of whom removed to 
Flattsburg, N. Y. Daniel became a Methodist preacher. Lovine 
lived upon the homestead until 1811, when he removed to Pawlct. 
He was a captain of the militia, arid was held in high esteem. 
He m. Nancy, da. of Daniel Hulett. He died in 1849, aged 49. 
They raised a family of ten children, of whom Daniel H. m. 
Lucy Thompson, and is a merchant at Pawlet village, and has 
been a member of the Legislature two years from that town ; 
Greorge W., a physician, m. Angenette Clark, and lives in 
Huntington ; Jerome B. m. Laura Clark, is an attorney at Paw* 
let, and was state's attorney for the county in 1865 and 1866 : 
Adams L. ; Fayette, m. Alta Herrick. Henry, the youngest 
son, is blind, and has received an education at the asylum foi* the 
blind in Boston, and lives in Pawlct. 

Broulet, William, Jr., m. Faitliful, da. of Thomas Har* 
rington, and settled on the south part of the farm now owned by 
his son Miner, and known as the ^'Ilaskins farm." Ho after- 
wards settled in what is known as '^Bromley hollow." Ho came 
with his father a mere lad, and served in the revolutionary war 
quite young. Ho drew a pension under the act of Congress, 
1818. Ho was also a soldier in the war of 1812. Ho died in 
1848, aged 90 ; his wife in 1850, aged 89. They raised a family 
of nine children : Tolman ; Willard ; Miucr ; Loraine, m. Allen 
Benson ; Faithful, m. James Woods ; Mary ; Frcelove, m. Jona- 
than Seley ; Lydia ; and Elizabeth, m.

Broavnell, Benjamin, came here quite early, and settled on 
the farm now owned by Perry 6, Knights. His house stood a 
little north of the present dwelling house. He died many years 
since, ripe iu years. He raised a family of five sous and two 
daughters : Joseph, Zadoc, Alpheus, Benjamin, Russell, Eunice 
and Sarah. Joseph m. Phebe Undorhill, and settled at Scotts- 
ville. He owned and run a cloth dressing and fulling mill there 
for a number of years. There was also a carding machine run 
in connection with that. Ho was a member of the Quaker society. 
In 1868, he removed to Indiana, where his brother Russell lives. 
Alpheus m. Polly Eggleston, aud moved to the West, where he 
died some years since. 

Brock, John, a native of Woodstock, Conn., came to this 
town soon after the close of the Revolution, and commenced a 
settlement on the farm owned by John Soule. His wife's name 
was Hannah Tabor, He served as musician in the revolutionary 
war, and was under the command of General Washington a pai*t 
of the time. He was in the jjattle of Monmouth, and several 
other important battles fought during the struggle for Independ* 
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once. A few years after his settlemout here, he removed to the 
town of Bromley, now Peru, and was the first town clerk of that 
town, which was organized March 1, 1802.

His children ^ere : Otis, 
Alexander, Caroline, Almira and Hannah. 

Bruce, Cuas. M., from Contocook, N. H., in 1826,' m. Phebe 
da. of Asa Smith, and settled at the Borough in 1842, in 
the mercantile business. He was also in trade for several years 
at South Wallingford, and was mail agent two years on the 
Western Vermont Railroad. In 1854 he went into trade again, 
since which time, until his death, he continued the business, with 
energy and perseverance, having won the confidence and esteem 
of his patrons. He was an active, business man, influential and 
highly respected. In 1867, having sold out the stone store to 
William Pierce, he erected a new, commodious and elegant mer* 
cantile establishment, and was the oldest nierciinnt in town. Mr. 
Bnico was a liberal, public spirited citizen, being at the time of 
his death postmaster, which office he had occupied for eight 
years, and was also the administrator of several estates. He 
died in 1869, leaving two children, Klla and George. 

BucKLiK, RuFus, from Pawtuckct, Rhode Island, about the 
year 1800, m. Lucindn Barrows, and first settled in Wallingford. 
He was a son of Nathaniel Bucklin, who came from England at 
an early day. He was a soldier of the revolution, and drew h 
pension. His wife died in 1802, aged 44. He next m. the 
widow Buckmaster, of Shrewsbury. He died at the Corners, in 
1841,. aged 84. His children were : Rufus, Jr., David, Lucinda, 
Eleanor, Julia, Charles, Isaac and Alonzo. David m. Paulina 
Gun, and moved to Ohio. Eleanor m. Ephraim French, and 
lived in Blontpelier. Julia m. William 8. Ix>cke, who died in 
1825, and lived in Crown Point. She was afterwards twice 

married. Alonzo m. Lincoln, and lives in Shrewsbury. 

He is the father of William Bucklin, who was a merchant there 
for many years. 

Bucklin, Rufus, Ju., from Wallingford in 1815, m. Harriet, 
da. of Pliillbrook Barrows, and settled at the Borough, near 
where IVince Hill now lives. He served as lieutenant in the 
war of 1812, being under the command of Col. Isaac Clark, 
otherwise known as "Old Rifle Clark." He kept tavern at the 
Borough a good many years, and at the Corners eight years. 
15 
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Beiug a man of good judgmeui and ability, ho was called iipou 
to All many public Btotious iu life, in all of wliicli he served with 
fidelity aud zeal. lie represented the towu iu the Legislature 
four years, and wa^ justice of tlie peace twenty years. He was 
a man of the strictest integrity of diaraeter, most amiable and 
kind, and greatly esteemed by all who knew him, lie died in 
1853, aged 74; His widow is still living, at the agiA of 83. 
Their children wero : . Alonzo ; Albert ; Granville ; Chatlos ; 
Silas, died in 1818 ; Lewis ; Harriot, died iu 182G ; aud George, 
died in 1829. Charles m. Laura Ann, da. of Hiram Conger*

the Thomas Button farm, where he still lives. He is one of the 
loading and influential men of the town. He has served in nearly 
every town office, and by discharging his duties with ability, he 
has won the coufldeuce of his townsmen in au eniuieut degree. 
He is a good counsellor and safe adviser, and his talent is fre- 
quently called into requisition. He has been a justice of the 
peace for many years ; constable ten years ; and a member of 
the Legislature three years. He is, at present, town clerk aud 
treasurer. Their children are : Silas ; David, died some years 
since ; Harriet ; Lucinda ; Mary : George A., killed at Petem- 
burg, Va. ; Susan ; and Charles, K. m. Semantha, da. of Ira VaiU 

BuPKUM, Caleb, from Providence, R. L, in 1797, settled at 
the Borough, in the blacksmithiug business. He m. Huldah, da. 
of Elkanali Parris. In 1806, he purchased the triphammer and 
shop of Samuel Dow, and continued the business for ten or 
twelve years. He was a man of sound morals, aud was a highly 
respected citizen. In 1818, he removed to his farm in Mt. Tabor, 
fvhure he continued to live for mauy years, during which time 
he gained many friends, as being a man of strict integrity and 
uprightness of character. He was a justice of the peace twenty- 
nine years in Mt. Tabor ; town clerk and selectman several years, 
and was a prominent citizen of that town. He subsequently, in 
1841, removed back to Danby, and kept tavern several years. 
He died at Rutland in 1857, aged 76. His wife died in 1866, 
aged 86. Their family consisted of eleven children : Lucy, m. 
Larned Bowen ; Sophia, m. Andrus Bowcn, of Dorset ; Ahnira, 
m. Dr. Kiiowlton ; Parria K. ; Daniel ; Uenuiii M. ; Iliihlah ; 
Aniiimhu m. Rev. Wni. AV. Pierce, iiiul tlied in 1«4I, aged 2.'); 
Caleb, «lr. ; Ilaaiiah, died iu IK.'U ; luul Laruetl. Puni.s, ni. 
Anil, da. of Wesson Soule, and lives in Dorset. Ilenuui, ni. 
Aliuira Huffuni, aud lives in Dorset, and has ruised a family of 
several children. Mo has secured a good property, and is a 
worthy member of society. .Caleb, Jr., m. Nancy, da. of llirum 
GritJith, and settled at the Borouj^h. He aflorwurds m. Sally 
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Ann Slocum. Ho now livos in Rutland, and is a man of good 
businesB talent. ' - ; 

Bult'FUM, Daniel, ni. Fanny, da^ of David Yo«ng6, and settled 
at the Borough. He died in 1858, aged 41, leaving a faihily of 
several children : David ; Mar/,' m^ Melvin Barrett ;' Leonard, 
in. tSabra Colburn, of Tinmonth ; and Myron, died in 1868. 

Bull, Timotht, from Nino Partners, N. Yk, in 1767, settled 
on the farm now owned by John Hilliard, and a little southwest 
of the residence of Ezra Harrington. He was moderator of the 
first annual town meeting, which was held at his house, March 
14th, 1769, at which meeting tho town was organized. Ho was 
about the first Quaker in town, and was a very worthy member 
of that society. He subsequently settled on the east side of the 
town, near Otter Creek, with his son Crispin. He died in 1810, 
aged 90. His children were Michael, Williamson, Crispin and 
Phebe. Michael settled a short time on the Joseph Bull farm, 
and then removed to Peru, N. Y. Williamson m. Jerusha 

, and settled where Willard Baker now lives. Ho tended 

the grist mill a short time. Hd removed to Jay, N. Y. His 
children were Tamar, Tabiatha and Nancy. 

Bull, Crispin, son of Timothy Bull, 6ame from Nine Part- 
ners in 1765, some two years previons to his father, and com- 
menced a settlement near the present homestead of John Hilliard^ 
He was the third settler in town, and nt once took up a leading 
position. He was one of the first board of selectmen, elected in 
1769. Ho made the first clearing on the east side of the town, 
about the year 1772. He received from the propriotdrs sixty 
acres of laud for sixty days' work building roads, and it is now 
some of the best land in town. It is now owned by his grandson, 
Clark. He led a long, laborious and industrious life, waS upright 
in character, and an estimable and worthy man. He died iti 
1810, aged 70 ; his wife, whose name was Mary Carpenter, died 
in 1833, aged 92. Their fanlily consisted of five children : 
Patience, Timothy, Jr., Hannah, Elijah and Carpehter. Patience 
m. Joseph Tuttle, and next Eli' Bradford. Hantiah m. AbnOr 
Bump, of Wallingford. Timothy, Jr., m. Betsey Babcock,' Itnd 
was a resident of the town some years. He finally removed to 
New Huntington, where he died some twenty years since. 

Bull, Elijah, m. Eunice Bump, of Wallingford, and settled 
on the present homestead of his son Clark. He was a mail of 
integrity, and a magistrate for a number of years. He was a 
substantial, independent citizen, an industrious farmer and iln 
estimable man. He died in 1848, aged 71 ; his wife in 1868; 
aged 88. They raised a family of four children : Alvah, Anna', 
Crispin and Clark. Anna m. Green Packer, of Mt. Holly, Vt. 
Alvah m. Louisa Packer, and was a resident of the town for 
many years. He was an intelligent man, and highly ostoenied. 
He removed to western New York. 

Bull, Clark, m. Sarahette Packer, and succeeded to the 
homestead. He is a man of standing and influence, ad active^ 
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thrifly farmer. Ho was in the Legislature in 1865, and has 
occupied other places of trust and honor, which attest the respect 
and confidence of his townsmen. They have two children, Helen 
and Charles. Mr. Bull now resides in Wallingford. 

Bull, Joseph, son of John Bull, a native of South Kingston, 
R. I., and an early settler of Wallingford, m. Phebe Bull, and 
settled where his son Joseph lived. He was twice m., his last 
wife being the widow of Stephen Nichols. He died in 1834, 
aged 81 ; his widow in 1841, aged 79. Their children were: 
Lydia, m. Joel Mix ; Rachael, m. Stephen Stafford, of Walling- 
foixl ; Nehomiah, m. Catherine Sillsbury, of Jamaica ; Uuth, m. 
Joshua Johnson ; Patience, ro. Joseph Dyke, and lives in Hunt- ' 
ingtod ; Phebe, m. Elias Thbmpson ; John ; Abagail, m. James 
Nichols ; Anna ; Joseph, Jr^, and Lucy. Joseph was blind for 
over thirty years. He always traveled without a guide, often 
going many miles from home, and will long be remembered. He 
was killed by the cars, July 29th, 1869, while walkiqg upon 
the track, on his way home from South Wallingford. 

Button, Josurn, from Rhode Island in 1785, m. Anna Davis, 
and settled on what has since been known as the ^^Button farm," 
now owned by Howell Dillingham. Ho kept a store there for 
several years, which was about the first store in town, and also 
manufactured potash. Ho was one of the early members of tlie 
Quaker society, and was very influential, lie accumidated a 
large property, and was considered one of the wealthiest men of 
his day, and exerted great influence among the people of his 
times. Being a man of great force and energy, he contributed 
much towatd building up society, perhaps more than men in 
general. Ho was held in high esteem by his friends and neigh- 
bor.^. He died in 1829, aged 80 ; his wife iu 18 , aged 
Their children were : Charles, Samuel, Joseph, Ezekiel, Seneca, 
Tlionios, Audon, Anna and Rhoda, only two or three of whom 
are now living. Thomas m. Lydia, da. of Harris Otis, and 
settled where Albert Bncklin now lives. He died, leaving three 
children, Aim Eliza, Sarah and Elizabeth. Ann Eliza ni. David 
J. llaviland, and Sarah ni. Benjamin Peck of (^ueensbury, N. Y. 

BurroN, Anson, m. Catherine, da. of Isaac Vail, and settled 
on the homestead. He had a brick yard near the residence of 
Ilcnry Kclley, where he manufactured brick. He built the first 
and only brick dwelling house in town. He was killed in falling 
from a load of hay, in 1845. They raised a family of seven 
children : Joseph, Isaac, Anna, Rhoda, Emily, Eunice and 
Charity. Joseph m. Melissa, da. of Silas Ilulett, and lives in 
California. Isaac m. Ellen, da. of Silas Hulett, and also lives^ 
in California. Uhoda m. Hannibal Hopkins, of Wallingford,, 
and died in 1853, aged 24, leaving one da., Rhoda B. 

BuiiT, Cai*t. John, was among the early settlers. He came 
here before the revolutionary war, and established himself 
on what is now the town farm. He has the honor of being tlie 
first innkeeper in town. The site of Capt. Burt's log tavern is

very near the poor house, and coiisidcrabtc public busi- 
ness was transacted here in early times. We are told that many 
interesting events transpired hero during the war, among which 
was the trial and ** beech-sealing" of John Hart, which will be 
found elsewhere. [See John Hart.] Capt. Burt was a man of 
more Uian ordinary ability, and took a lively interest in tlie civil 
nlTnirs of his town and ncighborh<M>d, and was univcrsnlly 
esteemed a valuable citizen. He served in tlic revolution, and 
was a prominent actor in the stirring scenes of those times. By 
industry and economy, he secured a handsome property. His 
diildren were John, Alpheus, Susie and Lncinda. 

Buxton, John, from Rhode Island in 1790, settled on the 
present homestead o£ Merritt Hulett. He m. Betsey Kelley,.who 
died in 1815, aged 60. Ho died in 1845, aged 85, leaving a 
family of nine children : Timothy ; Stephen ; Rliphalct ; Bei\ja- 
min, drowned in Lake Ontario ; Joseph, died in 1868 ; Hannah, 
m. Daniel Hulett ; Lydin, m. Jacob Rush, of Pawlet ; Prudence, 
m. Seba Phillips ; and Diana. Timothy, m. Elizabeth Colvin, 
and settled on a portion of the farm owned by Orange Train. 
They left one son, Luther, who m. Semantha Parris, and settled 
in Middletown. He died some years since, leaving a family of 
nine children : Malone, Julia Ann, Daniel, Mary Jane, Harvey, 
Henry, John R. Edwin, Almira and Helen. Daniel m. Ann S. 
Cone, was a merdiant, and lived in Marengo, 111., and is now 
dead. Harvey is a lawyer of considerable note, and lives in Car- 
lisle, 111. [Jonathan Buxton, a brother of the above named, and 
wife, are now living in Slaters ville, R. I., aged 102 and 100, res- 
pectively.] 

Buxton, Stephen, m. Abagail Hulett, and settled on ''Dutch 
Hill." lie removed to Rupert, where he lived several years ; 
and from thence he moved to Wells, where he died, leaving four 
children : Roxy, m. Amos Hunt ; Nancy, m. Jonas leaker ; 
Brayley, m. a da. of Seba Phillips, and removed to Hamburg, 
N. Y., and Luther. 

Buxton, Eliphalet, m. Lydia Hulett, and settled on ''Dutch 
Hill." He was twice m., his last wife being Mariah Toolcy. 
His children were : Bei\jamin ; Florcntina ; Harriet ; John, 
now living in Pennsylvania ; Amos, m. Orilla AVait and lives in 
Middletown ; Julia Ann, m. Oscar Spragnc, of Wells ; Samuel, m. 
Emily Hulott ; Sally, ni. Horace Clark ; Amanda, m. Henry Hub- 
bard, of Middletown. Bei\jamin m. Electa Harrington, and lia^ 
a family of several children, of whom were : Bernicc, d. in the 
army ; Flora, m. Fayette Hulett ; Sarah, m. Chester Hulett ; 

Stephen, m. Iloadley ; Lydia, Chester, Almira and Nancy. 

Mr. Buxton died in 1859, aged 67 years. 

Calkins, Cait. Stephen, from Conn., was an early settler. 
He came here in 1768, and first settled where William Herrick 
now lives, having purchased the original proprietor's right. This 
was the first settlement north of the Corners, and there were but 
few families in town at that time. He took a very active part 
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in organizing the town, and regulating society. He also took a 
lively interest in the religious utlairs of the town, and was a man 
of excellent character and great moral woith. He was the first 
selectman elected, and was entrusted ii*om time to time with 
numerous other responsible duties. He served as captain in the 
revolutionary war, and was at the siege of Yorktowu when the 
British army surrendered, and was most of the time during his 
sefviee under the immediate command of General Washington. 
He was something of a mechanic, and built the first grbt mill 
erected iti town, near Nelson Kel)e3r's, soon after the close of the 
war, for which, as tradition says, he received sixty acres of land, 
and the privilege to take three quarts of corn to the bushel for 
toll as long as the mill run. This mill is said to have been a 
very rude structure, bat answered the purpose of the settlers very 
well. Capt. Calkins was a very kind and amiable man, and 
greatly beloved by all who knew him. He died in 1814, aged 
83 ; his wife in 1813, aged 73. His children were Richaixl and 
Stephen, Jr. Richard settled on the farm owned and occupied 
by Henry Kelley, and was a man of ability. He was constable 
from 1785 to 1793. We know of but two sous, Benjamin and 
Turner, who, togetlier with their parents, removed to Peru, N. Y. 

Calkins, Stepukn, Jr., m. Sophronia, da. of Alexander Bar- 
rett, and succeeded to the homestead. Although a man of no 
very large means, he maintained a highly respectable character, 
and exerted a commanding influence in society. He was select- 
man two years, and town clerk and treasurer from 1820 to 1826, 
discharging his duty with fidelity and ability. He run the grist 
mill built by his father for many years. It wtis finally torn 
down, and a new one erected on the opposite side of the stream. 
In connection with this business, he carried on and improved the 
farm formerly owned by liis father. He was recognized as a 
man of industry and integrity, and held in high estimation. His 
first wife dying, he next m. Phebe, da. of Moses Vail. Tliey 
removod to Ohio in 1834. His family consisted of seven children : 
Rebecca, m. Ira Allen ; Moses, Horace, Orange, Turner, Lucy 
and liUcrctia. None of the family remain. 

Caniiku), DiiiNNis, a patriot of the Revolution, came here 
quite early and settled on "' Dutch Hill." He served through 
nearly the whole of the war, and was in several important bat- 
tles. He drew a pension which was his main dependence in old 
age. He was a very jovial man, much given to anecdote, but 
firm in principle. He was three times married. His second 
wife wiw the widow Ruth McDaniels, and the mother of James 
McDanicls, who dying, he next m. Polly Walton. He removed 
with his I'lunily to Holland Purchase, N. Y., many years since, 
where he died. 

Caswlix, Josiah, from Tiumouth in 1852, settled with his 
son Rylaud. He m. Electa Clark, a neice of Gen. Jonas Clark^ 
of Middletown. Ryland E., the only son, m. Elizabeth Baxter, 
ef Tinniouth, and settled on the Isaac Phillips place, north of 
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Scottsvillc, being a cK^iilor aud finiHlicr of innrblc*. His work is 
always clone with nentiiess and dispateli. He in a man of excel- 
lent character and undoubted iutcgritj, unobtrusive and modest 
in his deportment, |>ossossing the confidence and esteem of* all 
who know him. They have one da., Dimis E. 

Chase, AmiAiiAM. from Nine Partners in 1770, m. Lydia 
Alhm, and sctthtd near tho residence nf Alvnli Risdon. lit; was 
a well educated man for one of that day, and took an. active aiul 
leading part in the management of the affairs of the town. Ite 
was a man of uncommon excellence of character, and his influ- 
ence was beneficially exerted. Being a man of ability, he was 
entrusted with various town ofHces. He owned and kept the 
second tavern in town, ,in 1774, at whicli^ town add (reemer^'0 
meetings were held, and consiclerable piiblic business transacted. 
It woH here that the committees of safety sometimes met, as 
occasion required, to adopt .measures for the defence and welfare 
of the inhabitants. Their decrees were always regarded as law, 
and any infraction of them was punished with exemplary severity. 
Tlie application of the "beech seal" was then the common mode 
of punishment, and whenever tlie "Yorkers" or their adlierents 
were found here, the "beech rod" was well applied to their naked 
backs. A case of this kind occurrecl here in the summer of 1774. 
It appears that a surveyor had been sent here under the authority 
of New York, and, while drinking flip at the tavern of Mr. 
Chase, was arrested. The committee of safety was soon assem- 
bled, and the charges being read against the prisoner, he acknowl- 
edged that he had been sent here to survey land under the title 
of New York, but pleaded the jurisdiction of that colony over 
the Grants, in justification of his proceedings. Notwithstanding 
this plea, agreeably to the sentence, the prisoner was taken from 
the bar of the committee, tied to tlie wliipping post, and there, 
on his naked back, nireivcd one huridrrd stripcH, and ordered to 
depart out f>f the diHtriet, on the penalty of Hiiffering dent It if ho 
returned. The sentence was carried into execution in the pres- 
ence of a large concourse of people. The man who applied the 
rod wore a false face, and was sup|)osed to have been Ilemend>er 
Baker. 

By gradual purchases, Abraham Chase acquired some three 
hundred acres of dcsirnble land, and was a successful farmer. 
At the same time, he was a liberal, public spirited man, and 
contributed largely to the general welfare of the town. He 
removed to Plattsburg, N. Y. 

CiiACR, Capt. KriiKAiBi, from Fall River, R. I., in 1834, m. 
Kmily Rhodes, anil settled on the Davis farm, now owned by 
Hiram Fisk. He was a sea captain for some fifleen years pre- 
vious to his settling here. He was a deacon of the Baptist 
church a number of years, and was universally esteemed. lie 
kept tavem at the Corners five years, and maintained a respecta- 
ble |K)sition in society. In 1851 he removed to Collins, N. Y., 
where he died in 18Gt), aged 71. He was nearly blind for many 
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of the lost jears of his life. He raised a family of several 
children : Mary ; Susaa, m. Plyu Bartlett ; Amelia, m. Ilarley 
Atwood ; Eliza, m. David Jacobs ; Lydia, m. James Wilbur ; 
Frauces ; Ephraim ; Arnold, m. Alice Perry ; Clara, m. Wm. 
H. Willett. Arnold served as captain in the union army during 
the late war. 

CiiACE, Benjamik, from Fall liiver, R. I., in 1834, was a 
brother of Ephraim Chace. He m. Mehitabel Wood for his first 
wife, and she dying, he next m. Hannah Hill, and settled at tlie 
Comers. He was also a member and deacon of the Baptist 
church, and a man of considerable ability, although he did not 
accumulate property. He removed west about the year 1850. 
His children are: Ephraim; Mehitabel m. Elias Woodruff; 
Mary Eliza, m Dudley. 

CiiiTT£NDEN, 6ov. TuOMAS, Irom Williston, Vt. in 1776, settled 
in the south part of the town. We have been unable to leani 
the exact spot where Gov. Chittenden lived, but it was, as we 
are told, in the vicinity of the residence of A. C. Risdon. He 
was a native of East Guilford, Qonn. He labored on the farm 
of his father till the age of 18, having only the benefit of a com- 
mon school education, when he went on a voyage to the West 
Indies. The vessel on which he embarked was captured by a 
French man-of-war (England at that time being at war with 
France), and he taken prisoner and landed on the West India 
Islands, in a destitute situation, from which he escaped, and, 
after enduring a great many hardships, reached his father's farm 
in October, 1749. About this time, he m. Elizabeth Meigs, and 
removed to Salisbury, Conn., which town he represented in the 
Lcgidluture for the years 17G5 to 17G9, inclusive, and again in 
1772. lie was also a colonel of a regiment of militia, and a 
justice of the peace. In May, 1774, he removed his family to 
Williston, Vt., where lie had purchased a large tract of land. 
He |*cuiaincd there till the retreat of the American army from 
Canada, in the spring of 1776, when, on account of the exposed 
bitualion of the frontier, he with his family, women and children, 
canu: on foot, by marked trees, through Middlebury to Castletou, 
and from thence to Duuby, and procured a farm near the foot 
of the mountain. He resided here until the evacuation of Ti.," 
in tluly, 1777, when he removed to Pownal, and soon after to 
Willianistown, Mass. He also resided a short time in Arlington, 
und at the close of the war returned to Williston, which town he 
represented in the convention which met at Dorset Sept. 25th, 
177G, and was a meniber of the committee who reported the 
compact which was unanimously adopted by the convention, 
lie was also a member of the convention which met at West- 
minster, Jan. loth, 1777, and wa^ one of the committee to draft 
a '* Declaration of Independence," and to petition Congress for 
recognition. He was a meniber from this town in the convention 
which met at Windsor in July, 1777, which framed our first con- 
stitution, was president of the court of conlis cation during its 
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entire pcricMl of exifjfeiicc, nml was prosldciif of Hic comniittoc oi 
snfcly from its organizntioii to MnrHi 12tli, 1778, whon lio 
assumcfl the office of Governor, to wliich lie was eK'<*teil by a 
great majority He was ninct.cn times olectcil (>overnor by tlio 
people, and held that ofHee from March 12th, 1778, till his 
death, with the exception of the year 1789. Gov. Chittenden 
diwl at his residence in Williston, the 25th day of August, 1707, 
in the GOth yeAr of his age. 

Cl^ARK, IIknuy, from Rhode Island about the close of the i*evo- 
Intionary war, was an early settler on the Vail fann, now 
belonging to J. N. Phillips. IIo first came to Kntland and pnr- 
chaseil a farm, uyton which he lived for about one year ; then 
sold out and removed to this town. He established himself first on 
the farm afterwards owned by Fxlmuud Sherman, which he had 
bought of Wing Rogers, agreeing to pay in grain and cattle. 
Ihit glutting sick f»f liis biirgaiii, he (*oni'ludcd (o purchase another 
farm, lie was an unassuming man, and contented himself with 
his own domestic concerns. He was considered an honest, 
respectable man, and died in town, at an advanced age. lie 
raised a family of nine children : Caleb ; John ; Moses ; Henry ; 
Halaburt; Nathan; David; Klisha; Ruth, m. Roswell Dart: 
Cldoe, m. John Ciseel. John, the second son, m. a sister of 
James McDaniels, and raised two childrc!U : Nomy, m. John J. 
Harrington, and Nancy, lie was again m. to Susan Peck. He 
was the first settler on the Willard Staples farm. Moses Clark 

m. Griffith, and sctlletl a number of years on the farm 

now owneil by ICdwiu Staples. He removed to Hamburg, N. Y. 

Clakk, Calkh, m. Susan Wilsfui, of Rhode Island, and first 
settled on the fann owned by Edward Greene. He subsecjuently 
sold out, and Iniught the Seneca Palmer farm, now owned and 
Stephen Harrington. Personall}', he was highly respect cd.bor. 
always maintained the character of a good citizen and neighren : 
He died in 1847; his wife in 1821. They had three children: 
Phila, Wilscm and Dinah. Wilson, Ixu-n in 1805, m. Phebe 
Pratt, of Midd.'etown, and lived here luitil 1848, when he removed 
to Pawlet. They have raised a family <if six children : Merritt, 
Sally, Horace, John, Orestus and Emily. 

CoLViN, LuTiiKH, from Rhode Is«lan<l in 1 7G5, settled on the 
fann now owned and occupied by L. H. Fisk, which was liOt No. 
27 in the first division. lie was the fourth settler in town, and 
found his way here by markc*d tn»es. 1 1 is log cabin stood some 
forty r«»ds s(Mitlienst of the present dwelling house, and was very 
rude in structure, as were all the log houses in those days. 
There were no windows or doors, and but one room. The boaitls 
for the floor were hewn from logs. Luther Colvin, like all the 
other settlers, bnuight with him a scanty supply of household 
articles and furniture, and experienced much difficulty in pro- 
curing the necessaries of life while making a settlement here. 
It was his custom to go to Manchester to mill and back the same 
day. carrying the grist upon his back. At one time, when grain 
If; 
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was scarce^ he ciirriod tho last bushel of wheat ho possessed, 
which was to lost for several months, or until harvest time came 
agaiu. lie was a very industrious, hard working man tluriug 
his younger days, but become somewhat feeble in after life. We 
have been told that he brought the first stove into town, and 
built the second framed house. Ho became a Quaker, and joined 
the society. He was a gi*eat hunter and trapper, and many good 
stories are told of his adventures while hunting bears and other 
wild game. He was compelled to pen his sheep every night to 
keep them from being devoured by the wolves. He was a man 
of considerable ability, and occupied a prominent place in society. 
Ilis wife'suame was LydiaColvin, who died in 1814, quite ad- 
vanced in years. He died in 1829, aged about DO. His childi'en 
were : Stephen ; Caleb ; John ; Catherine, m. Josepli Irish ; 
Lydia ; Esther ; Anna ; Freelove, m. Welcome Harrington. 

CoLViN, Stbpiikn, m. Mary Merrithew, and settled on the 
homestead with his father, He died in 1804, leaving a family of 
eleven children : Benoni ; Biuiajali ; Luther ; Moses ; Jeremiah ; 
Anthony ; Alfred ; Anna, m. William Nortiu'op ; Lydia ; Sirena 
and Phebe. Benoni m. Rebecca, da. of Dennis Canliehl, and 
removed to Holland Purchase, N. Y. Alfred m. Iktsey Ridlon, 
and went to Ohio. Luther m. a da. of Daniel Southwick, and 
moved to western New York. 

CoLViN, Caleb, m. Anna Abl)ot, and settled on the homestead 
with his father Luther. A few years afler, he was found dead 
In the woods, whither he had been hunting. It was supposed 
that he died in a fit. He left thi*ee children : Caleb, who is deaf 
and dumb, and lives in Hartford, N. Y. ; Adna and Phila. 

CoLViN, John, m. Lucy Frink, and settled on the farm with \m 
fatlier, where L. R. Fisk now live^^. He died in a (it in 182«5, aged 
40. Ili.s children were : Anna, John, James, Luther and Caleb. 
John m. Lydia, da. of William Frink, and raised three children : 
Joel, m. Valariah Fisk ; Mary and Isaac. Luther m. Margaret, 
da. of Miner Bromley, and lives in the south part of the town, 
and have one da. Helen. 

CoLViN Jamks, m. Lydia, da. of David Gilbert, and lives 
near the Corners. They have raised a family of several children : 
Lucy Ann ; Lucinda, m. Wesley Leach, of Pawlet ; David ; 
Emma died at tlie age of 14 ; Nora ; Cluirles, Henry, Noah d. 
young, Willie d. young. 

CoLViN, Caleb, son of John Colvin, m. Lenora, da. of Miner 
Bromley, and lives at present on the Dr. G. J. Locke farm. They 
have a family of six children : Julia Ann, m. Nelson Wetherby ; 
Alice, m. Elijah Ilolton ; Lydia ; Luther ; Frank and Rebecca. 

Colvin, Benajaii, son of Stephen Colvin, m. Iluldah, a da. 
of Joseph Irish, and settled where his son Nelson now lives. 
She dying, he next m. Hannah, da. of Gilbert Palmer. He was 
a fine, sturdy, gallant, honorable man, and was the friend of all. 
He possessed a rugged constitution, which he fully retained 
through life. Me was a very active, thrilYy farmer, au«l by 
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economy nnd indiistiy he ftcquircil a good projKjrty. lie was 
killed in the spring of 1867, while falling a tree in the wooils, at 
the ago of 80. Ho was capable of doing a good day's work at 
this advanced ago. lie was a qniet, domestic man, and a good 
citizen, and retained liis mental, as well as physical ability to 
the la^t. His last will; died in 18 . I Ha family conHints of 
three boys and two girls : Stephen, m. Mary Wilder ; Nelson ; 
Joel; Elsie and Huldah. 

GoLYiN, Nelson, m. Elizabeth, da. of John Fish, and settled 
on the homestead. lie has owno<l and run a cider mill for many 
years, being a very industrious, thrifty farmer, and universally 
esteemed a valuable citizen. He is a man of good morals and 
steady habits. They have but two children : Huhlah andBcniyah. 
Iluldah m. Henry Grilfin, and has two childi*en, the cUlest of 
whom is NeltMm. Henajah ni. firrtt Anirlia, dii. Ira H. V^iil, and 
next Lncindn Hosmorc, and lives with his father. 

CoLViN, Joel, ni. Almira, da. of Ellery Staples, and succeed- 
ed to his homestead. His forte is persistent, earnest and judi- 
ciously dircctcHl industry lus a farmer, by which he has secured 
an ample competence. He is held in high esteem by all who 
know him. He has lately erected a new and splendid dwelling 
house, and has recently pin-chased a farm in Ripley, N. Y. to 
which plac!e he removed in 1869. Their children are Charles, 
Aliira m. Hannah Kirk, Albert, Nelmiii, and Janie^. They have 
also one daughter, Li/./ie. 

CoLViN, Anthony, son of Stephen Colvin, m. Luranse, da. of 
Justus Scott, and has lived in dinTerent parts of the town. Ho 
was a tanner and currier by trade, having worked at that busi- 
ness for nmny yo4irs. He was an upright, honest man, having 
won and retained the respect of all v ho knew him. lie wns a 
member of the AlaHonic fratcnn'ty, being at the lime of his death 
one of the oldeiit Manons in town. He practiced the tenets of his 
pmfej^siou, Mpniring liin life by the scpiare of virtue, and was well 
fitted for that Celestial Lodge above, where the Sn|)renie archi- 
tect of the universe presides. Tlieir children are Alonzo N., 
Mar}', Job and Ziller. Mary m. Milo liennnington, and lives 
in Dennington. Ziller m. Edwin Green. Job m. Hattie Max- 
ham, and lives in Wallingford. He was a member of Co. C. 
lOtli Regt. Vt. Vols., and was in a ninnber of hard fought battles. 
Mr. Colvin died at Bennington in 1869, nged about 70. 

Colvin, Capt. Alonzo N., ni. Aima, da.of Hiram Congor. She 
died in 1868, aged 38. Ho is a man of undoubted integrity, un- 
assuming, of |)eaceable disi)Osition, and much respected. In 1849 
he went on a whaling voyage, from New Bedford, Mass., of five 
years duration. Among the places he visited during that time, 
wore New Holland, Hobartown, New Zeland, Fayal, Van Die- 
man's Liand, Hope Island, Apollo, Von Vous, Assconsion, Pleas- 
ant Island, Rotuma, Orotongo, Mangier, Liord Howes, Byi-ons, 
Mitchells and St. Pauls Islands. Being a strong, stalwart and 
courageous man, he was well fitted for the privations and hazards 
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of a life upon tlio ocean, ami by noblo conduct, ho gained the rep- 
utation of a good sailor. He served as Captain of Co. K. 14di 
Rcgt. Vt. Vols, and after five and a half months service, was dis- 
charged on account of ill health. Ho was a bravo officer, cool, 
fearless and self possessed, and greatly beloved by his men. Capt. 
Colvin always shared in the dangers and hardships, to which his 
company was exposed, and would never accept of better fare tliaa 
they hud, which greatly endeared him to them. He m. for hb 
second wife, Sally StaflToinl, of Wailingford, and has settled on 
the Friend Smith farm. He has several children, of whom are 
Ida, Sophroina, and Perry T. 

CoLViN, Albert T., from Pennsylvania in 1855, m. Leonora, 
da. of Thomas Nichols, and settled on the Nelson Randall place. 
He is a very quiet, modest, amiable man, and much respected. 
They have raised a family of three children : Hannah J., Kmma, 
and Alphonso E. 

C(>:.viN, Amiks. from Rhode Island, was a very early settler 
on the fiii'm owned by Kdwani llerriek. The reconls show him 
to have been a umn of ability and intelligence. He removed from 
this town many years ago. We know of but two sons, George 
and L:ithcr. 

Colvin, Joshua, was another of the early settlers. Ho lived 
near the residence of N. E. Gilford. He wan insane for mauv 
years, and a number of times attempted to commit suicide, to de- 
feat which he was watched very closely. He finally, unbeknown 
to any one, procured a razor, with which he cut his threat, but 
not d( cp enough to bo fatal. He recovered from this after some 
time, and became a sane man. He subsequently removed to the 
West, where he died, and wher*) his descendanis still live. 

CoLViN, RtsuniN, fron. Coventry, R. I., in 1790, m. Abagail 
Northrup, and settled on a portion of the farm now owned by P. 
W. Johnson. He removed back to Rhode Island whei*e he died 
some years after. There were two sons and one daughter : Benja- 
min, Amasa, and Mary. Benjamin m. Marsena, da. of Reubin 
Fisk, and settled on the homestead. He subsequently m. Elsie 
Northrup, and removed to Dorset, where ho still resides. Hi.s 
children are Barbary, ni, Russel Streeter, Reubin, Stephen and 
William. 

CoNUDON, CiL\RLics II., from Wailingford, Vt., m. Anna, da. 
of Daniel Smith, and settled on the Deliverance Rogers farm. In 
1859 he removed to the east side of the town on the John Lap- 
ham place. He was a school teacher many years, and was very 
successful in that calling. Although starting in life with limited 
means, he lias, by possessing good natural abilities, and much 
activity, succeeded in acquiring a good property. Being a man 
of intelligence, he has been called upon from time (o time, to fill 
various positions of trust and honor. He has been selectman four 
years ; lister six years ; long a justice of the Peace ; and was a 
member of the Legislature in 1854, in all of which he has served 
with credit and ability. He is a good writer and debator, a 
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trlcnd of cdiicRtion, alwaj8 having maintained an independence 
•of character, and 18 at present ranked among the leading, influen- 
tial, and enterprising men of the town. They have raised a fam- 
ily of four children : Addie, d. in 1869, Mary, Hannah and 
Oh arloft. 

CoNcsou, Job, whose name appears on the roll of 1778, was an 
iwrly settler on a iM)rtion of the farm owned by A. D. Smith, lie 
was a brother of Enoch and Gaersham Congor, Sen. lie reraov- 
«d to Plattsburg, N. Y., in 1800, none of his family remain- 
ing. 

Congor, Enoch, came in 1774, and settled on the farm now 
occupied by Isaac W. Kelley. He buil' the present dwelling 
liouse in 1812. He was twice m,, first to Ruth, da, of David Ir- 
ish, and second to Hannah Kelley. Although obliged to over- 
-como the hardships and privations incidental to all new settle- 
ments, by great industry And personal endurance ho succeeded in 
•establishing a pleasant home here, aiul became a man of consid- 
•eniblc influence. He joined the Quaker church, then quite nu- 
mei .us, and in 1820 removed to the north ]>art of the State. His 
■chihircn were David, Noah, Hiram and Lydia. David m. Rach- 
ael, da. of Isaac Wilbur, and removed to Collins, N. Y., They 
had two rhildren: Sally m. I'ctcr White ; and Noel. Lydia, m. 
l^>lMirt Baker, of Kiiston, N. Y. 

• CoN«JOU, NoAii, m. Hannah, da. of David Grilfith, and settled 
"on the homestead. They raised a family of six children : Anson, 
Almon, Enoch, David, Itutli, Lydia and Allen. Anson m. Potia, 
ila. of Isaac White, and lives in Collins, N. Y, having by well di- 
rected industry, ability, and shrewdness, ac(|uired an ample for- 
time. Almon m« a While and lives in Collins. Allen m. a Gor* 
ton and removed west. 

Congor, Hiram, m. Anna, da. of Alexander Barrett, .lud set- 
tled on the farm now owned by N. P. Baxter. His wife died 
middle-aged. He next m. the widow Tlieda Granger. He 
died in 1852, aged 58. He raised a family of several children : 
Paulina, m. Gideon Tabor ; Laura Ann, Anna, Sophronia, m. 
Nicholas Cook, of Wallingford. 

CoNOOR, Garrsiiam, was an early settler on the farm owned 
by l^eonard Palmer, and built the present dwelling Iiouhc. His 
wife's name was Fransces Ballard, of Tinmouth. Ho was a man of 
ability, industry and integrity, and was ranked among the worthy 
and influential men of the town. He died in 1837, aged 70. His 
children were Isaac, m. Sarah Ballard ; Enoch, Ashur, Gaer- 
sham, William, Ruth and Dorcas. Gaersham m. Rhoda Phillips, 
and settled in Scottsvillc, and raised a family of two children : 
Ennico, Lillies m. Frank Crapo, of Wallingford. William m. 
Abagail Perrigo, and lives in Sillsbury, N. Y. Ruth m. Dyer 
Arnold and lives in Peni. N. Y. Dorcas m. Daniel Arnold. 

CoNQOR, Enoch, 2d, m. Aima, da. of Justus Scott, and settled 
in 1812 near Scottsvillc on the Austin Baker place. He remov- 
e<l thence to Huntington, Vt., and raised a family of Ave chil^ 
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clreii : John, Frances, Dyer, Gacrbliain and Dorcas. Oaersliaiir 
ni. Lydia A. llarriugton, and have two sons, Dyer and George.. 
Dorcas ni. Hiram Cook, and luivc two children : Rettic and Fran- 
kie m. K. S. White. 

CoNOORy AsiiURy in. Qiloc Gilnioro^ and settled on the farm 
formerly owned by £dia Baker. He died some twenty years 
since. lie was deaf for nmny years. I lis widow resides m 
Wells, Vu lliey raised hut two sons, John and William, m. 
Julia Ann Coy, and lived in Wells* 

CoNNoiis, Jambs, from Ireland in 1845^, m. Margaret Grady 
lie is a stone mason by triule, and is well known, asiihanl work- 
ing, upright, honest citizen. They have a family of several chil* 
dren, Peter, Thomas, Edward, Mary, Kate and Margaret. 

CoMSTOCK, David, from Rhode Island in 1782, settled on a 
portion of the farm owned by Samuel Tliompson. He m. liach* 
ael Harrington and subsequently removed to Pawlett where he 
died. Tlieir children were Daniel, David, Jerusha, ll^sic. Pa- 
tience and Delia, all of whom led town. 

Cook, Sktii, born in 1715, came iusre from Rhode Islauil in 
170G, and established himself on wiiat has since been known as 
the '*Cook farm," south of tluj Corners. It was a very eligible 
location, and a most desirable tract of land. He at once took up 
a leading position in the town, which then numbered but seven 
families. He was one of the iirst board of selectmen elected iu 
17G9, and the re(H>rds show him to have been a man of more 
than ordiiniry ability. Personally he was a worthy man, al- 
though it has been said that he was somewhat tinged with the 
royal cause. This opinion was doubtless formed from the follow- 
ing circumstance : Gen. Burgoyne, while encami>ed at White- 
hall in July, 1777, issued a proclamation designed to spread ter- 
ror among the Americans, and persuade them to come and hum- 
ble themselves before him, and through him, supplicate the mercy 
of the king. The number and ferocity of the Indians, their eag- 
erness to be let loose upon the defenceless settlements, the great- 
ness of the British power, and the utter inability of the rebel- 
lious colonies to resist it, were all set forth. His graciious pro- 
tection was promised to all those who would join his standard, 
or remain quietly at their homes ; but utter destruction was de- 
nounced upon all such as should dare to oppose him. In consid- 
eration of this, some of the inhabitants here held a meeeting, and 
hastily decided to send two delegates to the British canq), and 
procure protection papers. Setli Cook was appointed as one of 
these delegates, and very unwisely went on the journey. On 
considering this unwise policy, and fearing that the settlers might 
misappreliend his motives, and consider him an enemy and a 
mark, he concluded not to return. He then went to Canada, 
where he rcinained during the war, and returned shortly after its 
close. From this and the fact that he did not take up arms 
against tlie colonies, removes all suspicion of his being a Royalist, 
lie was at heart a true man to the American cause, beyond re- 
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proach, bnf being of a peaceable (liRpcsition, very bast ily accept '- 
«(l fbc (*/ui<litioiis of Btirgoync's ]m)(.*biiuatioti, as did many other 
qniet and nnassiuning men. lie lived and died bere in 1801, 
•aged 57. His wife died in 1819, aged 74. Tlioy raised a family 
of five children : Mary, born in 1 768, and is said to bavc been 
die first female chibl bom in town, licbecca, 8ctb, llichard and 
Knnicc, m. James Nichols. 

Cook, Seth Jr., m. Patty, widow of Asa Frost, of Mt. Holly, 
and a daughter of Justus Scott, and succeeded to the homestc ad 
of his father. The old house is still standing, and was one of 
the first framed houses built in town. lie died very suddenly, 
while at work in the field, in 1888, aged 04 ; his widow in 18G1, 
Ji^ed 7(5. Their chihlren were Jiistus, Alonxo N., Seth and Ma- 
ry Ann, m. Oliver Sluddon. Jntns ni. first a l«tncoln, niid next 
Kli/.abiilh Itebee, an«l lives in Mi(*liigan. Wv ktiow but two of his 
children, Charles aiul George. Seth was of a roving dis|M)sition, 
which he early manifested. In 1843 he went on a fishing \'oyagc 
off the Grand Banks, being gone about seven months. In 1849 
lie went to California, where he stnid some two years, after which 
he went to Minnesota. lie subsequently retumed home and 
lived upon the homestead until his mother died, when ho settled 
at tlie Borough. He died of consumption in 1860 unmarried, 
Aged «')0. 

C4X>K, Alonzo N,, m. lleuhama, da. of William Johnson, and 
is a car|>enter and joiner by trade. They have raised a family of 
five children : Martha, m. Obediah Maxham ; William, Helen, 
m. A. K. I>t>ty ; Frances anil hnu 

Cook, Uiciiari>, son of Seth Cook, Sen., m. Anna, da. of Lu* 
tlier Colvin, and settled on the place owned by J. C. Williams. 
He built a saw mill in 1810, nn the stream v.ix-^i of the residence 
of Ira II. Vail, which he run for sevenil y^nrs. \]v. snhs(*<|ii(Mit* 
ly became a (Quaker preiichvM* a*iil n^ino/vMl t» (JimuvIIK*, N. V.. 
where he died in 180(5. 

Cook, Danibi-, from Smithfield, U. I., abr>ii: the year 1780, 
settled where Anthony Haley now live.-*, and was one of the first 
settlers in that locality. He wa^ a fjiniker by birth, antl aqniel. 
peaceable citizen. He died in 1820. 

Cook, Svi.v.vnijs, came quite early and solth'd on the farm 
owned by Joel Colvin. He wa^ a man of (•onMid(n'able wealtli 
and influence, domestic and qnict in IiIm hahit.A, and ninrh rcMpoct- 
cd. He Icfl t4>wn in 18iM. lie raised a family of nine children : 
Ezekel, Sylvanns, William, David, Lydia, Candaco, m. Arnold 
King; Betsey, Sally, Alphic. m. Jo.^opli AIKmi. of Whitehall, N. 
Y. 

Cook, SxBrHBN, from Easton, N. Y., in 1813, settled where 
his sons, Ira and John, now live. He m. Elizabeth, da. of Eli- 
hu Benson, and was among the prosperous and solid men of the 
town, being held in high esteem as a ritiziMi. By well direct«<l 
industry, he ac(piired a generous competency, and was a large 
landholder. He died in 1840, aged Gl. llis widow is now liv- 
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iug (it tlie age of 73, still active ami iudii.striourt. Their (thildreir 
are Allen, Ira, Abagail, David, Jacob, Eliliu, John, Cliarles and! 
Louisa. Abagail ui. Etio^ Hill and live » iu Oswego county, N* 
Y. Alien m. Hannah, da. of Caleb Parris, and settled on the 
honiesteadr He removed to Pawlett in 18G5, and has four chil- 
dren : Eitelie m. Daniel Baker, Elizabeth Stephen mid Enos. 
David ni. Julia Ann Buxton, and lives in Middletown. Jacob in.. 
Mariah Tabor, and settled in Dorset. He removed hence to 
Michigan, where he died a few years since, leaving a family of 
several children : Robbie, Elizabeth, Octavia, Ida and Mor- 
ton, lillihn m. Caroline Vealey, and lives in Middletown^ 
having raised a family of several children : Anson, Itachael 
and Lydia, John m. Ann Lobdell, and lives upon the homestead..

Cook, Iua, m. Artemeda Lobdell, and settled on the home- 
stead. She dying, he next m. llacluuil, da. of Edward Herrick, 
and is a substantial farmer, a worthy and liberal citizen. He has 
two children : Jared L. and Artie. Jared m. Lucy A., da. of 
James Colvin, and lives with his father. 

Cook, Hon.Mouuis H.,bom in Cliester, Vt., Nov* 6, 1816, came 
to Danby in 1845. He studied the profession of law with Ora 
mel Hutchinson, Esq., of Cliester, Vt., and commenced practice 
in 1840. He was admitted to the bar of Windsor County Court 
in 1844, and to the Supreme Court of Rutland County in 1847. 
He was elected assistant judge of the County Court in 1858, and 
again in 1859. He is a self educated man, his early education 
having been that of the coinniou scliotd only, but in this he iiiuile 
great proficiency. His opportunities for professional studies were 
also limited, but having applied himself dilligently to judicial iu- 
vestigation, he soon reached the standard of legal acquirements, 
which enabled him to take rank with the leading lawyers of the 
State. He has always maintained a high position as a lawyer, 
having for nearly 25 years, been in tliea(;tive practice of his |»rofes- 
sion, in this town. He is a man of good natural abilities, and of 
much activity and enterprise, always manifesting kindness, gen- 
erosity, and nobleness of conduct, being intelligent and upright in 
the performance of all his duties. He served as a soldier during 
late war, in the 7th Reg. Vt. Vols., having by motives that actu- 
ted every patriotic bosom, left a lucrative practice, to serve his 
country in its hour of need. Mr. Cook is always foremost in the 
promotion of every useful work and improvement, and as a citi- 
zen is held in the highest respect. He married Eliza, da. of Mo- 
ses W. Hutchinson, of Andover, Vt., and has raised a family of 
two cliiidreii : Clarence C. un»l Jesse P. 

CuANDAij., .FoNAriiAN, fVoiu New Vork, was an early settler 
here. He was a soldier of the Revolution and received a pen- 
sion, iiaving served through nearly the whole of the war. He m. 
Cyntiiia Waters, and raised a family of 8 children : AVorthy, Rus- 
sel, Nathan, Jonathan, Scynthia, d. in Pennsylvania ; Lyman,

Worthy m. Sally Blackmoro and settled in Dorset. We know of 
six children : George m.

James Jeoniogs of Pawlet. Lynian m. Sarah Lake, and is now 
dead. 

CuANDALL, RussRL, in. Polly Kali, and lived on tlio Davis 
place. He now lives in Wallingford. His wife died in 1866, 
aged 78. Their children were John, d. young ; Mary, m. Harry 
Porter ; Everest, Silas, Watrous, Julia Ann, Semantha, Edwin 
and Walter. Watrous m. Melissa, da. of Isaac Rogers, and is a 
shoemaker by trade. They have three children : Florence, Nan- 
cy Ann and Eliza Ann. The two latter are twins. 

Cropp, AnifRR, a native of Ware, Mass., ciinK from Ilinos- 
burg, Vt-, in 1844, m. Roxy Eddy, and settled on the Culver 
place, where his widow still resides. He was a carpenter and 
joiner, cabinet maker and painter, in all of which trades he was 
a skillful worknuin. He died in 1857, aged 69, having raised a 
family of 10 children : Samuel, Noble, Betsey, John F., Huldah, 
m. Henry Renmiington, Marselle, Ezra, Daniel, Laura, m. Caleb 
Reynolds, and George. Noble m. Ist, Lucretia Eddy, and 2d, 
Emily Fay. He is a painter and resides at Richmond. Vt. Bet 
sey m. Harry Bostwick, and lives in Pawlett. John F. m. Har 
riett Bostwick, and lived at the Comers, where he kept tavern. 
He removed to Fort Edward, N, Y., and served as Capt. in the 
late war. He now resides at Malone, N. Y. His children are 
(lilliert, Abner, Marselle, Delia, John, Eugene and McDanicls. 
Gilbert- is an architect and house builder, and resides at Fort Ed- 
ward. Ezra m. Almeda, da. of Seneca Porter, who died in 1862. 
He was a soldier, and died in 1863, from disease contracted while 
in.the army, leaving three orphan children : Charles, II. Laura 
and Elizabeth. Daniel m. Charity Sheldon, and is a houscwright. 
cabinet maker and painter, in which he is unequalled. He has 
two sons : W illie and George. George was also a soldier in the 
late rebellion, and rose from a private to the position of Major. 
He died of consumption in 1867. 

Croff, Samuel, m. Joanna Thompson, and settled at the Bor- 
ongh. He was a painter by trade, and died in 1866, having 
raised four children : Jane, m. David Eddy, of Mt. Holly ; Ange 
lia, m. Ezra B. Parker ; Frcclovc Ann, m. Milton Pcmbor, and 
Israel. Mr. CrofT was a member of the Masonic fraternity, and 
was buried in Wallingford, of which town he was a resident for 
several years. 

Crowlbt, Rev. Harvey, born in Mt. Ilolley in 1805, came 
herein 1815. He was a school teacher by profession, and fol- 
lowed that vocation for a number of years. He m. Charity, da. 
of Isaac Vail, and joined the Baptist church. In 1837 he built 
and run a saw mill near the Israel Sheldon place, where he then 
lived. He subsequently, having studied divinity, was ordained 

and preached here some two years. He possessed good abilities, 
17 
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and high aspirations for excellence and professional usefulness. 
Mr. Crowley removed to Rochester, N. Y., where he died in 
1863, aged 58. 

Davis, Joseph, from Fallriver, R. I., quite early, settled on the 
Parris Brown farm, now owned by Hiram Fisk. He was twice 
m., Hrst to Mercy, widow of Carpenter Bull, and next to Polly 
Chacc. He was a member of the Quaker society, and died at 
nearly 70 years of age, leaving two children : Mary, Timothy, who 
died in the lunatic asylum, at Brattleboro, a few years since. 

Dart, Rosweli, was an early settler on a portion of the farm 
owned by Josiah Southwick. He m. a da. of Henry Clark, and 
in 1811 removed to the Holland Purchase. His children were 
Moses, Clark, Ruth and Phebe. 

DiLUNGiiAii, Howell, son of Joseph Dillingham, of Gran- 
ville, N. Y., m. Emily, da. of Jonathan Staples, and settled 
where C. T. Reed now lives. He subsequently settled on the 
Aaron Rogers farm, and is a substantial, thrifly, practical, tlior- 
ouglirgoiug farmer, having by well directed industry acquired a 
good property. As a dairyman ho is not oxciilled. lie has served 
the town in various capacities ; among which he served as lister 
one year ; selectman two years, and town representative in 1860, 
in all of which he served with credit and honor. He is a man of 
force and energy, being a liberal, public spirited and influential 
member of society, and as a citizen univei*saily respected. They 
have raised a family of four children : Joseph, a promising young 
man, died in 1855, aged 13 ; Jonathan- Paul and David. 

Dow, Sauuel, from Rhode Island in 1790, m. Cynthia Ilark- 
ness, and settled at the Borough, in the bluttksmithing business, 
where Joseph Perry's boot and slioe shop now stands. He subse- 
quently built a trip hammer, and manufactured scythes, which 
he carried on for some ten years. He leil town about the year 
1802, and removed to Canada. There were three children : Al- 
mira, Henrietta and Abraham. 

Dexteu, Jonathan C, born at Jay, N. Y., in 1810, studied 
law with lion. A. L. Brown, of Rutland, m. Helen Burt, of that 
place, and (uimc to Danby in 1831, and settled at the Corners as 
nu attorney. He remained here about five years, wlien he re- 
moved back to Rutland. In February, 1849, in company with 
several others, he went to California, where he remained until 
tha subsequent November, when he started for home. He died 
on board tlie Steamer Cherokee, on her passage from Panama to 
New York, of general debility, resulting from disease contracted 
at San Francisco. Ho was buried at Kingston, on the Island of 
Jamaica. He wus an eductiitcd man, and a wull read lawyer ; in 
his geuenil deportniout courteous, manly and honorable. Being 
prompt, energetic and unremitting in his ctforts for his clients, he 
soon attained a good reputation and an extensive practice. He 
leftpiome for California with the highest anticpations of success, 
and with the best wishes of his friends ; and the announcement of 
his death brought a pang of sorrow to the hearts of many. An 
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acquaintance and friend has kindly sent iis the following beauti- 
ful lines, composed on the death of Mr. Dexter : 

HK DIED AT SEA. 

He died at sea, while homeward bound, 
An early, distant grave he's found ; 
Ah I can it be ? Is this the end 
Of a long tried and trusty friend ? 
lliat manly form, one year ago 
In health and strength, is now laid low ; 
His comrades to the Golden State 
Will mourn to learn his early fate. 

O, I shall soon be well, thought he, 
While swiftly bounding o*cr the sea ; 
But a few days and I shall l>e 
At home, my own dear wife, with thee ; 
When o'er my flushed check shall stray 
Tour soft hands, and cool the heat away. 
How glad, how swifl was wont to be 
The step that bore him back to thee. 
Alas, how vain are hopes and fears ; 
To-day in joy — to-morrow in tears. 
His golden dreams are now all o'er — 
His sorrows past, and pain no more. 
The grief and woo that's left behind, 
Is the sure lot of all mankind: 
A passing tear, and half ex])cl 
The rhoking words," a lost farewell." 
But cease ! Tis angnisli — leave the dead ! 
Why cause a useless tear to shed ? 
A midnight which can have no morrow, 
Is the deep, silent surge of sorrow.

The widow of Mr. Dexter has since been twice married ; first 
to Gen. Hall, of Wollingford, who died a few years since, and 
next to HoBoa Eddy, of Wallingford, with whom she now 
lives. 

DicKKiiMAN, A MARA, from Mt. Holly, m. Abagail White and 
lives at the Borough. He is a stone mason and wall layer by 
trade, and as such is well and favorably known. Their children 
are Edward, Ira and Delia. 

DonoAN, William, from Hartford, N. Y., in 1863, lived on 
the Isaac Phillips farm. He removed to Wallingford in 1868. 
He is a member of the Methodist church, and a respectable citi- 
zen. He has been twice m., first to Charity Scripture, and next 
to Artemicia Northrup. He has ^ve children : William, Mathew 
W., James, Charles, Sarah and Phebe. Mathew is a school- 
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teacher by profession, in which he ranks high, having taught a 
select school here for several years. He was elected super inten- 
denr of coivimon schools in 1867, which office he still occupies. 

Earl, Joseph, from Nine Partners, In 1865, was the second 
settler in town. He lived not far from the residence of John Hil- 
Hard, and seems to have been a man of ability, and bore conspicu- 
ous part in organizing society. He also served the town in vari- 
ous ways, but wiis not long u resident here. Ho lefl during the 
Revolutionary war, but we are not informed to what place he em- 
igrated. Ilia name should ever be remembered, as being a pio- 
neer settler, and being associated with those who encountered so 
many dilliculties and hardships in subduing the dense forest, to 
prepare a home for themselves and their descendants. 

£astman, Key. Hkzakiah, was the first settled minister, and 
the fii*st pastor of the Baptist church. He was oi*dained Oct. 11, 
1781, at the house of Stephen Calkins. Being the first settled 
minister of the Gospel, he received the benefit of one share of 
land, reserved by the charter for that purpose. Mr. Eastman 
was one of the first Baptist miuisters that visited this State. Al- 
though his education did not extend beyond the rudiments of a 
common english education, yet his ministry was well adapted to 
the people of that period. He was a person of gi*eat natural abil- 
ity, a close student of the Bible, and a careful observer of men 
and things. Having had a tliorough physical training, ho was 
prepared to endure great hardships, and encounter formidable ob 
iitacles. He was a man of experience, intimately acquainted with 
the truths of the Bible, and was very zealous in proclaiming those 
truths. He supplied the Baptist church at Middletown fixiiu 1784 
until 1 790, and ^^seems to have adminbtered tliere at communion 
seasons, and performed the rites of baptism." Some good anec- 
dotes are told concerning him, one of which I will here i*elat<) : 
While preaching at a certain house, one Deacon Mott came in at 
the front door, at a very late hour, causing a slight disturbance 
among the hearers. Mr. Eastman, being somewhat disturbed al- 
so, remarked that those coming in at the ^^eleventh hour" should 
enter in at the back door, which would cause less disturbance. 
Deacon Mott replied ^*that the Bible taught that those who come 
in at the eleventh hour are just as good as those who come in at 
the first, and that he had come the ^straight and narrow way,' 
and whoso entereth in at any other way was a thief and a rob- 
ber." Mr. Eastman met appointments in other towns, and was 
obliged to travel many miles, often on foot, and sometimes on 
horseback, over bad roads, and through tbc wilderness, to meet 
these appoiutmeuts. His meetings were held in log buildings, 
and the audience was generally (|uite large. Ho reimiinod here 
until about the year 1800. 

Eaton, Du. Gardner, a native of Ludlow, Vt., and son of 
William Eaton, came from Wallingford in 18(56 and settled on 
the Benjamin Baker place, near Scottsville. He was born in 
1809. He attended a medical school at Worcester, Mass., his 
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ioelioatioDS having from early manhood led to medicine, and at 
the age of 28 commenced the practice of his profession, which 
he has made a life study. He is a self-made man, of good natu- 
ral talent, and possesses a thorough knowledge of the medical 
science, having for many years had an extensive pncctice through- 
out Rutland and Windham counties. Although Imving wished 
to decrease his practice somewhat, and many tiHies refusing to 
attend cases, such is the confidence in his nkill and ability that 
he is often sent for from a distance. He is also a man of exten- 
sive general iaiormation, which he has acquired by reading, trav- 
el, and a close observation of the world. Ilis knowledge ot law 
is good, and is sometimes called upon to counsel in law matters. 
He m. Caroline Wait, and has two children : Lucinda m. M. M. 
Dunn, and lives in Auburn, Mass., and Louisa m. Emery Ay res 
and lives in Nowbiiryport, Mass. 

KoMUNiis, (^BRi>iAii, from Rhode Island in 1778, ni. Sarah 
Williams, and settled on the farm now owned by J. E. Nichols. 
He was a soldier of the Revolution, and remarkably fitted to mit- 
igate the hardships and smooth the asperities incident to the set- 
tlement of a new country. He was a man of uprightness and 
soimd judgement, of peaceable dispositiogyand was held in high 
estimation by all who knew him. He area in 1809, his wife in 
1834. Their children were Sarah, Rcubin, Obcdiah and Ira. 
Sarah m. Otis Tower, and removed to Hanover, N. Y„ in 1810. 
She died in 1859, aged 78. Roubin m, Betsey Harvey, and set- 
tled on a portion of the farm owned by Joel Colviii. He was a 
carpenter by trade, and assisted in building the Qaiikcr church 
Dear Howell Dillingham's. He removed to Hanover, N. Y., and 
from thence to Schoolcraft, Mich., where he died in 1863, aged 
89. Obediah m. Lydia Moore, of Mt. Holly, and settled in 
Hamburg, N. Y., in 1814, From there he moved to Hanover, 
and from thence to Ohio, where he lived a few years, and then 
went t-o Illinois. Ho was next heard from in Texas, whore ho 
died in 1859. 

Edbiunds, Ira, m. Lydia, da. of Gilbert Palmer, and settled 
where he now lives, in 1804. He has been an active, thrifty, in- 
dustrious farmer for many years, and no man has ever filled more 
public stations. Mr. Edmunds has served the town in various 
capacities, among which was the office of selectman 10 years ; 
lister 4 years ; and was a magistrate 14 years, during which 
time he established a (^haracrtcr for sound judgement and striet in- 
tegrity, and [xisscsscd in a high degree the confidence of his 
townsmen. He has represented the town in the Legislature 4 
years, the last term being in 1852, and filled that office acceptably 
to the town, and creditably to himself. His sterling sense and 
capacity have been made available for the public benefit many 
years, bringing himself much into requisition, especially in the 
settlement of deceased persons. He has lived upon the home- 
stead 65 years, having through this long period led an active, la- 
borious life, and is now, at the age of 77, quietly living out the eve- 
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ning of his days, honored and respected by all. His wife died io 
1866, aged 76. They have raised a family of eight sons and 
three daughters : Obediah, Daniel, Mary, Ruth, David, Ira Jr., 
Sophia, m. William Palmer ; Henry, d. 1831, aged 3 years ; 6a- 
lett, Merritt and John, who died, 185% aged 18. Obediah m. 
Mariam Thompson, who died in 1853. He lived in town a num- 
ber of years, and raised one son, Silas, and two daughters, So- 
phia and Mary Ann. He next m. Zuba Congor, and now lives in 
Ripley, N. Y. David m. Malone Buxton, of Middletown, with 
whom a separation occurred. Ho raised a family of several chil- 
dren : Luther, Lydia, Charlotte, Fremont, and Charles. Ira Jr. 
m. Catherine, da. of Leonard Palmer, and lives in Wallingford. 
He is a frugal, industrious farmer, and has acquired considera- 
ble property. Galett m. Mercy ,da. of David Phillips, and lives 
near his father. Of his children are : Isaac, Ira, Eddie, |Henry, 
Ellen, Estolle, Ruth Lydia, Martha and Mary. Merritt m. Leona 
White, of Mt. Holly, and is a practicing physician. He resides 
in Weston, Vt., and is successful in his profesMon, being a gradu- 
ate of the Castlcton Medical College. 

Edmunds, William, Sen., from Rhode Island, was an early 
settler on the farm owned by L. G. Parris. Tlie house in which 
he lived stood west of the present dwelling house, and near the 
comer of the road. He m. Rebecca Colvin, both of whom died 
at an advanced age, having raised a numerous family of fifteen 
children. The family, with the exception of one son, William 
Jr., removed to Canada West, where their descendants now live. 
The names of his children follow : Phebe, William, Caleb, Lou- 
isa, James, Solomon, Rufus, Moses. Anna, Lucy, Deliah, Han- 
nah, Lydia, Malona and Manerva. 

Edmunds, William, Jb., m. Ruth, da. of Job King, and set- 
tled on the present farm of Stephen and Daniel Harrington. He 
raised a family of four children : Elias, Mary, Rebecca and Li- 
uus. Mr. Edmunds was a good citizen, and highly respected by 
his neiglibors, and those with whom he had deal. He died in 
Chittenden in 1863, aged 85. The oldest son, Elias, first m. 
Mahala Millard, and next a da. of Steplien Baker. He settled 
near his father, where he lived and died. 

Edmunds, Linus, m. Rhoda, da. of Reubin Fisk, and settled 
on the homestead, being a frugal, industrious farmer. He was 
selectman in 1848, and held other town offices. In 1858 he re- 
moved to Chittenden, which town he represented in the Legisla- 
ture in 1867. lie is a man of quiet habits, and commands the 
respect and confidence of the community. Tlieir children are, 
Ruth, in. Andrew Sargcnts ; Matilda, in. L. G. Parris ; Martha, 
William II., m. Martha Wood ; and llcubin, m. I^uira Jackson. 

Eui>y, Jacob, (by Ilun. D. E. Nichulsou). Jacob ICddy was 
an early settler on the farm now owned by Joseph N. Phillips, 
and was town clerk several years. He taught a select school du- 
ring the time, expressly for training young men for the vocation 
of teaching. Mr. Eddy was a quiet, unobtrusive Quaker gentle- 
man, who once being ordered in the high Court of the State, by 
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m sheriff in nniform, to uncover his head, bestowed upon said up- 
start officer a look of scorn, and appealed to the Hon. court with 
triumphant success for the right to the free exercise of his con* 
science. He would not uncover his head to a mortal man, but 
stood reverently chastened in presence of the Omniscient God. 
His wifo*s maiden name was Spraguc. They emigrated to Ham- 
burg, N. Y., at an early day, with most of the family, where they 
lived and died. The family consisted of three sons and five 
daughters: Hosea^ David and John, Bersheba, Ann, Lydia, Sa- 
rah and Mary, of whom Ann and Mary still survive. The fam- 
ilies of Hosea and John we cannot trace. David became emi- 
nent in Western New York and was judge of the court at Buffalo. 
His son, David, now resides in Cleveland, Ohio, and is in trade. 
He is a vigorous writer and debater, and a man of honor. Mary 
married a Thorn, and her children are scattered through tlie 
West, more or less successful, one of them, Ahram, being a law- 
yer of good standing, in Erie county, of which county he was 
for some years surrogate. Ann married a Griffin ; ' her family, 
too, has been snccessf\il in life. One son is a distinguished phy- 
sician in Philadelphia, having been a Professor in a medical col- 
lege in that city, and is one of her staunch men, and a leader 
from the first in the great anti-slavery revolution which has been 
so marked in that city. Of the families of Bersheba and Lydia, 
t|ie former married a Davis, and they lived aud died honored by 
all who knew them, but no cliildrcn survives. Lydia married 
and raised a large family of very brilliant promise, but the her- 
editary consumption, lineal from their father, took them to an 
early grave. The remaining daughter, Sarah, married Spencer 
Nicholson, and lived and raised their family in this county. Af- 
ter an arduous, honorable and useful christian life, prominent 
mainly in the Baptist church, of which he was long a deacon, 
they died triumphant, in ho|)es of a blessed iniinortality in Jesus 
Christ. Of their children, the first Ijorn, Ira, died an infant* 
The second, Orpha, a pure, loving and beloved child, lady and 
woman, distinguished as a teacher through the period of young 
ladyhood, married a man by the name of lludd who too was as- 
sociate deacon with the father of his wife. They too are dead. 
The third, Arnold W., is the present prosperous and worthy citi- 
zen of Wallingford, who continues to keep saddlers' shop in that 
town, and whose word no man is afraid to take iii tlie dark. The 
next, Russel, a fine promise of a man, was d(^«»troyrd by most 
shocking cramp convulsive fits, and died worn out with that dis- 
ease. Hiram, the favorite of all, and the best mathematician iu 
the State, was suddenly drowned, just as he was within grasp of 
prominence and usefulness. Julius, at first a mechanic^, and a 
devout Christian, became a preacher of the Church of the Dici- 
ples, and in the midst of his usefulness died of an acute attack in 
1804. The remaining two, David E. and Anson A., are still re- 
siding in Rutland with their respective families, and are attor- 
neys by profession. 
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(We will here add that David £., the sixth son of Spencer and 
Sarah (Eddy) Nicholson, so well and favorably known tlirough- 
out the county and State, was born at Tinmouth, June 7th, 1813, 
was reared on the farm, with the ordinary advantages of district 
school. At the age of 18, by consent of his father, he left home 
to shifl for himself. He attended a fall term of select school, 
and taught the following winter, and earned money with which 
the arrears of bills were paid, and had a small ballance left. The 
next season he gave away his time in a saddlers' sliop, and was 
advanced as fast as possible in the trade. On this short experi- 
ence he was employed as journeyman saddler, and passed cur- 
rent in the trade, till the winter of 1835, during which time, 
among other towns in this State, he worked at his trade in Dan- 
by. In the winter of 1835 he was married to Miss ArviU 
Clark, of Wallingford, and at once established himself, tem- 
porarily, in Weston, Vt., and from thence ho went to Wallingford 
in 1836. Two years later, (1838), gathering up the savings of 
the past, he emigrated U^ the West, and contracting the opideuiic 
of that sickly season, was, with hiti family, prostrated with sick- 
ness, which was so sevci*e aud pi*otarcted that a return to Ver- 
mont was resolved upon, and effected while there was barely 
funds enough lefl to meet the expenses of the journey. A long 
period of prostration ensued, during which time he projected the 
experiment of studying law, and between working and reading 
from the library of Judge Button, graduated into the profession 
in 1844. During the whole period described above, from the 
earliest young manhood, he had been a railical Abolitionist, of 
the Gerritt Smith school, and as radical a tetotal temperance 
man, never losing an opportunity to act out his convictions, by 
speech, by pen, and by vote, by all which, ]>rojudice and opposi- 
tion became strong and active, and was for many years a serii)us» 
embarrassment. Af\er taking his place at the bar, a continuous- 
ly improving patronage with a reasonable earning, fast repaired 
damages, which was in pleasurable contrast with the severe ex- 
perience of the past. The long probation of the past now began 
to yield sonie agreeable fruits, and instead of being proscribed for 
opinions and acts, the growing public confidence increased, the 
various local appointments to .oifice and trust continued to im- 
prove until, in addition to what has been referred to, in 1856 he 
was a delegate from the 1st Congressional district to the National 
Convention, and the following winter a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention of Vermont. In 1858 and 1859 he was Sena- 
tor of Rutland county, and subsequently State's Attorney for 
said county, for a like period of two years. In 1864 and 1865 
he was the Iteprcsuntative IVoui liie town of AVullingr«>nl, and 
with the position held thus, in general assembly, was, in 1865, 
elected Railroad Commissioner of the State by a majority, on 
joint ballot, of one hundred and six. The following year, 1866, 
his election to the same office was unanimous. For the sake of 
convenience, and not for additional patronage, the next year he 
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left his seat of business at WnlliugfonI, together witli liis ninny 
associations and friends, and sett]^ in Rutland, satisfied ^vitli tlie 
straggles of an active, competing life, and without other than an 
easy ambition ; responds to such calls as are made upon his pro- 
fessional assistance. As a citizen and lawyer he is highly es- 
teemod by all who know him. One daughter, Agnes, at the age 
of 18 marricMl a young IlaptiHt rlergyninn by the nnmc of Kdwin 
llayncs, of Massachusetts, then just out of the Ilochester (N. Y.) 
Tlieological school. He was a pastor iu WallinHbrd till the 
breaking out of the Rebellion. He served as chaplam in the 10th 
Vt. Vols, during the war, then settled in Boston, Mass., and now 
has just accepted a call to the 1st Baptist church in the city of 
Lewiston.) 

. Ei>i>T, Bbmjamin F., a native of Jamaica, Vt., came from 
Ludlow in 18G2 and settle<l at the Borough, l>eing hy trade a 
mechanic. He m. Wealthy Wilder, who died of consumption in 
1865, leaving one son, Frank. Mr. Eddy is also u music teach- 
er by profession, having taught a school here nearly every year 
since his residence among us, being considered one of the best 
teachers in the State. He is also leader of the Danby Comet 
Ikind, which was fonned mainly through his instrumentality. 
Bat few men better understand the art of music, or have con- 
tributed more towards building up and sustaining choir singing 
in our churches. He is also a member of the Masonic fraternity, 
and occupies a high position. He now resides in Mt. Tabor, 
and holds the office of justice of the peace. He was again m. in 
1868 to Harriett, widow of Klisha Sweat. 

KiKiRKTOM, Hiram. R., son of Ro1)ert K<lgerton, of Dorset, 
who died in 1859, m. widow Mary Ann Kdgerton, and lives on 
the place formerly owned by Welcome Handy. They have seven 
children: Oscar, Hiram B., John C, Henry, George, Minora, 
and Mary Ann. 

Edoerton, RottRirr, brother of the above, m. Anna \t\a\i and 
lives on the Clark Bull farm. They have three children : Albert, 
Charles and Willie. 

EooLRSTON, Amdrits, bom in Stonington, Conn., Nov. 5th, 
1785, came to Shaflsbury, Vt., thence to Dorset and from there 
remo\'ed to Danby, in 1811. Ho is the son of Benedict Kggles- 
ton, a native of Hopkinton. R. I., wlio was horn in 17G4, and was 
a soldier of the Revolution, having enlisted at the age of 16 and 
served three years. He also came to Shaftsbiiry and from thence 
to Dorset, being a stone mason by trade and well known. In 1785 
he was married to Content Brown, who died in 1808, leaving 
nine children, of whom were Andrus, Charlany, Polly, Betsey, 
and John. Polly m. a Browncll and removed West. Betsey m. 
a Moore and lives in Pennsylvania. John went South, owned a 
plantation, and has not been heard from for some time. He is 
undoubtedly dead. The remainder of this family died young. 
He next m. Sally Skinner, in 1809, and raised a family of ^\e 
children, all of whom are dead but Reubin, now living in Dorset. 
18 
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Benedict Eggloston died at Dorset, Dec. 11, 185!), aged 95, be- 
ing the last survivor but one of that honored band of Revolution- 
ary patriots. 

Andrus, the oldest son and the subject of this sketch, was 
married in 1811 to Miss Nancy Curtis, of Dorset, and went\ in- 
to trade at the Borough under the firm of Williams, Young and 
Eggleston, which was continued for a number of years. He was 
a school teacher by profession, and followed the vocation for 
many years, being one of the most thorough and efficient teach- 
ers in the State. lie was lister four years, constable and collect- 
or two ycara, long a justice of the peace, and held some town 
office about every year, until appointed Postmaster, which office 
he held to the time of his death. He was also a surveyor many 
years for the town. He was a man of firmness, a very quiet, 
peaceable, and useful member of society, by which ho gained the 
confidence and esteem of all. He died in 1860, aged 75, honored 
and respected by his many friends who will ever cherish his 
memory. They had six children : Herman, died an infant ; Hi- 
ram, died in New Fork in 1845, aged 32, and was a merchant; 
Delia, HI. IC. L. Way, and lives in Manchester ; Electa, m. Wil- 
liam Chamberlin, of Manchester, a dealer in marble ; Elizabeth, 
m. in 1847 to Chauucy O. Green, a stone manufacturer of Troy. 
N. Y. Truman C, the only son now livhig, was married to 
Miss Lucy Ridcout in 1842, lives in l^fauchester, is a marble 
dealer and a prominent and respected citizen of that town. 

Ekimku-son, Samiikl, a native of New Hampshire, m. Merri- 
ani White, uf Mi. Holly, aiid settled wliere Walter M. Parrin 
now lives. He was a carpenter by trade, and one of ilie most 
skillful mechanics we ever had. He built and run a saw mill for 
a number of years, in connection with which he had various 
kinds of machinery. He was also a cabinet maker, and execu- 
ted his work with neatness and despatch. He was always indus- 
trious and i)Osscssed the character of a good citizen. His wife, 
together with some of his chililreu, were worthy members of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. He died about the year 1840 ; his 
wife died iu Michigan in 18(>8, Their children were Oliver, Lu- 
ciiida, Margaret, Cliarlos, Merriam and Phillip. I^ucinda m. the 
Rev. Josepli I'^iuis, and was a very pious and zealous Christian. 
Phillip is a lawyer by profession, having pursued his studies at 
AYallingford, with D. E. Nicholson, Esq., and was admitted to 
the Rutland County Bar. He now resides West. 

Emme:i(sos, Rev. Olivkk. son of Samuel, was born at Danby, 
August 30th, 1814. We find from notes taken from the Troy 
Conference Miscellany, that wlien about fourteen years of age he 
heard the Rev. T. Spicer pi*eacli at a quarterly meeting. The 
sermon made an impression upon his mind that deeply efiected 
him for several weeks. Through the instrumentality of his sis- 
ter, Lucinda, he was converted, and on the 23d of November, 
1830, was received on trial in tlic Methodist Episcopal Church, 
by Rev. Joshua Poor. A revival took place in Pontoosue, in the 
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town of Pitteficld, Mass., in 1851, wlicrc Mr. Emnicrson then 
lived, wliich was attributed in a great measure to liis instrumen- 
tality. Meanwhile his bosom was the scene of severe conflicts. 
])y night and by day his thoughts dwelt incessantly on the work 
of the Christian ministry. His youth, want of education and of 
means by wliich to procure it, appeared as insurmountable obsta- 
stacles in his way, and yet the conviction rested on his soul with 
crushing weight : **Wo is me, if I preach not the Gospel." He 
at length made known his convictions to his pastor, and was ad- 
vised to go to some manual labor school. Accordingly, in May, 
1833, he entered Wilbraham Academy. After spending a limit- 
ed season there, during which time he was licensed as an exhor- 
ter, he was compelled to leave the institution for want of means to 
prosecute his studies. 

In 1834 !Mr. Emmcrson was licensed to preach and recom- 
mended to the Troy Annual Conference. About six weeks inter- 
vened between this and the session of the Conference, which he 
npent on the Pittsford circuit. He was received by the Troy 
Conference, and appointed to Pittsfield, Mass., with Kev. T. Ben- 
edict. The next year he labored on the Saratoga circuit with 
Kev. John Harwood. From the conference of 183G he was sent 
to the Halfmoon circuit. Rev. O. Pier being his colleagne. On 
the 17tli nf January, 1837, he was united in marriage to Miss 
Betsey Stead, daughter of Kev. Henry Stead. In 1837 he was 
appointed to K8|)crancc, with Rev. H. L. Starks, and the year 
was one of severe labor. At the ensuing conference the circuit 
was divifled, and Oliver Kmmerson was appointed to Palatime 
Bridge, the part of the circuit on which he had resided the for- 
mer year. During the winter of that year a revival took place. 
Meetings were held every evening for several weeks, during 
which time Mr. Emmcrson preached alwut twenty sermons, and 
about one hundred were converted. The following year ho was 
appointed to the Northampton circuit, and in 1840 to Waterfonl. 
Mr. Emmcrson wad much afllicted in person and in* his family 
while there. He returned the second year, and on the 18th of 
October, 1841, he was called to part with his beloved compan- 
ion. 

In June, 1842, he was appointed to Ijansingburgh. In No- 
vember of the same year he married Miss Sarah IJ^tead, a sister 
of his former wife. About one himdred and fifty persons were 
received into his church that year. At the expiration of his 
term of service at Lansingburgh, he was appointed in 1844 to 
Nassau, where he spent two years. During his residence there 
he was twice thrown from his carriage with great violence ; in 
one instance the carriage was almost a total wreck, yet he was 
but slightly injured. In February, 184G, he was first attacked 
with that disease wliich was the bane of the last years of his 
life, an aflliction of the kidneys and bladder. His next appoint- 
ment was at the Third street mission in Troy. Soon after re- 
ceiving this appointment his disease assumed an aggravated form. 
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Physicians of various schools, at homo and abroad, woro con- 
sulted in vain. An attack of fever and ague, which lasted from 
September to December, added to his sufic: iug. His second wife 
died January 7th, 1847, leaving in Mr. Emmersou's charge two 
small boys, the youngest of whom was only four months old. At 
the conference of June, 1847, he was compelled to take a super- 
annuated relation. In 1848 his relation to the conference was 
changed to that of supernumerary, and he was appointed to Can- 
ajoharie. About this time he formed a marriage alliance with 
Miss Ann £liza Williams, of the above named place, a very 
amiable and worthy lady. In 1849 he took an effective relation, 
and was stationed at Scuylerville, and in 1850 was appointed to 
Greenbush. Ailer having attempted to serve the church in that 
relation for two years, amid great and increasing bodily infirmi- 
ties, he again entered the superannuated list in 1851, in which 
he continued until his death. The last few months of his life 
were spent in Wallingford, Vt., where he supplied, as far as his 
strength permitted, two congregations, one in Wallingford and 
the other in Dunby. He delighted in the work of the ministry, 
and it wtis his almost literally to ^^Cease at once to work and 
live." 

On the last Sabbath but one of his life, he preached twice, at- 
tended a funeral on Monday, another on Wednesday and still an- 
other on Friday. From this last funeral (which was Daniel 
Buffum's) he returned home on Satuiilay completely prostrated. 
On Sabbath he was unable to leave his bed. He died on the fol- 
lowing Thui*sday, April 22, 1853, not having known an hour of 
im interrupted pain for seven years. 

Embiekson, Habvey, son of Oliver Emmerson, and a native 
of Heneker, N. H., m. Martha, da. of Gary Harrington, and set- 
tled on the iurni now owned by Williard Baker. His bi-other.^ 
Luther, in. Polly Harlow and settled at the Borough as boot and 
shoe maker. Harvey died in IBfii), aged about 45, leaving ii 
family of several children : Orange, m. Sarah Barrett ; William, 
Eugenie, in. Oliver Baker ; Gary, Flora and Gertrude. William 
and Gertrude are deaf and dumb, but very smart and intelligent. 
They have received the benefit of an education at the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, Hartford, Conn. 

Fish, Elisha, from Rhode Island in 1778, m. Elizabeth Wil- 
bur, and settled on the present homestead of Freelove Fish. He 
was oiio of the earliest settlers in that part of the town. Being 
u frugal and skillful farmer, a man of uncoininon energy and in- 
dustry, he acquired considerable property. As a citizen he was 
iniiverMiilly esleeiued. He died in 1815, aged Hli, his wife in 
1818 aged 83. Their children were John, IVudence, Susan, 
Florence, Joseph, Sally, Betsey and Sophronia. Joseph m. Bet- 
sey Bogart, lives in Sandy Hill, N. Y., and is a skillful me- 
chanic. 

Fish, John, m. Abagail Moulton and succeeded to the home, 
.stead of his father. He subsecpiently settled at the Borough, 
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nvhcro Daniel Keller now lives. He wob n pcnccablc, quiet citi- 
zen, and much respected. He resided at the Borough until 1855, 
when he removed to Illinois, where he died in 18G4, aged 77. His 
children were Sarah, m. David Wetherby ; Moulton, Eliza, Eli- 
flhn, Daniel, nradfonl, in. Maria (rould ; Charlotte, m Rcubiu 
Miulcson ; (leorgc and James. Moulton m, Martha, da. of Asa 
^mith, and settled at tlie Borough. He is a man of good bus- 
iness talent and enterprise, and was an active business man here 
for many years. He was largely engaged in the marble busi* 
ness, and built and run a mill for several years. In 1848 he 
built tlie stone blacksmith shop at the Borough and carried on 
the blacksmithing business there. The village known as ^'Fish" 
▼ille'' was built up mainly through his enterprise. He is now(l 868) 
living in Aurora, III. But few men have done more towards ad- 
ding to the prosperity of the town. George m. Scmantlia Vail 
and lives in Aurora, 111., of which city he has been marshal for 
four years. James m. Eunice Reed and lives at the Borough, 
being engaged in the mercantile business. He is a member of 
the Masonic fraternity and a worthy member of society. He 
represented the town in the Legislature in 1868, discharging his 
duty with fidelity and ability, and is now town grand juror* He 
is also Postmaster, to which office he has recently been appoint" 
ed. They have three children, of whom are Abbie and Charles, 
the latter of whom, Charles, is deaf and dumb and is now re*^ 
ceiving an education at the deaf and dumb asylum, Hartford, Ct. 
Daniel, m. Sarah Cole and has a family of two children : Eliza 
and Fred E. 

FiSK, Benjamin, from Scituate, R. I., in 1789, settled on the 
farm lately occupied by H. E. Johnson, where he lived for a peri<^ 
od of 79 years, or until his death. He came here at the age of 16, 
accompanied by his two brothers, Rcubiti and Benoni, who had 
sold out their farm in Rhode Island, for the purpose of socking a 
home in a new country. Aflcr a year or two Benjamin went 
back to Rhode Island and married Miss Freclove Colvin and re- 
turned to Danby, bringing his wife and a few house- 
hold effects with an ox team. He lived in a log house twenty 
years, when he erected the framed house now standing. He pos- 
sessed a rugged constitution and was remarkably fitted to encoun- 
ter the obstacles and endure the privations necessarily experi- 
enced during the establishment of a home in the wilderness. Mr. 
Fisk was a great hunter and li*ap|)er in tlic early days, and many 
good stories are related of his adventures witli wild game, then 
afforded in great abundance. Deer were then quite plenty. — 
When at an advanced age, and somewhat childish, he would re- 
late his hunting adventures of sixty or seventy-five years ago, as 
if they had happened but yesterday, and would sometimes imag- 
ine that he was hunting deer or trapping for mink. This was 
his forte in his younger days, in which he took great pride. His 
wife died in 1844, aged 72. He subsequently m. Polly Taylor. 
Mr. Fisk led a laborious, industrious life, always peaceable and 
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imaBsuming, and died in 1866 at the ripe old age of 95, havings 
become quite helpless for a few of the last years of his life. lie 
raised a family of eleven children : Elizabeth, Benjamin, Lucre- 
tia, Lucy, Chloe, Lyman R., Hiram, Daniel, Joel, Oliver and 
Freelove. Elizabeth m. Benjamin Colvin and lives in Claren- 
don. Benjamin m. Catherine Colvin and settled in Clarendon. 
Lucy m. Warren Potter, of Clarendon, and Chloe m. Jeremiah 
Ormsby. Joel has been twice m., his first wife's name being 
Laura Fitz. He lives in Colchester, Vt. 

FiSK, Lyman 11., m. Lucy, widow of John Colviii| and settled 
on the homestead. He is a man of steady habits and possesses 
the confidence and esteem of his fellow citizens. He is a car- 
penter and house builder as well as farmer. He was grand juror 
three years from 1848, selectman in 1855, also represented the 
town in the Legislature in 1855, and served with credit in all 
these positions* He is well known as a man pf standing and in- 
tegi'ity and a worthy and amiable citizen. He has for many 
years been a member of the Masonic fraternity, exemplifying the 
tenets of his profession, in his daily conduct and intercourse 
with mankind.. He has owned and run a cider mill for many 
yeara. His wife died in 1864 aged 72. His children are Noah, 
Lyman R., Jr., and Joseph. I^oah m. Olive Ridlon and lives in 
Clarendon. 

FiSK, HiuAM, m« Olive Smith and settled on his Father's 
homestead and afterwards on the Daniel Southwick place. He 
is a man of good morals, peccable and quiet in his habits, an in- 
telligent , influential and respected member of society. lie was 
selectman two years and was a member of the Legislature in 
1864. They have raised a family of six children : Benjamin A., 
who m. Mary Green and has one da., Marriette : Daniel, who 
died in early nnuiliood : Rusina, m. Ilosea Benson and died in 
1869 ; Ruth, Rosolvo imd Hiram, Jr., who ni. Helen Forbes and 
has one da., Luta. 

FiSK, Daniel, m. Eunice Spanlding and settled on the farm 
now owned by P. W. Johnson. He died in the winter of 1848 
from disease of the heart, being foimd dead in the road but a few 
rods from his home. He left seven children : Sally Ann, Perry, 
Phillip, Israel, Chester, Charles, and Dadiel, all of whom re- 
moved West. 

FiSK, Oliver, m. Sarah, da. of Caleb Parris, 2d, and settled 
near his father. He has lately settled on the Daniel Bartlett 
farm, is uu industrious farmer and possesses the character of a 
<^<)od citizen. His wife died in 1869. They raised four chil- 
dren : Caleb, Betsey Ann, Valuriuh, and George, m. Helen Bar- 
rett. Caleb ni. Olive Ann Hulett. He enlisted in Co. B., 14th 
Vt. Vols, and died from disease at Wolf Run Shoals, Va., in 
18G3. 

FiSK, Ueubin, Sen., from Scituate in 1789, settled on a por- 
tion of the farm now owned by P. W, Johnson. He m. Patty 
Wait, of Bhode Island. He wivs a hard laboring man and a

worthy member of society. lie possessed the peculiar charac- 
Icristic of healing the sick by the laying on of his hands. From 
tliis he received the appellation of tlio ''stroking doctor." This 
virtue he possessed in an eminent degree, and was successful in 
healing and earing many sick people. This mode of curing was 
first introduced by one Willis, an Englishman, from whom it was 
communicated to Mr. Fisk, who practiced for many years, and 
WHS widely and extensively known. lie removed to Holland 
Pun!haso where he died quite advanced in years, leaving a fami- 
ly of twelve children : Israel, Abagail, m. Febin Colvin ; Patty, 
m. Grcorge Madeson ; Christiana, m. Orin Taylor ; Nancy, m. 
Henry Biadeson ; Lovica, m. Albert Madeson ; Sally, Lucy, m. 
Esekel Eddy ; Selinda, m. Allen White ; Rhoda and Reubin, Jr. 
Israel m. Lucy Colvin and settled on the homestead. He after- 
wards removed to Collins, N, Y. Sally m. Unite Keith^ and af- 
terwards Levi Clark. 

Fisk, Rbdbin, Jr., m. Phebe Spaulding and settled on the 
homestead, and was a musician. He subsequently removed to 
Evans, N. Y., and from there to Wisconsin, where he now lives. 
He raised two children : Nathan and Benoni. 

Fisk, Bsnomi, Sen., from Scituate in 1789, ra. Barbara Col- 
vin, and settled on the farm lately owned by Oliver Fisk. He 
raised a family of ten chidren : Nancy, Joab, Benoni Jr., Reu- 
bin, Linas, Colonel, Caleb, Benjamin, Rial, Marsena. Benoni 
Jr. m. Betsey Lake and settlcNi mth his father a number of 
years, and then removed to Dorset, where he died. Reubin m. 
Sabra Phillips, and removed to Peru; N. Y. Rial m. Harriet 
Mead, and settled with his father. He after wanis removed 
to Dorset, and from thence to Collins, N. Y. He now lives in 
Wisconsin. There were four children : Warren, Sylvanus, 
Pnissia and lliebe. 

FuMT, PowTKR, settled many years ago nciir the residence of 
P. W. Johnson. He also lived a short time on the place owned 
by Ira II. Vail, and was known as a great hoc hunter. He re- 
moved with most of his family to Ohio. Of his children were 
Porter, Isaac, Joseph, Daniel, Jacob, David, Hannah, m. Elijah 
Reed, and Lucy. 

FouiEB, Danikl, from Easton, N. Y., m. Sally Williams and 
settled at the Comers, in the mercantile business, for several 
years. He removed to Western New York. AVe know of but 
two sons, Montreville and Daniel. 

FowLBR, JosRnr, was an early settler on the farm now owned 
by David Rogers, near the Borough. He was a manufacturer of 
potash, at a very early day, from ashes obtained by burning tim- 
ber for that purpose, and those obtained from his neighbors. 
None of his descendants remain. 

Fox, Dr. William C, born at Wallingford, in 1811, came 
here in 1831 and settled at the Corners in his profession. He is 
a son of Dr. John Fox, a native of Tinmouth, who A\iis bom in 
1781 and studied medicine with Dr. Hamilton, of Wallingford ; 
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one year' with D^. Poi-ter, of Rutland ; was m. in 1809 to PolTy 
Crary, of Walliugford, and commenced the practice of medi- 
cine about the same time, in Tinmouth, under a license from the 
Kutland eovnty medical society ; stayed in Tinmouth one or two- 
years, then went back to WnUingford, bouglit out Dr. Hamilton^ 
and practiced medicine there until his death in 1853. In 182& 
he received from Castleton Medical College the honorary degree 
of M, D. Ho did more business in Danby while be lived 
than any other physician living in town at the time. Of hinn 
much might be said, but his history is more particularly identi- 
fied with that of Wallingford. 

William C. attended a district school until 1822, and wo are 
told that ho never went a day without getting a whipping. In 
1822 he attended the Rutland County Grammar School, at Cas- 
tleton, under Prof. Howe. In 1824 he attended a select school in 
Rutland, taught by Rev, Eli Meeker, and in 1826 was at Capt. 
Patridge's military school at Middletown, Conn. In 1827 he 
con^menced the practice of medicine with his father ; attended 
three courses of lectures at Castleton Medical College, and grad- 
uated in the fall of 1830. He practiced with his father till he came 
to Danby, in 1831. He remained here until 1834, when he sold 
out to Dr. Wm. Shaw, and went back to Wallingford where he 
has been in business ever since. He is a skillful physician, and 
his medical assistance is still frequently employed by the |)cople 
of this town. 

FiiiNK, William, m. Mary, da. of William Bromly, Jr., and 
was a miller by trade, having run the grist mill for many years. 
Ho raised a family of several children, of whom ai*e Ahneda lu. 
Joel Hart, of White Creek, N. Y. ; Lydia, m. John Colvin ; 
Elizabeth, Bromley, Mary Ann, m. Elisha Bull ; Lucy and De- 
bra. Mr. Frink died in 1851), aged 07. His widow is still liv- 
ing. 

Frazer, Dr. Ira M., m. ]Mary, da. of Ira Vail, and settled at 
the Corners where P. Holtou now lives, in the practice of his pro- 
fession* He was a well road physician and possessed the confi- 
dence of the community. He rose rapidly in the estimation of 
all and gained a good practice in a short time, which he retained 
until his death, which occurred in 1831, aged 27. His widow 
afterwards m. Lyman Frazer of Middletown, brother of her for- 
mer husband, and removed West. 

Frost, Henry, came here about the year 1780, and settled 
near the residence of Aivah Risdon. He has the honor of hav- 
ing kept tlie first store iu town. He also kept a tavern, and 
owned some laud, lie was sclectnmii two years, from 1709, and 
was u very proHperoiis and proniiiicut niuii of liis day, and nuirh 
respected. His cliildren were «1uc()h, Henry and Mary, all of 
whom left town. 

Frost, Jkitha, son of Asa Frost, of Mt. Holly, m. Mary 
Aiiii Lanipliire and lived at the Coriiers. lie was well known 
as a horse furrier. He died iu 18()8, leaving a family of nine 
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children : Pamelia, m. Ira Wait ; William, Martlia, m. Marcus 
Kelly ; Kdwin, Louisa, Margaret, John, Alice and Sarah. 

GAf;B, Capt. William, was one of the early settlers here. — 
He lived where the poor house stands, and kept tavern there. Ife 
came abont the year 1770, and was a prominent citizen, a man 
of liifl;li moral and public worth. Ho was for a number of yearn 
one of the committee to lay out the praprietors' rights, and was 
one of the assessors chosen in 1774, and again in 1775. In 1770 
he was appointed one of the committee of safety, also in 1777, 
and was selectman three years. He was a representative from 
this town, in the General Convention which met at the house of 
Cephas Kent, in Dorset, September 25th, 1776, and was associa- 
ted with Etlian Allen and others in resisting the unjust measures 
of New York, being a very prominent actor in those scenes. — 
Capt. Gage was appointed a delegate, in connection with Colonel 
Thomas Chit tenden, to represent this town in the General Con- 
vention which met at Windsor in July, 1777, to frame ^a consti- 
tution for the State. Ho joined the army during Burgoyne's in- 
vasion, and was in the battle of Bennington. He continued a 
resident of the tx)wn some time after the close of the war, honor- 
ed and respected by all. He raised a family of several children, 
all of whom removed from town. 

GiLKERT, Zbbima, from Connecticut, m. Mary, da. of Moses 
Vail, and settled here quite early. His wife died in 1849, aged 
45,leaving one son, David. He afterwards m. Sally Kali, and 
dicKl quite advanced in years. David m, Lucinda, da. of Increase 
Rudd, who died in 1827, aged 25, having raised two children : 
Lydia, m. James Colvin ; Mary, m. Herman J. Lake. He after- 
wards m. Lucy Robinson, and had one daughter, Eunice, now 
living in Chester, N. Y. He died about (55 years of age. 

GiFFORO, NoAii E., m. Emily, da. of P. W. Johnson, and is 
a stone mason by trade and very useful. He is a son of Capt. 
Noah GifTord, of Pawlet, a veteran of the war of 1812. He 
has a family of three children, of whom are Mary Jane and 
Charles. 

GiLLNORR, David, settled early and lived some twenty years 
on the farm now owned by William Herrick. Ho raised a fami- 
ly of several children, among whom were Abram, now living in 
Auburn, Ohio, Daniel and Ephriam. 

GiLLMORK, Epiiraim, m. Laura, da. of Joshua Bromley, and 
lived in the south part of the town. They raised a family of six 
children: Joshua, Danforth B., William, Miranda, Julius and 
GifTord. Joshua m. Elsie Potter, of Clarendon, is a farmer, and 
lives in Fort Ann, N. Y. Danforth m. Martha Powell, and lives 
at the Borough. They have two children : Eddie and Jjoiicsa. — 
William m. the widow Ellen Marsh, of Clarendon, and lives in 
Poultney, Vt.. Miranda m. Levi Campbell, and lives in Ganse- 
voort, N. Y, ; Julius m. Zorada Ridlon, and resides in Rutland. 
Giffonl m. Mary, da.of Albert Buck! in, and has managed the 
town farm for two years past. He has two children, the oldest of 
whom is Albert. 
11) 
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GRiFFiTiiy JjiJiBS, Sen., from Dartinoutli, Mass., in 1782, set- 
tled in the cast part of the town. He was of English descent. 
He died in 179G, aged 76 ; his wife in 1799, ag«d 79. They 
le(l four girls and one son, Lemuel. 

Griffith, Lemuel only son of James, born at Dartmouth, 
Mass., in 1745, came here in 1782 and settled on a portion of 
the farm now owned by Albert Mathewson and Oliver Fisk. — 
Ho became one of the largest landholders in town, having owned 
at one time some six or seven farms, of several hundred acres. 
In 1789 ho was elected a representative to the State I^igislaturo, 
but we are told thut he did not attend, as he considered himself 
incompetent ; from which we should judge he was a modest, qui- 
et, unassuming man. We liave but few men at the present day 
who consider themselves incompetent to serve as a Representa- 
tive in the General Assembly. Mr. Griffith led numerous wor- 
thy and respectable descendants, many of whom have become 
active and prominent citizens of this town. Some of them still 
reside in town, and others iu different parts of this and tho Uni- 
ted States. He m. Elizabeth Potter, who died in 1805, aged G3. 
lie died in 1818, aged 78. Their children were David, George, 
Tliomas, Jonathan, Mary and John. Jonathan m. Lois Mix and 
lives in Peru, N. Y. Mary m, Elisha Arnold, of Peru, and 
John m. Betsey Cook and settled in Holland Purchase, N. Y. 

Griffith, David, m. Lydia Coats and settled where Nathan 
Baker now lives. He was an industrious, thrifly farmer, and an 
influential citizen. He died in 1851, aged 85, having* raised a 
family of nine children : Isaac, Hannah, John, Elizabeth, Susan, 
Allen, Lydia, m. Benjamin Ames, of Dorset ; David and I^wis. 
John m. Maiy Green and settled in Holland Purchase, N. Y. — 
Allen m. Mary, da. of Reubin White, and settled on the farm 
now owned by Stephen Baker. He subsequently removed West. 
His children are Elisha and Elizabeth. 

Griffith, George,, m. Lydia, da. of Water Tabor, who died 
in 1825. lie next ni. Phcbe, da. of John Brock, and settled on 
the Benjamin Griffith place, south of the Borough. He died in 
1854, aged 8G. His widow is still living, quite advanced in 
years ; a smart, active, intelligent lady, having led a devoted 
Christian life in the Methodist church, of which she has been a 
member over sixty years. Their children were Phillip, Daniel, 
Lemuel, Mary, m. Hiram Walker, of Dorset ; Hiram, Benjamin, 
John T., George and Gardner. Phillip m. Sarah Prescott, and 
settled in Mt. Tabor. He died iu 1834, aged 40, leaving four 
children : James, m. Semantha Russell ; Mary, m. George Marsh ; 
Charles T., ui. Mary Sawyer ; and Saruli J., ni. Daniel Lane. — 
Duuicl, the tjccoud son, m. Harriet, da. of llosea Williams, and 
scUled ill JNlt. Tabor, on the Ellis Millanl farm. He raised a 
family of live children : llosea, (ieorge, Plyn, Marshall, and 
Henry D. He removed to Spriugport, Mich. Benjamin m. Ju- 
dith Prescott, of Grafton, Conn,, and settled south of the Bor- 
ough. He died in 18G7. 

GuiFi'iTii, Thomas, Sen., m. Phcbe Sherman, and settled 
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"wlicre Oliver Fi^k now lives. He held n iiumbcr of town offices, 
«8 selectman, lister, etc., all of which duties he discharged! with 
fidelity. He sustained an irreproachable character througli|life, 
and died in 1828, affed 58* His children were Catherine, Anna^ 
Daniel, Thomas, Anson, Elisabeth, m. Daniel Jjapham ; and 
8ctli. Catherine ni. Abraham Staples; Daniel m. Clara Taylor 
and lives in Manchester ; Anson m. Merriam Nichols and lives 
in Maryland. 

Grifffth, Datid^ Jr.. m. Sophia, da. of Barney Hadwin, 
and succeeded to the homestead of his father, David. lie sub- 
sequently sold his farm and removed to the Borough. He was 
among the prosperous and influential men of the town, enterpris- 
ing and public spirited. Being a very quiet, unassuming man, 
amiable in disposition, and with integrity undoubted, he won the 
esteem of all with whom he had deal or intercourse. He diedjin 
1867, leaving four children : Charles H., Silas L., William B. 
and Mary, m. Isaac W. Kelly. Silas m. Libbie, da. of Edwin 
Staples, having been in the mercantile business at the Borough 
a number of years. He is at present extensively engaged in the 
lumber business, which he has carried on successfully for several 
years past. William m. Helen, da. of Clark Bull, and is also 
engaged in the mercantile business. 

(jrRiFFrrii, Lkwis, m, Hannah, da. of Barton Kclloy, and set- 
tled on the farm now owned by Williard Baker. In 1853 he re- 
moved to Lewinsville, Va., where he still resides. The vicinity 
of his residence was iit times the theatre of warfare, during the 
rebellion, by which he and his family suffered greatly. His 
farm was alternately in possession of tlic Confederate and Union 
annies, and he was obliged at one time to remove his family and 
effects to WaKhingtoii. He renin ined a firm nnd st-oadfast Union 
man, and was not afniid ti» expn^ss his opinion, iihlionp:h livin;; 
among reliel nynipathizers. Ho was Hon*r\\i by rebel ^nc^Tillii 
liaufts, ninny times, but by boldncHs and dexterity he eluded rup- 
ture. During the battle of Lewinsville the Union flag floated 
from his house, which was riddled with bullets. He took from 
here a valualde horse, which the rebels tried to capture. This 
horse was used by the Union army, and was in tlic battle of Bull 
Rim. Mr. Griffith at one time, to keep his horse from being ca|)- 
turcd by the rebels, secreted him in the cellar. He still owns 
the horse and prizes him very highly. The (iovemnient has re- 
munerated him for the loss of his timber, which was taken for 
the use of tlie army. His wife died in 1867, leaving two chil- 
dren, Ellen and Alice. 

Griffith, Hiram, ni. Betsey Jacobs, of Dorset, and settled on 
the Gideon Baker farm, in Mt. Tabor. Their children are Lyd- 
ia, Perry, DanieK m. Mary Burdick ; .lohn B., m. Caniline Biil- 
Hard ; Patience, Nancy, Chauncy, Pelcg, m. Jane Pearsons ; Jul- 
ius C, m. Louisa, da. of Henry Wilbur. Perry in. Elsie, da. of 
Aurelius Kelly, and have one daughter. Alice, who ninrried W. 
H. lk)nd. 
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Griffith, John T., m. Olive Hulett, of Dorset, who died ia 
1849, ag^d 4d. He has been a man of good business talent, and 
is possessed of sterling sense and capacity, which has been 
brought into requisition at various times. He is a good scholar, 
a man of intelligence, a friend of order and learning, and has al- 
ways taken a leading interest in the promotion of education. He 
was selectman two yeara, a member of the Legislature in 185G, 
and has occupied many other positions of trust and honor, which 
duties he performed acceptably to the town and with credit to 
himself. In 1866 he was appointed town clerk by the selectmen, 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of G. J. Locke, which 
ofilce he held until the following yoai'. His knowledge of law is 
quite exten8ive,and his counsel and judgement are often souglit. Id 
1852 ho married for his second wife Cleopati*a, widow of Harri- 
son Vauglian. His children are Jonathan, m. Amanda Ballard ; 
Phebe, Mariah, m. Elihu Kelley ; Marcelliis, Gardner F., m. 
Ella Brock, of Dorset, and Kmily. Marcellus has been living in 
California some ten years past, and has i*ecently returned home, 
lie m, Mary, da. of Timothy Kelly. 

Griffith, Gisorqe, Jr., m. Mary Nichols and settled where 
John B. Griffith lives. He resides in Maryland. Their children 
were Thomas, Calista, Phillip, Joseph, and Clilotilda, who is the 
only one of the children now livicg. She also resides in Mary- 
land. 

Griffith, Gardner, m. Harriett Berhiud and settled at the 
l^roiigh. He W4is an active business man for many years, and 
was for some time engaged in the marble business. He was a 
justice of the peace, and occupied other town offices, being a 
man of infiuencc and ability. He now lives in Iowa, where he 
removed some fifteen years since. Tliey had two children, Flora 
and Helen. 

GuiFFiTii, Thomas, 2d, m. Sophia, da. of Caleb llandall, and 
Bcttled at the Borough in the blacksmithing business. He i*e- 
moved to Holland Purchase, N. Y., about the year 1860. 

Griffith, Seth, youngest son of Tliomas Griffith, Sen., m. 
Maiy, d^. of John Audnis, and settled at the Borough in the 
Jiiarblo business, lie was a very active, enterpriuiug man, and 
was an infiuential and worthy member of society. He now lives 
in Aurora, III. 

GuEEN, Robert, from Scotland at an early day, settled near 
the Borough in the mercantile business, which he continued for 
several years. Ho carried on the business a portion of the time 
in partnership with David Youngs. He left town about the year 
1810. 

GuEKN, Thomas, from Providence, li. T., in 181 G, ni. Phebe 
Thompson and settled in the south part of the town. lie was a 
weaver by trade. lie died at the age of 3C. His widow is now 
living, at the age of 73, quite active and healthy. They raised 
a family of eight cliildren ; Rowland R., Edward T., Maiy, Job, 
Kliza, Harris, Sarah Ann, and Arnold, d. in 18G9. Mary m. 
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Fxlwin Coffiiii and livcA in Rhode Island. ]<]lixa ni. Charles 
Maddcaon, of Providence. Harris m. Charlotte Goodspecd, of 
Wells, and now resides in Pawlct, having raised a family of ftve 
lioys. Sarah Ann m. Obediali Kelley. 

(trkkn, Uowlano U., hi. Ruth, da. of William Ilaskins, who 
dicfl in 1847, aged 88. He next. m. Harriett I'armenter. He is 
a caqicnter by trade, and was fonnerly a member of the Daptist 
church. He has raised a family of eight children, of whom the 
oldest, Martha Jane, m. Charles Hutchinson, and lives in Iowa. 
Smith m. Emily Smith, and lives in Tinmouth. Mary Ellen, 
Harris, Thomas, Frank, Freddie and Emma. 

Grren, Edward T.^ m. Louisa, da. of Miner Bromley, and 
settled on the Daniel Kelley farm, in the north-west part of the 
town. He is an honest, hard-working man, of steady and indus- 
trious habits, by which he has accumulated a handsome property 
and is the owner of a good farm. They have a family of nine 
children, of whom are Mary, Malona, Myron, Ella, Fremont 
and Ann. 

Grrbn, Job, m. Frances Perkins, and lives on the Anna But- 
ton farm. He has a family of several children ; Eliza, Ix>is, 
Charles, Hattie and George. 

Grrkn, William, from Rho<lo Island about the jcnt 1800, 
was a stone mason by trade. He died many years since, leaving 
a family of eight children : William, Adin H., Orange, Chauncy, 
Joseph, Polly, Betsey and Amanda. AVilliam m. Phebe Barker 
and raised a large family, of whom Chauncy O. m. Elizabeth, 
tla. of Andi'us Eggleston, and lives in Troy, N. Y. Edwin, who 
served as a soldier, during the Mexican war. Sidney, now in 
California, and George, who lives in Burlington, Vt. Chauncy 
m. Almira Bowen, and lives in Dorset, having formerly settled 
here. Joseph R. m. Harriett Sherman, who died in 1853. He 
was constable and collector here for several years, and occupied 
a prominent position in society. He now resides in Dorset. Their 
only child, Adelaide, a very estimable young Indy and teacher, 
died at the age of 18. Polly m. John Griffith ; Betsey m. John 
Burke, and Amanda m. Joseph Billings, and lives in Rutland. 

Grern, Adin H., was among the prominent, enterprising, and 
business men of the town for many years. He was three times 
married, first to Susan Griffith, next to Margaret, da. of the Rev. 
Henry Bigelow, of Middletown, and last to widow Smith. He 
was a tanner and currier by trade and settled at the Borough in 
that business, which he continued for some time. He was also 
postmaster there for nearly fifteen years, being a very obliging, 
courteous, and amiable man in that position as well as in all oth- 
ers. He removed to Middletown about the year 1840, and was 
town clerk of that town for a number of years. He died at 
Middletown. Of his children, whom we know, were David, Lo- 
retta, Hudson, Susan, Melinda, Aden H. and Horace. Aden H. 
was a member of the 10th Regt., and was particularly distin- 
guished for his fearless discharge of duty. Horace, the 
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youngest sou, and a half-brother of Adeu H., was iu Kilpatriek's 
cavalry, and was one of the most daring soldiers in the army. 
He was wounded on the Danville Railroad, iu Va., iu June, 
1864, and died in Middletown the December following. A Min- 
nie ball went through his head, back of his eyes, and destroyed 
his sight so that he was notable to see afterwards. 

GuiirKN, Orange, m. Harriet Jones, and settled at the Borough 
in the blacksmithing business. Ho was also a manufacturer of 
axes. He finally, being a member of the Baptist church, became 
a preacher, and wa^ a devoted christian and a good citixeu. He 
died iu the blessed hope of an immortality, having lived an up- 
right, honest life. They raised a family of five daughters : Bet- 
sey, Mariotto, Lucinda, Amanda, Mary and Emily. 

Green, Spencer, a lawyer by profession, was a native of Clar- 
endon, Vt., and a sou of Dr. Itichard Green, who died in Ited- 
ford, Mich., in 1834. When a small boy he went to reside with 
Tilson Nichols, with whom he spent his minority. When about 
twcuty-two years of age he went to Poultucy, Vt., and pursued 
legal studies with W. H. Smith, Esq. From thence he went to 
AVallingford, where he completed his studies, was admitted to the 
Rutland county bar, and commenced the practice of law. He 
remained there until about the year 1850, when he came to this 
town and settled at the Borough. He rapidly rose in his profes- 
sion, until he secured a large practice in the county. He was u 
quiet, modest, unassuming gentleman, not succeeding by any 
brilliant power of rhetoric or oratory, but by his thorougli under- 
standing of the principles of the law. Being a man of unques- 
tioned ability, and possessing the confidence of the people, he 
was entrusted with numerous positions of honor. He was grand 
juror four years, a justice of the peace one year, and representa- 
tive in the Legislature in 1857. He was greatly respected by all 
who knew him. He was a soldier in the Union army during the 
rebellion, and died from diaense contnicted while there. (For 
further particulars see obituary of deceased soldiers.) 

Grinnkll, Auza, from Clarendon, Vt., iu 18G6, settled on the 
Plutt Vail fanu, now owned by A. B. Ilerrick. He is a member 
of the Methodist church and a worthy citizen. He is also an 
industrious, frugal farnier. In 1868 he removed to Pawlet, on 
the farm formerly owned by Lucius M. Carpenter. He m. Bet- 
sey Ann Congdon, of Clarendon, and have one son, Ijaunie. 

Hadwin, Bauney, born at Newport, R. I., in 1771, came to 
Dauby iu 1805, and settled in the north-east part of the town. 
He m. Mercy Vaughan, who died iu 1847, aged 66. He led an 
industrious, laborious life us a farmer, ever sustaining the char- 
acter of a good citizen, and died in 1854, at the ripe old age of 
83. lie lefl clcvcu children, all of whom are now living. Their 
names aire as follows : Elizabeth, ni. Ste])hen Wing, of Gran- 
ville, N. Y. ; John. Margaret, m. Ezra Bull and lives iu Illinois ; 
Dorcas, ui. William A. llobinsou, of Providence, K. I. ; So|>liia, 
nt. David Griilith ; I^njamin, Ruth, ni. Robert HopkiiLS, of Tin- 
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inoulli ; li^din, ni. Anmsa Bancroll ; Obccl]ali,8ii8nn, m. Jjconaril 
Cniniilwll, mid Oliver, m. Samh J. Dakcr. Obcdinh is n tanner 
and enrricr and is settled at the lk)rougli, having succeeded 
Amasa Bancroft in that business. 

IlAniviN, John, m. Abigail Baker, and succeeded to the home- 
8tcnd. He next ni. Phebe ]^ker, and has raised a family of chil- 
dren : Mary, Susan, (-Seorge, Elizabeth and Harriett. Alary ni. 
Allen Andrus, of Dorset ; George m. widow Emily Buxton, da. 
of Nathan Francis, of Wells, and has two children. lie lives on 
the farm with his father. 

Halet, Akthont, from Ireland, m. Margaret Brady and set- 
tled on the Dr. Joseph Andrews place, originally owned by John 
Allen. He now owns and occupies the Benjamin Fisk farm, 
whif^i he has recently purchased. He is a man of industrious 
habits, having acquired considerable pro])erty, and is greatly re- 
spected by the community. His children are Hubert, Anthony, 
lliomas and Kate. 

Handy, Welcome, from Wallingfonl, m. Hannah Aldrich, 
and lived on the place now owned by Hiram Edgerton. Ho was 
a shoemaker by trade, and died some ten years since, lliey 
raised a family of six children : John, Ruth, Prussia, Hannah, 
Nancy and Elizabeth. 

Hall, Dr. H. M., from Rutland, settled at the Borough in his 
profession. As a physician he ranks high, and is especially em- 
inent as a surgeon, having had an extensive practice. He served 
as a surgeon during the war, and was regarded as the most skill- 
ful in surgery of any in the corps to which he belonged. He is 
much attached to his profession, is a great reader, and has added 
to his acquired knowledge a thorough practical experience in 
medical science. Dr. Hall is a man of remarkable firmness and 
decided opinions, always plainly and fearlessly expressing his 
(!onvictions. He is a man of large inventive genius, and has 
latelv received a patent for attachment to sewing machines. Ho 
m. Carrie V. Dickinson, of Chicago, III., have one da., Carrie. 
Thay have lately removed to Chicago, III. 

Harnden, Samuel, from Wells, m. Esther Irish and settled at 
the Comers, where he kept a public house for several years. He 
was a boot and • shoe maker and liarucss maker by trade, and 
subsequently removed to the Borough and worked at that busi- 
ness. He removed back to Wells, where he died. He is said 
to have been one of tin*, host flddlcirs in the State. We arc told 
that he cured his wife of fits by fiddliug, and was afterwards mar- 
ried. His children were Plym, now living in Lyons, Ohio ; Rose 
Joseph, drowned on Lake Erie ; and Filena, m. Scth P. Scott, of 
this town. 

HAirr, John, was among the early settlers of Danby. He was 
a land jobber, a vocation which the peculiar condition of real 
estate in the early years of the settlement of the State demanded. 
His associate in that business was one Roger Williams, another 
of the early settlers here. They were both men of property, and 
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were highly rospoctod in the community. They hoth held their 
lands under grants from New Hampshire, and were equally op- 
posed to the claims of Now York. Their dealings had been pret- 
ty extensive, and unfortunately in the summer of 1775 a violent 
contention arose between them, and Hart, being a man of strong 
passions and great resolution, went to Albany and took out a 
capias against Williams ou a note of five hundred pounds, put it 
into the hands of a deputy sheriff, who, with Hart and some as- 
sistants from New York, on a dark and rainy night, an*estcd 
Williams in his bed and started for Albany City Hall. An alarm 
was immediately given, and the settlers in this town and Tin- 
mouth wore, one af\or another, armed, mounted and in eager pur- 
suit of the Yorkers. Their progress through the woods over the 
hills between Danby and Pawlet was greatly impeded by the 
mud, roots, rocks, stumps, and darkness of the night, but they 
dashed on and overtook them at White Creek (now Salem, N. 
Y.) The sheriff and his assistants escaped, but they maflo 
Hart a prisoner in place of Williams and retui*ned to Danby the 
sumo day. The committee of safety had previously assembled at 
Oupl. John liurt's lavorn, together with a groat (!ohcoui*so of 
Green Mountain boys, and a number of smaller boys. As soon 
as the shouts which burst forth on the arrival of the prisoner had 
subsided, and the echoes from the mountains had died away, the 
judges took their seats on the bench in the bar-room, the prisoner 
was arraigned, and without loss of time convicted, and by Thom- 
as Rowley, chairman of the committee and chief justice, was 
sentenced to i*eceive thirty-nine stripes with the beach seal on the 
naked back. Daniel Chipman, LL. D., who wrote an account 
of the above, and who was an eye witness to the scene, says : — 
^'As Hart had always been treated with respect at my father'n 
house, and as this was the first punishment of the kind I ever 
witnessed, I felt that it was inflicted with the most cruel severity 
— I felt every stroke upon my own back. Let it not be said that 
the infliction of this barbarous punishment proves that the people 
of the Grants were less civilized than the people of other parts 
of New England, for long afterwards this relic of barbarism wa» 
found in the criminal codes of all the States ; but a more ad- 
vanecd state of civilization has broken up the habit by which it 
had been continued through generations of civilized man, and it 
has been exploded never again to find a place in the code of any 
of the American States. It is worthy of record, as it is the only 
transaction of the kind which took place after the commence- 
ment of the Revolutionary war, and as this was the last opportu- 
nity a committee of safety ever had to exercise their judicial 
functions in the conviction of a Yorker, and yet it never found a 
place in any history — the transaction took place too far from Ben- 
nington, which at that time was all the Grants, as Paris under 
the despotism and during the revolution was all of France." — 
Jolm Hart did not long remain a citizen here after this event, 
hut after disposing of his possessions left for other parts. 
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IIarkingtok, Thomas, Skn, from Gloucester, tt. I., in 1780, 
flettled near where AVoslcy Pnrris now lives. lie was employed 
as surveyor to set off proprietor's rights, and was town surveyor 
also for many years. He brought a large amount of money with 
him when he cauic, and it is said that onc*e, before starting on a 
visit to Rhode Island, he conecaled a bag of silver coin under a 
Htouc heap. Ho was al)sent about six mcmtlis, and on his return 
found the silver all right, but the bag had been eaten by the mice. 
He was a man of considerable note in town affairs, and was con* 
sidcrcd a man of good sense and substantial merit. He was a 
selectman four years from 1784, and rendered valuable ser\'ico 
to the to^vn in various other capacities. He was possessed of 
rugged constitution, energetic, and well fitted to meet the exigeh- 
cies incident to the hardships of life in a new settlement. lie be- 
came one of the largest landholders in the town, and lived to a 
goo<l old age. He died leaving seven children : Sampson, Kli- 
slia, Lot, Thomas, Jr., Susanna, m. ]^Ioorey Harrington ; Faith- 
ful, m. William Brondey, Jr., and Freelove. Sampson m. Polly 
Hallou, of llliode Island, and removed to Canada where his de- 
scendants now live. 

Harrington, Elisiia, first m. Lovica Ross, witli whom a sep- 
aration occun*ed. He next m, Mary, da. of William Dromley, 
and settled on the farm owned by John Ililliard, where he lived 
for many years. He was again m. to Rebecca Hill, of Walling- 
ford. Ho lefl one son Welcome. 

IlAmtiNfJTON, IvOT, m. Sylvia Sage, and settled on the home- 
stead. He died in 1848. His children were Darius, Thadeiis, 
Elisha, Simeon, Hiram, Almeda, and Betsey, m. AVilliam Wid- 
ger. Thomas m. Julia Nicholson, and removed West. Elisha 
became a physician, and lived in Chenango county, N. Y. He 
died in 1857, leaviug several children. l)arius m. Dorcas Tuck- 
er, who dying he next married Harritrt WcMC'olt. His family 
numbered twelve children : Hiram, Darius, Lot, Martin, Alme- 
da, Betsey, Abagail, Dorcas, Lovicia, JMarinda, Mary and So- 
phronia. Hinim was one of the IG recruits who enlisted from 
this to^vn in the Mexican war. He died in the hospital at Vera 
Cruz, July 12th, 1847. 

Harrington, Thomas, Jr., m. Susanna Inman, and resided 
where (). B. Hulett now lives in the little village. He built and 
run a gi'ist mill there at a very enrly day. He acquired consider- 
able fame as a hunter and trapper. Bears Avere quite plenty in 
those days, and were sometimes very troublesome to the inhabit- 
ants in killing their stock. It is said that at one time a bear 
came and attacked a hog and calf belonging to Thomas, in the 
yard near his house, and being short of bullets he hastily broke 
up a piece of an iron kettle with which he shot the bear. His 
gun not going off the first time he touched it off with a fire- 
brand. From this circumstance he was ever after knoATi as 
"bear Tom." We can get no record of Jiis family. 

Harrington, Welcome, m. Freelove, da. of Luther Colvin, 
20 
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and succeeded to the homestead. Ho removed to Plattsbiirgli iii 
1824, and subsequently to West Virginia, where ho died in 1861^ 
aged 84, having been twice married. His first wife died in 1839, 
aged 59. Ho raised a family of eight children ; Calvin, Lydia, 
Lovica, Anna, Ama, Esther, It^isha mul Isaac. Calvin m. l^t- 
sey lieynolds, and settled in Pamela, N. Y. Lydia m. Coonrad 
Decker, of Phitt^burg. Ama m. Moses H. Dexter. Isaac m* 
Mary Hukcr, and lived in Clhiton county, N. Y. Klisha m. Je- 
rusha Potter, and raised n family of seven children : Isaac, Es- 
ther, Hiram, Elisha, Sophia, Annettee and Augenettee, m. Burt 
Jenks, of liupert Vt. 

Hauuinoton, John, from Easton, N. Y., was an early settler 
on the farm formerly o>vned by Albert Vail. Although not a 
man of letters, he accumulated some property, and was deemed 
a respectable citizen. He died on his way from Easton, whither 
he had been on a visit. He raised a family of seven children : 
Peleg, John J., Amos, Sally, m. James McDaniels, Anna, m. 
Nichohis Jenks, Hiitsi^y, m. Closes Wai*d, !Mercy, m. Azariali 
llilliard. Peleg m. llunnuli, da. of Jonathan Seley, and re- 
moved to Ea8ton where he died. His widow is still living there. 
John J, m. Nomy, da. of John Clark, and removed to the West. 

Hauuinoton, PiCTEii, w<vs tiu early settlor on the present home- 
stead of J. N. Phillips. Personally he waj much respected by 
his townsmen as being an honest, upright, industrious farmer. 
Being a (juiet, modest man, ho never served the town in a public 
capacity, althougli he was a man of ctmsiderable intelligence 
uud good judgement upon matters of every day life. He «ubse- 
(luently sold out and removed to Middletown. HLs children were 
Williard, Amasa, John, Russel, Abagail m. a Keyes and lived in 
jNIiddletown ; Scmantlia, m, Anson Bidwell. AVilliard settled in 
Tinmoiith, John m. a da. of John Ilulett, and settled in White- 
hall, N. Y. 

Hakuinuton, Gauuneu., brother of Peter, m. Sally, da. of 
Henry Ilerrick. They raised a family of seven children : Hen- 
ry, JMosos, David, Gardner, John, Sarah, m. Burt Bromley; 
Delia, ni. a Ilowhuid and lived in Peru, N. Y. Moses was a sol- 
dier and died of wounds received during the war of 1812. Mr. 
Harrington next married Betsey Rudd and moved to the West. 

IlAi:i:iK(iT()N, IsuAiCL, lived many years ago near the present 
residence of Wanou Vauglian. He lived rather a secluded life, 
was a great liuntcr, and manufactured baskets and chairs. We 
know nothing of his family. 

IlAiiiMNtnoN, Oi.ivKu, from Bliodi; Island about the year 1777, 
ni. Syhiiia Ballon, and 8r.llli>(l in llie Liuh) Villiige, (mi llii^ i'linii 
now owned by Stephen llarringloii. lie died in 18iJi), agetl 81 ; 
Iiisl uiti' <iuile old in yeaid. Their family consisited of seven 
chiKlieii : (iary, Andrew, Oliver, Ezra, Ellas, Harvey and Su- 
san, ni. William Corey. Oliver m. an Allen and lives in Ellis- 
bury, N. Y. Elias settled in the southern part of IVIassachu- 
.>relts, and but little is known of him. Harvey lives in Michigan, 
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nncl lias been for mnxiy year« en^ftgcd in the mercantile bnsiness, 
ard is t^onsiclercd n A\<enlt]iy man. 

Harrinotok, Gary, m. Hannah Corey and settled on a por- 
tion of the faiTii owned by Ira and John Cook. He Avns a resi- 
dent of the town nntil his death, which ocrnrred in 1843, ap^ed 
56. Hi8 wife died in 1804, aged 78, His ehildron were Sylvi- 
na, m. Nelson Kellc}'^ ; Mahala, m. Nathaniel Anderson of Wal- 
lingford ; Belinda, m. Abner Wescott ; Martha, Henry and Oli- 
Tcr. 

Harrington, Andrrw, m. Lydia, da. of Simon Milliard, and 
settled in the Little Village, where he has always lived. His 
wife died in 1869, They raised a family of several childroa, of 
whom are Stephen, Daniel, Elias, Lenora, Sylvina, Mahala and 
Betsey. Daniel m. Lncinda Sargents, and lives in the Little 
Village. They have three children: llosetta, »Sylvester and Syl- 
vanns. Elias m. Diantha Baker, and has a family of several 
tshildren, of whom ai*e Oliver, Sally and Christopher. 

Harrington, Ezra, m. Betsey, da. of Simon Milliard, and 
settled on the homestead for a few years. He subsequently set- 
tled on the Seley farm, where he still lives. Although quiet and 
unassuming in his dcportmeiit^ he is highly respected by all who 
Iraow him. He is n nmn of sterling integrity, and has ever 
maintained the character of a good citizen. By hard labor and 
economy he has acqnired considerable property. His wife died 
in 1864, aged 64. She was an active, energetic, industrious wo- 
man, and possessed a character well worthy of imitation. Their 
children am Keziah, Elizabeth, Simon, Miranda, Ilenriettc, 
Jjemucl, Lydia aiul Harvey. Elizabeth m. Joel Wooilruff, and 
lives in Otto, N. Y. He was a soldier during the late rebellion, 
nnd died in Hospital. Simon m. Filena, da. of Stephen Baker, 
4iud settled at Scottsville, where he has carried on the mercantile 
business for several years. He has but two children : Daniel and ' 
Elizabeth. Lemuel m. Betsey, da. of H, B. Harrington, and 
lives near his father, on the Darius iTobdel farm. Lydia d. at the 
age of 19. 

Harrington, Henry B,, m. Melinda Sargents, and settled in 
the Little Village, where he still resides. He is respected as a 
square dealing, upright, honest cittzcn, and a man of intelligence. 
Their children are Aiidrew, m. IVnda, da. of Harvey Corey; 
Janir.s, m. Miratiila Landman ; Edwin, n\. Sylvina Harrington : 
Itary, Betsey, Lncinda, Henry, Ellon and Bosina. 

Harrington, Enos, from Easton, N. Y., in 1807, m. Electa, 
da. of Gideon Baker, and settled at the Borough. They have a 
family of seven children : Amanda, Malvina, Lydia Ann, Mar- 
tha, m. Plyn Farnham ; Electa, m. Joel Wheeler ; Julia, m. Ilos- 
well Wood ; and Enos, Jr. Amanda m. I a Dickinson, and next 
Cyrus Boberts of Manchester. Malvina m. Jarvis Jordan, and 
lives in New Hampshire. Enos, Jr., ni. a Carpenter, and lives 
in Huntington, Vt. 

Haskins, Abel, Sen., from Nine Partners, about the year 
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1772, settled on the farm now owned by Miner Bromley. As 
one of the pioneer settlers he encountered many diflicultics in 
subduing the dense forests and preparing a home for himself and 
family. Leaving the comforts and conveniences of an older coun- 
try and moving into a wilderness with his family, into a rudely 
constructed log cabin insufficient to protect them from the wintry 
blasts, with but scanty fare, he experienced hardships of which 
it is impossible to form a just conception. Mr. Haskins, at the 
time of settlement here, was but 25 years of ago, and possessed 
a rugged constitution which well fitted him for the arduous duties 
of a pioneer life. By industry and frugality but a short time 
elapsed before he was able to raise sufficient grain to subsist up- 
on. Although good crops of grain were raised, ho found it hard 
for several years to procure fodder sufficient to winter his stock. 
But like other pioneer settlers here, there was no hardships so 
great, no labor so severe, no undertaking so hazardous as to 
daunt his spirits or cause them to waver from a firm detennina- 
tion to build u)) a home ; but true to his purpose ho struggled on 
agaiuht ditlicuUics for that better time which he could then but 
faintly discern in the distance. This better time was afterwards 
happily realized, and by unremitting toil a home was established. 
Ho married Mary Bell of Norwich, Conn., a lady of Welch ori- 
gin, who it is said was heir to a largo estate in England belong- 
ing to the Bell family, yet her descendants have never succeeded 
in establishing the claim, although cflbrts have been nuide. She 
was a sister of Delight Bell, who married Dr. John Sargent, an 
early settler of Pawlet and father of Dr. Warren B. Sargent of 
that place and of Hon. Leonard Sargent of Manchester. Mr, 
Haskins was a man of considerable intelligence, upright and con- 
scientious, and a trustworthy citizen. He died very suddenly in 
1820, aged 70 ; his wife in 1839, aged 80. She was a woman of 
uncommon energy, and a fitting companion and associate to share 
the trials of founding a home in a new country. She brought an 
npple tree in her lap at the time of settling here, which was set 
out and stood for many years on the homestead, being known as 
the ^'Nine Partner" apple tree. Their children were William, 
Abel, Jr., Dilla, Mary, m. lieed Mahurin ; and Uuth, m. Klisha 
Tryon. Dilla m. Uachael Calkins, and lived in the south part of 
the town. lie died many years ago, leaving two cliildreu, one of 
wliom, a daugliter, married John Williams of Dorset. 

Haskins, AVilliam, m. Judith Calkins and settled on the 
homestead, where lie lived until within a few years of his death. 
He was an industrious farmer, a peaceable citizen, an obliging 
friend and neighbor. His public services to the town were not 
great, but he was ever modest, possessing that Christian <;ourtesy 
and ))oliteness proceeding from a kind and generous heart. But 
few of his descendants, once quite numerous, are now living. 
His wife and two sons died within the space of three months. 
He was a member of the Baptist church, in which he led a con- 
sistent Christiaii life. Ae died in 1818, aged CD ; his wife in 
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1847, agcil 58. Their diildrcu were William H., Jr., Moses, 
Reecl, died at the age of 21 ; Amos, died at the age of 19 ; Or* 
rilla, m. Hiram Kellcy ; Ruth, m. Rowland R. Green, and Mary, 
m. Fuller Cushroan of Rupert. 

IIaskins, Abel, Jiu, m, Miranda Stannard and settled on the 
farm with his father. Ho subsequently removed to Rupert, and 
purchased the tiivern stand, now belonging to George Jcnks. He 
is now living at an advanced age. His children are Harvey, Al- 
vah, Margaret, m. Jacob Odel ; Pliebe, m. George Jenks ; Jane, 
m. Elihu Towsley ; Lucette, m. Orville Nichols of Sandgate. 
Harvey, m. Mary, da. of Daniel Parris and lives in Middletown, 
and has a family of several children, of whow are Erwin, George, 
Leroy and Ella. Alvnh m. Rosettee Lamphire and lives in Dor* 
set. Of their children are MeiTitt, Mary, Rosettee and George. 

Haskins, William R., Jr., m. Mary, da. of Daniel Ballard, 
and settled where Nelson Kelley now lives. He run a grist and 
8aw mill there for a number of years. He also Avas engaged 
there for several years in the marble business. He removed to 
Ohio about the year 1850, where he died in 18G5. lie raised a 
family of several children, of whom were Frances, Orville, Jane, 
and Darwin. The two oldest named are dead. Jane m. Silas 
King of Mt. Tabor. 

Haskins, Mosrs, settled on the homestead with his father. 
He was twice married, first to Harriet Lapish of Manchester, 
and next to Clarissa, da. of Daniel Ballard. He removed to 
Ohio in 1854. 

Haviland, David J., from Qucensbury, N. Y., m. Ann Eli- 
za, da. of Thomas Button, and settled on the farm now owned 
by Albert Bucklin. He removed back to Qucensbury and was 
killed by the cars in 1868. Their children are several in num- 
ber. 

Hays, Bkn.iamin, from Rhode Islmiil, IivimI near the iv.sidoncr 
of William Herrick. He married an Alniy and was a carpenter 
and joiner by trade. He left town about the year 1840. They 
liad but two children. 

Hawlev, Fletcher R., from Arlington, m. Catherine, da. of 
William HciTick, and settled on the farm formerly owned by 
Charles H. Congdon. He is a member and an office-bearer of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, being a worthy and exemplary 
citizen. They have one dauglitcr. Hat tic. 

Herrick, Henry, Sen., from Nino Partners about tlie close of 
the Revolutionary war settled on a portion of the farm now 
belonging to Elijah Ilolton. The lo«; liouse in which he lived 
for many years stood in the extreme western part of the farm, 
near the turn of the road. Previous to his coming here he had 
disposed of his property, of which he possessed a large amount, 
and received payment in Continental money. This soon becom- 
ing almost or entirely wortliless by depreciation, he was left with 
but little or nothing in the world, so that when he came here ho 
was in very destitute circumstances. His family and effects were 
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brought with uii ox team. He was a soldier of tlie Revohitiou, and 
served througlt nearly the whole war, and knew well how to face 
hardships. Being a shrewd, energetic man, he bravely triumph- 
ed over the trying circumstances of tliose times, and amassed a 
considerable fortune. The land for the burial ground, west of 
the Corners, was given by him to the town. He was always de- 
voted to the interests of the town, and being a man of energy 
and decision of cimracter, and withal generous and public spirit- 
ed, he gained tiie esteem of all, and occupied a prominent po- 
sition in the community. Ho held variows town offices, and ex- 
ercised considerable influence. He was also a man of piety, and 
contributed liberally towai*d the support of the Gospel. His de- 
scendants are quite numerous. He died in 1827, aged 8!) ; liis 
wife in 1821, aged 8G. They leil seven children : Henry, Jr., 
Josiuia, llufus, Rebecca, m. Klias Lincoln ; Sally, m. Gardner 
Harrington ; Abugail and Hannah, m. Daniel Palmer. 

Hkurick, H£Ni:v, Ju., m. Ciuirity, da. of Henry Signor, and 
first settled on ^^Dutcli Hill," and afterwards near the Cornera, 
on the farm now owned by his son William. He became a 
wealthy and iuHuential citizen, a man of integrity, and was held 
in great estimation by liis townsmen. He purchased the tavern 
at the Corners, of Klisha Brown, where he kept a public liouse 
for 25 years. Here town and other public meetings were 
held. He was a justice of the peace for nuuiy years, and 
occupied other oflices of trust and honor. He formerly owned 
all the land where the Corners now stand. He was a member of 
tlio Masonic fraternity. He died in 1823, aged 55 ; his wife in 
18;iD, aged 72. They raised a family of seven children : Wil- 
liam, Edward, Eunice, Hannah, Sally, Betsey, Katy, and Clnirity, 
m. David Kelly. 

Hkuhiok, AViLLiAM, m. Hannali, da. of Alexander Barrett, 
and succeeded to the homestead. His wife died in 1854, aged 
51. He is still living, at an advanced age, having been an indus- 
trious, frugal farmer. He has raised a family of nine children : 
Alexander B., Harris O., Louisa, Charity, Catharine, Sally, 
Henry S.,Cantlin I)., and Delnier. l^ouisa m. Solomon Allen of 
Vergennes, formerly the owner and proprietor of the Elgin 
Springs, the water of which is considered valuable as a medicinal 
agent, and has become noted throughout the State. He died in 
1807, leaving one son, AVilliam. Sally m. Ebur Tracy, and lived 
ill the north part of the State. She died in 18G5. Henry ni. 
Anna Potter of (irauville, N. Y, and lives on a portion of the 
lioinestead. He o\vii.<s tlu; Vail farm, north of the Corners, 
('iuilliii ni. lir.st a ilii. of Ea.ston Wull.s of WaHiii<^ford, wlio d. in 
l.*!iG2, aged li), and next l^ith, da. of Hiram Fisk. He also 
lives upon the homestead, and has a family of several children : 
Kiltie, Jennie, Hiram and Willie. Delmer m. Olive Eiistnnm of 
Kupert. 

llicHun K, Ki>w.vni>, m. Sophia, da. of Judge J. IL Andrns^ 
and settled in the western part of the town. lie led an 
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iirtivc, lalNM'ioiis life as a fnrinor, and tVn*t\ at the a«;c of 80. lie 
was troiiWcd for many years with that most troublesome disease, 
asthma, which, with other infinnitics, at last wore him out. He 
h»ft a family of Reveral rhildron : Henry ; Kachnel, m. Ira Cook ; 
(*harily, m. (*ah'h l^ilnh^lK and lives in IVovidiMiro ; Kuni(*n, m. 
William Seley, an<l lives in Canada ; Alta, m. Fayette liromh^y 
of l*awlet. Henry, the oidy hoii, m. a da. of Klijali Avery, and 
has raised a family of several ehihlren, of whom Olive m. Charles 
Towslcy ; Charity m. Royal Ik)stwick of Pawlct. 

Heruick, Alexander B., ra. Maria, da. of Azariah Hilliard, 
and now lives upon the Piatt Vail farm, south of the Corners, 
having formerly lived for a number of years in Dorset and 
Rupert. He has a family of eight ehildren : Alice, Hannah, 
Louisa, Alexida, Florence, Klla, Willie and Eddie. 

Hkrkick, Harris ()., m. Nancy A., da. of Slephen Kelley, 
and settled on the AVhitc farm, in the east part of the town. 
Their children are : Henry, William, Isaac, Sally and Nancy. 

Hill, Aaron, from Ix)ng Island at a very early day, settled 
on a portion of the farm now belonging to J. E. Nichols. Ho 
was one of the early members of the Quaker society. His M'ife's 
name was Lydia Townsend. Their children were : John, Joseph, 
Elizabeth and Mary. Joseph m. Charlotte Dickerman of Mt. 
Holly, and settled near his father, on the westem portion of the 
farm now owned by F. R. Ilawley. The orchard is still standing 
there. He subsecinently removed to western New York. 

Hill, John, m. l^Iary Stevens, and nettled on the homestead. 
He also l>elfuiged to the Society of Friends, and was a man of 
undoubted integrity. He died in 1820, aged 18. His wife died 
at the age of 70. They raised a family of seven children : 
Jeminuih, David, Prince, Jonathan, Jesse and IMary. Jonathan 
settled in Hamburg, N, Y. He was twice marrictl, first to 

Sarah IJoyce, and next to Maria . He died here in 18GG. 

Jesse m. Elizabeth Smith, and first settled here for a short time. 
His wife dying, he next m. Mary Thomas, and nov/ lives in 
Queensbury, N. Y. 

Hill, David, m. Lydia Wheeler, and settled on the place now 
owned by J. C. Williams. He was a Quaker, a man of great 
hospitality and friendliness, and wns held in high esteem. Though 
they raised no children of their own, they did the next best thing, 
in bringing up children of other families. He died in 1 853, 
aged 45. 

Hill, Prince, m. Lois IVIix, and soon after removed to Canada. 
He i*eturned a few years since, and settled at the Borough, on the 
John H. Vail place. He is a member of the Qunker church, of 
the Hicksite denomination, and is one of the few lefl in town of 
that once prosperous society. Mr. Ilill is ranked among the 
Avenlthy men of the town. They have raised no children. 

Hill, Daniel, from Plainflcld, Conn., wns one of the early 
settlers here. He established himself in the northwest part of 
the town, near where Fxiward Green now lives. His children 
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were : Eunice, King, Job K., Elisha, Joseph, John ; Enos, m. 
Abigail Cook ; Charles, Lyilia, Phebe, Julia, Ann and William. 
Elisha m. Nancy Brown, and lives in EUisburg, N. Y. Charles 
also resides there. Joseph m. a Blanchard, and lives in Roch- 
ester. 

Hill, Job K., m. Lydia, da. of William Bromley, Jr., and is 
a shoemaker by trade. He now lives at the Borough. He has 
been troubled ibr nmny years with a stiff knee, but is an indus- 
trious, luird working man. 

lliLLiAUD, John, born iu I72S), ciimc from Saybrook, Conn., 
at an early day, and settled iu Manchester. Ho wiu» one of the 
original proprietors of tlie town of Chittendcu. About the year 
1790 ho came to this town, and settled near the present home- 
stead of Ezra Harrington. His wife died in 1791, aged 57, 
He died in 1793. The names of their children are as follows: 
Azariah, born in 1754 ; Joshua, b. 1757 ; Daniel, b. 1759 ; John, 
b. 1761, died quite young; Miner, boru 1764, and Ednah. Aza- 
riah went to sea, and was lost. Joshua was a Revolutionary 
soldier, and settled in Plattsburg. Daniel also settled in Platts- 
burg. Miner and Ednah were twius. Ednah m. John Roberts, 
and lived in Plattsburg. Miner is noticed below. 

HiLLiABU, CAi>T. MiNEii, m. Abigail Hill, and first settled on 
the farm now owned by Titus Lyon. Ho afterwards lived near 
whore the woolen factory stood, which has since been known as 
the ^4Iilliard place." lie was a soldier of the Revolution, hav- 
ing served quite young, and drew a pension. He was a patriotic 
man, and always celebrated the Fourth of July with much enthu- 
siasm, and scarcely ever failed to fire off his gun at sunrise on 
that day. He was a great ball player, a game to which he was 
gi'catly attached. He gained his military title by having been a 
captain in the militia. As a citizen he was trusty, worthy and 
honest ; and took an active part in the religious interests of the 
town. He loved ])euce, and would make almost any sacrifice to 
maintain it. Although not ricli in this world's ^oods, ho was 
rich iu the regard and esteem tendered him by his neighbors. He 
(lied in 18-17, aged 81. 1 lis wile died previous. 'I'lieir children 
were: Azariah, born iu 1790; Dimmis, b. 1792, m. Israel 
Palmer, and settled iu Ripley, N. Y. ; Matilda, b. 1795, m. John 
Miller, and went to Michigan; Isaac, b. 1797, m. Sarah Hunt, 
and settled in Orwell ; Minerva, b. 1800, m. an Allen, and lived 
ill Ripley, N. Y. ; IMclinda, b. 1803, m. Curtis Youngs of Arling- 
ton ; Sally, b. 180G; Ednah, b. 1798, in. AVilbur, and 

settled in Buffalo, N. Y. ; Elizabeth, b. 1814, m. Calvin Gifford, 
and settled in Oswego, N. Y. Sally m. Samuel Stannard, and 
lived ill Dorset. He died iu 18()0, having lost a leg a few years 
before, while at work on the marble quarries. She died iu 
18G8. Of their children, Henry m. Lydia Holton, and lives in 
Dorset ; Klizabetii m. George Caswell, and lived in Manchester; 
Dimmis m. Frank Sheldon, and died in 18C7 ; Curtis m. Rachael 
Holton ; and (iSeorge. 
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HiLLiARD, Akariaii, Sek., b. 1790, m. Mercy, da. of John 
Harrington, and settled on the farm o^vncd by his father, 
Aud afterwards on the farm now owned and occupied by his'^son 
John. Commencing in life with but small means, by industry 
and economy he became a wealthy, influential man, and n thrifty 
farmer. Mr. Ilillianl always took an active part in all the public 
movements of the town, was selectman seven years, a representa- 
tive to the Legislature in 1850, and occupied numerous other 
offices of trust and honor, which ho acceptably filled. His habits 
were those of industry, frugality and piety, being a supporter of 
tJie temperauce cause and other moral reforms, and liberal in the 
support of the gospel. He was withal a quiet, peaceable citizen, 
and left a worthy and respectable family. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Masonic fraternity. Ho died in 1851, aged 60; his 
wife in 1852, aged 55. Their children were nine in number : 
Miner, John H., Wyman, Azariah, Jr., Alphonso, Abigail, Ira 
(died young), Dimmis and Maria. Wyinan died in 1842, aged 
92. Abigail m. Hiram Kelly, and lives in Ohio. Dimmis m. 
Charles Phelps of Dorset. 

HnxiARD, MiNRU 2i>, bom iu 1815, m. l^lary Burt of Rut- 
land, and settled at the Comers, in the niercatitilc buMiius«ifi, in 
which lie was engaged for nearly twenty years. The store now 
owned by P. Holton was built by him in 1K47. lie also he<*Ame 
a speculator in produce, which business ho still continues, and 
as such is well and favorably known throughout the country. In 
1860 he was appointed by the government to fake the census, which 
he faithfully |H*.rfonucd. He is a man of goo<l business capacity, 
intelligent, enterprising, and, while a resident here, one of the 
most active members in town. In politics he is a democrat, hav- 
ing adhered through all the phases of the party to the denioerntic 
side. He was a reeruitinjj ofRccr during the Mcxicnn war, and 
AS such oblnined sixteen rciMMiitH from thifi town. He was at one 
time a captain in the militia ; and held from time to time various 
town offices, which he discharged with fidelity and ability. He 
has, also, for a long time been a pension agent, having done an 
extensive business in that line. He removed to Rutland about 
six years since, having purchased one of the most pleasant loca- 
tions in that town. His wife died of consumption in 1859, at the 
age of 39. »She was a member of the Episcopal church in Rutland, 
and long sustained a Chri»tian character and deportment. She 
left a family of nine children to mourn the 8ad loss of an afTec- 
tionate mother. The names of the children are as follows : 
Helen, m. Robert Moulthrop of Rutland ; George W., Charles 
B., Alice, Agnes, Jane, Azariah, Albert and Mary. George m. 
Laura Armstrong of Dorset, lives in Rutland, and is one of the 
leading, popular and successful merchants of that place. 

HiLLiARD, John IL, bom iu 1817, ni. Mary A. Smith of 
Bennington, and settled on the Elisha Ilnrrington farm. He has 
recently purchased his father's homestead, formerly owned by his 
brother, on which he now lives, having aniaj»sed a large properlv, 
51 
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and is an extensive farmer. He is ranked as one of the ridiest 
men ill tmvu. They have a family of five boys, of >vhom arc 
Wyman, Frank, Smitli, Memtt and Alphonso. 

HiLLiARD, AzAiiiAii Jr., m. Melissa Kisdon, and succeeded 
to the homestead. He hiis served the town in various capacities, 
lutving been selectman several years, lister, overseer of the poor, 
and town representative. He removed to Dorset in 1866, and 
was a very worthy, prominent and highly esteemed citizen. They 
have two children, KUen and Ira A. 

HiLLiAUD, Alphonso, m. Lovina, da. of Thomas Nichols, 
and settled on the homestead. He was an exemplary citizen, and 
highly esteemed. He died in 18G4, aged 89, leaving two children, 
Thomas A. and Dimis. 

H£AL£Y, Daniel, from Rhode Island, m. Lucy, da. of Ben- 
jamin Kelley, and settled at Scottsville. He was a tanner and 
currier by trade, and carried on that business here for a number 
of years. lie removed to Cherry Valley, N. Y. 

HiTT, William, born in Duchess county, 1782, came to Dan- 
by in 1801. In 1803 he was married to Mary A., da. of Asa 
Smith, then of Uxbridge, Mass., and settled on the farm now 
owned by £. A. Smith, where he lived for about 30 years. But 
few men ever occupied more town offices than he did. He was 
lister four years and grand juror one year, selectman three years 
and town Representative three years, besides Ailing various other 
public stations. He was always one of the leading men of tho 
town, generous, amiable and public spirited. From his first res- 
idence in Danby he bore a very active part in town affairs, ami 
was always regarded by his fellow citizens as qualilied to till any 
place in which hi.s services might be required. He was formed 
by nature to exert a controling influence in any community in 
which lie might reside. In every office his duties were discharg- 
ed with marked ability and to universal acceptance. He was a 
.syni()ut]iizing friend to the unfortunate, a munificent patron of 
any judicious ischcnie of benevolent effort, and enjoyed the pleas- 
ures of social intercourse. His wife died in 1809, aged 29, leav- 
ing three children : Smith, Henry D. and Thomas S. He next 
ni. Lydia, dai. of Kbonezer Smith, and raised the following chil- 
dren : Phcbe, Samuel, Mary B., William, George, Henry D. and 
Ruth D. In 1830 he removed to Orwell, Vt., thence to Addison 
and subsequently die<l in Shrewsbury in 1856, aged 73. His last 
wile died iu 1803, aged 80. Of their children, Henry D. was 
killed by a team running away, aged 13 ; Thomas S. became a 
peddler and is well known throughout this section. He now 
lives in Miclii^aii. I'hebe ni. N. B. Snutli of Shrewsbury. Sam- 
uel u\. ICuiily Merrill, and died iu Achlison in 1853. IStary 11. 
ni. Lorenzo Orvis of Ferrisbing. William (J. ni. a Taft and 
lives iii Crown Point. Henry 1). m. Lydia Bristol and lives in 
Wisconsin. Kuth 1). died in 1843. 

IlriT, Smith, ni. Maria, da. of Caleb Kandall, and was a res- 
ident here until 1811, when he removed to Pawlet. They have 
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raised a familj of scvon children : William 11. , Caleb S., John 
I)., AnsoDf Galen R., Marj and Sophia. AVilliam died in At- 
lanta, Georgia, in 1858, aged 27 ; John £. m. Mnrj Danforth, 
and was a physician at Wallingford for a number of years. lie 
now lives in Rutland in the practice of his profession. Caleb S. 
m. Mary Whodon, and is settled at Rutland ; Anson m. Caro- 
line JJeenso; (lalnu R. m. Sarah, da. of Dr. Crowley of Mount 
Holly, aud is an attorney at Albany, N. Y. ; Mary m. John 
Stearns, Jr., and removed to Kansas. 

HoLTON, Pltn, from Dorset, in 1856 m. Frances A., da. of 01- 
ney Williams, aud settled at tlie Comers in the mercantile business. 
Commencing in life with but little or no capital, he has by in- 
dustry and close attention to business, succeeded in acquiring a 
handsome property. Being a man of unbending integrity, enter- 
prising, generous and public spirited, he has won the confidence 
and esteem of all with whom he has deal. He is withal a man 
of good natural abilities, faithful, trustworthy, a promoter of ev- 
ery public work and improvement, a liberal supporter of the gos- 
pel, and a valued member of society. He is a member of Mar- 
ble Lodge, F. & A. A. M., being one of its most worthy mem- 
bers. They have two chidren, Carrie F. and Hubert. P. 

HoLTON, Klijaii, brother of the above named, came f.ioni Dor- 
set, and was also for several years engaged in the mercantile bus- 
iness, in connection with his brother. He m. Alice, da. of Caleb 
Colvin, and now owns and occupies the William Smith farm. 
They have one son. 

HoRTON, Adkl, Skn., from Rhode Island about the close of 
the Revolution, was the first settler on the farm now owned by 
William Vail. Although quite young at the breaking out of the 
Revolution, his spirit of independence and resistance against op- 
pression were at once aroused. Being of a bold and adventurous 
spirit he was one of the first to enlist in his country's service, in 
which he remained during the war, being in several engagements, 
and drew a pension. At the close of the war ho was one of the 
many who came to this town and found a home in what was then 
an almost unbroken wilderness. Selecting a location he at once 
commenced the arduous work of clearing up a farm and erecting 
a log house. With luitiring energy aud unremitting toil he ac- 
quired a competency for himself and family, causing liis wilder- 
ness home to bud and bh>8Som as the rose. That home for which 
he ha<l toiled was established arid enjoyed many years aHcr the 
infirmities of old age had rendered liim incapable of pcrforniincr 
manual labor. In the war of 1812 he was an earnest supporter 
of the national administratiom and active in measures for the 
prosecution of the war. He was often called to fill town offices ; 
was justice of the peace several years, was constable from 1794 
to 1801 ; selectman four years from 1799 ; aud town Representa- 
tive six years, being the longest term but one of any man in 
town. He possessed a public spirit, was generous and facetious, 
and exerted himself for the good of his town, count v and State. 
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lie iiilicritod and cultivated through life a |)cculiikrly diocriul did- 
|K)intiou, and possessed great equanimity and fortitude, being c^ 
teemed a judicious mau, of good talents and learning. He died 
in 1842, aged 86 ; his wife in 1843, aged 84. They led a family 
of eiglit children : Abel, Jr., Hopkins, John, Nathaniel, Dennis, 
Sarali, Sophia and Mary. Abelf Jr., settled with his father. 
Hopkins m. Hannah, da. of John Northrup, and settled in Clar- 
endon, where he raised a family. John m. Liicretia, da. of Ben- 
jamin Fisk and settled on the homestead. He died soon after. 
Nathaniel m. Betsey Fletcher and settled in Clarendon. Sarah 
m. William Bates and removed to the West. Sophia m. Jjcnsey 
Roun<ls of Clarendon, and Mary m. Moses llowanl. 

HouTON, Dennis, m. Nancy McLannell, and settled on the 
Stephen Otis farm, now owned by J. N. Phillips. He was con- 
stable two yeara, from 1832. He removed to Wallingford, and 
was in trade there a short time. From thence he went to Clar- 
endon, and finally removed to Ohio. We know of but one son. 
Perry. 

lloirroN, LuMAN, from ^It. Tabor in 1802, lives near the 
Honmgli, and is a (utrpeuler and joiner by trade. He m. Pliebe 
ihdl, iind raised a family of two children : Catharine, m. Isaae 
Sweat ; and Nehemiah, now in California. 

HuLErr, Daniel, Sen., from Killingly, Conn., 1780, settled 
in Pawlct, on the Willard tract. He was at (he battle of Sara- 
toga, and severely wounded, but refused to leave the field while 
he could ^^load and lire." He was noted for gicat energy, indus- 
try and perseverance, and amassed a large property. lie raised 
a family of three sons : Paul, Daniel, Jr., and Joshua, and seven 
daugliters. These children all in turn raised large families, some 
of whom reside in this and neighboring towns. He and his wife 
both died in 1838, the former aged 00, and the latter 83. The 
names of his daughters are as iollows : Hannah, m. John Lob- 
dcl ; Eunice ; Lydia, m. Eliphalet Buxton ; Abigail, m. Stephen 
Buxton ; Nancy, m. Lovine Bromley ; Jeimie, m. Amos Wilcox 
of Pawlct ; and Dinah, m. Jonathan Wellcr, and afterwards 
Elisha Smith. Eunice m. Henry Lobdel, and settled in Phitts- 
hurg, N. Y. 

IIuLEH', Paul, m. Olive Wooden, and settled in the west part 
of the town, on the farm now occupied by Lyman Bromley. He 
continued to live tliere until 1822, when he removed to Pawlct. 
He came from Connecticut witli his father, quite young, and was 
reared amidst the Iiardships to which tlie early settlers were sub- 
jected during the primitive days of the town. He was a man of 
force and energy, and lieeanie a hirgo owner of hind, having 
several ranus iu I'awlet, Dauby and U'ells. iMr. Ilulett was one 
of tiie earliest anti-slavery men in town, and maintained a decided 
stand. He was also one of the leading members of the Metho- 
dist church, living a consistent, Christian life. Although many 
times honored witli ollice, and often solicited to serve in various 
('ai)acities, he would not accept. lie raised a family of nine 
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children: Orestes IJ., Orliii P., fiosiiih D., Jnred L., Orson G., 
Joint 8., riiiletus N., Al/.inii find ]'nnlinii. l^lr. Ilulott died in 
1845, nged 69 ; his widow in 1854, nged 74. Orlin P. ni. 
Miranda Lewis, and settled in I'awlct, where he died at tlie age 
of 29. He left one danghtcr, Panlina, who togetJier with his 
widow reside in Wisconsin. Orson (t. ni. Rahrina Ilnniniond, 
and settled in Pawlet. lie died in 1852, leuving three children : 
Delia Ann, ni. Mark l^Ioore, and lives in Cliester ; Dewit C. and 
Harriet. John S. m. Anna I^ewis, and lives in Wells. He was 
in the Legislature from that town in 1846 and 1847. They 
have two children : Dar%vin lil., m. Malvina Goodspced ; and 
Edna. Philetns N. ni. Sarah Mason of I^ndonderry, and settled 
on the Daniel Hulett farm. He died in 1867, leaving nine 
children: Chester, Fayette, Honice, Emily, Alma, Norman, 
Margaret, Henry and Freddie. Chester m. Sarah Bnxt<m, and 
lives in Pawlet. Emily m. Samuel Buxton of Wells. Horace 
m. Jennie Bostwick, and lives nimn the homestead. Alzina m. 
Anstin Whitcomb of Pawlet, and Paulimi m. William Blossom. 

Hulett, Danikl, Ju., settled near his father. He m. Hannah 
Buxton ; next Betsey Phillips, who died in 1813. aged 24 ; next 
Betsey Woodworth, who died in 1864, aged 79. He died in 
1836, aged 59. He raised a family of ten children, of whom 
are: Amanda, m. Elisha Clark, and settled in Pawlet ; Harriet; 
Dyer ; IVnssia, m. Erastus Kclley, and lives in Chirendon ; 
Onias; Marshall, m. l^fargaret Clark of Warsaw, N. Y., and 
removed to Wisconsin ; Nancy, Martha, m. Ajiollos Hastings and 
is dead ; Sally m. Kohert Cobb and lives in Wisconsin ; and To- 
bias. Harriet m. Jonathan Baker, and raised several children, 
of whom Daniel m. Estelle, da. of Allen Cook. She next m. 
Ethan Roberts. Tobias m. Anna Curtis and succeeded to the 
home^teail. Dyer m, Anna Forbes of Walliiigford and nettled on 
the Sheldon farm in Pawlet. They have raised a family (d' eight 
children, four of whom were deaf mutes. These have had the 
lieneflt of an education at the deaf and dinnb asylum at llart- 
fonl, Conn. Two of these latter only survive. Of the other 
four Fayette m. Flora, da. of Benjamin Buxton, and now resides 
in Pawlet. 

Hulett, Joshua, m. Harmon}' Woodwortli, and settled in the 
east part of Pawlet, near the Danby line, on the farm now owned 
by Iloldcn Kelley. He was a hard working man, and like his 
brothers accumulated a handsome property. lie built a beautiful 
family cemetery near his residence, enclosed with an iron fence. 
He died in 1858, aged 78 ; hin wife in 1861, aged 76. He raised 
a large family of children : Silas, Betsey, ni. Erwin Lillie ; Dan- 
iel, m. Phebe Ross ; Alzina, m. James Frisbic of Tinmoutli ; Han- 
nah, m. Anson Vail ; Ann, Joshua, Jr., Nancy, ni. Noel P. Kid- 
Ion of Clarendon ; Charles, m. Abagail Smith ; Warren, m. Me- 
lissa Hulett and lives in Pawlet ; and Eunice, in. Almon Vail. 
Joshua, Jr., m. Lydia, da. of Barton Kelley, and lives in Pawlet. 
They have raised three children : Eunice, Juiia and Adelia. Eu- 
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nice m. William White. Jiina m. Guien J. Ilulett and luivc two 
children, Addio and Paul. 

IIuLETT, Orestus B., HI. Fannv, da. of Daniel Parris, and next 
Delinda Pratt, who died in 1865. Ho settled on the Nathan 
Spaulding farm, where he now lives, having made some additions 
to the original farm. In connection with his farming he has 
owned and run a saw mill for many years. lie has an ai-titicial 
pond, fed by springs and well stocked with trout, Mr. Hulett is 
a gentleman of candor, intelligence and good judgement, being 
prompt and accurate in his business transactions. He has been, 
like his ancestors, hard laboring, a num of great industry ami en- 
ergy. II is children are Orpha, m. a Beals and settled in Michi- 
igan ; Mtiry, ra. Ira Phillips ; Melissa, m. Warren Ilulett ; John 
P., m. Emily Paul of Aurora, N. Y., and now resides in Wis- 
consin ; Galen J. ; Clark, died at the age of 18, and Orestus, died 
young. 

HuLEiT, JosiAii D., m. Rebecca, da. of William Edmunds, 
and settled on the Buxton farm, now owned by M. C. Hulett. 
He removed to Rutland about the year 1850. They raised a 
family of five children : Mary Ann, m. Charles Bromley, went 
to Wisconsin and died ; Minei-va m. Henry Gleason of Rutland ; 
Lucy, Luna and Maiiin. 

HuLKrr, Jaueu L., m. Sarah Taylor and settled on his father's 
homestead. He died in 18G3, leaving three children : Fninklin, 
Laura, m. Lynuin H. Bromley ; and Sarah. Franklin became 
a school teacher and stood very high in that profession. In 1852 
he went to California to seek a newer and grander field of duty. 
He now resides in Oregon. 

IIuLETf, Silas, m. Betsey Cam])bell of Rutland and settled on 
the lloseu Barnes farm. lie is one of the prominent, substan- 
tial men of the town, being noted for industry and economy, and 
is held in high esteem as a citizen and neighbor. He is regard- 
ed as a successful farmer, a man of integrity an<1 firmness of 
4'hanicter, and very generous and public spirited. Although not 
an active politician, he has at times been honored with town oi- 
iices, the duties of which he has faithfully discharged. They 
have raised a family of eight children : Ijouisa, m. J. E. Nich- 
ols, Melissa, m. Joseph Button, Ellen, m. Isaac Button, Merritt 
C, Horace, Eva, Elizabeth and Adelle. Merritt m. Sarah, da. 
of Jared Ilulett, is a fanner, and lives on the Josiah Hulett farm. 
Tiiey have one son, Frank. Horace went to California, where 
lie was drowned in 1868 while bathing, aged 21. Eva is a teach- 
er and resides in Petaluna, Cal. 

IIjnt, Amos, m. Roxy, da. of Stephen Buxton, and was the 
last settler oil ''Dutch Hill." lie removed to Dorset some twen- 
ty years since. 

lIiiTciiiNS, AuwiN, from Pawlct, ni. a da. of Bradford Barnes 
and settled at the Corners where he kept tavern for several years. 
He was also a harness nuiker. He removed to Wells and died 
leaving two children, Emerette and Bradford. 
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Irish, .Tbssk, from Nine Partner in 1768, was tlic firM pcltlcr 
on the farm now owned by Nelson Colvin. lie had seven fion.s, 
8onio of whom, to;^ether with himself, were reputed to be Tories. 
In July, 1777, he himself went to Oen. Bnrgoyne's head-quarters 
at Wliitchall and procured protection paj>ers. On reaching the 
British Camp he presented himself to Burgoync, saying "here is 
thy servant, Jesse, and his seven sons," wlieren|>on, promising to 
either join the British army or remain (piietly at home, he re- 
ceived the General's gracious protection. It is said that he ren- 
dered aid to the British army, by which his property was confis- 
cated. Ho resided here with his family af\er the war and until 
his death. The names of his children are as follows : Jesse, Jr., 
Jonathan, William, David, Abel, Peter and John, all of whom 
came here with their father. 

John Irish settled in Tinmouth on the farm afterwards owned 
by Judge Noble. lie was also considered a Tory and was shot 
by Isaac Clark, afterwards General Clark. Daniel Chipman, 
LL. D., in his Memoirs of Col. Seth Warner, says "that Clark 
was a Lieutenant in IIcrrick*s regiment of rangers and command- 
ed one of the scouts sent out from Manchester. He concealed 
his men in the woods not far from Irish's house, and after watch- 
ing the house for some time, and finding that Irish was within, 
and wishing to ascertain whether he hml any hostile designs 
a^^ninst the Whigs, inslrad of 8iirn>undiiig the house and taking 
him, he sent one of his men, by the name of Clough, unarmed. 
Clough had been a neighbor of Irish's, but on the evacuation of 
Ticonderoga, had moved off. They entered into a conversation 
which was ccnitinucd for some time. At length Clough began to 
suspect that Irish intended to detain him, as he was unarmed, 
and feeling unsafe, he walked with apparent unconcern out of the 
door, and turning a corner of the log house, oitt of sight of Irish, 
he set out on a run toward the scout. Clark, who was watching, 
saw this and instantly saw Irish cluisiiig Clough with his gun, 
and perceiving that he intended to shoot him before he reached the 
woods, drew up his rifle and shot him dead upon the spot. This 
was represented by the Tories as a wanton murder, and many 
years afterwards, when Clark was in public life, and a in-ominent 
|K)litical partizan, some of his political opponents renewed the 
charge of murder against Clark, with many aggravating circum- 
stances." 

Another account of John Irish was written by C. II. Congdon, 
Esq., in 1855, in reply to one written by Judge Noble, and pub- 
lished in the Rutland Herald, IMr. Congdon says : "I noticed a 
communication in your paper, over the signature of O. Noble, 
relative to incidents of the Kcvolution : and were it not for the 
fact that said communication had produced considerable excite- 
ment in this vicinity, I would gladly be silent. But whenever a 
matter of this nature is recorded, whether it be fact or tradition, 
unless refuted at the time soon passes into historicartruth. With 
due deference to the age and ability of Judge Noble, I shall pro- 
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cccd to narrate the circumstances as I imderstauil them. I have 
had occasion during about twenty years, while collecting material 
for a work which I may hereafter publish, to consult the then 
(1777) wife of John Irish, now (1842) the widow Rebecca Staf> 
ford of South Wallingford. Of course my information is tradi- 
tional, but at the same time the most direct I think that can pos- 
sibly be had of the 4rish affair/ The wife of John Irish was a 
Htrong, resolute woman and possessed a strong, retentive memo- 
ry. She was an eye witness of the whole aflair, and the follow- 
ing is her statement : 

^^ Mohn Irish bought his farm of his brother, Jonathan Irish, 
on the 20th day of May, 1775, as I find on examining a deed 
now in my possession, and as it is somewhat antiquated I have 
thought proper to copy it entire, as it may be a rarity to some of 
your numerous readers. The following is a true copy : 

^* ^Know all men by these presents, that I Jonathan Irish, of 
Dauby, in the county of Charloty and province of New York, 
Yeoman, for and in consideration of the sum of forty-nine pounds. 
New York money received to my full satisfaction of John Irish 
of the township of Danby, aforesaid yeoman, I have sold and by 
these presents give, grant, bargain, sell, alienate, convey and 
confirm and forever acquit claim unto him, the said John Irish to 
his heirs and assigns for ever, one certain pese or parcel of Land, 
lying and being in the township of Tinmouth in the county of 
Charloty and province aforesaid, that is to say, one eighty acre 
lot, it being lot No. 15 of the fii*8t division of lands, in said town- 
ship, the same was granted unto Elijah Cole by the govornor 
and council of the province of New Ilampshiro, I have sold and 
by these presents give, grant, bargain, sell, alienate, convey and 
confirm and forever acquit claim unto him the said John Irish his 
heirs and assigns for his and their own proper uses, benefit and 
behoof, furthermore, I the said Jonathan Irish Do for my self, 
my heirs, Executors and administrators, covenant-promises, and 
engage to, and with tlio said John Irish, his heirs and assigns for 
Ever, to warrant, secure and defend the above granted Bargain, 
primises unto him the said Jolin Irish to his heirs and assigns 
against all^ tlie Lawful claims and demands of any person or |>er- 
sons I^aying claim thereto or any part thereof, from by or under 
me or any pcrsoii or personn whatsoever claiming the same by 
virtue of any act or acts allredy past by the governor and councel 
of the province of new hauipshirc. Siued, scaled and Delivered 
this twentieth Day of May A. D. 1775, and in tlie fifteenth yere 
of his magosty Rain, and in presence of us.

^' 'He moved on to it tlie »anie season and commenced improv- 
ing, as related by Judge Noble, and lived in the i)eaceable enjoy- 
ment of his property until the day lie was shot by Isaac Clark, 
on the 27th day of July, 1777. \ have never heard it contra- 
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dieted that the eliAroctcr of John Irish was without rcpr.mch. 
He, as well as many others of this vicinity, was a Quaker in 
principle, was quiet an<l unassuming. On the 24th of July he 
went to Burgoyuc's hcad-guartcrs at Skcensborough (now White- 
hall) and procured protection piipcrs and returned on the mom* 
inff of the 27tb of July, had previously been engaged in reaping 
whi*at, he wan now mowing, had mowed aliout an fic*re in \]n\ 
forenoon when Clough came to his house between 11 and 12 o'- 
clock and enquired the way to Durham Bridge ; wished Irish 
would direct him through the woods as ho did not like to travel 
the road on account of spies. Irish told him to keep the road ar 
the safest way. Dinner being ready Irish asked Clough to eat 
but declined, but while Irish and his family were eating sat part- 
ly in the door. After dinner Irish put a pitchfork into the fire to 
bore a hole into a new handle and then laid down on the bed with 
his two eldest children. A.ftcr dinner Clough called for a drink 
of water, which Mrs. Irish gave to him, fresh from the spring ; 
a few moments after she had fetched the water for him, while 
she was engaged in doing up the dinner dishes, all at once Clough 
started and ran out of the house in the direction of the spring. 
Mrs. Irish spoke to her husband, who immediately jumped up 
and followecl Clough out of doors — at the same time his wife 
^gg^l him not to leave the house — he advanced about three rods 
from the door, when Allen raised up from behind a maple log 
and shot Irish through the hand, severing his third and little fin- 
ger from his hand, or nearly so. Clark then in a rough manner 
asketl him if he wanted to take more prisoners. Irish answered 
that he should take or harm no man, and added, you have woun- 
ded me, upon which he held up his hand and Clark shot him 
through the heart. He turned, walked about a rod and fell dead 
upon his face. When Clark and Allen shot him he was not more 
than three or four feet from the muzzles of their guns — so near 
that the smoke rolled up on his breast as he turned round. Af- 
ter this the men all disappeared in the woods. Mrs. Irish went 
immediately to Mr. William Irish's who was just putting on his 
clean clothes, being on Sunday. He said 'Bccca, you must take 
care of yourself, I cannot help you. He immediately started off 
and did not return until about six weeks afterwards. Mrs. Irish 
went home, but did not attempt to do anything with her husband 
(hoping that some of her neighbors would come in) until nearly 
dark when, no one coming, she, with Irish's two oldest children, 
Mary 14 years old and Gibi^on 12 years old, assisted her in get- 
ting him into the house ; this they did by rolling him on a plank 
and drawing him along. Slic afterwards laid him out. When 
she returned from William Irish's the children said to her that 
the men had gone and Papa was nslccp. He was a man that 
would weigh over two hundred pounds, atid it was with difUculty 
that she and the children got him into the honse. Ho was buried 
the next day by Francis and David Matteson, Jesse Irish, the 
father of John, and a Scotchman by the name of Allen. A cof- 
2-2 
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fin WAS rondo by Francis Mnttcson from rough boards out of tlio 
chninbor floor. Tlio grnvo is about forty rods from whero tho 
hou8u fomiorly stood, on u knoll ; a mound and i-ough stones 
mark tho spot to this day. The wife was not permitted to follow 
the body of her husband to the grave, as it was not thought pru- 
dent even for tho men to perform the task, so perilous were the 
times. Soonting parties were out on both sides at this period." 

John Irish had three children, the oldest about three years, and 
the youngest only two months. Mrs. Irish did not know any of 
the men at that time ; John Irish knew two of them ; his wife 
had never heard him speak of only two. 

The party aOer killing Irish went to tho widow Potter's, in tho 
edge of Clarendon, and took dinner, stating that they had shot 
Irish : and here a few days after Mrs. Irish learned all their 
names, and also that they did not intend to kill John Irish, but 
that William Irish was the man they were afler, as they had been 
offet*cd £30 for his head. Tlio widow thus lefl socurod her hay 
and grain and also her flax, of which she had a fine lot. This 
was tlu; situation we find her in when in the following November 
Krnc^^t N'oblu (the fattier (if Judge N«>ble) notified her that she 
must leave, as he had purchased the place of tho confiscating 
Agent at Rutland, and that twelve days would be given hor to 
leave in peace. She left within the twelve days — traveled on 
foot with her three children to Danby, a distance of seven miloSf 
through the uninterrupted forests of tho then wilderness country, 
rendered doubly gloomy by the fitful gusts and wails of u bleak 
November wind. Tears of anguish and regret no doubt dimmed 
her eye and moistened her cheek, as she lefl her home and the 
grave of hor husband • and journeyed alone and unprotected 
through the wilderness to find protection for herself and children, 
among strangers, although her deceased husband's relatives. — 
She had married John Irish when on his way from Nine Partners 
up the country, and consequently had no intimate acquaintance 
with his father's family. 

About three weeks af\cr her husband was killed, and in her 
absence from home, her house was pillaged of everything valu- 
able — <;lothuig, furniture, etc. All she ever found of the missing 
pro])crty was a valuable scarlet cloak, about three or four rods 
from tlio house, trampled into the mud and badly torn. Relics 
of plunder were met with years af\er, among some of the fami- 
lies of tho western part of Tinmoutli. It is stated by Judge No- 
ble that the party took Irish's gun to the council of safety. This 
could not have been so, from circumstances that I will relate : — 
About two wooks previous to the transaction above named, John 
Irish, liearing that all persons, irrespective of piditicul seutimeiit, 
if fouiid with arms, would be dealt with as enemies, and wishing 
to evade all trouble he dismembered his fowling piece of its stock 
and lock. The lock was wrapped in tow and put in the bottom of 
his cliost, and the stoc^k and barrel ho took into a swamp west of 
the liouso. The former he secrctcd uiulcr a hollow log, tho lat- 
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tcr iu the Mine, and tbcro the gnu remained until the winter fol- 
lowing Irish's deatli, when, Irish's wife having no means to fur- 
nish her cliildrcu with shoes, gave the gun to William Irish for 
the necessary articles. She told him where to find the gun and 
lie went and recovered It and long had it in his possession. This 
|mrty Judge Noble says were sent by the council of safety. 
Where the record of the fact is to lie found I know not, but it i:^ 
certain from documents in my possession that they iMilouged to a 
class of men styled Cow Boys in those days ; that their friends 
and families resided in Tinmouth, and that they went there of 
their own accord and on their own responsibility. 

After this affair William Irish went to Burgoyne's camp, iu 
about six weeks, or the same autumn, and resided in Danby, un- 
til the close of the war. Their property was confisiuited. How? 
I believe tliat John Irish was never accused of being a Tory — 
was never tried as a Tory, and how his property could be confis- 
cated, under the circumstances, was something that puzzled the 
most learned of the law subsequent to the peace of 1783. That 
it was confiscated I do not contradict, but whether in accordance 
with the rules practiced at that time is a question. 

The best legal talent of the State decided more than thirty 
years' ago that it was a fraudulent act, and that*the heirs of John 
Irish could recover tlio property, but they like their progenitor 
were peaceable citizens and evaded litigation. Mr. Joseph Irish 
of South Wallingford was the only one t ever knew. All that 
knew him can attest to the statement here made. I^fany offers 
were made him by legal men to recover the property free of ex- 
pense to him, but being a Quaker he always desisted, and conse- 
quently the Noble family have l^ccn left unmolested in the pos- 
session of the property. 

As regards the truth of the statement of the wife of John 
Irish, wherever she was known her word was never doubt(Ml. 
She was a high spirited woman, with a temperament rather san- 
guine tlian otherwise, and her villifiiers with all their heroism 
dare not confront her. We will give an illustration : About six 
weeks after her husband was killed, one Noel Potter and another 
young man came to her house and demanded her husband's pro- 
tection papers. In the words of the old lady, ''one with a drawn 
sword, the other with an iron gi>nstick," meaning a ramrod. 
•She peremptorily refused, and at the same time seizing the poker 
ordered them out of the house. They precipitately withdrew 
and she was not again troubled witli them. The foregoing is an 
account of this affair nearly word for word as the old lady gave 
it, and what motive she could have for falsifying the matter is 
lefl for others to judge. On tlic other hand, those men who 
committed the deed were conscious whether it was right or 
wrong. If right, posterity can judge of the merits : if wrong, 
their own consciences upbraided them. They are numbered with 
the past, both friend and foe, and far be it from me to character- 
ize, now they are gone. It is lefl for the reader to determine 
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whose lot was tho most enviable, that of the men who deprived 
the widow of her husband and support, her children of a father 
and protector ; who robbed the widow of her house and all earth- 
ly comforts ; the men who stealthily approadied their dwelling, 
and, having artfully drawn him forth, with their deadly aim cool- 
ly and deliberately shot him ; or the woman who, after experi- 
encing tho vicissitudes above related, comes out unscathed, and 
lives to a good old ago in the midst a large circle of friends, re- 
spected and beloved by all. Providence has assist e<1 her in ac- 
quiring a sufficiency of this world's goods, so that in age she was 
bcyuiid tho privations of earlier lii'e.'* 

John Irish left tWo children, Joseph and Lucretia, m. Jeptha 
King. She some time after this lefl her home and joined the 
Mormons at Nauvoo, Miss. 

Ikisii, Joseph, m. Eimice, da. of Benjamin Brownell, and set- 
tled on the east side of the town. lie died in 1842, aged 70. 
They never raised any diildren of their own, but brought up sev- 
eral childi*en of other parents. 

Iiiisii, Josicrii, son of Abel Irish, settled on a portion of the 
farm now owned by Nelson Colvin. He married for his second 
wife Catherine Colvin. He raised a family of eleven childi*en : 
Job, Samuel, Elizabeth Ruth, Iluldah, m. Bciuijah Colvin ; Free- 
love, Elsie, Esther, m. Samuel Haraden ; David, Anna and Jo- 
seph. Elizabeth m. Tliomiis Aldrich, and Joseph u)oved to 
Ohio. 

Iiusii, Jonathan, settled on a portion of the farm now owned 
by O. B. Hulett. He m. Thersa, da. of Elzekel Smith, and 
raised several children, of wlioni wei*e Thersa and Ezekel. He 
removed to Holland Purchase, N. Y. 

Jknkins, Heniiy B., from Fort Ann, N. Y., in 1847, settled at 
the B4)rough. He now o>vns and nms the only grist mill in town. 
During tlic freshet of 1867 his house and nearly all his personal 
effects were washed away. In a few hours time the hard earn- 
ings of many years were destroyed. Tlirough the kindness and 
generosity of the inhabitants of the town a subscription was ob- 
tained, which in part replaced the loss he had sustained. Mr. 
Jenkins is universally esteemed an honest man, having won the 
highest confidence of his townsmen. He married Martha Hos- 
more and has raised a family of Ave cliildren : Lucinda, Charles 
II., lA^ona, Mary and Edward. 

j£NKS, Nicholas, from Gloucester, R. I., m. Anna, da. of 
Jolui Harrington, and settled at the coniers, where he kept tavern 
for ny^ny years. He was also for a niiiiibiT of years engaged in 
the luercuntile business. Tlu; store in whicli In*, tnulcd stood 
wlicrc the cheese factory no>v stands. 1I<j ki^pl what is known 
as the '^'rcd tavern," noi-tli of the village, and it was theiv. in 
1821 tliat the nuirder of Briggs occurred (see Daniel Palmer). 
He afterwards kept the tavern west of the village, where town 
and freemen's meetings were held for several years. He snbse- 
(lueiUly lived on the Darius f>obdcl farm, no>v occupied by Ijcui- 
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iiel Harrington. Although quite an active business man in his 
younger days, he failed to accumulate property, and became 
somewhat dependent in old age. His final settlement was made 
cin the place occupied by Hiram Fisk, wlierc he lived many 
years. The wtsiglit of over four score years bowed his frame 
And greatly impaired his energies, whicli rendered him incapable 
of performing labor for a long time previous to his death* He 
died in 1867, aged 87, being one of the oldest Masons in town* 
His widow survives him at the ago of 70. They raised a fiimily 
of four sons: Greorge, John, Norman and Hiram, all living* 
deorgo m. Fliebe, da* of Abel Haskins, and lived here several 
years. Ho finally settled in Rupert, where he has kept a hotel 
many years, being widely and favorably known. Of his chiK 
dren, Burt m. a da. of Elisha Harrington and now lives with his 
father, and Sarah Ann m. Hart Aldrich and lives in Rupert. 
Norman is a tailor by trade and at present lives in Poultney, 
having removed from Rutland where he resided several years* 
He m. first Salina Spaulding who die<l in 1861 aged 8G, and 
next Ama Teller, by whom he has one son, Edward. Hiram 
married Sophia Woods, and has a fiimily of six children : Anna, 
m. Ridiard Stone; Rachael, George, John, Martin and Nor* 
man. 

Jknks, John, m. Lydia Lamphirc, who died in 1845, leaving 
a family of ^ve children : Ann Kh*za, m. Artemus Shippy ; Lyd» 
ia, m. William Stimson, and is now dead ; Helen, m. Holden 
Baker ; Hannah, m. Merritt Sargents, and William, m. Matilda 
]3aker. 

Johnston, Dr. Adam, (by Miss S. O. Lake). He came from 
Norton, Mass., about 1700, and was the first physician in town 
who had much practice. lie was a native of Pelham, Mass** 
and of Scotch descent. Soon after serving the usual time in 
study, he commenced practice on board of a privatour in the Rev* 
olution* For some time all went well and the vessel took scvernl 
rich prizes, which were sent to some port in Massachusetts, to be 
appraised and sold. After a time his vessel was captured, and 
he was carried a prisoner to England, and confined in the Tower 
of London for about six months. Tlie agent, who then resided 
in a place called Marblohcnd, took himself ofif to Halifax, for* 
getting to leave Dr. Johnson's share of the prize money. Not 
long after this a ship of which he owned a Hharc was wrecked, 
so that when he was liberated ho returned home to find himHclf 
a poor man. The place he lived in was supplied with physicians 
older than himself, and after a few years lie concluded to try his 
fortune in a new country, and came to Datiby, which was then 
new enough to satisfy any one who chose the wilderness to liv»? 
in. His first place of business in Dnnby was near wlierc the old 
Ijuaker meeting house stood ; living in a house then belonging to 
Stephen Rogers. He soon after this bought out Dr» Tolman< 
who then lived about 80 rods west of the Corners. Dr. JohnsoTi 
was a well educated man for one in those days ; was very pleas* 
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ant and mild in his manners, and was considered a tnie gentle- 
man in all his relations with the people ; having a nice sense ol 
the fitness and propriety of things appertaining to a man of high 
and true honor. 

Although the country was new, the town soon numbered near- 
ly as many inhabitants as it has at the present ihiy. I have heard 
his daughter say that when they went to reside iu the old house 
bought of Dr. Tolman^ whidi stood on the south sick of the high- 
way leading to Pawlet she had heard the wolves howl across the 
stream not more than fifteen rods from the house, many times. 
One night they ventured to tlie house, stood with their fore feet 
on the window sill, and looked into the house. With but little 
trouble they succeeded in driving them away. On one occasion 
Dr. Johnson was late in getting homo, it being in the spring of 
the year and bad getting about, and when about two miles from 
home, between his house and the Borough, he heard a wolf call 
in a manner strange to him. Very soon it was answered in the 
same way, and the noises continued until answers were heard all 
around him. He began to think it was time for him to hurry 
his s])ced, it being after dark. He was a large, heavy man and 
rode on horseback. lie had not rode over half a mile before 
the whole pack had got together, nearly surrounding him, and 
making preparations to attack him. Seeing that the wolves were 
very near him, he quickly untied his saddle bags, threw them 
among the wolves, and then run his horse with all possible speed, 
reaching home in safety, llie next morning he went afler his 
saddle bags, found them unmolested, and thought they saved life 
at that time if at no other. Dr. fJohnson was a good family 
physician, a man of resolute purpose and strong practical sense. 
He practiced medicine in Danby until the close of his life, which 
was in 180G, at the age of 54 years. He lefl two children, Han- 
nah, m. Reubin Selcy ; and Betsey, m. Dr. Abraham Locke. 
Dr. Johnston was twice married, first to Sarah Hodges of Nor- 
ton, Mass., who died in Pclham in 1781 ; and next in 1791 to 
Rebecca Galusha of Attleboro, Mass. She was a cousin of Jo- 
nas Galnsha, fiflh Governor of this State, and was a very active, 
intelligent lady. She died at the age of about ninety. 

Johnson, John, from Ireland, was among the early settlers. 
He came to America when but eight years of age, and where or 

with whom he spent his minority is unknown. He m. 

, and settled on the farm now owned by Frank and Mar- 
tin Bromley. He acquired a good property by his own unaided 
efforts, and was a good neighbor and citizen. He m. 2d Juda 
Hopkins of Sulcni, N. Y., who died in 18 . He died in 1820, 
leaving one son, AV^illium. 

Johnson, Cait. AVii.liam, born in 1785, ni. Sally, da. of Eli- 
sha Lincoln in 180G, and succeeded to the homestead of his fa- 
ther. His wife was bora in 1784 and died in 1870, aged 86. 
Capt. Johnson was a man of industrious habits and a thrifty far- 
mer. He was also an excellent mechanic and worked considera- 
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Uo at that trade. Ho was a member of the Ba|)ti8t church and 
was looked upon as a Christian of exemplary piety. His reli- 
^ions views were afterwards changed and he became a Uni ver- 
balist. Ho was an oflicer in the State militia and held a Cap- 
tain's comniission. All speak of htm as being an obliging and 
trustworthy citizen, and his memory is held in high esteem by all 
Ihosc who knew him. lie was a man of genial temper, kindli- 
ness of feeling, generous nnd liberal ; a kind parent and husband. 
No man loved fun better than he did, being always '*fund of n 
good joke,** yet plain and simple in his tastes^ unobtrusive in 
manner, and of quiet humor. He lived a life of sterling honesty 
:and uprightness, which terminated August 27tli, 184G, The 
names of his children are as follows : John, Almeda, m. Aiireli- 
iis Kelly ; Elisha, Perry W., Reuhama, and Hiram, died in 1838 
«gcd 21. John m. Caroline Bruce and died in 1829, aged 22^ 
leaving two children, Henry and Sally. Elisha m. Baslieba 
Preston, and died in 1840, aged 38, leaving two children, Julin 
Ann and John. His widow was again m. to llufus Whitney 
nnd lives in Granville, N. Y. Henry, son of John, m. Helen 
Soule and has three children, Ida, Mylou and Lizzie. 

JoiiKSON, Pbuiiy W., m. Frcelove, da of Benjamin Fisk, and 
cicttled on the Reubin Fisk farm. He is a p udent., persevering, 
respectable farmer. With a character irrcproachnble, and with 
honesty and integrity, he stand.'* a highly respected citizen. By 
steady perseverance success has crowned his efforts in acquiring 
property. He is also useful as a mechanic and stone mason. 
Tliey have raised a family of five children, Emily, m, N, E. Gif- 
ford; Harriet, m. Daniel Everest nnd lives in Clarendon ; Laura 
Ann, m. William Lyon ; William and IVfariettn. William m. 
Belle, da. of Albert Mathewson, and lives with his father. 

JoiTKSON, Aaron, from Jnmnica, in 1820, settled at the Bor- 
ough, and nAffrwards on the Moses Barnard pU(e. He m. Syl- 
via Savory of Newfanc, Vt. He died at the age of 74, having 
raised a family of nine children : Clam, Horace. Elizn. Roamn, 
Lecester, I^ilan, Stillman, Mary nnd Gillman. Horace m. Klixa 
Cow'cs, and settled in Troy, N. Y. Eliza m. Enoch Strceter of 
Dorset, and Ronma m. Woodruff Streetcr. Lelnn lives in III. 
Stillman m. Phebe Johnson, and lives in Huntingtor. Mary ni. 
John Williams. 

Johnson. Hiicam E., :i native of Tinmnnlh, came from Dorset 
in 1858. Ho m. Chnrlniia Stafford, and lived on thu Bunjaniin 
Fisk farm. They have raised a family of six children : Mary, 
Fanny M. m. Erastus Kelley ; Adelaide, Cynthia, m. Mathew 
Wetherley, and lives iu I)orset ; Ada Ann and Lucius. Mary m. 
George W. Brock of Dorset, who is a well known ninstciao. 

Krllry, Benjamin, a Khodc Islander, was among the enrly 
settlers. He first located himself on the Ezekel Smith farm, now 
oivned by Silas Hulett, where he lived for a number of years, and 
then settled on the Abraham Anthony farm, now owned by Wil- 
liam Phillips & Bros. He came from Rhode Islan<l, together 
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with four brothers : Joseph, Eliphalet, Micajah and Daniel. Jo- 
seph settled in ^allingford, Micajah settled on ^'Dutch Hill,^ 
Eliphalet and Daniel are noticed b^low. They were all mem- 
bers of the Quaker society. Benjamin was a man of uncom- 
mon energy and industry and an excellent farmer. Having set- 
lied here quite early, he experienced great difficulty in common 
with the other pioneers in establishing a home, which he succeed- 
ed in doing, and which he enjoyed for many years aAer. l)eing 
poiiscsscd of Quaker principles, he was always quiet and unussu- 
miug and always contented himself with his own concerns, hav- 
ing but little to do with public affairs. Ilis descendants are nu- 
merous, many of whom have been active and prominent men iu 
this and other towns. He died at the age 80, having raised a 
family of ten children. His widow survived some ten years. 
The names of his children follow : Anna, Hannah, Rachael, 
Lydia, Elsie, Hatzel, David, Elihu and Buth. Lucy m. Daniel 
Hcaly and removed to Cherry Valley, N. Y. ; Anna m. Joshua 
Colvin, and settled in Sandy Creek, N. Y. ; Lydia m. Stcpheu 
Northrup ; Ruth m. John Dell and is now dead. 

Kicf.r.KY, Danikl, »Skn., from KI|ode Island, wiu) the first set- 
tler on the farm now owned by Edward T. Green, where he lived 
and died some thirty years ago. He was selectman five years 
and held other town offices. His children were Daniel, Anna 
and Erastus. Daniel m. a Ballard, settled in Rutland and be- 
came (piite wealthy. We know of but one son, David, noticed 
hereafter. Anna m. a Heading and settled in Pawlet. Erastut) 
m. Pnissia, da, of Daniel Hulett and settled in Clai'cudon where 
he now lives. 

Kellgy, Eliphalet, settled on the farm now owned by J. N. 
Phillips in 1805. He married Prudence Mnddeson, who died iu 
1826. He died at the age of 85, honored and respected, having 
led a life of toil and honesty. Their children were Azel, Jo- 
seph, George, Timothy, Hannah, Lydia, Anna and Ama, m. Dr. 
Robinson. Joseph m. a Sweet and lives in Pittsford. George 
m. a Sweet and removed to Wisconsin, where he died. Hannah 
married Alden Eddy of Wallingford, and Anna married Otis 
Wheeler. 

Kellv, Hatzel, m. Hannah, da. of Charles Nichols, and 
succeded to hid father's estate. He was a member of the Qua- 
ker society and a peaceable man, although not possessing those 
industrious and steady habits which characterized his father, 
Benjamin. Me was nevertheless a v;orlhy and respectable man. 
He laid claim to a knowledge of the science of medicine, and 
was skilled in the treatment of rases which yielded to roots and 
herbs. lie died at the age of 83 ; his wife at the age of 55. 
Their children were six in nundier : Benjamin, Charley}, Jos^hua 
N., Stephen, Truman, (died young,) and James. Benjamin m. a 
da. of Constant Viol and removed to the AVest. Charles settled 
in Collins, N. Y. James m. a Bowen and lived in Weston, Vt., 
when; he died in 18G(), leaving several children: David II., m. 
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Betoej Milliard ; Alouzo, now dead ; Edward, Hannah and Mer-

vious. Their children were Daniel IL, Klihu, Axa, Samuel, 
Ohediah and Lucy, Eli4iu nu Pliehe Lapluim, and lives in Clar- 
endon. Samuel m. Elizabetli Lnpham and lives in Clarendon. 
Obediah m. a Frost, and lives in Ann Arbor, Alich, Lucy m. 
Daniel Kent, of WallingfonL 

Krllt, Eliiiit, son of Benjamin, nu Lydia Whecdon, who 
<1ied in 1863. He was also a Quaker and a man of rc8|>ectabili- 
ty (if rhararter, wliioh he. maintained tliroiigli lifiv. Ho died in 
18G.5, having raised a family of cnteqirising children. Their 
names are as follows : William W., Sobrina, m. Zera Scott ; 
<teorge F., Albert, Alfred, Thomas and Setli. (Jcorgc F. m. 
Emily, da. of Anson Button, and bccamo an active business 
man. Ho was for several years engaged in the marble business. 
He removed to California a few years since where he still resides, 
liaving been engaged in land s[>eculation. Albert and Alfred are 
twins, the fonner married Eunice and the latter Charity, daugh- 
ters of Anson Button, and were also engaged in the marble busi- 
ness. They too have settled in California, where also reside 
Thomas and Setli. 

Kkllv, David, 2d, son of Daniel Kelly, Jr., m. Charity, 
da. of Henry Herrirk., tlr., ami s<;ttled at tJie Corners, >vherc^lie 
kept tavern i'or Hoveral years. He was a member of the Bap- 
tist (rhurch. His wife died in 1832. aged 2G. He nmrri^id 2d 
a ladv named Jones and removcfl to Iliinoin. He was constable 
two years fnmi 1834. 

Kklly, Azki.. ni. l^eberen DagsiiMt, mid scttlrd on tliu farm 
now owned by Albert Bui^klin. He was a jM'Hceful riti/(*.n and 
a thrifly farmer, and possessed in a Iiigli degree tlie respect of his 
townsmen. He was an exemplary mend)cr and zealous of lice bearer 
in the Ihipttst Church, being long a deacon, and it was his custom 
to contribute liberally towanl the sup|)ort of the gospel. He 
was an obliging, useful memlier of society, and a man of con- 
siderable attainments. He reinovc<l to (Jowantla, N, Y. where 
ho died in 18G8, aged 80. His children are Fanny m. Marcus 
Bartlett ; Mary m. John Bartlett ; Prudence uk Joseph Sutton ; 
Hannah and Cleo. 

Kelly, Timothy, m. Matilda, Wid. of Seneca Hill, and set- 
tled at the Borough, l>cing at present one of the oldest residents of 
the place. He is a painter, which trade he has followeil for many 
years. He is a nnm of ipiiet, domestic habits ; of peaceable dis- 
position ; trusty, worthy and honest, atid |)OS8esHcs fewer enemies 
than |)eo])le in general. Would that there were more such men. 
His children are IMary and Albert. 

Kkllv, Joshua N. m. Wid. Hammh Hraclley, and lives at the 
9n 
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Borough, aud is oue of itd oldest inhabitants. He is a cooper by 
trade, and is a persevering, industrious man. They liave raised 
no cliildren. 

Kelly, Stepifeik, m. Laui*a da. of Isaac Wilbur« and suc- 
ceeded to his father's estate, and to the Enoch Congorfarm. He 
has become one of tlie wealthiest men in town, l>ein«: the owner 
of several farms. He is a prudent farmer ; » good citizen, being 
courteous and agreeable hi mannera, and commands the res|)ect 
of all. They have raised but two diildrcn ; Nancy Ann m. 
Harris (). Herrick ; and Isaac in. Mary da. of David Griffith. 
He occupies the Conger farm. 

Kklly, Daniel H. m. Candace da. of Peter Baker, and lives 
at the Borough* He is a blacksmith by trade, and a man of ac- 
tivity and industry. His children arc, Orvill, llollin C, David 
A., and Clara. David A., m. Margaret^ da. of Titus Lyon, is a 
blacksmith by trade, and lives at the Borough. 

Kelly, William W. m. Ann Hudson, and settled at the 
Ik)rough in the marble business. She dying, he next m. Eunice 
Cole. He built the store now owned by L. S. Waldo, and was 
engaged for several years in the mercantile business, aud was 
for many years one of the most active business men of the town. 
He is a man of good natural gifls, combined with much shrewd- 
ness and energy, and has accumulated a handsome property. 
He now resides in Wallingford, where ho removed some ten 
years since, and continues in the marble business. IIo is also 
the owner of a good farm, and one of the best locations in tluit 
town. His children are : William, Emma, and Myron. 

Kellv, Pauik)n, was an early settler on the farm now owned 
by Perry G. Knights. He m. a Brown, and raised three chil- 
dren, two girls and one son, who with their parents, removed to 
Ohio many years since. 

Kelly, Hiuam, ni. Orilla da. of William Haskins, Sen., and 
settled on the farm now owned by Frank and Martin Bromley. 
His wife died in 1850, aged 50. He m. 2d Amanda da. of 
Azariah Hillard. He was among the prominent, intelligent and 
enterprising men of the town, having been held in high estima- 
tion by his townsmen, as a trusty citizen. He is a man of ability, 
and was honored with various town ofHces, being selectman 
three years, and a representative of the legislature in 1851. He 
was a member of the Baptist Church, of which be was deacon. 
His children arc Marcus m. Martha da. of Jeptha Frost, and 
lives in Ohio. Ruth, Sally Ann, m. a Benson and lived in Dor- 
set ; Martha m. N. K. Nichols ; George, William, Mabel and 
Hiram. Mr. Kelly now lives in Chagrin Falls, Ohio, to which 
place he ^novcd about the year 1855. 

Kelly, Bakton, a native of Providence, R. I., in. Eunice, 
widow of Isaac Vail, and settled on the farm, obtained by his 
wife. lie raised a family of three children ; Henry B., Han- 
nah, ni.

Kelly, Nki^om, son of Denjamin Kelly, m. Sylvina da. of Gary 
Harington, and settled in Poultney., where he lived for about 1 7 
years. In 1855, he came to Danby and settled on the Will- 
iam Ilaskins place. He owns and runs a saw mill, and also a 
cheeso box factory, the only one in towiu The buildings have 
recently undergone some repairs. He is a cfuict, modest, |)cacea» 
ble man, and a respectable citizen. They have raised a family of 3 
children : Oratus, Krastus and John, who was killed at Cedar creek 
Va. during the war of 18G1. Oratus m.Aldula Clark,and settled near 
Jiis father, lie was a good mechanii*, as well as a photagraph artist, 
which business he carried on here for several years, being .an 
artist of fine taste. He died in 1867, aged 38, and will long 
be remembered, as a man of activity and enterprise. He lef\ one 
da. Clara. Knistus m. Fanny da. of IL K. Johnson, and lives 
near his father. He is also a mechanic, and has one son Edward. 

Knights, Perry, G. from Laville N. Y. about the year 1825, m. 
Lucretia widow of John Horton, and settled on the Pardon Kelly 
farm. They have raised a family of 3 children : Mary, Ben- 
jamin and tloel, who died at the age of 1 7. Mary, m. John 
Wade, and died leaving one son George. 

Keith, lilosES, from Smithfiold K. I., m. Sylvia da. of Daniel 
Sherman, and sctMcd at the Borough in the blnck^mithiug busi-^ 
ncss. He removwl to Syracuse N. Y. 

Kino, Job, from Tiverton R. I., was the first settler on the 
farm now owned by Stephen Harrington, where he lived and diedi 
He married Sarah Fish, and raised a family of seven children : 
Joseph, lluth, Lydia, Eunice Experience, m. Prince Allen. Joseph 
m. a Matteson, and settled near his father. Lydia m. Willard 
Bromley ; Eunice, m. Daniel Hill, and Hannah m. David Sturte- 
vant. 

Kino, Nathan, settled early on a portion of the farm now own- 
ed by Charles T. lleed, and but littk^ is known of hi.s family. We 
know of but two sons : Allen and Arnold. 

KiNOSBURY, Charles, was a collier by trade and settled in the 
south-east part of the town. He was a brother of Arnold Kings- 
bury, a methodist preacher, who lived at the Borough. They 
both left town, with their families, many years since. 

Lake, Wilmam, was a British soldier, and came from England, 
before the Revolution. He was then but nine years of age. He 
first entered the service as waiter, for his father Thomas, who 
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was an oiiicer in the British army. He fioany deserted to the 
Americans, haying been wounded in the face by a buck shot. 
80011 after the war, he came to this town, and married Anna 
Barnum, and settled on a |K)rtion of the iiirm, now belonging to 
Ira Cook. Ho died in 1850, having raised a family of eight 
children : Anna m. Ezra Aldrich ; Henry m, Eunice Parris, and 
lived in Dorset ; Johnm. Rachael Hamilton and lived inPawlet ; 
Williard H. Jilary m. Simon Milliard ; Betsey m. Benoni Fisk ; 
Abagail m. Ichabod Reed, and Sarah m, Lyinan Crandall. 

Lakk, Wiluaud H. m. Cliarlotte Slveppard, and raised a fam- 
ily of ei||;ht children : Pamela m. Henry Aldrich: William m. 
Oliver Lobdull, and lives in Wis. ; Heman J ; Henry B* ni. Eliza 
Lobdcll, and lives in Wife. ; Betsey Ann m. Harvey Coi-ey ; 
Alonzo C. m. Susan Hill of Middlelown ; Elisha m. Sarah Hill 
and James M. m. Maria Cobum, and lives in Berkshire Vt. He- 
man J. m. Mary, da. of David Gilbert, and lives at the Comers. 
They have three children ; Freddie, Frank and George. 

Lank, David, from Ireland, settled at the Comers as black- 
smilh. Ho removed to Ohio Homu IwtMily yeurM ninco. Hi*, rais- 
ed a family of several children, of whom wcri) iCilward, John, 
Daniel, Henry, David, Stephen and Mary Ann. Henry died at the 
age of 8, about the year 1844, from injuries received by an explosion 
of the powder house at the Comers. Daniel married Mary A. 
Ferguson and lived hi Huntington Vt. whei*e she died, in 18G5. . 
He next married, in 18G8, Sarah Jane Cirilfith, and now resides 
in Mt. Tabor, being esteemed a valuable citizen. Ho has been 
for many years a teacher of high standing in our common 
schools, and is an ornament to the profession. 

Lapiiam, David, from Adams Mass, at an early day, settled 
on the Joseph Button farm. He was a son of Joshua Lnpliam, a 
native of Uliode Island. He married Judith Smith, by whom 
he raised a family of several children, none of whom settled here. 
He removed back to Adams, where he died. 

Lapiiam, Nathan, f\ brother of David, came from Adams 
about the same time, and first settled on the Button farm, and 
then at the Borough. He finally settled where David W. Rogers 
now lives. Ho married Elizabeth Arnold, and at the time of 
settling here, ])ossessed little or no means. Although commenc- 
ing in life poor, lie was successful in acquiring a fortune, and be- 
came a large laud-holder. He manufactured Potash at a very 
early day, and kept a store in 171)0 in connection mth Joseph 
Button. He was also the owner of a saw-mill, in what is now 
known as Brooklyn, cast of the Borough, which was one of the 
first built in that vicinity. He was a very active, energetic man, 
of large business capacity, aiul took great interest in the prosper- 
ity of the to>vn. lie was one of the earliest menbcrs of the Quak- 
er society, and was very plain and simple in his dress. He had 
always great care and government in his own words and actions, 
there being no pride or passion iu his intercourse with mankind. 
Being a man of good habits, he reared a respect^ible family, and 
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was held in high estimation by the community. Although wo 
<lo not find his name often, in connection with town ofllce, he 
was nevertheless, a man of considerable attainments, and exten- 
sive general information. His modesty and principles forbade 
him from becoming an active ])o1itician. In private life, Mr. 
I^phani was npright, a friend of order and religion. He died in 
184(», agiHl 8(^, dosing a nstifnl life on earth, in humble trust of 
u better life in heaven. Ills wife died in 1831. The names of 
their children are as follows : Lydia, Paulina, Joseph, Jessie, 
F^lisha, Seynthia, m. John C. White ; David, Daniel, and Anson. 
Lydia m; Uadwin Arnold, and lived in Troy and Hamburg N. Y. 
Paulina, m. Oliver Keyes, and removed to Peru N. Y. Joseph 
married Anna Keyes of Peru, and was in trade here a few years. 
He finally removed t<i Peru, where he died. We know of but 
two of his children, Nathan, wh'o lives in Peru N. Y. and has 
been State Senator, and Oliver K. who lives in New York city, 
and is connected with the firm of Hedges, Powers & Co. deal- 
ers in lk)ots anil Shoes. Anson, the youngest son, resides in 
Skeneatles, N. Y. having lurcumulated an immense fortune, main- 
ly in the leather business. He owns one of the finest residences 
in that vicinity, having been built at a cost of many thousand 
dollars. He has been twice m. first to Anna Thorn, and next to 
Ama Ann Willets. 

Lapiiam, Ji<:ssik, m. Elizabeth da. of David Grifllth, and set- 
tled at the liorough in the mercantile business. He commenced 
trade quite young, for whicli ho possessed a peculiar tact and 
ability. He first entered the busiiu'ss with his brother Joseph, 
with whom he was coinuMMed for a number of year.*. After con- 
tinuing the business here for some time, tlioy removed to Troy, 
N. Y. where they remained in trade several years. Jessie 
then returned, and went into trade again at the Borough, in 
which he continued to Tiearly the close of his life. The store in 
which he first traded,stood near the bridge on the north side of the 
stream and near the present residence of James Fish. He after- 
wards erected a new store, near the present residence of M. H. 
Cook. In 1824, he built the "stone store" now owned by Wil- 
liam Pierce. He was very prosperous in business and accumu- 
lated a large fortune. Ho was noted for his accurate business 
habits, and his fortune was the result of prudent management 
rather than lucky speculation. Ho was a large stockholder in 
the Western Vt. R. U., in the failure of which he lost quite 
heavily. He was also connected with the Dauby Bank, of which 
he was for several years President. ISIr. Lapham was a man of 
great natural talent and shrewdness, possessing a sound and dis- 
criminating judgement, and a determined will, being well calcu- 
lated to lead in all matters in which he took a part. The native 
elements of character which marked him so decisively for a lead- 
er in whatever sphere he moved, secured for him many prom- 
inent |)Ositions, which merited and commanded respect. As a 
merchant he attained m high rank, being enterprising and sue- 
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cessful, and hid store was for many years an iinporliiut and well 
kno>vn center for a wide region. As a citizen he was also enter- 
prising, discreet and public spirited, which united in any person 
make their mark on a commuuity, and exert a signal influence in 
society. Never inclined to protrude himself, always marked by 
a true modesty of disposition, ho was ever ready to act, whenever 
he could do so wisely, never departing from sound principles. 
He was a friend of religion, being consistent in his views, and 
efficient in contibutiug towards its support, lie was also active 
in the promotion of every good work, in building up his town 
and society, and his name must fill a coiispicious place in any just 
estimate of its history. As a man he was highly res|>ected, be- 
ing social and winning in his ways, prompt, apt, correct and em- 
inently upright in his dealings, a kind neighbor and friend. 
Equanimity of temper and habits characterized his general de- 
portment, which made him estimable in all his relations, and his 
loss was justly a public one. lie died in 18G3, aged 75. His 
widow is still living, and resides upon the homestead, to which 
his sons resort each season, it buing one of the fmest summer 
residences in the state. The names of their children are as follows : 
George who was drowned at the age of 14, Henry, Sophrouia, m 
A. R. Vail, and is now dead ; Silas, died young ; Daniel, also 
died young ; Oliver and I^wis, now dead. Henry m. Semautha da. 
of John Vail, and resides in New York city, where he has long 
been engaged in the mercantile business, having accpiired an am- 
ple fortune. Oliver is also a merchant, and lives in New York 
City. 

Lapiiam, Elisiia, m. Rhoda, da. of Joseph Button, and suc- 
ceeded to his father's estate, and owned the farm where D. W. 
Rogers now lives. He was also a merchant in company with his 
brothers, Joseph and Jessie, during his younger days, but finally 
settled in the farming business. He wa» ranked as a thrifty far- 
mer, and one of the substantial men of the town. He occupied 
an honerable place in society, and filled various town 
offices of trust and responsibility. In 1850, he was elected County 
Senator, and again in 1851, in which office he served with fideli- 
ty and ability. He is a man of good endowments, general in- 
telligence of social habits, good morals, a kind neighbor, and a 
respected citizen. Mr. Lapham now resides at Granville N. Y. 
His children are Joseph, Nathan, who died in 1860, aged 34 ;and 
Anson E. who m. Martlia Perry, and was tavern keeper at the 
Borough, a short time. He now lives in Rockport III. Joseph 
m. Lyditt da. of AVilliard Staples, and was a merchant at the 
Borough, for a number of years. He removed to Granville N. Y. 
and from thence to Kalamazoo, Mich., where he now lives. He 
has a family of two children : Charles and Chester. 

Lapiiam, David 2d. m. Seniantha Vail, and removed to Fer- 
risburg, Vt., where he was in trade several years. He subse- 
quently returned and settled on the farm now owned by Charles 
H. Congdon. As a citizen lie was worthy, honest, generous and 
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public spirited, and occupied a promiucnt position in the commu- 
nity, lie poscssed a goodly share of "this world's goods,** and 
was deemed a useful, respectable member of society, having 
secured the rcs])ect and esteem of all who knew him. As a far- 
mer, he was thorough and efficient, laboring with patience and 
cheerfulness, and as a husband and father, was not surpassed by 
any, being social and amiable is all his relations, lie died in 
1853, aged 58 ; his wife in 1849, aged 48. Their children are 
John v.. Paulina K. m. II. F. Otis ; Margaret V. m. Edwin 
Staples; and Edward m. Harriet da. of Benjamin Barnes. He 
became a teacher, which profession ho followed for a number of 
years. In 1847, he was appointed town superintendent of 
common schools. He now lives in Morrison, 111, and is engaged 
in the farming business. 

LAriiAU, Daniel, m. Elizabeth da. of Thomas Griffith, and 
settled on the Mathew Wing farm, now owned by A. A. Mathew- 
son. He afterwards removed to the Borough, and owned the 
place where C. M. Bruce now lives. He was selectman two 
years from 1837, and held other positions of trust and honor, 
both in |)ublic and private life. He was a man of talent and enter- 
prise, and accumulated considerable property, being classed among 
the leading and influential men of the town. He sustained an 
unexceptionable character through life, and died in 1845. His 
widow died in 18G8. They raised but one daughter, Emily, who 
married George Walker. 

Lavuam, John V. m. Mariali Ilavilaud of Queensbury, N. Y. 
and succeeded to the homestead. He was a much respected 
citizen. He removed to Westficld, N. Y., and from thence to 
Michigau, where he how resides. They have two sons, David 
G. and Daniel. 

Latten, Richard, from Rliode Island, was among the early 
settlers, but we have failed in our attempts to ascertain anything 
of interest in relation to his family. His name will be found on 
the roll of freeman made in 1 778. 

Learned, Dr. Eli, m. Hcpsy Crouch, and settled at the Bor- 
ough in his profession. He came to this town a young man, and 
first engaged in the profession of teaching, in which he stood very 
high. He aflerwards conmienced the practice of medicine, which 
he continued here until his death. Of what medical College he 
was a graduate, we are not informed. He poscsscd a cultivated 
mind, was a kind and feeling man, and a good family physician. 
Although a well read man, he lacked confidence, which ill fitted 
him many times for his duties, but his counsel was often sought 
by learned and older physicians. As a citizen ho was much be- 
loved, and as a physician greatly admired, which gave him an ex- 
tensive practice. He lived on the place now owned by H. P. 
Griffith, where he died some twenty years since. 

Leggett, Charles, whose name appears on the roll in 1778, 
was also early here. He was of Quaker descent, and one of the 
first school teachers in town, a calling to which considerable im- 
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portanco was attached in thoso days, but which yielded little or 
no pay. He settled on the Daniel Sherman farm, now owned 
and occupied by A. A. Mathowson. lie removed to Chester 
N. Y. in 1806. 

Lewis Henuy, from Nine Partners, was one of the first set- 
tlers on ^'Dutch Hill." He was of Dutch descent. He was a 
weaver and butcher by trade, and was a great worker. There 
is a story told that he ^^moved a family, butchered an ox ; spool- 
ed, warped and wove thirty-three yards of cloth in one day." He 
removed to the northern part of N. Y. where he died. 

Lewis, Pki^eu, wad another of the early settlers on Dutch 
Hill, and for a number of years was one of the prominent men of 
the town. He waa a representative to the legislature in 1783, 
and again in 1787 and 178$). He with his family left town over 
twenty years ago. 

LiLLiE, Gait. Kluah, from Windham, Conn., came to Tin- 
mouth in 178G, where he remained until 181G, when he came to 
Dauby, and settled in the extreme north wcHtcrn part of the town, 
where his grandson Krwin K. now lives. His iarm lay in four 
towns, l^awlet, Danby, Tinmouth and Wells, and it was his tirst 
intention to settle on that part of his farm in Pawlet, where he 
commenced the erection of a house, but having been oi*dered out 
of town, as it was customary to do $n thoso days (see page 36) 
lie concluded to change his location. He M'as a revolutionary 
soldier and drew a pension. He was among those, who had 
commenced in life with limited means, and having sought a home 
in the new country, by unremitting toil, acquired a (competency 
for himself and family, lie was an aetive, enterprising man, and 
a courtly gentleman of the old school. Naturally possessed of a 
good mind, piactical good sense and good habits, he secured the 
respect and esteem of all who knew him. He hcKl for some time 
a captain's commission \\\ the state millitin. Capt. Lillie was 
a man of exemplary moral and religious character, intelligent ai;d 
upright in the performances of all his duties both us a public and 
private citizen, his name being often mentioned by his survivors. 
His wife's name was Anna Smith, who died in 1831), age 77. 
He died in 1844, aged 87, leaving one son, Roswell. 

Lillie, Koswell, m. Abial Smith, and settled in Tinmouth. 
She was the da. of Caleb Smith, who was one of the early set- 
tlers on that portion of the town of Wells, which was al\erwards 
annexed to Middletown. (Caleb Smith was a soldier in the 
Revolution, and volunteered a short time before the buttle ot 
Benningtou, to go into the liritisli eainp as a 8py, and being ii 
blaeksiuith by trade, while lliere, helped shoe (Jen. Hiirgoyiie's 
horse. It is said that he obtained valuable inforinution, which 
he brought to the American army.) Mr. Lillie was among the 
prominent, intelligent and influential citizens. of that town, al- 
ways possessing the confidence and esteem of those who knew him. 
He was a man of good natural abilities and of nuich activity as 
a farmer, being upright and honorable in all his dealings, and 
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i^nstaining a gwyd character through life. Ho died in 
1846, a^. 63 ; his wife in 1863, aged 58. They had five 
children : Iliram, Betsey, m, Ira Bromley ; Ezra T., Delia Ann 
m. John Hanks and lived in Randolph, and Erwin K. Hiram 
hold a Colonel's commission in the state militia, and lived upon the 
homestead. He die<1 unmnrried in 1851, a;^ed45. 

J^iijJK, KxiiA T. m. Klixa Johnsim, and siirceeded to his errand- 
father's estate. He was a r.icnd>cr of the lo«rislatnre in 1858, 
and was very active and prominent in town affairs. He now 
resides in Pawlet. Their children, are five in number, all 
daughters : Ellen, Annette, Alice, Ama and Mary. 

LiLLiB, Erwin E. m. Betsey, da. of Joshua Hnlctt, and now 
lives upon the homcsted, to which he succeeded his brother, 
Ezra. Ho has been a resident of Tinmouth, which town he 
represented in the legislature in 1856 — 57, and was honored with 
numerous town offices, having been selectman, overseer of the 
poor, lister, &c. He is one of the intelligent men of the town, 
and a good citixcn. They have raised but two children : Henry 
A. and Addie V. who m. George W. Lowell of Granville, N. Y. 
Henry A. m. Nanc}', da. of Amasa Bancroft, anil lives with his 
father. 

LiwoLN, Jamks from Dorset, settled quite early at the Bor- 
fMigh. He was a worker in marblo here, bt^fore ntone saw mills 
were built, and was tlii^ first «»f whom we have any knowledge, 
to hew out gravi'. stones. His work is to be seen in nearl}' all the 
<!emeteries in town. He removed west many years ago. 

LiWfu.x, Ef.i.4iiA, a soldier of the revolution, settled soon af- 
ter the close of the war, near the residence* of Titus J^yon, where 
Jie resided a few vears, and then moved to Dorset. From thence 
he went to Rupert, where he was killed by falling from a bridge 
in 1830, quite advanced in years. His wife die«l in 1841. Their 
children were John, Sally, Polly, Samuel, Newall and Hjirvey. 

Lydn, Jacou, born at Sewksbury, Mass., in 171)6, came to 
this town in 1820 ; he was a blacksmith by trade, and carried 
on the business here for about twenty years, in different parts 
of the town. He first settled near the homestead of W, Vaughn, 
and afterwards, where Henry Kelly now lives. He also resicled 
at Cambridge, N. Y., for a number of years. He removed to 
Pawlet in 1844, where he now resides. He married Thankful, 
da. of Ishmael Matteson, who «lied in 1811, aged *18. By her 
he raised two chihlren : William and Titus M. William died in 
California in 1860, aged 41. Mr. Lyon ni. for bis second wife, 
Anna Boomer, and raised a large family, of whom Lyilia m. 
Alonzo Smith ; Harriet, Albert A. Boynton ; Emily, Wesley 
liowe of Wells ; and Anna, Harvey Kowe of Poidtney, ami died 
recently. 

Lyon, Titus M., b. in 1818, m. Phcbe M. (Jravos and is also 
A blacksmith by trade, having long been favorably known as a 
first class workman. He is at present, the oldest blacksnittb in 
tow^n. He worked tw<j vears at the Corners, at bis trade, and was 
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many years at the Borough. He has recently purchased the Azariah 
TliDiard farm, upon which he resides. Their children are Eliza, 
m. Marcellus Francis of Wells ; Margaret, m. David A. Kelly ; 
Martha, m. John Wiley ; William m. Laura da. of P. W. John- 
son ; and Frank. 

LoBDKL, Darius from Nine Partners, settled here about the 
time of the revolution. He was one of the most active, indus- 
trious and energetic pioneers, and intimately connected with the 
progress and prosperity of the town. His name often appears on 
committees appointed in relation to town niTairs, in early times. 
Ho was one of the pi-opriotors of the township, and his name ap- 
pears on the record of 1763, as one of the committee appointed 
to ^^ finish laying out the laud^ in the first division. He was al- 
so appointed in 1 7G4 one of the committee to lay out a highway 
from l^nningtou to Dunby. He was a blacksmith by trade, and 
the first who settled here, of whom we have any knowledge. He 
settled near the liomestead of Joseph N. Phillips, where he car- 
ried on his trade for a number of years. He was a man of abil- 
ity and inteligence, and one of those who represented the town in 
^^ ye oltlen times," l>eing u member of the Jjcgislature in 1784. 
He died in 17UG, aged 67, leaving three sons : Darius, Jr., John 
and Jared. 

LouDEL, Darius, Jr., in. Angelica Davis, and settled where 
Lemuel Harrington now lives, lie was an'industrious, respecta- 
ble farmer. He died in 18 , leaving a family of several sons 
and daughters, none of whom remain. 

IjOUDEL, John, m. Hannah Ilulett, and settled on '^ Dutch 
Hill." Although of rough exterior, he possessed a kind and be- 
nevolent heart. He removed to Pawlet, where he died, leaving 
a family of several children. 

I^BDKL, Rev. Jared, was the founder of Methodism in Dau- 
by. He came from Nine Partners with his father, when quite 
young, and wovked at blacksmithing, and also on the farm. 
About the year 1788, he married Miss Betsey Signor, and set- 
tled on ^^Dutch Hill." During his younger days, he was some- 
what rough by nature, and had ac(|uircd the habit of using pro- 
fane language, having never been the subject of religious impres- 
sions. Walking one day in the garden, with his oldest daughter, 
Sarah, then but six years of age, he wtis heanl to use a profane 
word. Looking up into her father's face, she said ^^Papa, is it 
not wrong to swear?" From that time forward, the father was a 
changed man. That expression coming from a little pliild, awak- 
ened in his breast religions and tender cmotidus, which finally led 
to his conversion. Having resolved on becoming a christian, he 
at last found pardoning mercy at the hand of Jesus Christ, and 
was received as a probationer by the Methodist Church. The 
change in his character was decided and thorough, and he be- 
came a zealous, consistent christian. His conversion was clear, 
and the witness of his acceptance into the family of God satisfac- 
tory. Tlii'ougli his endeavors a society or class was soon organ- 
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i<ed, and ia this it was his delight to labor with other christians, 
for tho promotion of religion. Feeling it his duty, he now be* 
gan to prepare himself for the Bfinistry, and in 1794, was licensed 
to preach. The first Biethodist church in town, was built about 
that time, chiefly through his labors. In this church, his efforts to 
bring souls to repentance were indefatigiieablc, and were attend- 
ed with much toil and privation. His exhortations, during these 
early days of Methodism, awakened and brought sinners to the 
knowled^ of the truth as it is in Jesus. Prayer meetings wore also 
established, and held at private houses, where many sought and 
found the pearl of great price. In 179G,he preached his father's 
funeral sermon, after which he began to receive calls from ad- 
joining towns to preach. 

About that time the far famed Lorenzo Dow visited tliis town. 
In his Journal of Sep. 18tli, 1797, he says, 'Hiaving travelled on 
foot the preceeding week, about ninety miles, and preached near- 
ly twice a day, I tliought that something broke or gave way in 
my breast. I l>orrowed a horse, and procec<lcd from Wells to 
Danby. Whilst prefu*1iing in the chapel, my strength failed and 
I gave over, and brother Lobdel concluded the meeting.'* He 
was carried to Mr. Lobdel's house, where he #as soon confined 
with a strong fever, which lasted him several days. As it was 
not a comfortable place for sick people, there being but one room 
in the house, and several children in the family, we are told that 
o bier was made, u|>on which Dow was c irried several miles 
to another house, more ccnvenient. 

In 1798, he attended the New England Conference for the 
first time at (Iranville, Mass., where he was ordained Deacon by 
Bishop Ashbury. As many may never have seen a copy of the 
ordination credentials of this church, the following is inserted : 

**Know All Men By These Presents, that I, Francis Ashbury, 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church in America, under the 
protection of Almighty God, and with a single eye to his glory. 
by the imposition of my hands and prayer, have this day set 
apart Jared Lobdel for the ofRce of a Deacon, in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church ; a man, who in my opinion is well qualified 
for that work ; and he is hereby recommended to all whom it 
may concern, as a proper person to administer the ordinance of 
Baptism, Marriage, and the burial of the Dead, in the absence of 
an elder, and to feed the flock of Christ, so long as his spirit and 
practice are such as becomes the gospel of Christ, and he coiitin- 
ueth to hold fast the forms of sound words, according to the es-^ 
tablished doctrines of the gospel. 

In Testimony Whereof, I have hereunto set my linnd and seal, 
this twentieth day of September, in the year of our liord, one 
thousand (L. S.) seven hundred and ninety-eight.

These credentials were printed on parchment ; the names, 
flates and signatures, being filled out with a peti. The elder's 
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^^parclimeuts" are similar, diiTeriDg only as the functions of tin* 
office diflTer from those of a deacon. 

Mr. Lobdel, was never appointed on any cricuit, as we can 
learn, but remained while here, a local preacher. lie enterc<l 
upon the sacred office, without a classical education ; but hiH 
strong native sense made amends in a gi*eat measure. His emi< 
nence was first of all as a preacher and a pa^itor. In tlie pulpit 
ho gained the attention and the alTectiou of his hearers, by tho 
earnestness of his manners. Although he did not possess the 
graces of an orator in an eminent degree, yet he was embued 
with those moral traits, which is the sourec of influence of other 
minds. From a strong tendency to doctruial discussions, he be- 
came very familiar with the views of theologians, and was an 
instructive preacher. He was moreover a faithful fiastor. He 
considered it his duty to know the religious condition of every 
person in his parish, and to give them such instructions as they 
might need. There was nothing worth knowing tluit he did not 
take pleasure in, an<l by possiissing much general information 
he cimUl make him8i;lf agreeable in any society. 

■Slv. l^)bdel's church in 1800, numbered about seventy. His 
preaching had been well received, and he had done valiant servic*c 
for God. His piety and sincerity were so strongly marked, that 
they won the entire confidence of the people, and several interest- 
ing revivals had taken place. He never joine<l the itinerant 
ranks, as his talent (bund ample room for exercise at home, and 
abundant stimulus to call it forth. His discourses were charac- 
terized rather by brilliancy than depth of thought, and the tenaci- 
ty of memory and the fluency of speech were alike remarkable. 
His delivery was ardent, and the tones of his voice well managed 
and pleasing. !Many years have passed away since the {teriod of 
his ministry here, and yet I find some who still retain a vivid 
recollection of portions of his sermons, and the eilects produced 
upon the congregation by them. 

The Brandon circuit was formed about this time, and from 
1804, there was circuit preaching here. 

Mr. Lobdel however, continued his labors here until 1 832, 
when he removed to Plattsburg N. Y., where he spent the ns- 
mainder of his days. We learn that during the latter part of 
his life, he disagreed with the established doctrines, or discipline 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and linally withdrew, and be- 
come an independent preacher, denominating liimsclf a Christian 
or 11 preacher of the gospel. Upon what point he dirtered with the 
cUurcli, in which he had labored so long, we are not informed but 
mere was sonic portion of the disicipline which he could notcon- 
Kcieiitioucdy subscribe to. lie was a genuine specimen of an old fash- 
ioned jNIethodist preacher, being intlnential and useful in his day, 
but to subsequent changes he never adapted himself. He was truly 
an cnibaBsador of Christ, thoroughly devoted to the work of 
savin^ souls. Having but few of the advantages of modern 
days, he spent much of his time in the study of the Word 
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of Life, and preached nothing '^save Jesus Christ and him cruci- 
fied." Wc regret that we are unable to give but a scanty record, 
of one who did effective service in the work of the ministry for 
so many year8,for interesting and instructive events occurred dur- 
ing those years, worthy of record. Scenes of great interest in 
connection with the early struggles of Methodism, in which he 
was an actor, must have occuiTcd, and the few reminiscences 
here gathered up from the memories of the living, might have 
been irrecoverably lost; 

As a citizen, he was highly respected. His social qualities 
l)eing of a high order, he gained in a great degree, the confidence 
and affection of all classes. lie was a man of noble purposes, 
generous impulses, genial spirit and active in every good work. 
Tie was gentlemanly, and kind in his behavior, being affectionate, 
courteous and companioiuiblc, which always rendered him agree- 
able, liis heart was susceptible to the tenderest sentiments of 
friendship and was abundant in kinduess. As a husband and fa- 
ther, he was ever affectionate, faithful and kind, and felt deeply 
for the spiritual and temporal welfare of his family. Of his char- 
acter as a friend, nmch might be said, but it will suffice to say, 
that when his friendships were formed, they were generous and 
enduring. In the management of town affairs, his name oflen 
appeai-s, and he leaves a good record behind, as having faithful- 
ly diMchnrged his duties in all the relations of life. He died 
|)eacefully the 28th of Aug. 18^(>, at the good old age of 79, and 
in that day when God shall "make up tJie number of his jewels" 
many no doid)t will be the "stars in his crown of rejoicing." She 
who had been a faithful and devoted wife, and a sharer in all his 
trials, died Nov. 8(li, 1858, ngetl 1)0. The names of their children 
are as follows : Sarah, Cata, m. Caleb Tarris ; Anna, Eunice, 
Mary, Betsey, and Jared Jr. The oldest child Sarah, m. Wil- 
liam Uobinson, a weaver by trade, who died soon after. She 
next m. Peter Rhoda, and lived in Pott<»dam, N. Y., where she 
ilied in 18G8. Anna, m. Barnabas Kirby, and lived in Platts- 
burg. Kuni<!e m. Ahira Jones, and lived iti Peru, N. Y. 

LoBDEL, Jaukd, Jr., m. Huldah, dn. of Daniel Parris, and set- 
tled on "Dutch Hill," where he resided a few years. Ileremov- 
e<l to the west part of Pawlet, thence to Pern, N. Y., and from 
there to Saranac, where he died. They worn both members of 
the M. E. ehnreh. His widow is still living at the age of 87, 
having wove since the loth of June, 1808, twelve hundred and 
sixty-one yards of cloth. They raided a family of fifteen chil- 
dren ; Uaimah m. Robert Thew, settled in Saranac, and is now 
dead ; Arteniicia ni. Ira Cook ; Abraham m. Anrilla Bossett, 
and settled in Saranac ; Somantlia m. James Clark, and settled 
in Blooiningilale ; Emiice m. Charles Collins, and is now dead. 
Wesley, unmarried, died at theage of 21 ; Caleb m. Charity, da. 
of Edward Herrick, and settled in Providence, R. I. He is a 
worker and dealer in marble. Nancy ni. Thomas Bunker, and 
settled in Stevenson County, 111. Betsy Ann m. Henry Moore, 
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a'biacksmith by trade and lives iu Rupert, Vi. ; Jane m. Sewel 
Bunker, and lives in Bloom ingdalo, N. Y. ; he was iu the army 
of the Potomac. Next, Polly Ann m. John Cook ; Harvey m. 
Carrie Morrison, lives in Saranac ; Catherine m. William Bliss, 
a sea captain, and lives in Providence ; Lorette m. Cecil Wright 
of Saranac, and Richard m. Ann Marvin and lives in Saranac. 
Ho was in the U. S. Navy. 

Locke, Lieut. Abkaiiam was the oldest ancester of the Locke 
family who came to this town. He was born at Acton, Mass., 
June 3d, 1752 and in 1775 married his cousin, Hannah, da. of 
Francis Locke. From a geneological and historical record of the 
Lockes, written by John G. Locke, a member of the N. £. Histor- 
ic Geneological Society, we learn that Lieut. Abraham Locke, 
was a sou of Dr. Daniel Locke, who resided at Acton, and War- 
ren Me., and of the fifth generation in descent from William 
Locke of Woburn Mass., who is the earliest known ancester of 
the Lockes in America. (Dr. Daniel Locke was twice married ^ 

his first wife was Mary , who died at Acton, July 2, 1756| 

her family name is unknown. There was a tradition, however, 
that she was from Scotland, and allied to a noble family, that 
her mother, whose maiden name was probably Stewart was the 
widow of a Mr. Miles, and came to America with tliis daughter, 
and a son John. That the mother's dress, jewelry and general 
appearance indicateil that she was of mora than common raurk 
After some years, she visited Scotland, returned again to Massa- 
chusetts, and the second time, for the purpose of recovering pro- 
l^erty hIic had abroad; sailed from Boston for Sc<ithind, aud 
af)er that was never heard from, and is supposed to have been 
lost at sea. From the history of Warre.i, Me., the following ac- 
count is taken : ^^Dr. Daniel Locke came to Warreu this year, 
(17G3) from Acton, Mass., with two chiUlreu, aud marrying the 
widow of Hugli Scott, establislicd himself on tlie farm owned by 
his wife. He was skillful iu the treatment of sores, letting blood, 
extracting teeth, and in relieving duch complaints as readily yield- 
ed to roots and herbs. It is said, also, that he laid claim to some 
knowledge in astrology ; but wliother his proficiency in this 
science was equal to his akill in surgery, we are unable to say. 
He was a prudent and respectable man, whose name is often 
mentioned by his survivors." Dr. Locke died at Warren, then 
St. George, in 1774, leaving his property to his son Abniham.) 

At the death of his father, Abraliam, in company with two 
otfier men, erected a mill, but soon after he sold the property left 
him by his father, and removed to Cambridge, Mass. He. resided 
iu Lynn iu 1778, and purchased land there; in Mason, N. 11. 
1781 ; iu Choatcr, Vt. in 1700, in Rockingham 1793, where he 
resided until about 1815, when lie came to Dunby, and settled 
near the Borough. He was a soldier of the rcvoliUion, aud had 
a Lieutenant's commission. He acquired a handsome property, 
which he lost by the depreciation of continental money. He 
died Feb. 28th, 1820, aged 07 years and G months. His wife 
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died March 12th, 1816, aged Gl. They had six children : Abra- 
ham, b. Nov. 28th, 177G, Daniel, b. March 8th, 1779, James, b. 
May 22d, 1781, and d. in 1800; Betsey, b. Aug 8(h, 1788, m. 
Aaron Fuller of Crown Point ; Isaac M., b. Sept. 24(h, 178G; 
John M., b. Aug. 28(h, 1790, and William S., b. Feb. 28th, 1793. 
Daniel m. Sally Pro<*lor of lloiikinghani, Vt.. and in 1810 mov- 
ed to Moriali, N. Y. where he died in 18«')0. Isaac M. married 
Lucinda Finny of Chester, and resided here a short time. He 
removed to Westport, N. Y., and died in 1828. John M. mar- 
ried Lorany Finny of Springfield, and sister of Lucinda, who m. 
Isaac M. Locke. He lived in Moriah and Crown Point, N. Y., 
and raised a family of seven children. He was a resident of 
Danby for several years. William S. Xvas a physician. He stud- 
ied his profession with his brother. Dr. Abraham, at Danby. He 
m. Jnlia Bucklin of Wallingfonl, and resided at ^loriah and 
Crown Point. They raised a family of several children, of 
whom Darwin died at Crown Point in 1838 ; Julia married a 
Farwell of Wallingford, Vt., and di^d in 1849, leaving four 
children, and Edwin O., m. Blahala Fish of Little Valley, N. Y. 
He is a lawyer by profession, and was elected District Judge of 
the Supreme Court of N. Y., in 1849. He resided at^Little Val- 
ley. 

LocRB, Dr. Abraham, bom at Cambridge, Mass., 1777. m. 
Betsv, da. of Dr. Adam Johnston, Dec. 3d, 1804, and settled on 
the utrm now belonging to 6. J. Locke's Est. He was a self- 
educated man. Being of poor health, when a boy, he was con- 
fined to the house, and thereby acquired a taste for reading, and 
liaving a capacity for learning he became a well educated man, 
for one of those times. At the age of fifty, he obtained a pretty 
good knowledge of the Greek language, without any assistance 
except what he derived from books. lie studied his profession 
with Dr. Campbell of Rockingham, Vt., and first settled in Dor- 
set. He soon became acquainted with Dr. Johnston, who, when 
his health began to fail him, hired Dr. Locke to practice medicine 
in Danby, and was soon after married. He attained a high rank 
in his profession, to which he was much attached, making it the 
main business of his life ; and Ixsing a great reader added to his 
acquired knowledge a thorough practical experience in the medi- 
cal science. He was a prominent physician here for over 40 years, 
and gained the reputation of a devoted, enterprising and success- 
ful practitioner. Personally, lie was highly respected, ever 
maintaining the character of a good citizen, a kind neighbor and 
an obliging friend. In his nsunl deportment, he was moderately 
sedate, though with a vein of quiet humor running through his 
social character. Dr. Locke had an extensive practice, as long as 
he was able to ride, and this he continued until within a few 
weeks of his death, which occurred June 4th, 1844, resulting from 
an attack of Paralysis. His wife died 1841, aged G8. Their 
children are Gulen J ; Rebecca G. b. in 1808; Hannah L. b. 
1810, and d. in 18G0 ; and Sophia O. b. 1812. 
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Locke, Dr. Galen J. was born Oct. 2d, 1806. Ho studied bin 
profession at Castietou Medical College, and graduated in 1835. 
Being a close student, and greatly devoted to bis profession, be 
acquired a tborougb knowledge of tbe medical and surgical 
scieuce, and maintained tbrougb life tbe reputation of a good 
pbysician. About tbe year 1840, be went into tbe mercantile 
business, at tbe Corners, in connection witb Ira Hromly, but did 
not continue long in tbut business. Being a umu of talent and 
culture be was called upon to fill many stations of bonor and 
trust. lie was a member of two State conventions to amend tbe 
constitution ; a member of tbe Legislature in 1847 ; town clerk 17 
years ; lister in 1844 ; for several years town agent, and for many 
years a justice of tbe peace. In all tbese various offices during a 
long series of years, bo discbargcd bis duties witb promptness and 
fidelity, and to univcrsiil acceptance, baving won and retained tbe 
confidence of tbe community in an eminent degree. Bonds were 
not required of bim but two years, and as a tborougb and etiicicnt 
business man be bad few equals. Correctness and tboi*ougbncss 
cbaracterized all bis business transactions, and in tbe armngc- 
ment of bis books and papei*s, perfect order and regularity pre- 
vailed. He was a man of superior mind, wbicb was mucli culti- 
vated by a close observation of tbe world, and wiut an ardent lov- 
er and promoter of knowledge, and of every useful improvement. 
Ho was a man of extensive general information, being familiar 
witb all tbe popular subjects of tbe day, wbi(!b nuide bim a riiady 
writer and debator; and a good conversationalist. Having bocu 
an active justice of tbe peace, for many years, bis knowledge of 
tbe law was (piite extensive, and bis advice ami cf>unsel wus of- 
ten sougbt. He was also considered a safe adviser iu matters of 
every day life. Altbougb not a nmn of professed piety, be was 
always attendant upon divine service, wben circumstances permit- 
ted, and contributed liberally towards tbe support of tbe goitpel. 
In bis religious views be was liberal and consistent. He was well 
versed in all tbe political affairs of bis day, being a warm sup- 
porter of our free institutions, a lover of freedom anil a bater of 
oppressiiMi. Ho was alsd an carneHt tempcranrt; advocate. As 
a citizen bu was respected, and in in bis profession, few bave been 
more ndniirbd. He died in 18GG, being nearly (iO years (»f age, 
baving practiced medicine for 30 years. He was town clerk ami 
treasurer and a justice of tbe peace at tbe time of bis deatb. 

(William Locke, tbe emigrant was born at Stepney Parisb, 
London, England, Dec. 13tb, 1G28, and was of scotcb descent. 
He came to America in 1034, an orpban boy at six years of age. 
Having lust bis parents wben young, he bad found a borne witb 
bis relative, Nicliolas Davies, who, witb his family, was forced 
for "conscience sake," durin<^ the religious and political persecu- 
tions in the reign of (Tames I, to fnid a home in the bleak and al- 
most unknown shores of New England. Young Locke followed 
the fortunes of his relatives to the new world, but where, or with 
whom he resided during his minority is unknown. On tbe 25th 
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of DcfciiiUcr, 1655, lie was innrricd to Mary Clark, then of Wo- 
burti, wlierc tliey settled. Tlio house built by, and which was 
occupied by liim, is still standing. From liini have descended 
many noble and distinguished men. The first American who dis- 
diargcd his gun on the day of the battle of Ix»xington, was Eb- 
cnezer Locke, who died at Deering, N. 11. about til\y years ago. 

From a historical account of the l^ocke family in England, we 
also learn that it' is sup^Kised then; is a connection between the 
l/ockes of England and those of America. Robert Locke, whom 
wc find to have been joined with Thomas De St. Maur, as Vice- 
comes of Wittshire. Anno 1350, is the first of whom we have any 
account. The next, whose |)edigree is known, is John Locke, 
iShcrifTof Jjondon, 14G1, and whose monument was in the church 
of St. l^fary, Ilow, l^ondon. From him descended John I/ocke, 
the celebruted philosopher, with whose family, that of AVilliam 
IxK*.kc was coiinecte<l. The geneological record from William 
Ijockc of Wobuni, is as foHows : Ist, William Locke m. Mary 
Clark, d. 1720, aged, 01 ; his wife d. 1715, aged |74 ; 2d, Wil- 
liam Locke, Jr., m. Sarah Whitmore, and next, Abagail Hay- 
ward, who died 1740 ; he died 1738, aged 70 ; 8<1, Daniel Locke 

m. Abagail , who d. 1750. He next m. Widow Dorcas 

Brabrook : he died at Acton, but when, is unknown ; 4th, Dr. 

Daniel Locke, m. Mary , who d. 1755; he m. 2d the 

Widow Hugh Scott. lie d. in 1771. 5(h, Lieutenant Abraham 
Locke m. Hannah l^ocke, who die<l 1810, aged 01 ; he died 1820, 
aged G 7 years and months. (>th. Dr. Abraham Jjocke m. Bet- 
sey Johnntoi!, who died in 1811; he died 1841, aged 08. 7th, 
Galen J. Ix>cke.) 

LouiN William, from K. 1. settled in thv little villnge, on the 
farm now owned by II. I>. Harrington. He was a shoemaker by 
trade ; he itiised a family of several children, nearly all of whom 
died here. He n'uioved w<!«t, nnil wns killed while at work on 
the canal. 

MAimiT, Jonathan was also among the early settlers, and the 
records show him to have been a man of intelligence nnd ability. 
He, together with his fnmily, removed from t<»wn, over Feventy 
years ago. 

McDanikls, Jamks was born at Dover, Dntchcss Co., N. Y., 
June 27tli, 1780. His father, Tiiomas McDaniels emigrated to 
this country just before the revcdntion, <'iiine lo Dauby and mar- 
ried liutli, da. of Chrisloplier Hull, and soon after removed to 
Dover, Dutchess Co., N. Y. He being a man of letters, taught 
schoid until he was seized by the Brittisli soldiers, one day, while 
in school, taken to New York, and was sent to Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, since which time no tidings were ever heard from him. 
At the time his father was taken off by the British soldiers, ho 
was in the school room, and well I'emembered I lie soldiers' com- 
ing in and taking his father away ; this was all he ever could 
remember of his father. The family were left^ penniless, 
and the subject of this sketch was eared for by his imcles.

When at the ago of nine, hU mother traveled on fool back 
to Dauby ; taking him with her, and went to live upon ^* Dutch 
Hill" where her parents then resided, and was supported by them. 
She afterwards married Dennis Canfield. Here James lived dur- 
ing several years of his boyhood, working out by the day at 
farm labor, for Abel Horton and others, receiving but small 
wages, it being sometimes but ten cents per day, but always 
saving what he earned. At other times he would poddle ; on 
traitiiug days and other public occasions, ho would take a basket 
^^ ginger bread niaile by his mother for that purpose, and sell it 
out. This was the couunencoment of his trading. He obtained 
a good education for those days, and tauglit school winters. He 
was a young man of industrious habits, and wished to bo em- 
ployed about something all the while. When quite young he 
took a job of clearing land for Jonathan Seley, and another of 
Peter Harrington, and also laid many i*o<ls of stone wall. He 
labored at farm work for many of the farmers in Danby, until 
about 17 years of age, or 1797, when he was employed as clerk 
in a store by Henry Frost, for $100 per year. Here he remain- 
ed about two years, in connection with which he labored upon 
the farm which Frost owned, and also at making Potash. After 
that he was employed by Daniel Folger, who had a store, and 
manufactured imtash, near Barrett's factory. James was placed in 
charge of the store and potash, and here he learned his first lessons 
in the mercantile business, and whei*o he developed those traits, 
which in after life distinguished hiir as one of the most success- 
ful merchants of his day. Folger was a man liigldy respected 
and considered honest in his dealings, but was very careless in 
keeping his books. People would bring him cheese, butter, grain, 
&c., and take their pay in goods, but when he came to settle 
with them, they still made up accounts of things he had had of 
them, when they had i*eceived their pay. James told Folger that 
this was not the correct way of doing business, and soon estab- 
lished a regular system of debt and credit with each person. Al- 
though young, he possessed a mind of his own, and well knew 
how business ought to be done, so that he soon gaine<l the confi- 
dence of the coniniunity. He was considei*cd competent for any 
kind of business, and reliable for anything he undertook. In 
1800 he took a journey to upper Canada, and remained there 
about throe months, when he came back to Danby, and labored 
on a farm by tlie job and by the month. When about 19 yeare 
of age he was employed again as clerk for Elisha Tryon, with 
whom he remained several months. In 1801 Tryon proposed to 
sell McDaniels a store of goods at the Corners, on time, and ro- 
CAive ill payment auvAi things as he (M<:l)aiii('.ls) ri^niiviHl fur 
goods, such aj> butter, cheese, gi'uin, &c., which was accepted. 
Tryon was also, in the bargain, to purchase goods in New York 
for him three years, and take his pay in j)ro(luce. They then 
made out a bill of the goods, amounting to about $IG0(), and 
lilcDaniels took i)ossession of the same, giving no security what- 
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«vcr, to Tryoii, a« he was not of age. The first time McDaniels' 
went to market, he maclrt out a bill of such articles as he wanted 
to replenish his old stock, and.Tryon went with him, introduced 
him to all his friends and customers, piirchase<l the goods on his 
own account, and charged the same to McDaniels. In a short 
time McDaniels credit became good in New York, so that he wai' 
able to purchase his own goo<ls, and by request Tryon was 
released from further assistance in purchasing goodi^. After 
McDaniels became of age, he gave Tryon his notes, on 
such time as he stated for himself, and in less than two years 
Tr}-on was paid up in full. This contract was a very successful 
one for McDaniels. In about two years from the first purchase 
of goods Elisha Tryon had set up William & Abel Ilaskins in 
the mercantile business, in a store north of the Corners, but they 
were not successful in tlic business, and oHcu rnllcMl U|mmi Tryon 
to assist them. In the fall of that year, Tryon came one night 
about 9 o'clock to the store of McDaniels, and asked him if he 
would purchase the store of goods occupied by William & Abel 
Haskins, saying that they ^Svould ruin him and themselves too," 
unless something was done immediately. McDaniolsreplied that he 
would think the matter over, and let him know in a few days. 
Tryon would not take that for an answer, and made McDaniels 
promise to go up that night, and look the store and goods over, 
and see if they could tnule. Agreeable to his promise, McDan- 
iels went up that night, examined the goods and finally purchased 
them. With the assistance of Jared Ix>bdcl, who was somewhat 
acquainted willi the mercantile busiucfrS, the goods were inven- 
toried in a few hours time ; several ox-teams were ready at the 
door to carry (he goods, nnd hefore sunrise the next morning, the 
entire stock of goods was removed to McDaniels' store, at the 
Comers. Jared liobdeU who was a great friend of McDaniels, 
soon nf^er this, rrmovcd to IMnttpburg, N. Y., but made it a prac- 
tice to come to Dauby once .1 ywir to sec his children and friends. 
McDaniels made it his custom, on each of these visits, to present 
Mr. Lobdel with $15, and on being asked by his son Thomas why 
he did this, replied that Ij«>lRlel helped him when n lK)y, nnd his ex- 
penses were about that sum, and this was followed up to the last. 
Afler this Elisha Tryon embarked in other matters, where he 
lost his money nnd became poor, but McDaniels never forgot him 
for past favorH, anrl paid for a house and home for him in I^Ian- 
chester, which he occupied during his life. 

James McDaniels traded on his own accoinit for about three 
years, when he went into company with Jonathan Seley, with 
whom he renmined some time, nnd then sold out store and goods 
to Daniel Folger. McDaniels had to purchase the books, notes 
and Accounts of the Company, and settle tJie same and pay the 
demands of the firm, which took him some two years, during 
which time he purchased a farm in East on, N. Y., and also went 
into trade in Albany, N. Y., to which place he removed. His 
wife not being pleased with the city of Albany, he relumed back 
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to Danby. ^ooa after his return in 1809, he purchased back the 
old store and goods of Daniel Folger, and went into trade agaiti. 
This was in the embargo limes, and tlie pi*ospect was dark and 
gloomy for all men who were in trade. In 1805, Seley and 
McDaniels also had a stoi-e of goods in Whiting, Vt. Their 
partner in the business was Ephraim Seley, who conducted the 
the business in Whiting for about three years. They then sold 
out, McDaniels taking a portion of the goods himself, and pur- 
chasing all the demands of the firm, which he had to collect and 
settle up the co-partnership. In connection with this he owuiul 
another store at the liorough, nuiking three stores he was inter- 
ested in at one time. 

In 1812, when the government declared war against England, 
goods were very high, aiul as none (hhiUI be im|Mirted, kept rais- 
ing. There was also a great deal of paper money in circulation 
which people were afraid to take and keep. McDaniels then went 
to work, took all the paper money he could get, and paid up his 
debts in nuirket. As he wiut Hooded with \n\\Kiv money fnmi all 
quarters, he (H)unnen(;ed loaning money, and carrieil on his store 
successfully, together with other speculations which were always 
sure and certain. He was not in the habit of purchasing many 
beef cattle, but in his business days, he would write toMiis friends 
to purchase two or three hundred barrels of beef and pork in Al- 
bany and Troy, and also several humlred barrels of Hour, and 
keep the same for a rise in market, u|M>n which he wouhl many 
times make a large profit. Mr. McDaniels doubtless had as good 
a set of customers in Danby and fi-om neighboring towns as any 
man who ever done business. Most of them were wealthy, and 
many of his customers dealt largely in horses, cattle and produce. 
Some of them purchased land and often times gave their notes to 
other people, which McDaniels would buy up, and became dis- 
tinguished as a broker. If any one wished to loan or borrow 
money, they were directed to go to McDaniels. In 1816 he 
sold his store at the Borough to Andrew ICddy, who did not re- 
main in trade lon^:. 

He was married August 11th, 1803, to Sally, da. of John Har- 
rington. He continued the mercantile business until March 28th, 
1828, with the exception of the year 1804 or 5 that lie was in 
Albany in trade ; making about 30 years that he was in trade in 
Danby. His capital at first was scanty but he was exceedingly 
prosperous in business, amassing the most ample fortune ever ac- 
cumulated in town. He acc()ni|)lished this by uniting with indus- 
trious Imbits, a natural slirewdness, wliich enabled him to make 
the most of his labor and of his means. His fortune was the rc- 
Kult of iM'tMiuiiiy and ])ru<l('.ut mana^^cniont, as Wi'.W as at^'uratr 
business liabits. Hi; inherited a gooti constitution, and was gif- 
ted with energy and indomitable perseverance. His style of 
housekee|)ing was of the humblest kind, and style of living and 
furniture very plain. His dress was also (piite plain, and he was 
styled tlie ''Checkered Merchant," which was derived from his 
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wearing a 8uit of cheap checked cloth. There are very few 
nmoiig ns to-day who would live as plainly as Mr. McDaniels 
lived when he began his public career. But he always lived with* 
in his income whatever that income was. lie began business 
when merchants relied upon thcnisolvoM, and the great tact in 
traile, which he so early exhibited, marked him through life. He 
nuuh) distinct contracts, which he was very exact in ko<*piiig, and 
which he adhered to, with inflexible purpose. Honorable in trade, 
prompt, reliable and firm, he was decided in his business. To 
the interest of the town he was always devoted, being a promo- 
ter of every good cause and improvement. He also took an ac- 
tive part in political matters, and was honored with many of the 
town offices. lie occupied the offnrc of lister 1 1 years, and a 
justices of the |»eace 7 years. He ropn*sented the town in the Gen* 
eral Assembly of the Stnle, for the years 1821-22, and again in 
1824 and 1828, besides being once or twice elected to the Con- 
atitutional Convention, to revise the Constitution of the State. 
He wns also in the State Militia, and was captain of a company 
of troo|)ors for several years. 

In 182G he had o fever and inflammation is his eyes, at which 
time he lost the vision or sight of one ; the other continued good, 
he doing his own business until about the year 1837, when sight 
gradually dih4ap|N*arf*d, since which tiuio, he was unnble to do bus* 
in<»ss hitnsidr. His g<«noral licaltli, however, ccintiniied good, so 
that ho could travel alioiit the country with assistance. He was 
a man of extensive acquaintance, liis business having been very 
extensive and his store the center of a very large region. His 
wife died in 1887, aged 52. He removed to Clranville, N. Y.. 
with his son Isaac, and from thence to Rutland, where he died of 
palsy, April l9th, 1859, aged 78. The day previous to his death 
lie arose as well as usual, ate a hearty breakfast and walked out 
doors several timc49. While conversing about business matters, 
in the offMre of his son Isaac, about 1 1 o*«^lo<*k a. m., lie conimen- 
ccd rubbing his hand and remarking thnt liis hand and arm were 
asleep. His son Thomas who was on a visit to his brother's, al- 
so rubbe<l his hand and arm. Other applications were applied 
but in less than two hours he lost completely the use of his lefl 
side, nearly his s|)ecch. Medical attendance was called immedi- 
ately. He had his senses until near his end, and could answer 
ipiestioiis asked him. A short timcboforo his death, on the 10th 
he intV>rmed his son that he was failing fast, and soon after de- 
parted this life. Thus fell another oak whoso memory flated 
back to the revolution. His funeral was attended at Danhy, ser- 
mon by Rev. Ix»land Howard, from I IVter 1:21, 25. Mr. Mc- 
Daniels was very mild and peaceful in his manner, a o[entleman 
of the old school, unobtrusive, modest and mature, yet ever de- 
cided, firm and energetic. In all his business transactions he 
was considered by all a man of the strictest integrity. He was 
a believer in the gospel of Christ. His will was made a ntimber 
of years previous to his death, Dr. Harris Otis being appointed 
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executor* Thik will has been contested by hk sons for tbe past 
ten years, in tlie county and supreme courts involving a 
long and expensive litigation. Tliore were but three children ; 
Thomas, Isaac and Nancy. 

McDamiels, Tiiomas, was boini October I5th, 1806, and set- 
tled here with his father in the mercantile business. Af^er his 
lather became blind, Thomas had almost the entire charge of the 
business to mauange which> required considerable tact and abili- 
ty. In 1828 he purchased of his father, his store of goods, and 
went into trade on his own aci*ount, which he continued until 
1831. In the fall of that year he sold out his stock of go<ids to 
T. Dunton & Co., and went to New York to live. In \Sii2 he 
made a contract with ISlr. Bridges of Philadelphia, to form a 
co-partnei*ship in tlte commission business. When just ready to 
commence operations his father sent for him to return to Dauby 
to do his business, as he was at tluit time more acquainted with 
the business than any one else. He finally, at the earnest solici- 
tations of his father, purcluised a largo stock of goods, came 
back to Danby and went into trade iu the (dd store. He 
remained here iu trade until 1838, wlien lie i^euioved to Ben- 
nington, Vt., whei*e he still resides, having been successful in 
accumulating a large fortune. He was mamed in 1839, to Erin 
M. Pratt. He is a democrat, a man of great ability, having been 
a justice of the peace ; notary public ; a member of the Ccmsti- 
tutioual Convention ; and in 1852 was elected Senator from Ben- 
nington County. Their children are Sarah, who m. Col. Potter ; 
Julia, d. an infant iu 1844 ; Jane d. 1852, aged 5 ; and James 
d. 1826, aged 6 years. 

McDamiels, Gen. Isaac, was bom at Danby, June Idth. 1818. 
He early commenced in the mercantile business, being installed aa 
clerk by his father. Having inherited those traits of character which 
so distinguislicd his father in the mercantile piofession, he accu- 
mulated a large fortune. His curly literary advantages were but 
moderate, but being an apt scholar, possessing much native wit^ 
and sound sense, he acquired by reading and a close observation 
of \Uv world, u good practical education. While young, he 
formed tliu habit of reading and study, which he kept up through 
life, and had a mind well stored with general inibrmation. Ho 
also quite young developed a decided taste for the mercantile 
business, to which he devoted a niunber of years of his life, and 
in which, in connection with other speculations a good share of 
his fortune was made. He jmssesscd great prudence, a correct 
and highly cultivated taste, and what contributed perhaps most 
to his advancement and success in liiu, facility and accuracy iu 
the transaction of business. In 18«{2 he went into trade iu com- 
|>any with his brother Thomas, the finu being known as T. & I. 
McDuniols, which continued until 18J)8. Ezra Andrus was also 
associated with him in trade for a short time. He soon after this 
sold out his stock of goods to Joel M. Ilogcrs, who carried on 
the business for several years. Isaac remained here until 1847, 
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xvlicn lie removed to Granville, N. Y., where he rcaided until 
1852, when he removed to Rutland. In 1860, he was appointed 
Vostmaster at Rutland, which ofllce he held for one year. He 
waa for many years connected with the State Militia. In 1839 
lie was appointed captain, which commis5ion he held for several 
years. From that he received the appointment of Colonel, after- 
wards, Rrigadier-General, and finally rose to thtt position of 3la- 
jor-General. He was a life*long democrat, a shrewd politician 
and one of its most active and leading members. He was always 
a delegate to the democratic conventions, having been a member 
of one national convention, and once or twice received the nomin^^ 
ation for Gonernor of the State* Places of tntst and responsi- 
bility were often accorded him, while a resident of Danby. He 
was a Justice »f the IVarc three years from 1831, and a repre- 
aentative to the Legislature in 1846« He was always one of the 
leading men in town, being well fitted to exert a controling in- 
fluence in the community. He was married in 1844 to Lucy, dtu 
of AshlN;! Hurlbut of Pawlet. She was a graduate of Troy Fe- 
male Seminary, and one of the first principals of the Troy Con- 
ference Academy at Poultney« She was droAvned at the burning 
of the Henry Clay Steamer, near Yonkers, N. Y., in 1852, aged 
38. They were on their way from Troy to New York, together 
with their daughter Mary, then about seven years of age. She 
was saved by her father who swam to the shore. He was again 
married in 1859, to the widow Mary J. Eastman of Rupert. He 
died August 3d, 18<»7, aged 55. Mr. McDaniels was possessed 
of good conversational power.-*, a man of great energy, was in- 
telligent, with a mind and heart sparkling with good humor and 
kind feelings* His candor, his integrity of purpose, his unaffec- 
ted modesty were apparent in his public and private life. Being 
an enterprising business man, a gentleman of ample means, pub- 
lic spirited, benevolent and a gciiini rompanion, ho. is missed in 
ninny of the relations of life, llis word was as good as his 
bond, and his reputation as an honest man, above reproach. 
Those loved and honored him most who knew him best. In all 
things pertaining to social, moral and religious improvement, he 
was first and foremost, as well as one of our most substantial 
men. In many respects he was one of the grandest types of the 
human kind ; a man of the kindliest feelings, constant in friend* 
ship, and of the noblest impulses. To Danby, his native town, 
where most of his fortune was made, where 34 out of 55 years 
of his life were passed ; where he received the highest honors of 
ofRee that the town could bestow, he gave in 18G5 the generous 
sum of ten thousand dollars, the interest of which Is divided an* 
nually among the school districts, for the support of common 
schools. In this gift he reared for himself a monument far high* 
er and more enduring than ninrble. Not only does this noble 
act call forth the gratitude of the present gonerntion, but for gen* 
erations to come, the name of Isaac McDaniels will be associat- 
ed with the town. His remains repose in Rutland. By his first 
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wife ho raised two children ; James aud Mary. By his last wife 
ho raised tlirec : Coasa, Mitinio aud Piiuliuo. Mary in. Aarou 
Putnam, a merchant of Fredonia, N. Y. 

Matteson, jAUfrrni, from Connecticut, settled in the south-west 
part of the town. His liouse stood ou the line iMitween IXu-set aud 
Danby, his farm lying in both tomis. Here he kept tavern for 
nearly forty years, having settled there at an early day, at which 
time it was a route to which more im|>ortance was attached, as a 
public highway, than at present. He was also a bhicksmith by 
trade. He m. Lucy (irinnells, who died in 1815. He died in 
1825. His children were Abraham, lmw\ Lucy. Vertea, Electa, 
Chloe, Sully and Abugail. Chloe, m. l>avid Wheeler; Sally uu 
David Wetherby ; Electa m. Jose|)h Kirby antl died in Iowa. 

Matteson, Auuaiiau ni. Hannah Kirby, and suctx^eded to the 
homestead. He was also a blacksmith by tnule, and was killed by 
the kick of a horse at the age of 31. His widow died in Iowa 
in 1866, aged 63. Their children were Daniel, Ada m. Ijovone 
Woods ; Emmeranse, now living in Iowa. 

MA'rri<:s4»N, Daniki. ni. Juliet Kciul, aud iMTupirs the houu!- 
stead, lliey have a family of eight children ; tledkiu, John, 
Isabelle, Ada, I^uora, Fayette, Nellie and Owen. 

Matixson, IsiiMAKL was an early settler on the farm now 
owned by Henry B. Kelly. He was a imtive of Williamstown, 
Mass. He m. Del>orah, da. of Elkanah Parris and raised a fam- 
ily of eight children. He died in '183i). The munes of their 
children are as follows : Caleb b. 171)1 ; Thankful b. 17!)6 ; Jo- 
el b. 171)7; Stephen b. 171)9; Huldah b. 1800; Eliza b. 1802; 
Sarah b. 1805; Titus b. 1806, d. 1810; Nancy b. 1808; Elias 
b. 1810; ^farenda b. 1811. Calub diiul at the age of 11 ; Hul- 
dah m. Hiram Church ; Joel m. a lady by the name of Serman, 
removed west and died in 1841) ; Stephan married Hannah Mead, 
and died in 1863 ; he also lived west. Eliza m. John M. Bishop, 
and died in 1831 ; Sarah m. John Pollard. She died in 1843; 
Elias m. Trypheua Ilitch<:ock, aud tirst settled in Rupert, and 
afterwards in Middlebury, Vt. 

jMatiikwson. Ai.ueut a. b. in Ludlow, Windsor Co., Vt., came . 
to Danby in 1823 antl settled ou the Matliew Wing farm. In 
1863 he purchased the George liogers farm U|)ou which he now 
lives, being one of the substantial men, as well as one of the 
largest landholders in town. He is a prosperous and thrilly 
farmer, being noted for industry and frugality, and is also a nuin 
of intelligence, high social (pmlities aud of extensive general in- 
fonnatiou. l^)ssesse(l of good natural abilities, antl a retentive 
memory, lie has been i;nabled to treasure up a large amount of 
historical knowledge, as wi'll as a large fimd of other useful in- 
fonnation. He is also a nu'<luinie. He ni. Harriet Duly of Wal- 
lingford. aud has raised a I'auiily of 7 eliildreu : lUlle, (ieorgo, 
Fanny, Mary, Louisa, Charles and Albert. 

Mai.i.ouv, EriiKAiM was an early settler here, but as he leil 
town, many years since, nolliing of interest is known relative tu 
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himself or family. Ho was one of tlio selectmen in 1773, and 
his name will be found elsewhere in connection with town affairs. 

Maranville, Dioiiton from Tinmoutli, m. Louisa, da. of Jo- 
siah Phillips, and now liv^s on a portion of the homestead. They 
have a family of nine children ; Mercy Jane m. John Frisbie ; Jo- 
siah, Laura m. N. N. Gillett ; Lia, Albert, Kva, Addie, Bertha 
and Emmet t. 

Marshall, Iciiabod, m. Hannah Wood, and resided here un- 
til 1865, when he removed to Wallingford. They have five chil- 
dren : Lucinda, Faithful, Emily, Jane and George. 

Maxiian, Milton, a native of Dickenson, N. Y., came from 
Wallingford in 1844. He m. Francis Fish, da. of Joseph Fish, 
and settled at the Borough. Tliey have a family of two children : 
Julia and Emma. 

Micks, Jokl, settled early on a portion of the farm now own- 
ed by Isaac Nichols, lie was a blacksmith by trade. He re- 
moved to Wallingford where he died. 

BIiLOTT, Ei>MUND, from Ireland, in 1848, m. Nancy O'Brien 
and lives at the Borough. He is a shoemaker by trade. They 
have raised a family of four children : Michael, Mary, John and 
James. 

Millard, 8ihon, from R. I., m. Lydia Baker and settled, in 
the little village. He died in 1842, aged 62 ; his wife in 18G1, 
aged 84. Their children were Simon, Lydia, m. Andrew Har- 
rington ; Betsy, Maliala, Debra, m. William Hulett ; Erastus, 
Jonathan, Daniel, Ezra and Ellis A. Simon m. Betsy Lake, 
and settled in Ellisburg, N. Y. ; Mahala m. Elias Edmunds ; 
Jonathan settled in Wells, Vt. ; Daniel m. Christiana Ives, and 
lives in Wis. Ellis has been twice m., first to Urana Howe, 
and next to Blartha, widow of Harvy Emerson; and lives in Mt. 
Tabor. Of his children are Caroline, who m. John B. Griffith ; 
Daniel, Eugene and Merritt. 

MiLLAiii), Erastus, m. Almcda, da. of Darius Harrington,' 
and settled on the homestead. They have a family of four chil- 
dren ; Betsy A. who m. D. H. Kelly ; Maria, Elizabeth and Ellis. 

Moody, Gideon, was many years a resident of this town. He 
was a revolutionary patriot, and a great musician, having serv- * 
ed as Drum-Major through the whole of the war, and also that of 
1812,and drew a pension. He was quite young when he entered the 
service. He lived here until his death, which occurred iu 1849, 
aged about 80. He was about the last one of the patriots of the 
revolution, who died in this town. He had a retentive memory, 
which enabled him, during the last years of his life to remember 
the events of the war, with great distinctness, which he took 
great pride in relating. He was fond of story telling, of which 
he possessed a large fund. In all that was grotesque, ludicrous 
and droll, he stood pre-eminent, being shrewd and cunning in 
many of his remarks. Ho was an eccentric man, very irregular 
in all his ways. Training days, however, were those of his 
most especial glory, and ho shone most to his satisfaction, as with 
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his drum and in his military suit, he paraded himself at tEe EeadB 
of the company. No military officer could strut more, or felt 
prouder of his position « It was his custom on other days, to* 
parade himself in the streets with his drum^ or march around! 
the liberty pole, at the music of kis drum^ In person, he waa 
tall and spare, courteous and gentlemanly in liis address, very 
energetic and active in all his movements, and long will it bo ore^ 
the sparo figure or queer sayings of Gideon Moody, fade from, 
the memory of the inliabitants of his ckiy. His wife's name was- 
l^olly Hathaway. Of his cliildren wx»*e John, Amasa, Sally, Sey- 
uior and Mary Ann* John settled in Arlington and Amasa in 
Windham^ 

MoTT, Lieut. JoikN was another patriot of Uie Revolution,, 
and settled here soon after the war. He was a man of ability 
and intelligence, was a selectman two yeai-sfrom 1781, and occu- 
pied many otlier prominent positions, both in public and private 
life. He was for many years one of tlio deacons and main pil- 
lars of tlio Baptist church* We are not informed to what place 
he removed* 

MoiiuisoH, Samuki., settled where Walter M* Parris now livesy 
lie m. liebccca, da. of William Boyce* He was a good me- 
chanic and manufactured spinning wheels, many of which are 
still to be seen. He removed to Uranville, N. Y. 

MouHi:H>N, JAMi!»,.ft*om Ireland, m. Polly Rudd, and settled 
at Scottsville* He was a blacksmith by trade and earned ou 
that business here for a number of years. He is now living in 
Versailes, N. V*, and lias mised a family of eight diildren ; Al 
len, I^Iary, Margaret, Julia, Lydia, 'riioma.s, William and 
Charles, all uf whom live west. 

MuLFOUU, 1)k. AirousTUSf from Wallingford, settled at the 
Borough, in the practice of his profession. He was a good phy- 
sician. He also kept tavern there for several years, and built 
the one now standing. He was twice m., first to Fanny Fox, 
and next to Nellie, sister of his former wife. Ho removed to 
Granville, N. Y* 

Nichols, Thomas, Sen., from Greenwich, R. I., in 1780 set- 
tled with his son Anthony. He is the eaiiiest known ancestor of 
the family, who came to this town. He was a descendant of one 
of three brothers, who emigrated fix)m Wales during the seven- 
teenth century, and settled in Rhode Island. One of these broth- 
ers is said to have been very wealthy, and subsequently went to 
one of the West India Islands, where he died, leaving no heirs. 
Several attempts have been made, by other branches of the fam- 
ily, to establish a claim, and recover this property, but thus far 
have proved uubuccessfid. The descendants of Thonuw Nichol.<5 
have been numerous and worthy ; many of them still remain 
here, while others are scattered in different parts of this and oth- 
er states* He died in 1798, quite advanced in years, leaving 
three sons and one daughter : Anthony, Charles, James and Han- 
nah, who m. Jose])li Hoss. 
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"NicnoM, A^NTifONT, born at East Greenwich, R. I., came hero 
in 1778, two years previous to his father, and settled on the farm 
now owned bj his son Isaac. He first settled in Clarendon, Vt., 
in 1776, to which place he brought his family and effects in an 
ox cart. Seventy-five dollars in continental money constituted 
his entire capital. With this amount he could purchase seventy*- 
five pounds of pork, or a brass kettle. Giving his wife the priv*- 
ilege of choosing which she wovld have, she flccided lo take the 
liettle which was brought here with them. He tntrodneed about 
Ihc first stove in town, known as the "Abbot Stove." He was 
« ^binet maker and worked considerable at that trade. As 
land was cheap at that time, especially in ^'Skunks Misery," as 
thb valley along Otter Creek was then called, he. soon became 
enabled te possess a farm. To him belongs the honor of giving 
name to the Borough. Mr. Nichols was a ({tinker, and one of 
oldest*, as well as one of leading and influential mcmbcts of the 
society, in connection with which, his name is oflen mentioned. 
He presents one of the many instances of what imlustry, econo*- 
my and jmtiencc accomplished during the primitive days of the 
town. Commencing a settlement in what was then an unbroken- 
forest, with little or no means, braving the hardships and dam 
gers of those troublous times, he established a home for himself 
and family*, which he lived to enjoy for many years. Uc was 
twice married, his first wife being Alee Greene, a Cousin of Gem 
«ral Greene^ of revolutionary fame. He next married Ann 
Woofl, who died in 1816. He died in 1822, sged 71. His long 
residence here was characterized by honest frugality and chris^ 
tian benevolence, and he was endeared to all who kne\V^ him, as 
a kind and obliging neighbor, a quiet and upright man. He 
raised a family of three sons and one daughter : Isaac, Daniel, 
Peleg, aud Mary who married Henry 1). Hitt. They have one son^ 
•Seneca, now living in Ohio* 

Nichols, Ciiarlrs, came with his brother. Anthony, from 
Rhode Island, and settled at Scottsvillcs where his graiVdson^ 
Charles, now lives. He was the fifst settler in that vicinity, and 
shared the difficulties and privations common with other piom 
eer settlers* The hoUse he erected, and in which he dwelt for 
many years, has long since gone to decay* He is Remember* 
ed as having been an upright, amiable and worthy citizen, whose 
memory is of>en mentioned by his sitrvivors. Up. was also twice 
married, first to a lady named Tall, And next to Widow Freelove 
Dandley. He died in 1821, aged G9. He raised a family of 
nine children ; Thomas, Hannah m^ Hatscl Kelly ; Al(*e, Josh- 
ua, died young; Jacob, Charles, Mercy ^ Mary m. Job Irish ; and 
Freelove m» William Stimson* AlCc mv Mark Kelly and lived 
in-Wallingford. Jacob settled in Mt* Holly. Charles was twice 
married, first to Anna Irish, and next to -= — - Williams. Hd 
also settled in Mt. Holly* Mercy lived in PerUi 

Nichols, Jambs, bom in Rhode Island, 1708, was the ydilhg^t 
est son of Thomas, Sen. He came hero with his father when 
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quite young. He married Bunioe, da. of Seth Cook, Son., and 
settled Dear his brothers, on the farm now blonging to Wm. 
L. Phillips, lie was a member of the qnaker society, being 
very strict aud rigid in morals, which he manifested in his acts 
of evory-day life, but more especially in the rearing of his fami- 
ly. His first wife was a very large woman, and weighed about 
400 lbs. He m. for his second wife, the widow Mary Hill. He 
died in 1842, aged 74. His children were Ezra, Hanuah, m. 
Joshua Parmentcr ; Thomas, James, Seth, Mary, m. John Ran- 
dall ; Joel and Sebiv. Ezra lived in Collins, N. Y. James m. 
Abigail Bi\)l, and settled in Collins, wnere he died in 1868. Seth 
m. Mary Jane — , and settled in Hamburg, N. Y. Joel m, Clar- 
rissa, da. of Benjamin Barnes and lives in East Montpelier. He 
is a man of wealth and respectability. Soba m. Jane Neiv- 
ton, and lives in Collins, N. Y. 

Nichols, Isaac, born 1791, m. Abigail, da. of Jazaniah 
Barrett, and succeeded to his father's homestead. He carried on 
the tanning business where he now lives for nearly Uiirty years. 
Ho bus been a man of great activity and industry, by which he 
has accumulated considerable property. lie is at present the 
oldest man but one, now living in town, who was born here, be- 
ing one of the few remaining links which connect us with the 
past. He is an influential man, aud is highly esteemed, being a 
very quiet exemplary Friend, and is one of tlio few loft in towu of 
that once numerous church. Altliough never having participat- 
ed to a great extent in politics, yet he has occupied many town 
ofilces of trust and responsibility. He has attained the greatest 
age of any member of the family, being now in his 78th year. 
At this ripe age he is living cheerful and happy, with faculties 
unimpaired, and the evening of his days are gliding tranquilly 
away, ennobled by well directed toil, and cheered by the pres* 
enco of those he loves. His wife died in 1834, aged 43. They 
raised a family of nine children : Henry, Mary, Hannah B., 
Rhoda, Jane, Anthony, Mariah, Jazaniali B. and Isaac J. Hen- 
ry lives in Ohio ; Jazamiah B. m. Sarah, da. of David Bpyce, 
and was in the mercantile business hero for a number of years. 
In 1842 ho wont to California, aud returned in 1858. He was 
a member of the board of Selectmen in 1865. He now lives in 
Manchester, to which place he removed in 1868. Isaac J. also 
went to California in 1854 and again in 1862. Since his return 
he has lived on the homestead, lie refpresented the town in the 
Legislature in 1869. Hannah R. a beloved and estimable daugh- 
ter and lady, died in 1849, aged 29. Rhoda m. Isaac Norton of 
Granville, N. Y. Of their children are Anna, Abigail, Avis, 
Adda, Alice, Juliette, Isaac and Ida. 

Nichols, Daniel, m. Mary Baker, and settled on a portion 
of the homestead. He is also a member of the society of Friends, 
and is a worthy and exemplary citizen. His wife died in 1852. 
They raised but one child, Martha Ann, who married Charles 
Rogers. 
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Nichols, Pelrq, m. Elizabeth^ da. of Gilbert Palmer, and 
settled at the Borough in the tanning business, in which he was 
engaged for a number of years being in company with Hosea 
Williams and Bradford Barnes. He also carried on she hatting 
trade. In 1834 he removed to Dunkirk, N. Y., and died in 18G1, 
ased 72. His children are Anna, Mary Ann, Eliza, Lydia, 
Merritt, Silas and Melissa, most of whom live in Buffalo, N% Y* 

Nichols Thomas, son of Charles Nichols, m. Mariam StajRTord 
and settled on the homestead. He died in 1824, aged 45. Their 
children were James Tilson, Nancy, Rebecca^ Mariam, MeMy, 
Thomas, Jr., Armina, Charles and Stukely* Nancy m% a Porter 
of Tinmouth ; Armina m. William Biddell of Maryland ; Charles 
lives upon the homestead* 

Nichols, Jamks Tii.son was bom in 1803 and died in Sudbury^ 
Vt., February 1st, 1868. He was married to Mariam Briggs^ 
who died at 8udbury, October 20th, 1860. He was again mar» 
ried to Mrs. Florinda D. Burr, who survives him. He resided 
here upon the homestead until 1834, when he removed to Sud-^ 
bury. He was an industrious, frugal and thrifty farmer. His 
children, all by the first marriage, were five in number: William 
T., b. 1829 ; Stukely 8., b. 1836 ; Henry J., b. 1843 ; Harrison 
P., b. 1846 ; Minnie A., b. 1848. The children are now widely 
scattered. William T., the eldest, resides at Chicago, 111. He is a 
lawyer.by profession. Ho studied with Hon* Solomon Foot and Si 
H. Hodges at Rutland, and was admitted to the bar at the Sep^ 
tember term, 1851 ; was assistant clerk of the House of Repre^ 
sentatives of Vermont in 1862 ; was State's Attorney for Rut* 
land County in 1859-^60 ; represented the town of Rutland in 
the LegisUture in 1861 — 63 ; and was a Senator from Rutland 
County in 1863^-64. In 1857 he formed a co-partnership with 
the late Robert Pierpoint, under the stylo of Pierpoint & Nichols^ 
wliich continued until the death of Judge Pierpoint. Ho went out 
as a private soldier in the first Vermont Volunteers, being one of 
the first to respond, and was subsequently commissioned Colonel 
of the 14th Vermont Voluuteers, and served with the Regiment 
until it was mustered out October 15, 1863. Coh Nichols was A 
splendid soldier and a beloved commander* He has been twictt 
married, first to Thersa Cramton and next to Helen Cramtouj 
sister of his former wife. 

Stukely S«, the second son, resides at Leavenworth, Kansas^ and 
is a farmer. He served three years in the federal armies of the 
West, during the rebellion. He was a first Lieutenant and act- 
ing commissary in the 18th Kansas Cavalry, and was in several 
engagements. 

Henry J., the third son, resides at Marshall, Texas, and is novt 
the Sheriff of Harrison County, Texas. He entered the army 
as a private in the 11th Vermont Vols, in 1862, rose through ev? 
ery grade to the rank of a Major in that regiment ; was engaged 
in every battle and skirmish in which the regiment participated, 
and was mustered out in 1865. 
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Harrison P., the fourth son graduated at Middlobury College, 
August, 1860, and is now studying la^ at Chicago, 111., with 
Sogers & Gamett. 

Minnie A., the only daughter, graduated at Greenwood Semi- 
nary, August, 18G8. 

Nichols, Tuomas, Jr. m. Judith Ann Rounds, and still lives 
upon a portion of the homestead, lie is a very quiet find much 
respected citizen, lie is an industrious iarmer, and is also a 
worker and dealer in marble. Fie was elected a justice of the 
peace in 1868. Ho has a family of four children : Nuncy, d. at the 
age of 10 ; Nathan R., Elizabeth, Mariam and Ann. Nathan 
li. is a graduate of Middlebury College, and is a young man of 
great promise. lie is now preparing himself for the ministry, 
and is attending the Theological Seminary at Andover, Mass. 

NiCHOi^, Thomas, son of James Nichols, m. Hannah Wait, 
and settled on the Daniel Bartlett farm. He was a hard-working, 
industrious farmer, and an amiable man. He acquired a hand- 
some property, and was a liberal and worthy member of society. 
Ho wiui a good nuighbor, a man of strict mcirality, unasMumiug 
in his ways, and an honest, upright num. lie died in 1850, lov- 
ed and honored by all who knew him, being 55 years of age. 
His widow is still living at the age of 71. They raised a fami- 
ly of six children, Eunice, Lovina, James E., Nathaniel E., Len- 
ora and Joel T. Nathaniel E. m. Martha, da. of Hiram Kelly, re- 
sides in Mt. Tabor, and is a mechanic by trade. Ho settled for 
several years on the farm ovvned by Maitin Bromley. He istlie 
recent inventor and patentee of a Double Spring Self-Acting 
Cul Shackle. The names of his children are Nelson C, Rodol- 
phus anil Eunice C. Joel T. m. Agnes, da. of ^lonzo White, 
and resides at Rutland. 

Nichols, James E. m. I^uisa, chi. of Silas Hulctt, and suc- 
ceeded to his father's estate, being a substantial farmer, a man 
of industrious habits, good sense and judgement. He is ranked 
among the leading, wealthy and influential men of the town, be- 
ing a man of good ability, and has been honored with numerous 
positions of trust and reij|)i>nsibility. He has been selectman 
four years, uud a more faithful, energetic and trustworthy otficer- 
never handled the afl'airs of that oiHce. He was also a lister in 
1864, and Town Representative in 18GG, in which he served 
with iidelity and credit to the town. They have a family of 
three cliihlreii : Silas, Joel and George. 

Neal, Rokkut from Oalston, Ayrshire, Scotland in 1855. He 
is a shoemaker as well as a harnessmaker by trade, being a skill- 
ful workman. His harness took the premium at the Rutland 
County Fair in 18GD. He served as a soldier in the army during 
the rebellion, lie m. Margaret Richmond, and has a family of 
seven children : Robert, Isnbelle, Elizabeth, Ellen, Alexander, 
Margaret and William. 

NouTiiKor, Benjamin was an early settler in the Little Village. 
Ilis children were John, AA'^illiam, Stephen, Susan and Polly. 
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NoRTiiRur, John m. Hopy Kelly and settled on a portion of 
the fann owned by William Vnil. They raised a family of sev- 
en children : William, Greorge, Hannah, Benjamin, John, Thayer, 
Josepli and Stephen. He removed to western New York. Wil- 
liam m. Anna Colvin, and settled on the homestead. Ho died 
in Rutland, leaving four children : Mncl, Mary, Stephen and 
Benjamin. 

Gfns, Dr. Harris was born in Scituate, Blass., 1775, and 
came to this town in 1793. He was of english descent, a son of 
Dr. Ephriam Otis, and of the sixth generation in descent from 
John Otis, the oldest ancestor of the family known, who emigrat- 
ed to America about the middle of the seventeenth century. He 
was a graduate in the medical science, having chosen the pro- 
fession when quite young, and passed through a thorough course 
of preiNiratory training. The place Avhcrc he lived not offering 
sufficient inducements to a man of his profession, he sought a . 
home in a new country, being then less than twenty years of age. 
Dr. Otis was the third physician who came to Danby, which 
then presented rare advantages, there being then over twelve 
hundred inhabitants. Although with this population the town 
was comparatively a wilderness, and pliysicians were often oblig- 
ed, in visiting their patients, to travel over half made roads, and 
by markcfl trees, through storms, by night and day, sometimes 
encountering wild beasts, and furding streams At the hazard of 
their lives. Dr. Otis experienced all these difficulties during the 
first years of settlement. For she first two years he hired his 
board here. In 171)«5 he married Sarah, daughter of Stephen 
Ilogers, and settled where his son William now lives. Although 
having been regularly educated as a physician, his inclinations 
led him to farming, and he became a distinguished farmer, and 
lefl at his death, one of the largest fortunes ever accumulated in 
town. lie was a well educated man, of superior mind, accurate 
scholarship, and of most amiable spirit. In refined life he be- 
longed to the gentlemen of the old school, with a keen relish of 
good breeding, and all the propertie's of refined life. He was 
rightly and truly educated, with a conscience sensitively alive to 
the destinctiou between right and wrong. In the use of language 
great care and government was exercised, and by his courteous 
bearing as a gcntlrnmti, he uniformly won tlic respect of all. 
No man ever exercised a better infliienrc over his family, or 
children ever receive a more gentle training than his, and in re- 
spectful remembranve it may be truly said, as a kind and faith- 
ful husband and parent, liis loss was deeply felt ; as a sincere 
and generous friend he will be long recollected ; as a citizen he 
was ever prepared and willing to he nwcfni. Ne possessed a 
warm an<l feeling heart ; was distiiigiiislicd by a cheerful temper 
and unreserved in his daily intcrconrsc. He was independent in 
his judgements and fearless in his dcelarntions, and firm in the 
sup|K)rt of what lie fi^lt to be right. Dr. Otis was early initiated 
into the affairs and interests of tlie town, and his talent and abil- 
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ity was often called into requisition. Ho was for many years 
one of the members of the board for the examination and inspec- 
tion of schools, and teachers, and no man ever took a more live- 
ly interest in the cause of education* He was lister four years ; 
tythiogman five years and auditor several years, positiona to 
which men of most solid talent were usually called. He possessed 
a versatility of clMiriK^ter, which prepared lum to ftll tlMSse var- 
ied offices with credit to himself and benefit *o the town, al- 
ways exhibiting sound judgement and discrimination. He was 
a Quaker and one of the leading and influential members of the so- 
ciety. In 1828 when the divisioD among the Friends occurred 
in thi^ town, he became an Orthodox and was mainly instrumen- 
tal in building a new church. His moral and religious life was 
always exemplary, and few men of so long a life have uniformly 
sustained an equally unblemished and spotless reputation. In 
the performance of all his duties, he was ever actuated by ob- 
vious christian principle, and he was held in higli esteem for hia 
christian virtues. He was a grand, large hearted, great souled 
man, incapable of a petty act or tliought, stix>ug and resolute 
when those qualities were needed, and witli a great overflowing 
current of tenderness passing through his veina. Although hav- 
ing devoted the better part of his life to agriculture, yet as a 
learned physician, he built up and sustained a wide reputation. 
His prompt and kind attention to the calls of his patients togeth- 
er with their confidence in his skill and integrity, acquired for 
him great popularity, and an extensive and lucrative practice. 
His great scientific attainments, rigid morals, and genuine piety 
gave him au exalted rank in society, and as a physician, scholar 
and gentleman, he will long be remembered. Dr. Otis departed 
this life August 8th, 1847. being 72 years of age. His widow 
died May 24 th, 1864, aged 85, beloved and mourned by all who 
knew her. Her long life of usefulness, was adorned with many 
christian graces and virtues. She was a true, tender, affection- 
ate, loving wife and mother, and her life was ever characterized 
by a true christian deportment. Their children were as follows, 
viz: Stephen, b. 179G; Ephriam, b. 1798, d. 1814; William, b. 
1800, d. 1802 ; Lydia, b. 1803 ; David, b. 1805, d. 1814 ; Wil- 
liam, b. 1807; Elizabeth, b. 1809; George, b. 1815, d. an in- 
fant; Mary H., b. 1813; and Harrison F., b. in 1816. Lydia 
has been three times married, first to Tliomas Button in 1819, 
second to Solomon Haviland in 1835, and third to Henry Green 
of Queensbury, where she now resides. Elizabeth married Isaac 
Southwiek, Jr. in 1828, and afterwards Seth Phillips of Tin- 
mouth. She died in 1841. Mary married Julius Ewings, and 
lived in Clarendon Vt. 

Otis, Stephen, m. Eunice Vail in 1816, and settled on the 
farm now owned by J. N. Phillips. She died in 1821. He was 
married the second time to Clarissa Andrus. He was a thrifty 
farmer and respected citizen. He died in 1826, aged 30. They 
raised a family of three children : Harris G., Margai*et V. and 
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Saraji, who in. a Lewis and settled in BtifTalo, N. Y., Margaret 
V. m. Daniel Ilaviland, and lives in Qneensbury. Harris G. 
left for the west at the age of 21, and pnrchascd laud in the 
state of Illinois, where the village of Marengo now stands. At 
the age of 30, he was married to Maria Sponible of Illinois. A 
vc4ir f>r two aOer this, he wan tnkon sirk with the fever and wns 
advised hy his physician to return to Vermont as the only means 
of regaining his health. He finally dis|K>sed of his land and tak- 
ing his family with him cahie to Middletown, Vt. and entered in- 
to the mercantile business with M. K. Vail oif that place. A few 
years however served to sIioav him his mistake, as the village of 
Marengo sprang np by degrees in the center of his purchase. 
Influenced by his amiable and loving wife to return to the land 
of her nativity, he again removed to the west, and took up his 
abode in McIJenry County, III., purchasing a farm about one 
mile from Marengo. The last years of his life were spent at the 
village tiH a merohaiit and speculator, having rented his farm. 
In 18Gri siM>n aller the fall of Uichmond, the people of Mnrengo 
were celebrating the event, by filing an imperfect anvil, when it 
exploded, a piece weighing some 40 potmds striking him on the 
hip and side. He lingered for four hours in terrible agony, and 
died, leaving a family of five children, being much lamented by 
all who knew him. He was a man of warm, genial tempera- 
ment, kind and aflcctionate in his family and of sound judgment, 
often being called uiK)n by business men for council. 

Otis, William m. first in 1830 Sarah Almy, who was killed 
by being thrown from a wagon near the residence of John S. 
Parris, in 1839, at the age of 32. He next m. in 1841 Delia 
Peck of (Jueensbury, N. Y., who died in 1848, aged 2G. He 
next m. in 1850, Jane, widow of Allen ^'ail of Middletown. 
She died in 180(5 aged 34. He was again m. in 18r)9, to Miss 
Ann F. JMason of (ileus Falls, N. Y., with whom he now lives. 
lie still resides u))on the homestead, having devoted his life to 
agricultural pursuits. Mr. Otis having from cliildhood been in- 
ured to farm labor, and having inherited those habits of thrifl 
and industry which characterized his father, is ranked as one of 
the leading farmers of the town, and possesses the most ample 
fortune. At the age of 62, he is still actively and industriously 
engaged upon his farm, to which he has been attached so long, 
and few men of his age performs more manual labor. His farm 
is a model in many respects, of good husbandry, and wise man- 
agement. For many years lie has been the largest and one of 
the leading daiiymen of this section, being widely and extensive- 
ly known. In 18G1 he manufactured and presented to President 
Lincoln, a very large cheese, which the President acknowledged 
in the following terms : 

''Executive Mansion, Washington, Jan. 18, 18G2. 

Dkar Sir : — Permit mc through you to return my sincere 
tanks to your friend and constituent, Wm. Otis, Esq. of Danby, 
Vermont, for the very superior and delicious cheese he had

Mr. Otis is a man of superior mind, good natural talentSy in- 
fluence and capability, and for a long series of years has held 
prominent ofliccs in town. In 1841 he was elected town clerk and 
treasurer, which oftico he occupied for eight years ; he has been 
selectman Ave years ; lister two years ; trustee of U. S. dep<»sit 
money three years ; representative to the Legislature iu 1848 ; 
and a justice of the peace eight years. In all these numerous 
oiilciis he has served with fidelity and ability. He is a iiuui of 
uncommon energy and industry, of independence and decision of 
character, and as a citizen, conscientious, upright and amiable. 
Being generous, liberal and public spirited, he has ever taken an 
active part in all the public movements of the town, and is a 
promoter of every good work and improvement. He has always 
been devoted to the interest of the town, and few mej contri- 
bute more liberally towards building up society, or for benevo- 
lent purposes. He is a friend of order and religion, and is a 
firm and liberal supporter of the gospel. He possesses high 
social and moral qualities, and is esteemed a kind and obliging 
neighbor ; a warm, cordial, faithful friend, a genial companion, 
a tender and aflectionate husband, always nmintaining that kind- 
ness and intimacy that endears. In his business capacity and 
dealings, he is prompt, apt and correct ; being honest and just ; 
OS a man and citizen, social and winning, and in all his i*elations 
of life an estimable num. Hin children are Mary K., Kphraim 
S., Sarah (j., Charles P., Harris, Edward, Willie, Delia Ann, 
died in 1866 ; and Grant. Alary married William Ames and 
liveb iu Dorset. They have one son Theodore. Ephraim resides 
at Peoria, 111., having also resided at liooudboro, Iowa, and was 
assistant Post Master at that place. Sarah (■. m. flames Mc D. 
Andrus of Pawlet. 

Oris, IIauris Fosteu m. in 1836 Elizabeth H. Ilaviland of 
Queunsbury, N. Y. and settled on the farm now owned by Wil- 
liam Vail. She died in 1841, aged 24 ; he next married Paul- 
ina, <la. of David Lapham. He was also a farmer of fine taste 
and habits, and as a scholar and gentleman he had few superiors. 
He was a man of great natural talent and shrewdness, and pos- 
sessing sound and discriminating judgment and determined will, 
was well calculated to be the leader in all matters in which ho 
participated. In all the political affairs of the town he bore a 
conspicuous part, and was honored with numerous town offices. 
He was a member of the board of selectmen tw<) years ; lister 
six, years; town representative in 1810; town agent iu 18i)2 ; 
and a justice of the peace five years, during which he performed 
his duties with zeal and possessed the utmost confidence of his 
townspeople. He was a tiue American in sentiment, and a thor- 
ough patriot, being chivalrous and high toned, frank, manly and 
diguilied, and yet studiously courteous. He left behind him many 
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evidences of his energy and usefulness, as well as high moral arid 
social qualities. He was a man of great activity and enterprise, 
of exemplary moral character, honorable and upright in the per- 
formance of his duties, both as a public and private citizen, and 
was a man of pleasing and insinuating address. But few men in 
town have wielded greater |M>litical influence or been more suc- 
cessful in their plans. In 1855 he mdd his farm and removed to 
Manchester, Vt., where he remained until the spring of 18G0 
when he removed to Topeka, Kansas. He at once took up a 
leading position and soon became Mayor of Topeka. His excel- 
lent business habits, sound judgment and ability gained for him 
the respect and esteem of all with whom he associated. lie died 
at Topeka in 1861, aged 45, caused by falh'ng from the stairway 
of a building. His widow still resides in Kansas. His children 
are John G. who in. Biiia A. Nuninn and resides in Kansas; 
'William II. who died at Topeka in 18G0 ; 8emautha V. who m. 
Guilford Dudley ; Margaret, Lydia, Lawrence and Edward, died 
in infancy. 

(From a geneological table given to Dr. Harris Otis by his 
brother George A. Otis of Boston, we learm that John Otis, the 
emigrant, (1st generation) was born in Barnstable, Devonshire, 
Kngland and died in Weymouth, Mass., 1G37. 

John, his son (2d gen.) was born in England, 1620, and died 
in Scituate, MasH. in IGStS, leaving five sons, John, Stephen, 
James, Joseph and Job. 

Job, his son, (3d gen.) was born in Scitiiate and settled there. 
He married l^Iary Little, and died leaving numerous descendants 
in New England. His sons were Job, Ephriam and David, the 
last having no children. 

Ephraim, his son (4tli gen.) was born in Scituntc where he set- 
tled. He married Rachael Ilersy of Hinglmm. His children were 
Ephraim, Charles and James, the last having no children. 

Dr. Ephraim, his son (5th gen.) was born in 1735, and died 
1816. He was a surgeon in the army during the French and 
Indian war, and was one of the few who escaped the massacre 
of Fort William Henry, upon its surrender to the French and In- 
dians in 1756. He afterwards settled at Scituatc, his native 
place. He was a man of refined and gentlemanly manners, 
sound judgment, and decision of charnctcr. He accnmnhited a 
handsome property by his practice as a pliysirian, the most of 
which he lost by loaning it to government, during (he devolution 
during which he was a strong and tmcompromising whig. He 
was a graduate of Harvard University. His wife's name was 
Sarah Harris, by whom he had the following sons : Dr. Ephraim 
who settled in New York ; Dr. Harris who settled in Danby ; 
George A. who lived in Boston ; Job settled in Scipio N. Y. and 
David of Scituate, Mass.) 

Palmeu, Gilbert, from Nine Patners, N. Y. was an early 
settler on a portion of the farm now owned by William Hcrrick. 
He was a son of Abraham Palmer, wliose ancestors came from 
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Knglaud. He was a modest, unprotcDding Quaker gentleman, 
nndwustlie flrst person interred in the quaker burial ground. lie 
was twice married, iirst to a lady named Dewell, and next to 
Mary Sherman, who died in 1815. He raised a family oi* eigh- 
teen children, nine by each wife. He died in 180G, aged 75. 
The names of his children follow: Rath, b. 17G1 ; John, b. 
1763; Job, b. 1765; Levi, b. 1767; Edy, b. 1769; Sarah, b. 
1771 ; Gilbert, Jr., 1). 1774 ; Benjamin, b. 1776; Daniel, b.

Van Dauxer 
and settled in northern New York ; William was twice married, 
iirst to Mary Weller and next to Judah Potter ; he settled in 
Collins, N. Y. ; Reubin m. Huldah Clark and settled in Ham- 
burg, N . Y. ; Judah m. Joshua Pottor and went west ; Mary m. 
Barek Smith and lived in Collins, N. Y. 

Palmeu, John m. Catherine Fraily and settled early on the 
southern part of what is now the Town Farm. He also lived in 
a house which stood near the cross road leading to J. N. I^iillips' 
residence. He was a farmer and shoemaker, and his long life among 
us waii always marked with honest nulustry, and christian deport- 
ment. He was a bright, noble hearted man, and was indearod to 
all who knew him. He had a retentive men'ory and possessed a 
large fund of intelligence, to comnmnicate which, always render- 
ed him the greatest pleasure. Probably no person who ever lived 
here, remembered with so much di;»tinctness or knew more of the 
early history of the town. He died in 1860. aged 97, having at- 
tained the greatest age of any person in town. He lived to this 
gi*eat a<rc cheerful and happy, with faculties but little impaired. 
The names of his children are George, Henry, Jacob, Seneca. 
Wilson, liconard, Micah, (ililbert, Harvy, Sihis, Sarah and Ma- 
tilda, who m. Seneca Hill. (Jleorge ni. Lydia Wilbur and moved 
to ]^Iichi<ran ; Henry m. Lydia, da. of Snow Randall and settled 
with his father a short time, and tlieu removed to Micliigan. Sen- 
oca ni. Lydia, da. of John Wooils and moved to Oliio ; Wilson 
m. Sally Seloy and moved to Ohio where he died ; Harvy m. 
Phila, da. of Stephen Wheeler, and settled where Galett Ed- 
munds now lives. He also, removed some years since to Ohio. 

Palmeu, Danikl settled on the homestead of his father where 
he lived for many years. He was twice married, first to Hannah, 
da. of Henry Hcrrick and next to Polly Hopkins. Mr. Palmer 
was, in his early days, a resj)oeted mcnd>er of society. About 
tlie year 18*20 tliere lived in the edge of Tinnionth ii niuu named 
Ephraini Biiggs, who came to llie Corners frequently to transact 
business. Mr. Palmer and lilr. Briggs met one evening at the 
old '' Bed Tavern," then kept by Nicholas Jenks. Bnth men 
were addicted to drinking and when intoxicated, were somewhat 
(quarrelsome. A controversy finally arose, in which the two diff- 
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Q5t*C(i ami All Aii^^y dispiito occurred, both 1)cing quick tempered, 
iiiiiil one challenged the other to the door. Mr. Pnlmer, upon 
Teaching the door, being very quick in his movements, struck 
firiggs in the face, falling him to the ground, and then jumping 
with both feet into his breast, which unfortunately resulted in his 
death. This sad affair created considerable excitement through 
the town, hapjiening am it did in a ronuntniity cinnparativcly qui*> 
et and peaceable, and it being the first case of the kind that ever 
took place. Mr. Palmer was arrested for murder and brought 
l>efore Barton Bromly, Ksq., who upon hearing the testimony^ 
acquitted Palmer. TIw friends of Briggs believing ll«t justice 
had not been done, caused Palmer to be arrested the second timow 
His second trial took place in the old court house at Rut1and> 
where by an impartial jury, he wwn convicted and sentenced to 
iinpriiMmnient for life. Upon reri'iving his sentence, which he 
did with great calmness, he politely thanked the judge ^* that hift 
^uteuce was not for a longer term.'* Mr% Palmer remained bul 
A year or two in prison, when a petition was prascnted to th6 
Governor, praying for a commutation of the sentence which waA 
finally grantedL Mr, Palmer remained a citizen of this town £ot 
many years after this event. He died at Wallingford in 1862) 
aged 84:, His children are Jacob, Isaac, William, Eliza m^ 
Merrick Porter and Charity m. John Bromley. William has 
been twice married, first to Kunice Nichols and next to Sophia^ 
da. of Ira KdmuiidS) who died suddenly of heart disease in 1869; 
He followed school teaching in his younger days, a profession to 
whicli he was well adapted, and in which he succeeded, having 
but few superiors^ We plainly recollect of having been a stu- 
dent of his when bul five years of age, and the attractions ani 
associations then formed, still linger in our memory. He was a 
kind and pleasing instructor, and greatly endeared to his schol-' 
ars. He is now a farmer and resides in Wallingford. 

Palmkii, Lkonakd m. Anna, da. of l^eiibiii White, and first 
settled where A. T. Colvin now lives, and in 1839 he rcniovei 
to Scottsville, on the farm where he still resides. He is a farmer 
and mechanic, and is regarded as an honest, industrious man, a 
I)eaceable and quiet citizen. By well directed toil and industry 
he has acquired a good property^ which he is now, at the age of 
74, cheerfully eiyoying. ;Mri Palmer is a man of domestic haln 
its and mingles but little in societyi Their children are Catherine) 
Debra, Ruth, Matilda and llarrieti Ruth m. William Croff of 
Wallingford ; Matilda m. Jacob Fuller and lives in Wallingford i 
Harriet m. John Crapo, who died in 1864 from wounds reCeivea 
in the army. 

Palmer, Jacob m. Betsey Stafford and settled at the Borougfai 
He was a mechanic by trade, and a skillful workman* lie di^d 
in 1861. His widow married Dyer Townsliend of Wallingfordi 
Mr. Palmer left two children, Hannah Jane and John* 

Panton, Jamks a native of Scotland settled at the Borough 
and was a resident of the town for many years. He m. Fanny, 
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widow of Daniol Buffiim, and was a man much rospecteJ fni 
eommunfty for Mb integrity, talent for business and peaceable dis- 
position. He was for a long time manager of tUe marble works- 
of Symington & Co. of Baltimore.. He came to America in his 
manhood, where by that patient industry and tact for finance 
peculiar to that race, accumulated a competency.. He died of 
consumption in 1869* 

Paukis, Elkamaii bom 1728, fi*om Williamstown, Mass. ia 
1797, settled on the famv, and near where his grandson, Wesley,, 
now lives. He was originally from Pembroke, Mass., and son 
of Thomas Parris. whose father's name was also Thomas, who* 
•migi*ated from England during the latter part of the sevuntcoutli 
century. He m. Grace Mott, of Scituate, Mass., and soon af* 
ter settled in Williamstown, where they remained until the spring 
of 1797, when they removed to Danby, the country then being' 
comparatively new^ Tlie log house in which they lived, stood a 
few rods west of the present framed dwelling. He was one of 
the early members of the Quaker society, of exemplary habita 
and morals. He was a man of considerable wealth and a res- 
pectable farmer, and a worthy, iMsaceable, influential meutber of 
community. Although a man of intelligence and ability, he did 
not take a prominent part in political affairs, and having been 
considerably nilvanceci in years at the time of settling here. The 
descendants gf Elkanah Parris are quite numerous, many of 
whom btill remain here, while others are scattered tlu*oughout 
ibis and other states, being men of wealth and prominence, good 
abilities and education, and of respectability of character. Mr. 
Parris died June ICth^ 1818, aged 85 ; his wife August 19th, 
1819, aged 81. The names of their childi*en are as follows: 
Micah, b. and d^ at Williamstown ; Daniel ; Hannah, b. 1765 ; 
Caleb, b. 17G6; Dcbrah, b. 1770; Phebe, b. 1772; Thankful,

He died in 1821. Chloe m. Nathan Comstock and removed to 
Luzerne, N. Y. They had three children; Cyrus, Thankful and 
Khodu. 

Pakuis, Danikl b. ut AVillianiatown, Mass. 17G3, ni. first 
Eunice Lamb and next Drusilhi Sherman whom he married here 
in 1781). Ills first wife died at Williamstown. He came to 
Danby about the year 1785, and settled on the farm now owned 
by his grand-sou, John S. His house was situated near the 
stream, southeast of the present dwelling house, it having been 
about the first house built in that locality. Like many others of 
the early settlers, he had during liis early manhood lefl the com- 
fortable and (luiet enjoyment of a home in an older country, to 
seek another home in the wilderness, although well knowing the 



lianlsliips, toils and dangers that must nccddsarily ho oxporicnced 
before that time could be realized, fie was a man of health and 
possessed a rugged constitution, with a heart that knew no sensa- 
tion of fear, and a frame capable of enduring -almost any hard- 
ship, being well fitted by nature to take an active part in those 
times and to perform the duties of a pioneer settler. lie became 
n wealthy, prosperous fannor, an intelligent and useful ritizcn« 
He was a great friend of Isaac Tichenor, third Governor of this 
State, who we are told frequently came to pay Mr« Parris a vis" 
it. He held prominent of1io|s in town for a long series of years» 
lie was constable in 1703;pister five years and auditor four 
years ; olHces to which in those days, only men of good judgment 
and ability were called. Mi{. Parris was an upright, conscien^ 
tious man, of much energy aVid industry, and a skillful farmer, 
although imnsessing many occcntririticH* lioing a man of good 
morals^ he was a very worthy mcjnber of commnnity, especially 
in the early history of the town, when men of the the right stamp 
were needed to giw shape and tone to socicty% He Was always 
devoted to the interests of the town, from his settlement liere> 
and, being a man of decision of character, and with all, gener*> 
ous and public spirited, ho possessed the confidence and esteem 
of all. He was also a member of the Masonic fraternity. He 
lived to SCO great changes take place in the town of his adoption 
and died February 17th, 1822, aged 62« It may be said of him 
that he lived respected and died regretted. There wcfc two children 
by his first wife, Daniel and Ktmicc^ born at Willianistown. By 
his se(»nd wife he raised the following nanxMl children : Ilan*' 
nah, b. 1790, died 1810. aged 20 ; Levi S., b. 1792 ; Caleb, b.

Henry Lake and had one 
daughter, who m. Ira Lincoln. They rnij*cd two children : Lu*- 
cretia and Leonard. I>evi S. m. Nancy Southwick in 1818, and 
removed to Hanover, N. J. He had two sons Daniel, b. 1819 
and Sherman, b. 1822. He finally became addicted to drinking^ 
lost his property and in the suninicr of 1823 removed back to 
Danby. The next fall he went to Rhode Island, where he re* 
luained a while and in 1824 siiiled from IVovidonco in a vessel 
bound for Canton, since which time nothing has been heard from 
him. His son Daniel died in 1831, aged 12. Sherman settled 
in New York where he still resides. Oren ni. Susan Lillie and 
raised a family of several children : George, KunicC) Philander^ 
Semantha and Philemon. lie settled in Dorset and afterwards 
in Pawlet. He died here Oct. 7, 1841, aged 46. 

Parris, Cai.ru settled on the homestead where Wesley Parris 
now lives, which he occupied for many years or until his death* 
Ho built the present dwelling, known as the *' sixteen cornered '* 
house, which he was a number of years in building, having built 
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a portion of it at a time. He was a man oi good ability and in-- 
tcUigcncc, and occupied many pi*omiueut positions, serving as 
selectman three years ; lister seven years ; grtmd juror two years,, 
and auditor seven years. He was a mtm of eonsiderablo wealth, 
and influence. He died unman'ied) January 23, 1848, aged 82. 

Paruis, Cai,kb,2d, Caft. h- $7SH, m. Cata, dok of liev. Jared. 
Lol>del,]n 1815', and settled where his sou, Leonard. O. now 
lives. He was an outerprisiug and suceessCiil fanner, to which, 
he devoted nearly his whole liTc, aiul by which he ticiiuiulated a. 
good property, being a prominent and highly respected citizen.. 
Cuptw iWris wtis a mmi of strong natural abilities, possessing it 
decided and penetrating mindy honest and just in all liU business 
transactions. But iew men have rendered move public service to 
to the town, being often choosei> to iUl some office. He was se- 
lectman two years ; lister four years ; trustee uf U.* S.* money six 
years ; and a justice of the peace ten years, and he always dis- 
charged his duty with fidelitv and dispatch. He was elected, 
moderator of town meetings for many years, and pi*obably no 
man living was belter fitted for lluvt |M>sitiou. l\y possessing 
good judgment and discretion his- services were otlen sought, es- 
pecially ill moving buildings, and he will long be remembered.. 
He was captain of the militia, by which lie gained his title. He 
exemplified his religion by dispensing with a libei*al liaud to^thepoor 
and needy, and by obeying the divine injunction ^^ Do unto oth- 
ers as you would that others should do unto you." Possessed of a 
kind heart and a large share of seeiality, he was ever a welcome* 
guest of every circle, and perhaps no one was more generally 
respected < Moreover he was a v.ery public spirited man ; and 
while unostentatious in all his acts, always one of the first to en- 
gage in any work whereby the community might be benefited, 
without asking or expecting reward, yet having his reward in the 
consciousness of fulfilling tlie design of his creation, and in the 
respect, confidence and esteem of his fellow men. Possessing 
(piick discernment, wonderful retentivciM^s of memory, he ac- 
(piired extensive general intelligence ; was a sate adviser ; pecu- 
liarly social and amiable in all his relations, aud lived and died 
an honest man. He departed this life Aug. 25lh, 18t>8,aged 74 ; 
his wife Aug. 29th, 1805, aged 70. Tlieir children wei*e Sarah, 
b. 181G; Hannah, b. 1818; John 8., b. 1820; and Leonard G., 
b. 1825. 

Pauhij), Hauvey b. 1791), m. Sally, da. of Edward Herrick, 
and settled on the homestead, having been a thrifty farmer, and 
during his residcnci; here, one of the leading and prosperous men 
of the town. Uy possjessiug a <j:ood business talent, iiulustry and 
a natural »lireW(hies8 in conneetiou witli a chise application to ag- 
I'iruldirHl pursuits, lie has uceuniuluted eonsiderable wealth. Ilv 
iti (lenioeratic in priiteiple, having from early numhood adhered 
to that ])ai'ty through all its difi'erent phases and to whose phit- 
iorni and measures he has been wedded from its birth. But few 
men have occupied more town ollices or filled more prominent 
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rsLui rcspousiblo stations. For many years Ins business transac- 
tions wore on an extensive scale. In 1829 he was elected con* 
Atable and collector, which ofllce he occupied two ycars^ and in 
1842 he was chosen one of the board of selectmen^ which h^ 
held for four years in succession ; he was also lister six yoarss 
4ind justice of the peace five years. In 1848 he removed to 
Pawlet, where he still resides. His wife died in 1854, aged 49> 
leaving two children, Levi and Olin. Mr« Parris next married 
Martellcj da. of Abner Croff« Levi m.

Parris, Isaac Tickknor m« 1831, Rachael S. Jones, da. of 
Kphraim Jones of Pawlct, and settled on a portion of his fath» 
v^s homestead* He removed to Fairftix, Vt. in 1887, where 1k> 
now resides. His children were Edwin, Daniel, KachacK Annie^ 
licUen, Isaac T.« Jr. add Flora* 

Parris, Waltku M. m. 1834, Nancy^ widow of Levi S. Par* 
ris, and has resided in this town and Pawlet. He now lives up 
on the Samuel Smersou place He is a caipenter and joinci by 
trade, to which he has devoted a good share of his life, and i» con* 
sidered a first class mechanic^ being the only one of the family 
of that profession. He is a man of good talent and ability^ 
sound judgment and common sense. Being possessed of a good 
knowledge of la\v« his advice and counsel is of^cu soUglit> His 
wife died in 183(> leaving two chilercn, Daniel E», b. 183^ ; and 
Nancy, b. 1830. He next married Maronda,da. of Ishmal Mnt« 
tesou, who died in 1805, leaving five children: Mary^ Delia, 
IMalvina, Merrill and Clark. Daniel K. m. Fanny Wheeler and 
resides lit Troy, N. Y%, having been connected wiih the Troy 
Stove Works for a number of years. He was a member of tin; 
firm of Potter, Parri:* & Co., and subsequently of Burdett, Par- 
ris & C«). He is at present the matmccr of the Double Porci** 
voir Stove Co., and is a man of good business talent and enter- 
prise. 

Parris, Weslby m. Olive Rhoda in 1836, and settled on the 
homestead of his uncle Caleb, which he still occupies^ being a 
respectable farmer and a good citizen. Tliey have raised a fam* 
ily of six children : Jarcd L., John J., William Ri, Ira Di, ]\larv 
K. and Eugene. Jared L. m. Uocelia Bchling of Dorset, and 
resides at Rutland. He was, in 18G0, a foreman on the marblo 
works in West Rutland, Vt., but is at present a conductor on tho 
Harlem Extension Railroad. John J» nii Jennie da. of Edmund 
Bourne and is also a conductor on the Harlem Extension Rail"- 
road. William R. m. Adelaide Jones, of Peru, N. Y. and resides 
at Rutland. Tliey have three children, of whom are MortoU 
and Fanny. 

Parris, John S. m. Rebecca Stafford of AV*^allingford. ami net* 
tied on the homestead of his uncle Harvy. He is one of the lead* 
iug, enterprising and industrious fanners, and highly esteemed ai« 
a citizen and neighbor. He is also ranked as a leading man in 
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town business, having been selectman five years ; lister three 
years ; town agent three years ; a justice of the peace twelve 
yea)*s ; uud a Representative to the Legislature in 18G2, in all of 
which lie has served with credit, and but few men presents a bet- 
ter record. Mr. Parris has always been devoted (o the welfare 
of the town and neighborhood, and among the most active in ad- 
vancing its prosperity. He is a man of cheerful disposition, pos- 
sessing a large fund of anecdotes, high toned and moral, and 
possesses the confidence and respect of hi.^ fellow men. Honora- 
ble in all his dealings, kind, generous, patriotic and amiable, he 
is justly regarded as a worthy member of society. They have a 
family of six children; Foster J., Caleb, Sylvia, Josiphene, 
Leonard and Jennie. Foster J. m. GaiTio Brown of Fort Ann, 
N. Y., is a farmer and resides in Colona, Illinois. 

Parkis, Leonaud G. m. Matilda, da. of Linus Edmunds, 
and succeeded to the homestead. He is also a farmer of 
tiirifty, industrious habits, having accumulated a good property. 
Being a man of good judgment and discretion, he has been 
honored with numerous prominent positions, the duties of which 
no man has more faithfully discharged. He wisely and prudent- 
ly served as selectman two years, from 18G4, at a time when 
men and money had to be raised, to meet the requirements of the 
government, duties which only men of wisdom and foresight 
could successfully manage. Mr. Parris is esteemed as a worthy, 
enterprising and liberal citizen. He has lately erected a new and 
splendid dwelling house, it being one of the best in town. The 
names of their children are as foUows: Cata, KIkanah, tfohuand 
Sarah. 

(From a genealogical account of the Parris family, sent to 
Caleb Parris, Sen. by Albion K. Parris, 2d, Comptroller of the 
U. S. Treasury in 183G, we learn that Thomas the emigrant, 
came to America in 1083, and that he was a sun of John Par- 
ris', anil a grandson of Thonnis Parris of London, Kiigland, 
who is the oldest ancester known. Tiiomas Parris of Lon- 
don hud two brothers : John and Richard, who died previous to 
lOGO, leaving one daughter, Sarah. He also had two sisters; 
Llargarot and Rebecca. John settled on the Island of Barbadoc-^, 
where he died between the years IGGO and IGGO, leaving no chil- 
dren. He \eh a will, from which was learned that Thomas Par- 
ris of London left four sons, viz : John, Thomas, Samuel and 
Manin. But little has been learned of these sons, only that two 
of them were ministers of the reformed church, viz : John and 
Samuel. John was minister at Ugborough, twelve miles from 
Plymouth, England, and Samuel was minister in Salein, ]SIa.^.s. 
He figured in the days of the " Salem AVitchcraft," it Imving 
first made its appearance at his house. Rev. Samuel Parris left 
two sons, Samuel and Noyes. Samuel settled in, Sudbury, 
!Mass., and Noyes was graduated at Harvard College in 1721. 

Thomas Parris the emigrant was an only son. He set sail 
from Topsham, June 28th 1GG3 ; came to Long Island and mar- 
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ricd Mary Jerklin, from tlicncc he removed to Ik)ston, where his 
wife died, leaving two daughters, one of whom married a Gard- 
ner. He then removed to Pembroke, Mass., and married a lady 
named Rogers. He died in 1752. By his last wife he raised 
the following children : Samuel, died 1780; John, Thomas, 
died 1786, aged 85; Elizabeth, married Kbenezer Bonncy of 
Pembroke ; Anne, maiTied Edward May and settled in Cornwall ; 
Moses, Samuel, married llnth Bonney and raised one son, Sam- 
uel, who died at the age of 21 ; John settled in Middleboro. He 
m. a lady by the name of Pearse, by whom he had two cliildren : 
Hannah and John ; Moses m. widow Mary Bosworth, and set- 
tled ia Middleboro. 

Thomas Parris, son of Thomas the emigrant, m. Hannah Gar- 
net of Scituate. She died 1770, aged 68. They had cliildren as 
follows : Thomas, Jr., Elkanah, who settled in Danby, a shetch 
of whom is here given ; Benjamin, who died in 1815, aged 84 ; 
and Matthew, died at the nge of 10. Thomas, Jr. m. Kebecca 
Hay word and settled in Bridge water. Benjamin, his oldest son, 
died in infancy. Benjamin, his second son, m. Sarah, da. of 
his Uncle Benjamin, by whom he had three children, one of 
whom was named Hannah. Thomas, the youngest son died in 
a snow storm in 1777. 

Benjamin Parris, who died at Pembroke in 1815, grandson of 
Thomas, the eniigi*ant, and brother of Elkanah, married Millis- 
ant Keith of Ea^ton in 1753, and raised the following children: 
Sarah, b. 1754, d. 1787, aged 35; Samuel, bom 1755; Mat- 
thew, b. 1757 : Josiah, b. 1760 ; Ruth, b, 1762; Daniel, b. 
1764 ; ^Inrtiti, b. 1766 ; Mercy, b. 1768. Sarah m. her cousin, 
Benjamin Parris, and had three cliildren : Josiah and I^Iatthew 
removed into the State of Maine, in the town of Hebron, about 
the ycarl780, when most of it was an entire wildemcps. Mat- 
thew m. Mercy Thompson and was killed in 1783 by the fall of 
II tree, aged 25, leaving a son and a daughter. The widow and 
children returned to Pembroke, where the daughter was soon af- 
ter drowned by falling through the ice, aged 12. The son, whose 
name was Alexander, was a highly respectable architect in Bos- 
ton, and was employed a good deal by the United Stales Gov- 
ernment in building dock yards, and also in the Navy Yards. 
He became quite wealthy, but left no children. Josiah ni. Ex- 
perince Ivoudon, who died in 1832. He died in Maine, leaving 
two children : Dclphina, died in 1826, aged 22 ; and Virgil, who 
received a collegiate v.ducation, became a lawyer and was a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature. Ruth m. Mark Andrews of Berk- 
ley and settled in Buckfield, Cumberland County. The names of 
her children follow : Martin, d. in infancy ; Bela, Mark, Me- 
hitable, Clara and Polly. Daniel, the fourth son of Benjamin 
Parris m. Pcrnal Ripley of Halifax, where he settled, and was a 
farmer. Their children were as follows : Hannah, Pernal, Am- 
brose and Matthew. Martin m. Julia Drew in 1795 and became 
a minister, but of what denomination we have not learned. He 
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settled ill iCingstou, ,Mass.r for about twenty ycan^ wheu fic be* 
eaino the settled minister in Marslifield. He had three sons : 
Martin, Benjamin and Samuel, the oldest of whom died at sea. 
The youngest went through college quite young, studied medicine 
and settled in Attleboro, Mass., where he died soon after in 1827. 
Mercy ni. David Stutevant and removed to Bufterfield. They 
raised four childi'eu : William, David, Isaac and Martin. 

Samuel Parris, oldest son of Benjamin, m. Sarah Pratt of 
Middlcboro, who died in 1836, aged 76. We have not the date 
when Samuel died, but was living iu 1837, aged 82. He also 
settled in Maine quite early. They raised but one sou, Albion 
K., who m. Sarah Whitman and lived in Portland. He vcixs the 
2d Comptroller of the U. S. Ti*easury at Washington, D. C. in 
1830. Ilis children were Caroline, Albert, Helen, Julia, Sarah 
and Samuel, the four last named being born in Portland. 

llie name Parris is sometimes difTerently spdled by different 
branches of the family. Some write tlieir name Paris, with but 
«)ne r, while others write it Parish. In the will of John Parrirf 
of Barbadoos, the brother of lliomas Parris of Ixiudon, the fam- 
ily name is S|>elled Parris, and hence we suppose tliat to be the 
true name. .We also find in the church reconls of Salem, Mass., 
the minister, Samuel Parris, wrote his name the same way.)

William Wightman, and re- 
sides west; Joseph S., ir.. Mercy da. of John lladwin and lives 
at the Borough, being a manufacturer and dealer in boots and 
shoes, in which he is at present extensively engaged. Their chil- 
dren are Minnie, Frankie, d. young ; Lester and Myrtle. 

Phillips, Caleb a native of Rhode Island, m. Martha Bish- 
op, and (uinie to this town during the revolution. His name a|>- 
pears on ihe roll of freemen made in 1778. Three of his broth- 
urs, Stephen, John and Selh also came here. Ho settled on the 
farm ai'tcrwanl owned by his son Josiah, and now owned by 
Warren Vaughan. He was the first settler in that locality, be- 
ing then an unbroken forest. The first log house in which he 
lived, stood in the pasture, west of the framed one. He built u 
frnnied (hvelling in 1801, which stood till within a few years. 
Caleb Phillips came here poor, with nothing but his head and 
hands to carve himself a fortune, wliich by patient toil and un- 
wciirieil cH'orts, he accomplished, and became a highly respecta- 
ble farmer. He was an active participant in the struggles whicli 
the early settlers of this town had to endure. As a pioneer, ho 
was patient, peacetnl and persevering ; was fearless, hardy, able to 
endure, meeting perils and danger with firmness, and his memo- 
ry is held in high esteem by those who knew him, as a citizen of 
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Dauby, in the stiring scenes of its early history. lie was a man 
of stern integrity, and possessed great energy, which together 
made him a iViend to all. lie lived to see the wiUlerness become 
a cultivated and populous region, and died in 1825. His wife died 
in 1837, aged about 90. Their children were Chad, Mercy, Ben- 
jamin, Sabrah and Josiah. Mercy m. Jecaniah Palmer, and 
lived in Tinmouth. She died in 1820. Sabr<ih m. Daniel Woods 
and settled in Peru, N. Y. 

Phillips, Chad m. Sarah Weller, and settled near his father 
a short time and was known as a man of ability and intelligence, 
lie removed to Tinmouth and was a prominent citizen of that 
town during his lifetime, being honored with many town offices. 
He was a magistrate for many years, and but few men transacted 
more business. He was also a major in I he State Militia. He 
dicil in 1HI7, aged 80 ; his wife in 1817, ag«Ml 78. T\\vy raised 
a family of four children : Setli, Ira, Elizabeth, d. unmarried ; 
Percilln, d. young ; Rhoda, m. Parker Daily, and settled in Col- 
lins, N. Y. ; I^Iarenda, d. 182G, aged 17, and Nancy, m. Sylva- 
nus Cook. Scth has been four times married, first in 1832, to 
Mary AVildcr, who died in 1835, aged 26, leaving two children, 
l*>lwin, b. 1833 nnd Mnry, b. 1835. He was next marrird in 1837 
to Kliznbeth, widow of Ifaac South wick, Jr. She died in 1853, 
aged 44, leaving a family of eight children : Sarah, b. 1838 ; 
Ephraim, b. 1840; Francis, b. 1841; George, b. 1843; Ira, 
b. 1845; Lydia, b. 1840; Delia, b. 1848 and died 1849; and 
Margaret, b. 1852. For his third wife he married Kebccca 
Smalloy of Sandy Hill, and next Harriet Complin, witli whom 
he now lives. He resides in Tinmouth, Vt. Edwin, the oldest 
son, is a physician and served as surgeon during the war of 1861. 
He rcsideH west. Ephraim was a member of Company B. Gth 
Hegimcnt Vt. Vols, and died in 1864. 

Jni also m'tth'd in Titinionth, where ho. still rcisides. He has 
been three times niarricd. First to Sally Weller of Danby ; 
next to Harriet Gordon of Wallingford, and next to ISlary, da. 
of O. B. Ilnlett. By his first wife he raised one daughter, Sally, 
who m. Geo. Hill and lives in Winhall, Vennont. By his second 
wile he also raised one da. Harriet, who m. John Ames. The 
children by his last wife are Helen, Mary, Elizabeth, Delia, Ira, 
Paulina, Adda and Flora. 



PiiiLLirs, Bkn.iamin m. Charity, da. of Henry Herrick, and 
settled on a portion of his father's farm, and subsequently set- 
tled in Tinmouth. He at quite an early day owned and run a 
furnaoe, near the residence of Edwin Staples. This was known 
as " The Pocket Furnace," and the only one ever built in town. 
He finally removed to Pern, N. Y., where he died 1853, aged 73, 
and his wife in 1860, aged 71. Their children are Ilispa, Sab- 
rah, David, Jared L., Signor, Charity and Allen. Rispa m. 
Elisha Allen, and lives in An Sable, N. Y. ; Sabrah ni. lienbin 
Fisk and afterwards an Allen, and lives in An Sable ; Jared has

1829^ Benjamin bas been twice mnrried, first to Mary, da^ of 
Abram Rogers and next to Eliza Sawyer. He I'esides at Sara- 
nae, N.- Y. Mercy m. Galett Edmuds. Catherine m. Elios Baker, 
and d. in 1868. William m.. Emm Harvy, and lifvcs in Plym- 
outh, Vermont .r 

Phillips, Josiaii mr Sally NeweH of Tinmouth in 1805, anJ 
succeeded to hi9 father^s homestead. He became one of the pros- 
perous, substantial men of the town. He was a skillful and 
thrifty farmer, to which he devoted a long life.^ He was a gener- 
ous hearted, worthy man, energetic and pei*severing,and possess- 
ed good talents He was often clM)sen to fill town offices, al- 
though niuny times refusing to accept, and always discharging: 
his duty with fidelity. He also accumulated a good property, 
and possessed that enterprise, public spirit, courage and discre- 
tiou, which, united, exert a signal influence on a community. He 
was a muu decided in his opinion, firm in his convictions, gener- 
ous and charitable to those who differed from him. Being unmn 
of more than ordinary qualities; of sound practicid talent, and 
quick apprelkension, exact in his business transactious, and with- 
al possesKcd of great sag^icity and prudence, he retained in a 
great dogvvo, the conHdenco of all. Ho took a strong interest in 
every thing promotive of the welfare of his town, and sustained 
through life the character of a good citizen, a kind neighbor and 
a warm luid ardent friend. lu 1849 he moved to Tinmouth, 
where he lived about six years. In 1855, when about to return 
to his homestead in Dauliy, he was taken sick and died, being 
70 years of age. His wife died advanced in years. The names 
of their children are as follows : Laura, b. 1807 ; Caleb, b. 180D ; 
Mercy, b. 1811; Joseph N., b. 1813; Sally, b. 1815;

Emily Sher- 
man, and settled on the homestead ; his wife died in 1855. Ho 
was a member of the 7th Regt. Vt. Vols, and died at New Or- 
leans ill 1863. They raised but one daughter, Julia Ann. who 
m. Wallace ToWer of Rutland. Betsy m. T^)ren Simmons of 
Clarendon, where bIio died. Berzalia m. Mary Siuunons and 
also lived upon the homestead. lie died in 18G1 ; his widow m. 
Lester Congdon of Clarendon. Precilla m. Daniel Rounds, and 
moved to Michigan, where she died in 1867. 

Phillips, Joseph N. m. Lurena Brown, and settled on the 
Stephen Otis farm. Although commencing in life with little or 
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Tio inoaDs, ho has bv hard labor, economy, industry and perso- 
Tcrcnce, succeeded in acquiring a good property. By repeated 
4idditions to his farm, ho has become an extensive land^-holder, 
•and is ranked among the men of wealth and iuflucnco. Mr. 
Phillips has largely enjoyed iho confidence of his fellow-towns- 
vncn, haviug ^icld many town offices at different periods, and ah 
ways manifested great interest in tlie prosperity and tifYairs of the 
•community in which he lives, being ever ready to aid in all 
things towanls their advanocment^ He has been selectman three 
years, from 1 85G ; lister four years ; and a justice of the peace 
dve years ; besides liaving been oAen called to fill Other positions-, 
the duties of which he has perfonncd witk credit to himself, and 
lionor to tlie town. No man better understands how, or can 
jnore economically manage the prudential and financial interestjt 
of the town. Although his opportunities for early education 
were somewhat limited, yet possessing a strong miud, geod na*- 
lural abilities, and ready perceptions, by rending and a close obser- 
vation of the world, his fund of information has become extensive 
and accurate. He is a man of large social qualities, a good dc*^ 
bator, nobly free in his opinions, and decided in his conducts He i:< 
Also quite familiar with legal proceedings, and is often called up 
on to council in law matters, and occasionally attemis cases in 
justice oonrts. He is a man of great activity and energy, emi'* 
ncntly in all respects a true and usefnl citizen, and is universally 
respected as a man of good sense and sound judgments His wife 
flied in 18f>f?, aged 52. They riiiscd a frtiHily of four children { 
ftcorge W., Jane, flosiphene and Adclphine% (icorge nu Mary 
Lamphivc of Dorset and has five children : Fernando, Joseph^ 
Charlie, Herzalia and Jerry, Jane ni. Asacl Thornton and live?* 
in Castletou, Vermont. 

PiiiLUrs, SxKriiEN brother of Caleb, came from li% 1% about 
the same lime, and lived on a portion of the Wing Uoj(ers fann 
and also where Galett Kdnnuids now lives. He died quite ad*' 
vanced in years, having raised a family of five childnin : Isaac, 
Laden, Joel, Susie and Emma, who m% John Harrington. Laden 
m. Dinah Baker and was a resident of the town many yearp. 
He died in 1830, leaving three children : Mary Ann, Hannah 
and Emery, who resides in town. 

Phillips, Isaac ni. Ruth Lord, and settled near Scot tsville, on 
the farm owned by II. E. Coswell, having previously lived when* 
Galett liklmunds now lives. He was a goo<l citizen and a man 
of steady, industrious habits, having nccumlated a good propei- 
i}\ He «licd in 1803, aged 91 ; his wife in 1854^ aged 70. The 
names of their children are William L., (icorge, Lucinda, Lor* 
ana and Stephen W. Lucinda has been dciif and dumb from 
childhood ; Stepheii m. Lorette Andrews of Piltsford, who died 
in 18G3, aged 39. He has been a teachar of penmanship for 
many years being a good instructor and an excollent ])cnnian4 
being widely and favorably known as one of the best in the State. 

PiiiLLLiPS, John from 11. L, also resided here a short time. 
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but had no pcrmancut sottlomcnt. Ho is said to have bocii a 
inau of peculiar habits, and somewhat notional. IIo Anally wa.s 
fi*ozcu to death. AVe learn of but four children : John, Eleazor. 
Aai and Khoda. Aai was lost at sea ; Eleazor is a man of rov- 
ing disposition, having traveled through nearly every state in the 
union. His whole life has been spent in wandering about, never 
stopping in one place a great length of time. Ho is now quito ad- 
vanced in years. 

PiiiLLirs, SuTii from R. I., was al^ early hei*e. He tinally 
settled in Mt. Tabor. His wife's name wtis Lydia I'^aston. He 
was killed in 1804 by his horses running way while drawing 
pork, near the residence of G. S. Tabor. His wife died the same 
year. They raised a family of eight children : Laura, m. Lem- 
uel Stafford ; Seba, l^Iercy, m. Nathaniel Wait ; Mary, Arnold, 
Htill living in town ; Lydia, m. John Sweet ; Rhoda and 8eth. 
Seba m. Prula Buxton, and resided here a number of years. He 
removed to the west. Of his children are Flarriet, Nancy and 
Hannah. Seth in. Hitty Wood, and settled in Starksboro, Vt. 
He has three children: Semantha, Philetus and Alzina. 

PiULLii's, IsiiAKL also froui R. I., settled at an early day un a 
portion of the farm owned by J. S. Parr is. He was a revoki- 
tionary soldier and drew a pension. He m. Nancy Fisk. The 
old house in whicli he lived is still standing, and where he kept 
tavern several years. He died aged 80, having lived hero for 
many years, and passed through the severe and countless triab 
of the early settlers of our town. He served through a largi^ 
portion of the war and would tell with much zest and relish, the 
many incidents ho was knowing to, that contributed to render 
the war of the revolution of such thrilling; interest to the earlv 
settlers of the country. His widow died in 18 , leaving no 
(fhildren. 

PiiiLLirs, Smith from Grafton, N. Y., about the year 1840, 
settled at the Corners. He went to Minnesota where he dietl. 
1 1 is children were Delevan, Martin, !Mercy Jane, Lottie and De- 
lia. Martin ni. Ueiihanui, da. of David Wetherby and now re- 
ttides in Wallingfunl. They have two children : David and Ira. 

PiEHCK, William from Pawlet, Vt., in 185JJ, m. Dilla, da. of 
Stephen Dillingliani, and settled on the farm now owned by C. 
T. Reed. He is a native of New Baltimore, N. Y. In 18G2 
he sold his farm and removed to the Borough. His wife died in 
18G4, aged 33. In 18GG he went into trade, having purchased 
the stone store, and entire stock of goods of C M. Bruce, since 
which time he has been engaged in the mercantile business, hav- 
ing won the confideuo and esteem of his patrons. \^ a farmer, 
he was thrifty and industrious, and as a citixcn he is upright, 
liberal and trustworthy. Being a peaceable, (juict man, generous 
and benevolent, he is respected as a nsefid as well as a prominent 
member oi' society. He was elected one of the board of select- 
men in 1<SG2, and was a justice of the peace in 18G3. Air. Pierce 
is one of ihe leading spiritualists of the town, of which tlien* 
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arc at proflcn!) a largo number, bciug v6ry Ami and decided in 
his belief of the new philosophy. He was again m. in 1865 \6

Porter, Mbrriok m. Eliasa, d. of l>aniel Palmer, and settlecl 
on the farm now belonging to Edia Baker Est. He removed to 
Wallingford where he died. Of his children are Isaac and Har> 
ry, who m» a Craodall and lives in Wallingford. Isaac is a car* 
penter and joiner by trade. He m. Hortensa Odel and resides in 
town. He was drafted in 1868 and served three years in the 5th 
Vt. llcgt. His cliildren are Girahlo, Ada and Ida, twins ; Mar» 
cus, Caasi and Don. 

Potter, George W. son of Christopher Potter^ m. Lydia 
Carpenter, and lives at the Boroughs Ho is a carpenter and 
joiner by trade. They have three children : Eddie, Emma and 
Willie^ 

I'ftfNm.E, Abel from Sangatr, Vt. iti 1847 , m. Hannah Snow 
of that town% He is a son of Abraham Prindle, a native of 
Sandgate, whose ancestors originally came from Hollands He 
is a carpenter and joiner by trade, and a skillful workman» He 
first settled at the Borough, where he lived until within a few 
years. He now resides at the Comers. 

pRiEST) John another of the revolutionary patriots, was a res^ 
Ident of the town for a number of years. He served during 
nearly the whole of the war. for which he drew n pension. He 
was a stone mason and wall layer by trndc» He was a man of 
considerable ability, full of anecdote and humor, and loved to 
relate incidents of the revolution, and the war of 181 2, in which he 
also served. He never accumulated much property, and in hi;* 
old age was almost entirely dependent ui>on his pension for sup- 
port. He removed about 20 years since to Mechanicsville) N. Yi 
where his son then lived» 

UandaLL, SnoXv from Adams, Mass., about the year ITDS, nu 
Hannah Sherman and first settled near whci^e Nelson Kelly no^V 
lives* He carried on the ciothdressing bushicss for many yearsi 
being succeeded by John M. Bishop» He afterwards renloved to 
the east side of the town, on the farm now owned by Henry Wil» 
bur. He finally settled in Mt. Holly, Vt., where he died. Hi« 
widoAv survived him many ycara, and died at a ripe old agci 
Their children were Caleb, Isaac, Stephen, Saga^ Hannah, nii 
Ira Vail ; and Lydia who m. Henry Palmer. Isnac m. a Chan- 
dler, and settled in Mt. Holly. 

Randall, Caleb m. Lydia, da. of Enoch Congor, and lived 

a few years on the farm owned by N. P. Baxter. He afterwards 

settled on the farm owned by A. T. Colvin. lie was a frugal, 

industrious farmer, a good ncighhor and a respected citizen. He

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died in 1857, aged 7G. Tlioy raised a family ot* seven children : 
Robert (i., Alvah, Nelson, Ehvood, Enoch, Galen, Maria and 
Sophia. Robert ni. Ruth, da. of Ira Edmunds, and settled iu 
Ripley, N. Y. His wife did iu 1869, aged 50, leaving four chil- 
dren : Mariette, m. John Shoal and lives in Ohio ; Ira, Lydia 
and Yolney. Alvah becama a physician, and removed to Michi- 
gan, where he died ; Ehvood m. Sabriua Rogers and removeil 
west. Enoch m. Phebe Doty and lives in Ripley, N. Y. 

Randall, Nei^^on m. Precilia Eddy and succeeded to the 
homestead. He was constable and collector Ave years and by 
performing his duties with fidelity and seal, won the oonAdencif 
and esteem of his townsmen. Ho is a man of much shrewdues:^ 
and intelligence, resolute and active, courteous in his businesM 
transactions, and was a man of influence in the town. He now 
resides in Ripley, N. Y., to which place he removed some ten 
years since, and is a U. S. detective, being peculiarly adapted to 
that kind of business. 

Rawlbs, George from Dorsetshire, England, iu I85G, m. 
Naomi J^ochior, and iu 18G8 lived on the Ira I'Miuunds farm. 
He now lives on the Phillips' farm near Scottsville. By honest toil 
and industry he has accumulated considerable property, and is 
respected by all as a good citizen and neighbor. 

Rauan, Dennis from L*eland in 184U, m. llnuuah Grady and 
settled in South America. He has also by frugality and indus- 
try, accumulated a good pro|)erty, and is considei*cd a worthy 
and respectable citizen. Their children are Ellen, Jerry, Mich- 
ael, John and Hannah. 

Reei>, Isaac from Rhode Island in 1802, settled in the extreme 
southwestern part of the town, on a portion of the Governor's 
Right. He was a soldier of tlie Revolution and drew a pension. 
He lived to a good age, having raised a family of flfteen children, 
of whom are Elijah, Oliver, Isaac, Jr., Durphy, Ichabad, Solo- 
mon, Nelson, Abagail, Elizabeth, Susan and Patience. Elijah 
ni. Hannah Flint and removed west. Isaac, Jr. settled in St. 
I-iawrenco County, N. Y., where he became eminent. Dui*pliy 
settled in Dorset, where he together with most of his children 
now reside. lehabud died of consumption in early nuiuhood. 

Rekd, Solomon lived for many years upon the land formerly 
occupied by his father, a portion of which lies in the town of 
Pawlct, and upon which Solomon now resides. Fie luis been 
thrice married ; first to Diantha Ormsby, next to Rachael Hatha- 
way, M'ho died in 1847, aged 41 ; and last to Electa Hazleton. 
He has always been a tough, hard laboring man, and a great 
hunter, in which he more frequently engaged in his younger days 
than of late, being a bold, adventurous and courageous man. 
That portion of the town, has ever been a haunt for wild beasts, 
aiul more especially bears. Although hunting and trapping thesi; 
animals, is an employment always full of excitement and danger, 
but few men have possessed a keener relish for these sports. 
Capital stories arc told of his encounters with them, and even 
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cluriDg the last few year?. Que of these which Imppencd about 
thirty years ago is worthy of notice : Solomon, together Avith 
his brother Ichabad, who was a young man of feeble health, was 
o:it one day in what is known ai '* Fir Swamp " ader balsam. 
This swamp is situated nearly to the top of the mountain, and 
was some considerable distance from the house. They had been 
there but a short time when the dog, which had followed them, 
commenced barking at a short distance from them, near a sort of 
a cave or den in the rocks, which signified that there was some- 
thing in there. Believing it to be nothing more thanv a coon, 
which the dog had tracked there, Solomon thought he would ven- 
ture in. So laying his gun down by the mouth of the cave, he 
crawled in to see what was there. He soon discovered that it 
was a bear, and called upon Ichabad to hand him the gun, which 
ho did. Taking as good aim as possible by the light of her eyes, 
he fired, but the contents failed to take effect. Bruin not liking 
such an unceremonious call, immediately rushed out through the 
passage, which, not being very spacious, gave Solomon consid- 
erable of a squeezing. The bear, upon coming out, at once 
made an attack upon Ichabad, who stood at the mouth of the 
cave. The dog immediately closed in for a fight, and acted as 
if Mr. Bruin had been as rough and unceremonious as his mas- 
ter had been, in intruding himself upon her notice. Solomon, 
on hurrying out, saw at a glance that his brother must have help 
immediately, and commenced an attack upon the bear, which drew 
her attention from Ichabad. The dog and bear then became engag- 
ed, and Solomon seeing that the dog would get the worst of the 
fight unless he had help, stepped astride of the bear and took an 
car in each hand. AVhen she felt the whole weight of this new el- 
ement in the controversy, which was made to bear upon her, she 
turned her attention from the plaintive and suppliant tones of the dog 
to the more defiant antagonist on her back. The dog having found 
there was fighting to be done, now applied himself vigorously to 
the bear's haunches, whereupon she commenced descending the 
mountain, Solomon maintaining a firm hold upon her back, while 
Ichabad continued to beat the bear with the breach of his gun. 
The dog's mode of fighting soon had the tendency to lacerate her 
feelings so severely that she now turned her special attention to 
him, having no further fear of the men. Thus the dog would 
fight until seeing he would get the worst of it, Solomon would 
step astride of the bear, while his brother kept plying his blows, 
drawing her attention from the dog, first being under and then 
top, for the distance of a mile or more down the mountain, by 
which time the gttn had been used up around her, and she was 
completely exhausted. Solomon and the dog was then lef> to con- 
tend with the bear, while Ichabad went for another gun and the 
bear was then soon killed. Solomon was not much injured by 
this adventure, but his brother never fully recovered from its ef- 
fects. The names of his children arc Juliette, m. Daniel Matte- 
sou ; Isaac, Gustavus, Martin, Nancy, m. R. Wheaton ; and 
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Damarnd, m. Men*ick Wilkius. Isaac is married, and 
lives in Dorset. Gustavus m. Lydia, da. of Miner Bromley, wlio 
died in 1868, leaving three children: Solomon,Miner and James. 
In 1851, having a desire to go to sea, ho sailed from New Ikxl- 
ford, Mass., in the ship Benjamin Tucker, bound on a whaling 
voyage, being gone about two years. Among the places visited 
during that time, were the Cape De Verde Islands, Juan Feraan- 
dcs. Sandwich Islands, Australia and New Zeland, and sailing 
ns far north as the Arctic regions. He gained tlie reputation of 
a good sailor, lie also served as a soldier in the hito war. Mar- 
tin m. a Wilkins and lives in Dorset. 

Bead, Timothy a native of Swanzy, N. H., came to Dauby 
in 172G ; m Eunice, widow of Barton Kelly, and settled on the 
farm obtained by his wife. He was a man great foi*ce and ener- 
gy and had the name of being an upright, industrious, honest, 
hard working man. He was at one time the owner of a large 
property, and was one of the most extensive farmers in town. 
But few men labored more hours in a day. He was also a shoe- 
maker by trade, and worked considerable at that business. He 
was a man of good ability, and occupied numerous positions of 
honor and responsibility. He was selectman five years ; lister 
three years, representative to the Legislature two years ; and a jus- 
tice of the peace two years, in all of which he performed his duties 
with credit, and continued to the last to enjoy the confidence and 
esteem of all. Mr. Read was a maq of good talents and acquire- 
ments, an active, sterling business man, a consistent christian 
and a valued member of society. He was also a public spirited 
man, always devoted to the interests of the town and contributed 
largely towards building up society, and for the advancement of 
morality and religion, always dispensing with a liberal hand to 
the poor and needy, lie was mainly instrumental in building 
the church south of the Corners, which he was firm and persever- 
iug in accomplishing, and by which he bec4une seriously embar- 
asscd. lie was a man decided in his opinions, and remarkable 
for the energy with which he carried forward whatever he under- 
took, lie possessed great equanimity and fortitude, was not up- 
lifted by prosperity or cast down by adversity ; but rather inher- 
ited and cultivated through life a cheerful disposition. He was 
a very curly riser, although the last to retire at night. So ac- 
tive and prompt was he in the fulfillment of his contracts, that he 
was known at various times to set up all night to nuike a pair of 
boots, and that it might not interfere with his labor on the farm. 
But few men were his mutch at farm labor, being very tall in 
stuturo und of u robust frame, as well as being very stout. Ho 
was u «;reat mower, concerning which nniiiy good stories ari: 
rclutcd. We have been told that at one time he mowed a swath 
nineteen feet in width. lie was a kind friend and an obliging 
neighbor. !No man ever lived more respected, or died more re- 
gretted. His death occurred from disease of the heart, Februa- 
ry 19th, 1849, aged 52. His widow is now living, at the age of 
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84, having been a very smart, industrious woman through life. 
Their children are Eunice, m. James Fish ; Charles T., Lucy 
and Edward J., who lives u[K>n the homestead. Lucy has been 
deaf and dumb since the age of five, being caused by the caiik- 
crash, and blind since the ago of eleven. She is one of the most 
i*emarkablo ])erson8 on record. She possesses ability for perform- 
ing work far beyond those of many persons endowed with |>or- 
fect senses. Although deprived of the sense of seeing and hear- 
ing, never to behold the faces of friends, or the glories and beau- 
ties of nature, or hear the voices of affection and those she loves, 
yet by the use of the other senses, she is enabled to know them 
and to perform many things. God in his goodness has so organ- 
ized the human family, that where one sense is deficient, it U 
made up in a measure by the others. In her case the loss of 
these two most important senses, is more than made up by the 
action of the others. For it is truly wonderful to look at the 
labor performed by her, from the braiding of the finest hair fish 
line to the piecing of a bed quilt. The order, neatness and reg- 
ularity displayed, is unexcelled. She can distinguish color and 
quality as readily as any person. In piecing bed quilts, the col* 
ors arc all neatly and tastefully arranged, and her knitting, sew- 
ing and braiding is all done in the highest style of the art. She 
performs various other kinds of labor, in which she also diplays 
great mechanism. Her work has taken the premium at our 
State and County Fairs. She is now about 35 years of age. 

(John llcad, father of the above named, and son of Timothy 
and Martha Read, was born at Rehobeth, Mass., February lOtli, 
1765, and settled in Swanzy, N. H. about the year 1790. Ho 
m. Lucy Warner 1795. lie d. at Swanzy, June 13, 1813; 
his wife in 1844. Their children were Abel W., b. Nov. 4th, 
1 796, now living on the old homestead ; Timothy, b. June 19th 
' 1798, settled in Danby ; John, b. Aug. 3, 1800, lives nt Fitzwil- 
liam, N. H. ; David, b. April 1, 1803, d. in California, Nov. 
13, 18C7; Charles, b. Oct. 23, 1805, d. at Hartford, Connccti- 
cut, April 3, 1867: Lucy, b. May 12, 1807, lives at Hartford, 
Conn. ; and Rawson, b. May 12, 1810, now living in Hartford.) 

Read, Ciiarlks T. m. Lucinda, da. of Albert Bucklin, and 
Fettled on the farm formerly owned by Wm. Pierce. He is also 
n man of industry and frugality, and a tlirif\y farmer, having 
accumulated a good proi)crty. He has been one of the listers 
four years, and was a member of the Legislature in 18G7. They 
have three children : Hattie, Jennie and George. 

RiSDON, Alvaii C. from Pawlet in 1815, m. Diana, da. of 
John Buxton, and has lived in different parts of the town. He 
is a carpenter and house builder by trade. His wife died in 
1865, aged 05. The names of their children follow : Betsey, 
Melissa, m. Azh. Hillianl ; Lydia Ann, John, Danirl, Isaac, 
Maria, Dinah and (jSeorgc. Betsy m. Plyn Burnham of Mid- 
dletown. She died, leaving one daughter ; Junia who ni. Hen- 
ry Thompson ; Lydia Ann, m. E. J. Stimson and resides in Min- 
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nessola ; John m. Betsey King, and lives in Mt. Tabor. He lias a 
family of seven children : Clarence, Ellen, John, Silas, Jeffe, Clurii 
aid Dilla. Daniel, ni. Mary Jacobs, is a caq)onter by tratdu an J 
lives in Mt. Tabor. Of his children now living we know of but 
two : George and Daniel. Two children, Mary and Blarcia, 
both died the same day and were buried in the same grave. 
Isaac ni. Nancy Whitcomb and lives in Watertown, Mass. Ma- 
ria in. William Tweedy, a blacksmith by trade, wlio died in 1865 
leaving one son, George. 

RiciiAUDSON, Du. Israel settled hero about forty years ago, 
in the practice of his profession. He lived near the residence of 
Howell Dillingham, but remained here only a few years. He 
was esteemed a good physician, and a man of considerable intel- 
ligence. 

Roberts, William from Nine Pai-tners, N. Y., about the 
close of the Revolution, m. Rachacl Andrus and settled first iu 
Manchester, afterwards in Vergennes and then in Danby. Four 
of his brothers also came about tlie same time, Christopher, John, 
Peter and lienjamin. Christopher settled in Manchester where 
his descundents still reside ; and John settled in l^attsburg, N. 
Y. Williajn was a soldier of the revolution and was iu tlie bat- 
tle of Bennington. He lived in the south part of the town. He 
died at Manchester in 1829, aged 70 ; his wife in 1854, aged 79. 
The names of their children follow : John, Ephraim, Allen C, 
£than, Stephen, Caleb, Nathaniel, Susan and Rocliael. Eph- 
raim m. l^aura Woodcock of Manchester and settled here a short 
time, afler which he moved to Dorset. In 1830 he owned and 
run a canal boat on the Erie Canal. He died at Blacki*ock, N. 
Y. Of his children are Henry, Ephraim and William. Eph- 
raim is now a Missionary on one of the Sandwich Islands. Ethan 
m. Harriet, widow of Jonathan Baker, and settled iu Pawlet, 
and ai\er wards in Dorset, where he died in 18G8, leaving three 
children : Burns, Helen and Albert. Caleb m. Drudilla Fisk, and 
settled in Dorset. He was one of the IG recruits from this town 
to the Mexican War, and died in hospital at Puebla, Aug. 26th, 
1847. Their children are Sabra, Delia who m. Charles Streeter ; 
and Bcnoiii, m. Rebecca Allen of Dorset. Nathaniel m. Sully 
Wadly and raised three children : Eliza, Emily and Burton. 

Roberts, John m. Judith, da. of Daniel Southwick, and settled 
here for a number of years, lie finally settled in Brant, Erie 
Co., N. Y.. where he still resides. They have raised a family 
of six children: Susan. Ruth, Chloe, Sally, Austin and William. 
Susan m. John Wetherby, a merchant of Brant. Sally m. a 
Madison, who was killed a few years since by the cars. He left 
one son, John, who is deaf and dumb and is now receiving an 
education at the deaf and dumb asylum, New York. Austin m. 
Mary Stetson and resides at Brant. Chloe m. Welcome Sprague 
and is now dead. William is a skillful mechanic and resides in 
Brant. Jle is the patentee and inventor of several useful ma- 
chines. 
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BoBRRTS, Allen C. b. 1804, m. Hanuah Farar of Rupert 
'U'here he settled a few years, and afterwards in Dorset. He has 
been for many years « noted hnnter and trapper, having since 
1830 killed nearly fifty bears. But few men have a keener rel- 
ish for this kind of sport, which is always full of excitement a:id 
not unfrequently of danger. Even during the last few years, he 
has had many encounters with them, concerning which, capital 
9tories are told. While on a hunting excursion in 1854, he ac- 
<;identally slipped down upon the ice, when his gun which he cat^ 
ried over his shoulder was discharged, the contents entering his 
foot and finally resulted in the loss of his leg. He has also for a 
number of years been a Methodist preacher and cxhortcr. Their 
children are Jonathan, David, b. 1829 and d. 1830 ; Edward and 
FMwin (twins) b. 1831 ; Abigail, b. 1835 ; and Charles, b. 1838. 
Jonathan m. Mary Jones and lives in Dorset. Edward m. Mary 
Eldridge and lives near his father, having raised a family of two 
children. Edwin ra. a Stannard, and resides at Horicon, N. T. 
Charles m. Sarah Sargents and lives in Rupert. 

Roberts, Stephen m. Eliza, d. of Daniel Ballard, and settled 
in Dorset. He is a fanner and now resides at Hubbardton, Vt. 
^riieir children are Rachael, Stephen, Clara, John Jay, Rosa and 
Alien. Rachael m. Charles Howard and lives in Hubbarton, 
Stephen m. Olive Jjocke and lives in Dorset, Clara ni. TAmrx 
Howard, and resides at Hubbardton. 

Rogers, Wind from Mansfield, Mass., about the year 1770, 
settled where J. E. Nichols now lives. His log cabin stood a 
few rods wc^t of the present dwelling. Being a pioneer settler 
of the to^vn, he necessarily encountered untold difficulties in ef- 
fecting a settlement, but he was a bold and resolute man, of ro- 
bust constitution and equal to the task. He was a man of large 
means, and at once came into possession of a large farm, which 
included the one now owned by J. E. Nichols and also the one owned 
by F. R. Hawley, besides portions of adjoining farms. He also 
owned nearly all the land in what is known as" South America,*' 
as well as land in other parts of the town. He was doubtless 
one of the most wealthy men of his times. He was a birth right 
mem1)er of the Quaker Society, and one of the founders of tin; 
church in this town. He was a man of many eccentricities, and 
many good stories are told of his oddities. It was his custom to 
carry |iis family to church in an ox cart, and sometimes he would 
carry his wife and children upon a trundle bed. No man was 
ever more distinguished for his peculiar habits, and his name will 
be remembered for many generations to come. Being a man of 
considerable ability, he was oflcn called upon to fill some office 
of trust, but many times refusing to serve. His name is often 
mentioned in connection witli the early history of Danby. He 
was a member of the proprietors meeting held at the house of 
William Bromley in 177G, and was appointed one of *tlic com- 
mittee to lay out the land in the fourth division. He was also a 
prominent member of the meetings held by the inhabitants for 
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the gonenil safely of the town, during the revolutionaiy war. lie 
was the fii*st appointed to the otiice of '' liog constable," in 1777 
nu oflice of some considerable consequence in those times. Ho 
was selectman four years from 1776 and grand juror in 1786. 
He was a member of the Legislature in 1700, wliich then was hehl 
at Castleton, commencing Oct. 14 and ending Oct.28, after a session 
of 12 days. He was again elected for the years 1791, 92 and 98. 
The descendants of Wing Rogers have been numerous, being 
wealthy and prominent men. He was four times married, first 
to Deliverance Chatman, next to Mercy Hatch, next to Rebecca 
Shcnuau, and last to Hannah Titus. In 18(M) ho removed to 
Ferrisburg, Vt., where he died well advanced in years. The 
names of his children are as follows : Deliverance, Elizabeth, 
Augustus, Asa, Rufus, Ruth, Wing, Bfary, Lester and Lydia. 
Augustus m. Anna Baillett, and settled in Ferrisburg, where ho 
died, leaving three children : Mary, Doctor and Abraham. Asa 
and Rufus settled in Upper Canada. 

RooEBS, Delivekencb was b. at Marshfield and came here 
with his father, lie ni. Judith Folgor and scUlcd on tho furni 
now owned by F. 11. Hawley, tlieu a portion of his father's homc' 
btead, and built the house now standing. He first lived a few 
years in a house which stood a few rods east of the dwelling house 
of J. £• Nichols. He became a very wealthy, prominent and 
iufiucntial citizen. He removed to Granville, N. Y., where ho 
died in 1840, aged 88 ; his widow died 1864 aged 86. His cliil- 
dreu were Cynthia, m. Jacob Bartlett ; Daniel, Ruth, Dinah, 
Eliza, m. Stephen Dillingham ; David, Wing d. at the age of 17 ; 
and Mary, who m. Lydia Hemenway, settled here a few years, 
and then removed to Granville. He died in 1840, leaving a 
family of four children, of whom ai*e Sabrina, Esther and Juda. 
Dinah m. David Allen of Granville. David ni. Hannah Dilling- 
ham and also settled in Granville. Wc know of but two of hist 
sons : David AV. and Deliverance. 

lioGEiis, Stephen brother of Wing Rogers, also from Bfarsh* 
field, Mass., ennie in 1770 and settled on the farm occupied by 
J. T. Griifith. He also owned the fann now belonging to li. 
Dillingham. Ho m. Elizabeth Lajihani. The house in which he 
lived was burned a few years since. It wns built in 171)0, and 
wns the first two story house erected in town, being considered 
tlie best house in town for that day. He also beennie a large 
Innd holder, and was a prominent and efficient man, and contrib'* 
iited essentially towards the prosperity of the town. His name 
will be found intimately associated with its early settlement. He 
was another of the early members of Quaker society. He was 
a man of exemplary religious character, of good natural abilities 
and of much activity and enterprise in early life, upright, intel- 
ligent and honorable in all his dealings, and beloved by all for 
the nobleness of liis nature and conduct. He died in 1835, aged 
85 ; his wife in 1840, aged 80. Their children were Aaron, Jos- 
eph, Sarnh, Hannah, John, Ruth, Stephen, Klizabeth and Syl- 
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via. Hannah m. John Keyes and soUled in Peru, N. Y. ; Steph- 
en m. Anna Emmcrson and settled in Mt. Hollj. From thence 
he remoTed to Foultney) Vt., where he died. Of his children 
are Oliver, Asa, Amos, John, Charles and David. Amos wont 
to California in 1854, and now resides in Oregon. 

Rogers, Aaron b. at Danby, 1770, m. Dinah Polger and set- 
tled where Howell Dillingham now lives* Ho is said to have 
been the first male child bom in town. Some, however, have 
given priority of birth to Hosea Williams, who was bom the 
same year. Mr. Rogers resided here for nearly 85 years, being 
engaged in agricultural pursuits from boyhood. He removed to 
Lynn, Mass., when quite old, where he died in 1860, aged 90. 
His menory extended back to the infants settlements, and when 
most of the toi\'n was an unbroked wilderness, and to days of 
the Revolution, during which the inhabitants passed through 
countless trials. Ho was a witness to many great changes ; the 
great forest gave way before the axe of the sturdy pioneer, be- 
coming inhabited by a dense and thriving population. He lived 
with his father previous to his marriage, when he settled by him- 
self. With untiring energy he toiled on, until he had acquired a 
large competency for himself and family, causing his wilder- 
ness home to blossom as the rose. VVhen in after years 
his sons and daughters left their paternal homes to go forth into the 
world, and when «he snows of more than 80 winters had sprink- 
led his brow, and grand-children were gathered around him, hif* 
feet still lingered arotmd the old homestead, where were associa- 
ted many pleasant scenes of the past. lie was an influential 
member of ihe quakcr society, a man of excellent morals and hab- 
its. He was a man of good ability, being called upon frt>m time 
to time to serve the town in some capacity, but being of a quiet 
and peaceable turn of mind he did not take an active part in po- 
litical matters. He was selectman one year ; li«tcr six years ; 
and auditor five years. He was an honest and just man in his 
business transactions, a most affectionate husband and fatlicr. 
and in all the relations of life an estimable man. His wife died 
in 18 , aged . The names of their children are as follows : 
Joseph, Lydia, Moses, Aaron, Jr., Judith, ElislmT., George D., 
Eunice and Sctli. Lydia m. Abraham Dillingham ; Moses ni. 
licula Wing, lives in Lynn, Alass., and is one of the wealthy cit- 
izens of that place ; Elisha m. Elizabeth Mitchell and settled nt 
the Borough a few years, in the mercantile business ; he now 
lives in New York. Seth m. Hannah Mitchell and became a 
physician. He was also in trade a short time with his brother 
Elisha. He served as surgeon in the Union army, during the 
late war. He is a man of large experience, having traveled for 
a number of years, during which time he has visited France and 
other countries on the eastern continent. He now resides in 
Worcester, Mass., and has been connected with a water cure es- 
tablishment of that city. 
Rogers, Joseph m. Lydia Carpenter of Granville, N. Y, and 
.SO 
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buttled ou Iho farm uow owned by A. A. Mathowsou. Mo was iu* 
sano for inany yoars. llo removed to Granville, and from thence a 
iQSY years since he went to California. His children are Amos, 
Anson, Dinah, Cynthia, Lydia Ann, Stephen and Joseph. 

Rogers, Aaron Jr. m. Comfort Stimsou and also settled on 
the farm now owned by A. A. Mathewson. He was engaged in the 
marble business for several years and occupied considerable, town 
office, as selectman, lister, and justice of the peace. He became 
deranged and finally cut his throat in 1850. He left but one son, 
Henry, who now resides in Minnesota, and is a man of consider- 
able prominence, having been State's Attorney and County Sen- 
ator. 

Rogers, George D. m. Anna Stimson and settled near his 
brothers. He was also a farmer and a man of peaceable and 
quiet habits. He died in 18 , aged . His children are Si- 
las, Eunice and Charles. Silas and Eunice both died of con- 
sumption ; Charles m. Martha, da. of Daniel Nichols, and re- 
sides at Rockport, Mass. 

Rogers, Joseph son of Stephen Rogers, m. Jemimah llolmcii 
and settled at the Borough. He subsequently removed to Gran- 
\'ille and from thence to Ferrisburg, Vt., where he died, leaving 
four children : Lydia, Phebe, Henry and Ruth. 

Rogers, Joun son of Stephen Rogers, m. Levina Mix and set 
tied on the homestead, where he remained some twenty years and 
then removed to Granville, N. Y. They both died in Pawlet. 
Their children are Joel M., Sarah, Hannah, Silas, Esther and 
Anson. Sarah m. Gorham Folger, and resides in Pawlet. Hau- 
uuli m. Richard Barker of Granville. Anson resides in Ohio. 

Rogers, Joel M. m. Nancy, da. of Isaac Wilbur, and was 
among the active and prominent citizens of the town for many 
ycar<^. He at first settled on the homestead in the farming busi- 
ness, and afterwards at the Corners where he was engaged in the 
mercantile business several years. Ho was enterprising, bold 
and resolute, and possessed a most upright, generous heart. Cor- 
rectness and courtesy marked all his business transactions, al- 
though it is said he became somewhat addicted to drinking dur- 
ing the last days of his life. He died in 1838, aged about 40. 
They raised a family of children. 

(Rogers, John brother of Wing and Stephen Rogers, came from 
Marshfield about the same time and settled in Tinmouth. He 
died iu 18 , aged about 75. He raised a family of four sons : 
Abrani B., Jolm, Jr., Nicholas and Isaac. Nicholas settled in 
Tinmouth and died unmarried ; Isaac settled in Canada, where 
his descendants still reside ; Abram B., b. 17G9, m. Mary Keen, 
b. 17G5 and settled in Tinmouth ; he died in 1842, his wife in 
1835. He was again m. to Orplia Harvy, who died in 1857. 
They raised the following named children : Abrc&m C, b. 1793; 
Rebecca H., b. 1796 ; Sarah C, b. 1797 ; Joseph, b. 1799 ; Mary, 
b. 1804; Isaac, b. 1807; Mercy, b. 1812. Abram C. m. Olive 
Ingram, and raised a family of four children : Samuel E., Mary, 
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Rradford nud Lyman. Samuel K. m. 8arah Kilgcrton, is a fann- 
er and rosides in AVallingford, being one of tlie prominent men of 
thai town. lie was a member of the Lcgislaim'o in 18G7 — G8. 
Mary m. Benjamin S. Phillips, and is now dead. Bradford m. 
a Siimson, is also a farmer and lives in Dorset, lie vrnf^ former- 
ly a school teacher by profession, and is a man of superior tal- 
ent. Lyman is a distinguished physician and resides at Shafts- 
bury, Vt. 

Joseph, the second son of Abram B. settled in Tinmouth, hav- 
ing been twice married, first to Mercy Eddy and next to a M'id- 
ow Cole of Mount Holly. His children are Henry B. who m. 
Eliza Holton of Dorset, being a farmer and lives near his father ; 
Anna m. Allen Tliompson of Dorset ; Charles, who m. Lydia 
Welch and now lives upon tlic homestead ; Sally m. Winslow 
Uhofles of Wallingford ; Daviil, d. young ; and Christiana. 

Isaac, the third son m. Nancy Mattcsou, and settled in Tin- 
mouth. Their children are Melissa, Abram, d. young ; Orange, 
Eliaui, Joel M., Elias and Mary. Orange has been twice married, 
first to Louisa Hill, and next to Mahala Harrington. 

Mercy, youngest child of Abram B., m. Lothrop Ames of 
Walliuglbrd, and raised the following children : John, who m. 
Harriet Phillips ; Margaret, m. Milo Burton ; Abram, Flora, 
Samuel and Lois, both of whom died young.) 

llooKRS, David AV. son of David llogers, from Granville, N. 
Y. settled in 18G5 on the Elisha Lapham farm. He m. Cordelia 
Sprague, and has a family of three children. David. Charles 
and Edith. 

Ross, JosRPii was an early settler where R. E. Caswell now 
lives. Ue built' and run a grist mill there for many vears, it be- 
ing the second mill in town. But very few now living, can re- 
member the old mill, which was a very nide structure. Joseph 
Ross died in town, at a very old age, leaving several children, 
of whom arc Joseph, Jr., Jesse, Amos nud Mary. Joseph, Jr. 
m. Hannah Nichols and finally settled in St. Lawrence County, 
N.Y. 

Rowley, Thomas born in Hebron, Conn., came here in 17G8 
and settled near the residence of A. C. Risdon. His farm con- 
sisted of about 200 acres. Being a man of sound judgment and 
ability, he at once took a leading position in (he town, and took 
an active interest in the civil and religious nfTairs of his town 
and neighborhood. He was clerk of the proprietors till 1783, 
and was surveyor in the second, third and fourth divisions, to set 
off the proprietors rights, and was employed as surveyor for the 
town a nnnil>er of years. He was first town clerk in 17G9, and 
held that office nine years, the last being in 1782 ; was one of 
the committee of safety for the town and was always cliairman 
of that committee. He was tlie first representative ciccled in 
1778 and again in 1782. While a member of the General As- 
sembly he was appointed on the most important committees, and 
generally made chairman, whenever a resolution was referred 
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with instructions to report a bill. Mr. Rowley lived some time 
ill llnthind and was first judge of the special court for tbe coun- 
ty. He was associated with Chittenden, Allen and Warner in 
vindicating the rights of the people against New York ; partici- 
pated largely in the deliberations of those who declared Vermont 
a free and independent State, and aided in framing its first con- 
stitution. He removed to Shoreham, Vt. in 1775, where he re- 
mained for about one year, and then returned to Danby. At the 
close of tlie war he removed back to Shoreham and lived with 
his son Nathan till 1790, when he settled on the fann now be- 
longing to a Mr. Sanford. He was firat town clerk of that town 
and the first justice of the peace elected in 1783. 

The licv. J. F. Goodhue, in his History of Shoreham, says of 
Thomas Rowley that '^ when arrived to the age when men gener- 
ally cease to be active in public affairs, for several years he led a 
quiet life iu that town, till about 1800, whin worn out with age and 
infirmities, he wont to reside with his son Nathan, at a place 
culled Cold bpring, iu the town of Benson, where he died about 
1803. His remains were interred in a small burying-ground, 
which once constituted a part of his fm*ni, and was given by him 
to his son Thomas. There is a small stone erected to his mem- 
ory, which records not the day of his birth or death, or his age 
when he died. Rowley was chiefly distinguished in his 
time as a wit and poet. If Ethan Allen roused up every 
Green Mountain Boy, in his log cabin, and called him forth arm- 
ed to the teeth, in defense of his lieuiih and home, by the vehe- 
mence of his. appeals in homely prose, Rowley set the mountains 
on Arc by the inspiration of his muse. These poems, once eve- 
rywhere sung iu the State, have mostly faded froni the memory of 
men, ami specimens have been with ditiiculty collected enough to 
afford a fair representation of his wit and genius. And it should 
be considered he was a man without access to books or time to 
devote to them ; that he made most of his impramtu verses, throw- 
ing them out as they were framed in the laboratory of tliought, 
before tliey were put upon paper ; and that he never polished or 
corrected a line."

Say A, Steph£V, was a carpenter by trade, and lived near the 
residence of David Wetherby. He removed west about the year 
1810. His children were Polly, John, Elizabeth, Susie, Katie 
who m. John Men*ill, and Stephen Jr. Ellizabeth m. Thos. 
Wheeler, who removed west, and was killed by the falling of a 
tree. 

Scorr, Job, son of Justus Scott, came from Wallingford in 
1828, uud settled in Scottsville. He at first was engaged in the 
farming business, but soon succeeded Daniel Healy in the tanning 
business, which he continued for 33 years. As a tanner and cur- 
rier he did an extensive business, being widely known. In cou- 
nectiou with this, in 1840, he went into the mercantile business, 
which he carried on until 1861, when he sold out to Simon E.Har- 
rington and removed to Dorset, where he lived some five years. In 
1866 he returned and settled at the Borough, ou the place formerly 
owned by Dr. E. O. Wliipple. Mr. Scott has been one of our 
most active business men, and by economy, industry and close 
application has succeeded in accumulating a good property. As 
a merchant he was one of the most successful in town. But few 
men have more greatly enjoyed the confidence of the community. 
His long residence here has been characterized by honesty, integ- 
rity and uprightness, which has gained for him many friendis. He 
is a birthright member of the Quaker church, to which he still 
belongs and sometimes preaches. He is a man of good natural 
ability ; a peaceable, quiet citizen ; a kind and obliging neighbor. 
He married Mary, daughter of Seth Phillips, and has raised a 
family of four children : Joseph I., John J., Seth P. and Edee. 
John m. Henrietta, da. of Ezra Harrington, and died in 1864, 
aged 32. Seth has been a cripple since the age of 14, and is a 
Hhocmuker by trade. 

(Justus Scott above named was a native of Hartford, Conn., 
and ouii of the first settlers of Walliugibrd, where he resided uutil 
his death. His widow died in 1860, aged 94. She was born in 
Watcrbury, Conn., in 1765. She was the mother of seven sous 
and four daughters ; grandmother to 74 children ; great grand 
mother to 100 children ; and great great grandmother to eight 
cliildren, in all 101 children. She was a member of the Friends 
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Bocieiy for more than 50 years. The names of their children 
follow : Martha, b. 1786 ; Amila, b. 1788 ; Anna, b. 1790 ; Zeb- 
olon, b. 1792 ; Fhineas, b. 1794 ; John, b. 1798 ; Justus, b. 1799 ^ 
Zera, b. 1801, and died an infant; Lanranse, b. 1803; Job, bv 
1807, and Zera, b. 181 U Zebulon m. Grata Warren, settled in 
Wallingford, and then moved west« Phineas was twice married^ 
first to a lady named Smith, and next to Hannah Smith, sister to 
his former wife. He settled in Concord, N. Y., and is now dead. 
John lived in Erie Co.^ N. Y., whore he died. Justus has been 
twice m., first to Kmily Harding and next to Klecta DarUng% He 
lives in Cattaraugus, N. Y.) 

Scott, Zera, m. Sabrina, da« of Elihu Kelly, and settled for 
some years on the farm now owned by William L. Phillips and 
Bros. He now lives in Salisbury, Vt., and has two «^liildren t 
Mary and Dora. 

Scott, Josbph I., m. Miranda, da% of Ezra Hai^ngton, and 
settled at Scottsville, where he succeeded his father as tanner and 
carrier and also in the* mercantile business* He is a boot and 
shoo maker by trade, in which he is at present also engaged. He 
has a family of seven children : Job, Exra, George, Leonard* 
Horace, Paulina and Henry. 

ScLEY, Jonathan, from Rhode Island about tlie year 1780, 
settled near the present residence of John Ililliard. He occu- 
pied a leading position ; was a man of wealth and influ* 
ence and became one of the largest landholders in town. He was 
a great speculator and something of a broker. He held prominent 
offices hero for a long scries of years, and was respected 
as one of the fathers of the town and church. He was chosen 
constable in 1784, at that time an office of some more respecta- 
bility and responsibility timii it has been in later days. He was 
also selectman Hvc years, lister five years and a justirc of the 
peace ten years. He was twice m., first to Elizabetli, da. of Wil- 
liam Bromley, sr%, and next to Freelovc, da» of William Bromley, 
jr. He removed to St» Lawrence county, N. Y., and lliencc to 
Ohio, where he died. His children were Hannah, Ira, Bromley* 
Elizal>^th, Jonathan jr., Hiram, Lucy, Benjamin and Isaac. Han- 
nah m. Pelcg Harrington, and lives in P^aston, N» Y. Elizabeth 
m. Daniel Saulsbnry ; Jonathan m. Rlioda Kelly, and settled here 
a few years and then removed to Brandon* From there lie wenf 
to Middlcbury, where he died in 18C0. Ilirani bocJann' a physi- 
cian ; he m. a da. of Dr. Carpenter and settled in Whiting, Vt. 
He finally removed to Hubbardton, where ho died. Lucy m. Ja- 
red Burdick,a wheelwright by trade, and settled in Rutlnnd, where 
he soon after died. She next m. Thomas Paige of Rnlland, and 
removed west. Benjamin m. Lydia Kelly, settled here a short 
time and then removed to AVhiting, after which ho went west. 
Isaac m. a daughter of Dr. Nichols of Whitinnr. 

Srley, Ira, m. Nancy, da. of Capt. John Vail, and first set- 
tled on a portion of the farm owned by William Otis. He subse- 
quently settled on the farm now owned by John Hilliard. He wn!< 
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a mau of intelligence and good judgment, aa well aa a worthy 
and honored member of society. Mr. Seley was also a man of 
wealth and exerted considerable influence in the town. lie was 
elected constable in 1817 and again in 1820, which office ho oc- 
cupied until 1825« lie removed to St. Lawrence county, N. Y., 
and was killed by the kick of a colt in 1850, aged 67. Ilis wife 
died in 1858, aged 64. Their children are : Vail, Elizabeth, d# 
aged 12, Alexander, Emerette, Sophronia, Jonathan, Catherine 
and Isaac. Vail m. Lydia Blanchard and settled in Mich. A1-* 
exandcr m. Ann Baggerly and settled in Mich., where he died 
in 1848, leaving one son, Alexander. Emerette m. Wolsey Ver^ 
nal, and lived in Vergennes, where she died in 1868. Jonathan 
m« Maria Wright, and settled in Fort Covington. Catherine m« 
Justus Blanchard, and resides in Fort Covington, where also 
resides Isaac, who m. Fanny Ross* 

&BLEY, Bromlet, m. Hannah, daughter of Henry Ilerrick, jr.| 
and settled on the farm now owned by Ezra Harrington. He re- 
moved to Whiting, Vt., where he lived a number of years, and 
from thence to Dunham, Canada East, where he still resides, bo- 
ing nearly 80 yeai*8 of age. Ilis children are Henry, Jonathan, 
Elizabeth, Hiram, Hannah, Charity, Eliza, William, Sally and 
Isaac. William m. Eunice, da. of Edwai'd Herrick, and lives in 
Canada. 

Selky, Israel, a brother of Jonathan, sr., came in 1770, and 
settled on the farm now owned by David Wetherby. He m. Peg- 
gy Bromley. He was a soldier of the Revolution. He finally 
settled on a portion of the farm now belonging to Ira II. Vail, 
where he died in 1810, very old. Ilis children were : Latten, 
Ephraim, John and Peggy, all of whom removed west. 

Seley, John, another brother, settled early on a portion of the 
farm owned by William Otis. He removed west. We know of 
but two sons : Reuben and Isaac. 

Selky, Ephraim, also a brother of Jonathan, settled here as 
early as 1770. He lived at the Corners, being one of its first 
settlers, and built the ^^ Red Tavern." His name will be found 
often in connection with town affairs in early times. He was 
appointed highway surveyor in 1773, one of the assessors in 1774 
and moderator of the annual meeting of 1776. In 1775 he was 
appointed a delegate, in connection with Joseph Soule, to repre-* 
sent the town in the convention which met at the house of Mar* 
tin Powell in Manchester, in regard to the safety of the settlers. 
In 1776 he was appointed one of the committee to lay out land 
in the fourth division. He was also one of the selectmen in 1773. 
He removed to Canada, where he died. We know of but three 
sons, Luther, Enos and Ephraim jr., the latter of whomm. Sarah 
Ketchaui and raised four children : Sarah, Ira, Elizabeth and 
Mary Ann. 

Sheldon, Israel, from Pawlet in 1840, settled on the Jon- 
athan BaiTctt place. He m. Catherine, da. of Henry Herrick, 
jr., who died in 1856, aged 56. They raised a family of sixchil- 
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^iren : Henry, Ik 1821 ; Mary Jaue, b. 1823 ; Oliver, b. 1826 ; 
Charity, b. 1829 ; Betsy Ann, b. 1834 ; and Julia Ann, b. 1840. 
Oliver m. Mary Ann, da. of Soth Cook, jr„ and lived bere m 
nnmbor of years, and was tavern keeper nt the Corncrp. tie wa.^ 
a soldier in the Mexican war, being diRtiiiguishcd for l^rtivor/ 
and good conduct. lie left town some twenty years siniMS for the 
west, and now resides in Salem, Oregon. Betsy Ann has been 
three times married, first to Jackflon Sherman, next to John 
Mclntyre, who died during the war of 1861, and next to R. H. 
Clark of Mt. Holly» 

Sheldon,. Hcnrt, m. Lorette Crandall, and settled where Ht 
S. Herrick now lives% He was a carpenter and joiner by trade^ 
and now lives in Minnesota. They raised three children : Louisa^ 
Mary and Annie. 

SuBRMAM, DanibL, from lliiode Island, was an early settler 
on the farm, now owned and occupied by A. A. Mathewson. He 
was a tanner and currier by trade, being one of the first in towui 
Being a man of intelligence, and ability, he was considered one 
of the leading men, and was entrusted with numerous town of^ 
fices. He was a magistrate for twelve years, being the fourth 
one elected in town% He is remembered as one of the substantial 
men of his day, and to him the town is greatlv indebted, for hid 
wise devotion to its interests. He removeato Anandagua, Ni 
Y., in 1805. His wife^s maiden name iVas Howard. Their 
children were : Phebe, Sylvia, Margaret, Stephen, David and 
Daniel, nil of whom Icfl town% 

Sherman, Elihu, from Rhode Island, came to this town, at an 
early day, and settled in the north part of the town, where hi? 
descendants still reside. He was a man of good ability, and en' 
terprise, being prominent and much respected by his townsmen. 
He was one of the board of selectmen in 1796 ; lister 2 years 
from 1 799 ; grand juror 2 yeors ; representative to the legislature 
in 1704 ; and a magistmtc 4 years. l3ut few men in his day 
more greatly possessed the confidence of his townsmen, or receive 
ed more honors at their hands. He died nt a good old age hav- 
ing raised a family of seven children : Edmund, Iluunah, Charity^ 
John, Debra, liowea and Mclinda. Hannah m. David Gilmore ( 
Charity m. £bene2er NefT of Peru, N.Y.^ where they reside ;Dc* 
bra m. Eli Bromly ; Lowcn also settled in Peru, N» Y. ; Melinda 
m. Obediah Hilliard, and settled in Plattsburg, IN. Y. 

Shrrmam, Edmund, m. Rhoda Thayer, and settled on the 
homestead, where he lived for many years^ He finally remove d 
to Lincoln, Vt., where he died. He was also quite prominent 
in town affairs. His children are Elihu, Susan, Lucinda, Joseph ^ 
Anna, Rlioda, Jefferson and Eklmund. P^lihu m. a Congor and 
settled in Clarendon. Susan m. John Burt, and lives in Peru, N. 
Y., Lucinda m. Mathew Coy of Middletown. Joseph was twic6 
married, first to Ann Graves, and next to a lady named Rising | 
he removed to Racine, Wis., where he died ; Anna m. Orastu^ 
Spragtie of Rutland ; Jefferson m. Electa Brown, and settled with 
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his fatlior, iiftor which ho removed to Liacohi, Vt. Edmund jr. 
m. Sally Phillips, and settled in Clarendon, whore ho still re- 
sides. 

SuERMAN, John, m. Betsy, da. of Barton Bromly, and settled 
where his son Harrison now resides. He was seleetmen three 
years ; grand juror three years ; besides having held other respon- 
sible offices. He was a thrifty industrious farmer, and accumu- 
lated a good property. He died in 1864, aged 76 ; his wife in 
1868, aged 78. Their children's names follow: Luciuda d. 
young ; Somantha d. young ; Barton B. ; Edmund, Fanuy, Ran- 
som, Susan, Jackson, Harrison aud Charles. Barton B. m. Oril- 
la Doty, and raised a family of three children ; Roswell, Ellen 
and Margaret. Fanny m. David Staples, of Granville, N. Y. ; 
Susan m. Alonso Bromley, and now resides in Poultney ; Jackson 
m. Betsy Ann, da. of Israel Sheldon, and died in 1858, aged M. 
Harrison m. Bosa, da. of Merrick Hart, and has a family of four 
childi'en : Ella, Ira, Had win and Myron. Charles m. Elizabeth 
Dirgy, and has settled in Rutland. 

SuBUMAN, Edmund m. Harriot, da. of Amos Boutwell, and 
lives upon a portion of the homestead. He has a family of two 
children : Marcus and Alta. 

SuERHAN, Ransou m. Louisa Bishop, and settled near his fath- 
er, where he still resides, being a farmer of frugal and industri- 
ous habits. They have two sons : Elbert and Edwin, who mar- 
ried Frances Minkler, and resided with hb father. 

SiQNOR, Henby from Nine Partners, at a very early day, was 
the pioneer settler, on ''Dutch Hill." He was of Dutch descent, 
from which the name of that locality was derived. Other settlers 
soon followed, uqtil the settlement on ''Dutch Hill" became quite 
extensive. At one time it numbered no less than eighteen fami- 
lies. That once prosperous^settlomcnt has long since been discon- 
tinued, and but few traces can now bo seen. There some of our 
most prominent men once lived, James McDaniels, Jared Lobdel, 
Henry Herrick. jr., tho Lewis, the Buxtons, and many others ; ■ 
but it is sad to reflect upon the ravages of time. Henry Signor 
was a bright, noble hearted man, of sound judgment, industrious, 
and persevering, and acquired considerable property. He was 
very prominent among the early settlei*s. lie removed to Peru, 
N. Y. His children were, Henry, John, Charity, Betsy and 
Katie. 

Smith, Ezekel was the first settler on the farm now owned by 
Silas Hulett, and was a man of considerable prominence in town. 
He removed west with his family, which consisted of several 
children, of whom were Richard, Zeuus, Daniel and Solomon. 

Smith, Caleb from Uxbridge Mass., in 1778, m. a Chickering, 
and settled on the farm now owned by A. D. Smith. The spot 
where his log cabin stood, is in the extreme south •western part 
of the iarm. It was a dense wilderness at that time, but select- 
ing a favorable location, he erected a house, and commenced the 
laborious task of a pioneer. With an iron will, patience and 
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pcfcvernuce the forest was subdued, nud true to his purpose a 
liome 'was established. The fann still remains as it ever has 
8ince its settlemeut in the hands of the family. We hod the pleasure 
not long since, of visiting the spot where the first log house was 
built. But one solitary apple-tree remains, and but few ev- 
idences are to be seen where the house stood. A nice sugar 
oreharti of several acres, was fiointcd out to ns, and were in- 
formed that it was once meadow laud. Caleb Smith was a 
member of the Quaker society, a man of peaceable and quiet 
habits, whose name is ever mentioned by those who knew him, 
with profound esteem and most affectionate remembrance. His 
descendents have been numerous, many of whom still remain 
here. lie died at about 80 years of age. His children were, 
Nathan, Asa, Bareck, Debrali, Ebeuexer, Lydia and Rhoda, who 
died in 1850. Bareck, who died iu 1828, and Debrah were 
twins. Debrah m. a Keith, and lived in Stillwater, N. Y. ,She 
died in 1848 ; Lydia m. Joseph Walker, and settled at Bemis 
Hights« N. Y. His farm included a portion of the old battle 
ground. Her descendents became worthy and esteemed citizens ; 
she died in 1837. 

Siimi, Nathan ni. Elizabeth da. of Wing Rogers, and succeed 
ed to the homestead. He became a leading and respectable citi- 
zen, an industrious and thrifly farmer. Iu 1799 he built the 
house in which his grandson now lives, which at that day was 
one of Uie best in town. Upon the door handle is stamped the date 
**1799," which is considered a valuable relic, being still kept in 
use. Such old relics are not without their history. Upon look- 
ing at. this our mind wanders back through a period of 70 years, 
made by one who has long since gone to that '^bourne from \yhich 
none return," and of the many, whose hands have clasped it, who 
have passed away forever. They bind us to the past, and help 
to awaken the memory of those who have gone before. But few 
older relics of the kind are found. Nathan Smith was also a 
member of the Quaker society, and a man of good habits. He 
died in 1824, aged 71. A man who was esteemed by all who 
knew him, for the excellence of his principles, can be truly writ- 
ten of him. His wife died in 1817, aged 50. Their children 
were : Barak, Mercy, Augustus, Daniel, Friend R., Ruth, Cath- 
erine and Lydia, who married Augustus Sweet ; Barak m. a 
Palmer, and settled in Collins, N. Y. He removed heuce to 
Iowa, where he died in 1868, aged 80. Mercy m. a Morrison 
and lives in Starksboro, Vt. Augustus m. Elizabeth, da. of Reu- 
bin White, and settled in Collins, N. Y. ; he has a family of sev- 
eral children. Ruth ni. Joseph Dillingham ; Catherine m. Ben* 
jamin Ik)yce, and lived in Collins, N. Y, 

Smith, Daniel, succeeded to the homestead. He was twice 
married, first to Anna Boyce, who died in 1822 aged 27, and 
next to Hannah Potter, of Granville, N. Y. He was an indus- 
trious farmer, a gQod citizen, and greatly esteemed. He died 
in 1830, aged 36 ; his widow iu 1859, aged 61. His children 
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were, Klizabetli in. Jesse Hill ; Augustus D., Aunaaud Mary ET, 
who died in 1840, aged 22. 

Smith, Augustus D. m. Charity, da. of William Ilerrick, aod 
setlled upon the homestead. lie is also a wealthy and 
respectahle farmer, and is a man of much energy and ability. 
He is a man of good talents, possessing in a hig^ degree the 
eonfldenco of his townsmen, and has from time to time, held var 
ripus offices of trust. He has been one of the listers four jrears, 
hi which position bo performed liis duties with marked ability. la 
1861, he was elected u justice of the peace, which ofllce he has 
held for seven years. He has ever taken a deep and livdy inter- 
est in the cause of educatiou, having been honored with the office 
of Superintendent of Common Schools, from 1857 to 1861, the 
duties of which he also performed aooeptably to the town, and in 
which ho won great credit. His very able reports each year, up- 
on the condition of our schoob, wore highly beneficial, and gave 
evidence of his eamc9tness and faithfulness in tlie work. Mr* 
Smith is one of our most scientific, practical, and thorough going 
farmers, to whidi he devotes much of his time. He is particular- 
ly distinguished for the great variety of fruit which he culti- 
vates. He has been connected for many years with the Rutland 
County Agricultural Society, being one of its leading and most 
active members. In 1862, he was elected its Vice President, and 
m 1863, was appointed President. He is at present the well 
known and elficient Treasurer of the Society, which position he 
has occupied for several years. He is one of the leading dairy- 
men of the town, his butter and cheese having taken the Ist pre- 
mium at our State aud County Fairs. It is also well known that 
Mr.. Smith is among the largest and most celebrated manufac- 
turers of maple sugar and syrup in Western Vermont, which has 
a reputation throughout this and other States, and for which he was 
awarded the first premium at the Vermont and New England 
Fairs for 1864 and 1865. Many have tried to compete with 
him, but are unable to produce a superior article. Mr. Smitli is 
one of the leading member of the Congregational Church. The 
twenty-fiAh anniversary of his marriage, was celebrated with a 
Silver Wedding, Jan. 28th, 1870, being the first one of the kind 
which ever took place here. They have but tlu-ee diildren now 
living ; Daniel C. Augustus N. and Charity. Daniel C. m. Lois, 
da. of Henry Wilbur, and has one sou, Alvin, who nuikes the 
sixtli generation of the family now living upon the homestead. 

SiUTii, Asa sou of Caleb Smith, born at Uxbridge, Mass. set- 
tled where Harris O. Ilcrrick now lives. He was twice married, 
first to Cutiiorinc Steer, aud next to Lydia Wilbur ; he raised but 
one daughter, Mary, who umrricd William llitt. 

Smith, Kuenezeu was also a native of Uxbridge, aud came 
here with his fatlier. He m. Phebe Laphaui, and first settled on 
a portion of the farm occupied by J. T. Griffith. He aflerwards 
settled ou the east side of tlie town. He was a member of the 
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Quaker society, a peaceable citizen, a kind neighbor and friend, 
and a man of correct habits. He lived greatly respected and 
die d, in 1826, aged 76 ; his wife in 1819, aged 61. Their child- 
ren were, Asa, Hannah m. John Rice ; Lydia m. William Hitt ; 
Debrah m. Ezra Southwick ; and Mary m. Phillip Potter, of 
' Granville, N. Y., and afterwards Joseph Bartlett. 

Smith, Asa son of Ebonezer, m. Rhoda Baker, of Easton, N. 
Y., and settled on the farm now owned by his son Ebenezer. He 
was somewhat deranged for many years, caused by receiving a 
blow npoD the back of the head. He ^as also blind for many 
years, and we are told that he did npt leave his farm for nearly 
twenty years, previons to his death. He died in 1845, aged 65 ; 
his wife in 1866, aged 76. 'Their children are : Reubin, Phebem. 
C. M. Bruce ; Martha m. Moulton Fish ; and Ebenezer A. Reu- 
ben m. Elizabeth Wells, and settled where Henry Wilbur now 
lives, tdioT which he removed to Illinois ; Ebenezer m. Anna 
Wells, and settled upon the homestead. She died in 1867. He 
next m. Emily da. of Orange Green. 

SiirrH, Fribnd U. m. Sylvia, da. of Isaac Southwick, and set- 
tled where C^t. A. N. Colvin now lives. Ho removed to Erie, 
Co., N. Y., where ho now resides. The names of his children 
follow : Edna b. 1822 ; Truman b. 1825 ; Arthur b. 1829 ; and 
Isaac N, b. 1834. Truman has been twice married, first to Lydia 
Comstock, and next to Mary Bachus, and resides at St. Paul 
Minn., having been for a number of years, one of the most en- 
terprising business men of that city. He resided here for some 
time after his first marriage, when he lefl for a grander field of 
duty at the west. By possessing a good business talent, energy and 
perseverance, he soon acquired a fortune. Mr. Smith was at one 
time extensively engaged in the banking business, which he car- 
ried on for several years. He is at present one of the leading 
fruit growers of that thriving State, being a member of the Min- 
nesota State Agricultural and Horticultural Societies. His wife 
died a few years since leaving one daughter, Mnry. 

Smith, Seneca son of Enoch Smith, was born in Clarendon, 
Vt., Feb. 10th, 1807. When a boy, he cut his knee with a hay 
knife, which troubled him for many years, and caused his lame- 
ness through life. He taught school in Clarendon for several 
years. He came to this town in 1828, and soon afler went into 
the mercantile business at the Corners in company with Charles 
Button. Their store stood near the one now owned by P. IIol- 
ton. He continued as a member of the firm of Smith <& Button 
for several years, when he went into company with his brother 
Nathan, which was known as the firm of S. & N. J. Smith. In 
1836, they erected the large and spacious building now used for 
the Cheese Factory, in which they conducted the mercantile busi- 
ness on an extensive scale for nearly 15 years, when the company 
dissolved. He then went into trade, in the old McDaniels store, 
which he carried on for several years. Mr. Smith was engaged 
in the mercantile trade in all for about twenty-five years. In 
S3 
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1855, he was appointed Clerk and Treasurer of the Western 
Vermont Rail Road Company. He then resided at the Borough, 
whore he remained for five years, lie also rendered valuable 
service to the town, having been lister five years ; grand juror 
two years ; town agent one year, and a justice of the peace three 
years. He was by nature a scholar, and early manifested an ar- ' 
dent love for books. Being possessed of a discriminating mind, 
and a disposition to improve, was while quite young initiated into 
the business interests of tlie town. Although he never entered the 
school of law, yet his knowledge of the science was quite extensive, 
and his practice considerable. He was a man possessed of more than 
ordinary intellectual power, which with cultivation would have 
placed him in the front rank of professional life. He however 
improved the limited means afforded him to the best advantage, 
and was a man with a large fund of intelligence, which coupled 
with rich natural gifts, enabled him to impart useful iustructiou 
to all associated with him. He was widely known among our 
citizens, during his long residence here, as a shrewd and useiVil 
man in community. He was considered by all, a man of good 
judgement, upon matters of every day life, and his uaefiilness 
was repeatedly brought into requisition. He always took great 
interest in all matters pertaining to religion and education. More- 
over he was a public spirited man, and always favored improve- 
ments. His talent for business was great, being thorough and 
efficient. He was a skillful penman, was a ready writer, and 
his transactions methodical and exact. He left behind him many 
evidences of his usefulness and will long be remembered. He 
died Jau.tl6th, 1866, aged 59. His wife's name was Mary F. 
Smith, cousin of his, who is now living, having led an active, 
amiable and christian life. Their children now living are : Her- 
bert, Libbie and Arima D. ; Herbert ra. Soplironia, da. of Ed- 
mund Bourne, and lives upou the homestead. 

Smith, Nathan J. brother of the above m. Alxina Button, and 
was engaged in the mercantile business here, for a number of 
years. He now resides in Clai*eudon, being one of the leading 
farmers of that town. Their children are Nathan B., Henry. 
Seneca, Odillion and Willie. Nathan B. is a graduate of Mid- 
dlebury College, and is a young man of exceedingly brilliant 
promise, having chosen the legal profession. He was assistant 
clerk of the House of Representatives in 1864. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1867, and has settled in Pulaski, N, Y. 

SiiiTH, William R. from Sudbury, Vt., m. Alzina Smith, and 
settled as a farmer where E. Helton now lives ; he was also a 
moclianic by trade. lie removed a few years since to Geneva, 
ni. Ilis children are : Maria m. Orange Hart ; Charles and 
Mary. 

SoPER, Joseph from Nine Partners, in 1765, settled on the 
farm now belonging to James Stone. He was the first settler, and 
made the first clearing. He was one of the original proprietors 
of the town, and drew lot No. 15 in the first division. Two of 
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his brothers settled io Dorset about the same time. His log 
house was the first erected in town, and there was no other fam- 
ily in town for several months. He came with two hor8C8,bring- 
ing his family and effects upon their backs, and pursuing his 
journey here by marked trees. He froze to death a few years 
after his settlement here, and previous to the Revolution. There 
had been no grist mill erected in town at that time, and the set- 
tlers were obliged to pound their com, or go to Manchester to 
mill, a distance of fourteen miles. It was on one of those trips 
during the Winter, and when on his way home, at uight that So- 
per perished. It was a bitter cold night, accompanied by a se- 
vere snow storm, and it is supposed that he became exhausted by 
travel, and overcome by cold. It was somewhat late when he 
started home with his grists, and dark when he reached his broth- 
er's house in Dorset. They advised him not to return that night, 
but despite their entreaties he concluded to pursue his journey 
across the mountain. His not returning as expected that night, 
gave his family much uneasiness. All through the night they 
watched his coming with great anxiety, but no sound could be 
heard without, save the howling of the storm, and above this at 
times, the distant howl of the wolf. Mrs. 8oper little knew the 
sad fate of her husband, and what the morning would reveal, and 
as neighbors were not plenty, nothing could be done, or any search 
made until morning. His brothers fearing something might have 
befallen him, determined in the morning to come to Dnnby, and 
ascertain if he had reached home in safety. Following the path 
as nearly as possible, they at last found the team and grists, and 
the body of Soper beside a tree, where it is supposed he hnd set 
down to rest, frozen to death, it being less than one mile from his 
home. The body was buried in a hollow log^ on the spot where 
found, it being on the land now owned by John Hilliard, nearly 
opposite the residence of Ezra Harrington, and an old stump is 
still standing near the grave, the first ever made in town. 

SouTHWiCK, JosiAii a native of Massachusetts, was born in 
1777. He came to Danby when but 24 years of age, m. Mary 
Baker of Granville, N. Y..and in 1801, settled on the farm where 
he now lives. He is a son of Lawrence Southwick, a native of 
Salem, Mass.^ and was one of a family of twenty children, he 
being the nineteenth child. His grandmother was the daughter 
of John Franklin, a printer of Newport R. I., who was brother 
of Benjamin Franklin, the celebrated philosopher. Mr. South- 
wick is at present the oldest inhabitant of the town, being 93 
years of age. He is a hale, robust, healthy old man, his mental 
and physical powers being uuimpared. He can read common 
print without spectacles, and his memory at this advanced age is 
good. Nearly the whole world of mankind, living at the time he 
was born, have died. He has been a hard laboring industrious 
farmer, a man of good morals and excellent habits. He is a 
member of the Quaker Society, a peaceable, quiet citizen, and a 
good neighbor. Mr. Southwick is a Republican by principle and 
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although never having been an active politiean, he has attended 
every Presidential election, since his residence here. We hope 
that many years of life and vigor, may yet be by a kind provi- 
dence meted out to him. He is one of the old land mari»| and 
the only remaining link, which connects us with the revolutionaiy 
times. Many changes have taken place, and many in^Mrtanft 
events have transpir^ in his day. Two generations have passed 
away since his settlement here, and there are less than a doaen 
living here now, who were here at the Ume of his settlement- 
He ia a mau of cheerful disposition, and of wit and humor, posr 
sessing a largo fund of anecdote, and is a gonial compamon. 
Many of his stories, although relating to events of aeventy Ave or 
eighty years ago, are still told with bXL the ardor of youUi. Mr. 
Southwick is a man of domestic habits, and a promoter of peace. 
He has been twice married, his last wife's name was B ac h ae l 
Brown, with whom he now lives. He has but two children,lVil- 
liam and Hannah, who m. Joseph Fletcher. They live upon the 
homestead, and have one da. May B. 

South WICK, Damiki^ a brother of Josiali, came about the same 
time, aud settled ou the present homestead of Hiram Fisk. He 
was also a Quiver, and a man of thrift and industry. He m. 
Jemimah, da. of Jacob Bartlett, and raised a lar;^ family, near- 
ly all of whom removed from town many years since. He died 
in Holland Purchase, N. Y., at the ripe old age of seventy. The 
names of his children are as follows : Samuel, Sarah, Anna, 
George, Asa, Nathan, Daniel jr., Jacob, Mariah, Naomi, Lvdia, 
Judith, Patience aud Phebe. Samuel became a farmer, and set- 
tled in Collius, N. Y. ; Sarah m. a Colvin, and moved to Brant, 
N. Y. ; Anua ra. David Clark, and resided in Hamburg, N. Y. ; 
Asa m. Sally Fiuoey of this town, and settled in Brant, and af- 
terwards removed to Ohio ; he was also a farmer. George m. 
Louisa Finuoy, and also went west ; Nathan was a farmer ,and 
lived iu Brant. He was killed by the falling of a tree ; he left 
two children, Mercy and Eleanor. Daniel jr. m. Sally Ann Fisk 
of Danby, and sottlod in Brant. She died leaving one da. Mina. 
Ho next m. Lydia Sissou of Quoensbury, N. Y. Jacob settled 
upon his father's houiostead in Braut ; Mariah m. Austin Shaw, 
and removed to Collins ; Lydia m. Calvin Hitdicock of Brant ; 
Patience m. Ebenezcr Holton of Dorset, Vt. She died in 1833. 
Her children numbered five viz : Elijah, Plynn,Eliza, Lydia and 
Rachael. 

SouTinviCK, Isaac another brother, was early here. He m. 
Thaukful da. of Elkhaoab Parris, and was during his younger 
days, a blacksmith by trade. He was connected in this business 
for a number of years, with Savid Burtlett, and in tlie manufac- 
ture of edge tools. He subsequently settled near the residence 
of William Herrick, where he kept a store for several years. He 
next settled on the farm owned by Capt. A. N. Colvin, where he 
also carried on the mercantile business, and where he lived un- 
til his death in 1823, aged 68 ; his wife died 1830, aged 65. They 
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had five children : Traman b. 1802, d. jouoe ; Sylvia b. 1805 ; 
Edna b. 1808, d. yonng ; Isaac b. 1809 ; and Arthur b. 1817, al- 
so d. young. Isaac jr. m. Elizabeth, da. of Dr. Harris Otis, and 
was in the mercantile business with his father. He died in Starks- 
boro, Vt., Oct. 11th, 1832, leaving two sons, Isaac M. b. 1829, 
and Homer H. b. 1881. Isaac M. has been twice m. first to Re- 
becca Williams, who died in 1867, and next to Lissie Wardwell. 
He is now in the mercantile business and lives in Boston, having 
also been a merchant in Rutland for a number of years. His 
difldren are. Nelson, Homer and Frankie. Homer H. m. Cather- 
ine Grermond. of Middletown, where he resides. He is also in the 
mercantile business, and is one of the prominent citizens of 
thai town, having been a Representative to the legislature for two 
years. He was a member of Co. B. 14th Regt. Vt. Vols., and 
oceopied the position of Sergeant. 

SonTRwiCK, Eli sha from Rhode Island, settled at the Borough. 
He was. a hatter by trade, which business he carried on here in 
early times. He also kept tavern at the Borough several years. 
He removed to Scipio, N. T. in 181 1. His children were Waity, 
Daniel, Scynthia^ Phebe and Sophronia ; Daniel settled in Troy, 
in the mercantile business, and was known as a skillful pen- 



SawLB, Wesson from Westport, Mass., at an early day, settled 
on the farm now owned by John M. Sowle. He was the son 
of Joseph Sowle, from England, who was one of the original pro- 
prietors of the town, and an early settler here. Wesson return- 
ed to Westport, where he died at the age of 97. His children 
were Mary, Lizzie, Hannah, James and Hiram. 

SowLB, James came about the year 1791, and settled on the 
farm purchased by his father. Wesson. He was a seafaring man, 
and when young, went out on a whaling voyage, with two of 
his brothers. They were finally taken prisoners by a privater, 
when his brothers died, but James escaped. His wifes name 
was Patience McOmbcr. He was a respectable farmer here, for 
many vears. He died at Westport, aged 68. Of his children 
are, William, Wesson, Gardner, James, John and Pardon. Wil- 
liam m. Eliza da. of Stephen Williams, and removed to Holland 
Purchase, and from thence to Iowa, where he died, leaving sev- 
eral children, of whom arc James, Henry and Mary Ann. Gard- 
ner m. Abagial Curtis, settled here a short time, and then remov- 
ed west. John and Pardon are unmarried, and remain upon 
the homestead. 

Sowle, Wesson 2d, m. Elizabeth Curtis, and settled on a por- 
tion of the homstead. He was a house builder by trade, in which 
he was engaged for many years. He also worked in the furnace 
at Dorset some 19 years. In 1848, his eye sight gradually be- 
gan to fail him, which continued until 1854, when it failed him 
entirely. He is now supported by the town. His wife died in 
1866. His children are, William m. Margaret Morrisson, and 
lives in Wis. ; Lucinda m. Austin Ladd, and lives in Dorset ; 
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Uiranii who lives in Tomah, Wis. ; Aon, James, now dead ; Ab- 
ligial, m. James Curtis ; Helen, Wesson jr., who died in the Mex- 
ican war ; Minerva, who m. a Methodist minister, named Brown ; 
iMid Ma^ who m. Asa Springer. 

SowLB, Jamss jr. m. Nancy Wellman, and removed west, 
where he remained a number of years. He now resides in tbwn. 
Of hiis children are George, died in the Insane Asylum, Brattle- 
hoTO ; Elizabeth, Darius, Barbary, m. Charles Cree ; Albert, 

John J. and Reuhama. John J. m. Mary Ann , and is 

superinteodent on the marble quarries. He has a family of S 
children, Charles, Arthur and Albert. 

Spauldikg, Nathan from Plainfield, Connecticut, in 1794, eet- 
tled in the little village. A portion of his farm is now owned by 
b. B. Hiilett. He was a son of Edward Spaulding, and of En- 
glish descent. Ho was m. in 1792, to Elizabeth Hill, who died 
bk 1818 ; he died in 1844. The names of their children follow : 
Debori^ b. 1795, and d. in 1821, unmarried ; Sally b. 1797, and 
d. in 1829 ; Phillip b. 1799 : Rhoda b. 1802 ; Orrin b. 1804 ; 
Aden b. 1808, and d. in Pawlet, 1850 ; Pliobo b. 1811, m. Reu- 
ben Fisk, jr. ; Eunice b. 1818, m. Daniel Fisk, and d. in 1860. 
Phillip m. Phebe Loveland, of Pittsford, and raised a family of 
four children : Rosette, Nathan, Warren, Sarah and Elizabeth. 
He died 1852. Rhoda in. William Rogers, and setded in Tin- 
mouth, where she died in 1826 ; Orrin m. Louisa Sibbly, and re- 
sides in Wells, Vt. His children are, Ann, John, Horace and 
George* 

(Edward Spaulding, father of Nathan, emigrated from Eng- 
land, during the early part of the Sixteenth Century, and sottl^ 
in Connecticut. The names of his children wera, John, Jona- 
than, Phillip and Nathan.) 

Spraoue, Ebknkzer lived on a portion of the farm belonging 
to John Vaughan, for many years. He finally removed to the 
western part of the State of New York. Ho had but two child- 
ren, Hosea and Z^bulon. 

Staffobd, Rowland was a very early settler hera. He lived 
at the Boroiigh, whera he kept tavern a number of yeara, near 
the site of the present hotel. He was selectman two years, and 
lister eight yeara. He removed to Peru, N. Y. We learn of 
but one son, Rowland, jr. 

Stafforu, Palmer son of Stutely Stafibrd of Wallingford,set- 
tled a number of yeara on the farm now owned by E. A. Smith. 
He m. Betsey Paddock. He removed to Wallingford where he 
died, 1848 aged 57. The names of his children ara as follows : 
Benjamin, Darius, Rebecca m. John S. Parris ; Boardman, Ma- 
hala, Lucrotia, Sylvia, Stutoly, Ruohama, Lovina and Jay. Ma- 
hala m. Seneca llitt, and lives west ; Lucretia m. David Sawyer, 
of Tinmouth, and is now a widow ; she resides in Rutland, where 
her sons also reside. Benjamin m. Urania Holden, and resides 
in Illinois ; Boardman m. Francis Bruce, is a farmer, and resides 
Wallingford, Vt. 
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(Stately Stafford m. Bebooca Irish, widow of John Irish of 
Tramoadi, fsee page 172.) He died at Wallingford 1826, aged 
67 ; she died in 1836, aged 80. She was the daughter of Lucre> 
tia Do^t vhose mother was Hielcha DeLong, the wife of Fran- 
cis DeLong, a French Officer. Tradition says that she ran away 
with DeLong, that she let herself down from a two story building 
in Amsterdam, in 1780, came to America, and settled on Long 
Island.) 

Staffobd, Lbxubl a blacksmith by trade, m. Laura da. of 
Beth Phillipe, and settled at the Borough. He died 1836. Of 
his children are, John, Isaac, Lemuel, Jonas, Benjamin, Lydia, 
Charlany, Martha, Betsey, Laura and Marrietta. John settled in 
Clarendoo ; Isaac m. a Townshend and lives in Wallingford ; 
Benjamin was a soldier and died during the late war ; Martha 
was twice married, first to Rial Eddy, and next to William Hu* 
lett ; Lydia m. Consider Howland. He was a manufacturer of 
axes, and other edce tools, and lived at the Borough. He final- 
ly removed to Tmmouth, where he died. Betsey m. Jacob 
Palmer, and afterwards Dyer Townshend of Wallingford ; Ma^ 
rietta m. Frank Maynard, and lives in Dorset. 

Staples, Abraham from Rhode Island, m. an Arnold, and 
settled where Harris O. Herrick now lives. He removed with 
his fiunily to Troy, N. Y. in 1805. 

Staplbs, Jonathan brother of Abraham, also from Rhode Is* 
land, settled on the farm owned by F. and M. Bromly. He was 
a soldier of the Revolution, and drew a pension. He was one 
of the eariy settlers here, and was a man of energy and industry. 
tie m. Rachael Holbrook ; they both died about the year 1840, 
quite old having raised a family of seven children : Sally, Sylvia, 
Ellery, Willard, Rachael, Abraham and Jonathan. Svlvia m. 
Elijah Alexander, and lived in Charlotte Vt ; Rachael m. Dex-* 
ter Barilctt, and lives in Otto, N. Y. 

Staplbs, Ellbrt b. 1784, m. Alvira Skccles, and first settled 
where Henry Rogers lives, and afterwards on the Sylranus ( 'ook 
farm. He was an excellent farmer, and a valued citizen, hav- 
ing accumulated a good property. He died in 1861, aged 77; 
his widow in 1870, aged 81. They raised a family of twelve 
children: Lydia b. 1811; Sarah b. 1812; Eunice b. 1814; 
Amanda b. 1816 ; Olive b. 1818 d. young ; William b. 1819, d. 
young ; Almira b. 1820 ; Eliza Ann b. 1822, d. 1846 ; Sylvia b. 
1824 ; Rhoda b. 1826 ; Racliael b. 1828, and William Ellery b. 
1829, d. 1832. Lydia m. Granville Farrar, settled in Masschu* 
.setts, and died 1842 ; Sarah m. Jonathan Crocker, and lives in 
Lewinsville, Va. He was an uncompromising union man, during 
the rebellion of 1861, and was obliged several times to leave his 
home, and take his family to Washington. He was connected 
with the army, a portion of the time, as SuttJer. He is a respec- 
table citizen, and a man of considerable property. Eunice m. Lin- 
us Jennings, and resides at Broad Albin, N. Y. ; Amanda m. 
Gilman Walker and lives in Pennsylvania ; Sylvia was a teacher 
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by profession ,* she in. William Robbisou of Cambridge, N. T., 
and d. in 1852 ; Rhoda m. Alvira Eldredge, of Cambridge, and 
died in 1864. 

Staples, Willard m. Elizabeth da. of Stephen Rogers, in 181S 
and settled where his son ' Edwin now lives then known as the 
Clark farm, and where he lived for 28 years. He was a man of 
standing and influence, and of industrious habits, being kind- 
hearted and highly respected. He was a good fanner, and be* 
came a man of considerable wealth. He removed to Granville, 
N. Y., in 1840, where died on his birthday, 1858, agsd 78 ; hb 
wife in 1861, aged 72. Their children were five in number: 
Dorcas, who m. Merrit Cook, of OranyiUe ; and died 1858, aged 
88 ; David, Stephen, Lydia and Edwin. David m. Fanny da. of 
John Sherman, and settled in Granville; he died in 1869, 
aged 52 ; Stephen m. Ann Slocum of Granville, where he now 
resides. 

Staples, Abraham 2d m. Catherine da. of Thomas Ghriffith, 
and settled on tlio homestead a few years, and then removed to 
Dorset. From there ho removed to Cook Co., 111., and thence 
in 1858, to Staploton township, Chickasaw Co., Iowa, where he 
died a few years since. His widow died 1868, aged 75. *'Her 
declining years were solaced by the tender care of an affectionate 
son, and her many virtues will long be remembered by the 
early settlers of the Iowa praries." Their children wore, Abra- 
ham, Thomas G., Lucinda and Phebe. 

Staples, Jokatham jr., m. Sylvia da. of Stephen Rogers, and 
settled on the homestead, where he lived for many years, being 
noted for great activity and energy. He was an honest, upright, 
worthy citizen, and greatly respected by all. He was a man oft* 
good senAo, public spirited and influential, and won the esteem of 
his townsmen, which he retained through his whole career. He 
removed to Pawlet, and settled on the Daniel Fitch farm, the late 
homestead of Lucius M. Carpenter. From there he removed to 
Granville where he died in 1868, aged 71. They raised a fainily 
of two sons and flve daughters : Anson, John, Margaret, Emily, 
Phebe, Ruth and Eliza ; Anson m. Lydia Ilaviland, and resides 
at Queenabury, N. Y. ; John m. Lydia da. of Merrit Cook, and 
lives in Granville, N. Y. ; Phebe m. Lucius M. Carpenter, and 
now resides in Chester, Vt. ; Ruth m. Allen Whedon, of Pawlet ; 
Eliza m. Joseph Haviland of Queenabury, N. Y. 

Staples, Edwin m. Louisa da. of Lra Vail, and succeeded to 
the homestead. She died in 1849, aged 25. He next m. Mar- 
garet y. da. of David Lapham. Mr. Staples is an industrious, 
thrifty farmer, and posscasea a highly cultivated taste, being a 
man of wealth and influence. He has an artificial pond, built 
at considerable expense, well stocked with trout and other kinds 
of fish. He is one of the leading farmers of the town, and a 
public spirited citizen. He has three children : Elizabeth, m. S. 
L. Griffith ; George and Eddie. 

Stimson, Cuaulbs was an early settler ou the farm owned by 
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A« A. MadiewsoD, where he died, having raised a family of 11 
children : William, Charles jr., David, Aaron, Anna, John, An* 
son, Sally, Comfort, Sophia and Mary, who m. Richard Barker. 
Charles settled in Ludlow, Vt, ; David m. Betsey Lawrence, and 
died in 1866 ; Aaron m. Anna Hopkins, and lives in Ludlow, Vt. 
John settled in^Rockport, Mass. ; Anson m. Nancy Hopkins, and 
lives in Rockport ; Sophia m. Dr. Koon, and settled in Saratoga, 
N. Y. 

Stiiison, William m. first Freelove Nichols, who died in 1834, 
aced 86 : he next m. Aurora Hopkins, and settled in Scottsville. 
lie was a man of good judgment, and ability, and occupied a 
prominent position in society. He was selectman two years ; lid* 
ter two years ; auditor two years ; and a justice of the peace two 
years, lie was also for a short time engaged in the marble bus* 
mess. lie died in 1851, aged 55, leaving a family of five child* 
ren : Noah, Anthony, Freelove m. Bradford Rogers ; William W. 
and David. 

Stone, Ciiristopiier from Montpelier, Vt., m. Sylvia da. of 
Palmer Stafford, and settled at the Borough, where he kept tav* 
em several years. He also inanufactured axes and other edge 
tools. He now resides in Illinois. 

Stonb, James from Dorsetshire, England, m* Sarah Plumb, 
and came to America in 1856. He was a game keeper in £ng» 
land for a number of years* He has settled upon the Seneca 
Porter place, and is an honest, upright citizen. Their children 
are : Henry, James, Mark, Homer, Charlotte, John, Martha^ 
Richard and George* Mark m. Nancy Handy, and lives in Ru* 
pert. Homer lives in Wallingford ; Richard m. Anna da. of Hi* 
ram Jcnks, and lives in Rupert ; George m. Helen dn. of Ira 
Phillipif, and live? with hU father. 

Sweat, Aimuistus m. Lydia da. of Nathan Smith, and settled 
at the Borough. Me removed to Bridport, Vt., and from there 
to Shoreham. He finally removed to the west, where he died a 
uumber of vcars since. 

Sweat, William from Shoreham, Vt.,in. Sophronia Fish, and 
settled at the Corners, where he kept tavern. He died here in 
1847, Aged 54, leaving three children : Elizabeth, Elislia and 
Isaac. Elizabeth m. P^. B. Bond, and resides at the Borough ; 
Elisha m. Harriet Ilill of Sudbury, Vt. He was a soldier in the 
war of 1801, serving in the position of Orderly Scargcut of Co. 
K. 14th Regt. Vt. Vols., and died of wounds received at the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, Pa. ; Isaac m. Catherine da. of Luman Horton, 
and resides near the Borough. 

Tabor, AVater from Liverton, R. I., in 1770, settled where 
the woolen factory was built. He was a Revolutionary soldier. 
He was a tanner and currier by trade, and was associated with 
Micajali AVeed in that business. He removed to Mt. Tabor, 
about the year 1792, and died in 180G. His children were t Ros* 
amond, Gideon, Hannah, John, Lydia, Peleg, Phcbe, Water and 
Mary. Rosamond ni. Zebulon Potter, and settled in western 
34 
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Now York ; John was twico married, first to a lady named Smitli, 
and next to Jemimah Trowbridge, and settled in Slielburn, Vt., 
Poleg settled in Herkimer Co. N. Y., where ho died ; Water m. 
Mary Crouch, and settled in Mt. Tabor, where he died ; Mary 
ro« Dyer Sherman. 

Tabor, Gideon m. Hannah Carpenter, and settled in Mt. Tab- 
or, in 1788, near whore his son Gideon 8. now lives. He was a 
resident of Dunby for a number of years, and was ooastablo in 
1784 — 85. He was also a soldier of the Revolution, and drew 
a pension. He was moderator of the ftrat town meeting in Mt. 
Tabor, in 1788 at which the town was organized, and was town 
clerk for 28 years. Me was an acting justice of the peace for 30 
years. Ho also represented Mt. Tabor in the legislature, for the 
years 1795—98^99, 1800, 1801, 1803,1804, 1805, 180G, 1807, 
1808, 1809, 1810, 1811, 1812, 1813, 1816, 1817, 1818, 1819, 
1821, and 1822 ; making in all twenty«two years. Besides these 
he occupied numerous other positions of honor and trust. He 
died in 1814, aged Gl ; his widow in 1842, aged 7G. Their 
children arc : Mary, Kiizabcth, l!ldwai*d C, Anlea, John W,, 
Rosamond, d. aged 25 ; Sophia and Gideon 8. Mary m. Ezra 
Giffoi*d, and settled in Canada where she died ; Edward m. K an- 
cy Cook, and settled in Michigan, and is now dead. Ardou m. 
Phebe Buckland, of Brandon, and settled at the lk>rough. IIo 
subsequently went to Wyoming Co. N. Y., where he died. John 
W. became a physician, and died at the age of 34. 

Gideon 8. settled in Mt. Tabor, near his father, where he still 
resides being one of the oldest residents of that town. He has 
been twice married, first to Pauline da. of Iliram Congor, and 
next to Sophrouia da. of Ira 8ecloy. Mr. Tabor, has been for 
many years, one of the leading and most prominent men of his 
town, being esteemed a good citizen and kind neighbor. He has 
occupied nearly every grade of town office, having been town 
clerk ; selectman ; lister ; a justice of the peace 23 years, and a 
representative in the legislature. He is a member of the Con- 
gregational church. Of his children now living are : Perry, who 
m. Louisa da. of Henry Wilbur ; Ira K, and Mary. 

Taft, Levi from lihode Ishind, in 1780, m. Mary Cook, and 
settled in the south part of the town in what is known as '^8outlt 
America." He died in 1812, his wife in 181G. They were both 
members of the Quaker Society. Their children were : Rntb, 
Levi, Phineas, and Sarah. Levi jr. m. Anna da. of Abner Bart- 
Ictt, settled here on the homestead a short time, and then remov* 
ed to Holland Purchase, N. Y. Phineas m. Mary Mead, of 
Fcrriaburg, and scttloil in western New York. Sarah m. Sam- 
uel Tenny. 

Taff, Nathaniel ni. Dimis Hilliard, and settled at the Cor- 
ners, in the mcrchautile business, lie removed from town many 
years ago. 

TuoMPsON, Israel a native of Swanzy, New Hampshire, came 
to Danby in 1817, and settled on the farm now owned by Alfred

N. Baker. His wife's name was Mariam Aldricli. lie cited Dec% 
18, 1849, aged 81 ; his wife June 2Gtli, 1851, aged 7G. Their 
chihlrcn are : Lydia, John, Israel, Silas, Samuel, Joanna, and 
Mariam. John m. Nancy Whitehom, and settled in Granby N. 
Y. ; Silas m. Lucy Ingram settled in Wallingford, where he died. 
Joanna m. Samuel CrofT* 

Thompson, Isiiarl 2i), came to Danby with his father, when 
but nine years of age. lie was married at the age of 21, to 
Freclove da. of Cliarles Nichols, of Wallingford, and succeeded 
to the homestead. He is a frugal, industrious and thrifty farmer, 
n pcacable, quiet citizen, a kind and obliging neighbor, and is 
held in the highest esteem by all who know him. lie now 
resides in Mt. Ilolly, to whidb place he removed some fifteen 
years since. They have raised children as follows : John C, An- 
na L., Mary A., Lydia M., Henry G., Silas A., Charles N., 
George S«, and Francis M. Mary A. d. June 25th, 185G, aged 
21 ; Lydia d. July dd, 1856, aged 10 : Charles N. d. Nov. SOth, 
1846, aged 2, and Francis d* 1856, aged 2. John C% has been 
twice married, first to Marrietta da. of Orange Careen, who died 
in 1855, and next to Lucinda, sister of his former wife, by whom 
he has one daughter. lie was formerly a school teacher by pro* 
fession, in which he was engaged for a number of years, being 
very successful, and was considered an excellent instructor. He 
was also for several years engaged in the mercantile business, 
and was constable and collector fbur years from 1858. In 1862 
he was commissioned captain of Co. B. 14th Rcgt. 9 months Vol- 
iiutecrs, and served with the regiment until it was discharged in 
1863. He was a good soldier, a brave and worthy ofRccr, and 
greatly beloved by the men under his command. He now resides 
at Redfield, N. Y.., and being a man of good talent and ability, 
ranks among the leading business men of that place. Anna L. 
m. (f corgo Smith, whoso father was one of the early settlers of 
I'awlct. He formerly owned the farm where AVilliain Vail now 
lives, and is now in the mercantile business, at South AValling* 
ford, Vt. Henry G. m. Junia A. da. of Plinn Burnham, of 
Middletown, Vt. He is a painter by trade, in which he is not 
excelled. Silas A. m. Ucuhama Pingry, and lives in Mt. Holly. 
He wtts also a member of Co. B. 14th Rcgt. Vt. Vols, and occu- 
pied the position of Sergeant. 

TiioMi'SON, Samukf. m. Judith Kelly, and settled in 1842 in 
the north-west part of the town. In 18G1 he removed to Pawlet, 
and settled on the Daniel Branch farm. He is a prudent, respect- 
able farmer, a man of steady habits, has accumulated a good 
property and is a man of sterhng integrity, being prompt and up- 
right in his dealings, possessing the confidence and respect of the 
community. They have raised but two daughters : Harriet who 
m. Fayette Andrus, and Prudence who m. Daniel Brown. 

ToLMAN, Dr. EnRNEZER was the first physicmn who came to 
this town. His name was on the roll of 1778. He was also a 
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land speculator, and a prominoni man in town affairs. IIo re- 
mained here until about the year 1800, when he was succeedecl 
by Dr. Adam Johnston, in the practice ot' medicine. Dr. Tolman 
was a good physician, and a man of talent, although but very lit- 
tle is known respecting him* We are unable to learn tu what 
place he removed. 

Tryon, Elisua settled early on a portion of the fann owned 
by 11. 8. Ilerrick, where he kept a store for many years, lie 
was considered one of the wealthiest men of his day. It was at 
his store that James McDaniels was employed as clerk, for sev- 
eral years, and through his assistance McDaniels was started in 
life, lie was a man of good business habits, and was successful 
for many years. He was a kind hearted and pleasant nuui, aud 
highly esteemed ; being very liberal and public spirited and char- 
itable, almost to a fault. He finally by some speculation lost his 
property, and became somewhat destitute in after life. He re- 
moved to Manchester, where he died. 

Tucker, Calvin m. Polly Northrup and settled in the Little 
Village, where he died. He also lived on the Reubin Colvin 
fann. 

Vail, Caft. Micaq b. 1780, was the seventh son of Moses 
Vail, of Huntington, Long Island, and of English descent. Ho 
married Mary Briggs, and was one of the first five settlers, who 
came here in 17G5, (see page 15). His house was erected a few 
rods south ol the present dwelling of A. B. Herrick. He waa 
considered a very efficient man in town afftiirs, and exercised a 
good deal of influence among the people of his times. It may bo 
truly said that ho was otio of the futliers of the town. Ho was the 
moderator of the annual town meetings of 1773 and 1774 ; and fx>n- 
stitutcd one of theboanlof selectmen in 1770, and again in 1775. 
lie was associated with Allen, Warner and others, in defending tho 
rights of the people, during tho struggle between New York and 
New Hampshire, being for several years a member of the com- 
mittee of safety. He represented Danhy in tho convention which 
met at tho house of Captain Kent, in Dorset in 1776, and which 
^^declarcd the Now Hampshire grants, a free and seperate dis- 
trict." He was an intimate friend of Ethan Allen and whose 
house Allen fre(|uently visited. The letter which Alien address- 
ed to Cupt. Vail, in reference to forming the inhabitants 
of the town into military order is found upon page 80. 
The ' 'haughty land jobbers at New York," loimd in Capt. Vail a 
strong opponent to their unjust measures, and the settlers a firm 
friend. But few of the early settlers were more prominent and 
useful in orgauizing the town and society. Ho and his wife both 
died with tho nicuslcs in 1777, the same day, and were buried in 
tho same grave. Tradition says that they died from the effects 
of poison, administered to them by a tory Doctor, atler they had 
nearly recovered from the measles. They raised a family of ten 
children : Deborah m. Thomas Allen ; Hannah m. Isaac Gage ; 
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Louisa m. Reiibin Arthur ; Eunice m. William Huddleston : 
M08C8, John, Phcbo in. Steplicn Aldrich ; Lucretin m. Col. Pliu- 
cy Adams ; Edward and Micali. 

(From a History anil Genealogy of the Vail family, commenc- 
ed by Alfred Vail, of Morristown, New Jersey, we learn that 
Moses Vail, the head of the Huntington class, was the son of .^) ,. 
George Vail, who came froni England about 1G80 and settled on . 

Jxing Island. Moses his son settled, lived and died at Himting- r^ ( 
ton, JLi. I. He made his will Aug. 24th, 174U, and it was proved iJ , ,,y 
and approved April 2d, 1750 in The city of New York. In this *'' 
will are the names of his children in the following order viz : 
Joseph, Piatt, Isaac, Moses, John, Israel, Micah, Mary and Phe- 
be. 

From an examination of wills, deeds, journals, accounts, cor- 
respondence, commissions &c., as well as court and church re- 
coixls, made by Alfred Vail it was found that the history and ge- 
nealogy of the Vails in this country, is linked with those of their 
fatherland, England and Wales, from whence their forefathers 
came. There are several large classes of Vails, in different parts 
of the United States, all doubtless belonging to a common ances- 
try. There are in Orange Co. N. Y., a very large class of Vails, 
whose progenitors settled there about 1742, aud it is traditional 
among them that three brothers came from England, aud that one 
settled on Long Island, one in New Jersey, and one in New Eng- 
land, and that the three sons who settled in Orange Co., came 
from L. I. 

Bioses Vail of Iliintington, L. I., married Phcbe , and 

raised the following children : Joseph, Piatt, Isaac, Moses, John, 
Israel, Micah, Mary and Phebc. 

Joseph Vail, first son of Moses, b. 1719, m. Rachel, , 

and is said to have settled at Courtland Manor, Wcschcstcr Co., 
N. Y, Ilis children were: Isaac m. Hester l^ickh cart ; Jcft.sem. 
Eliza Buckhcart ; Joseph died unmarried ; Mary, Deborah, l)«in- 
iel m. Mary Annan ; Nancy, Phebc, Hannah, Susannah anil Na- 
thaniel. 

Piatt Vail, second son of Moses, b. 1732, m. Susannah Thurs- 
ton, and settled on L. I. Ilis children arc : Samuel m. Mary 
Kodgers ; Piatt jr. ni. Kcziali Weeks ; Sarah m. Piatt Conklin ; 
Susanna m. John Brush ; Mnry ni. Asnhcl lliiymond ; Philetus, 
Ebenezer, Liotta m. Jeffery Hart ; Moses in. Temperance Brush ; 
Elizabeth m. Ezra Valentine ; and Pliebe m. JaineR Nostraud. 

Isaac Vail, third son of ]\Ioses, ni. Lavina Ketchnm, and set- 
tled at Beekman, now Union Vale, Dutchess Co. N. Y. He rais- 
ed a family of eight children : Israel m. Eleanor Delvong ; Phcbe 
m. Gilbert Vincent; Thomas m. Sarah I^see ; Rebecca m. Thom- 
as White ; Moses m. Plicbe Losee ; Mary m. Samuel Germond ; 
Elias m. Hannah Dunk in ; and Hepsabcth ni. Samuel Losee. 

Moses Vail, fourth son of Moses, is said to have settled on Long 
Island. Beyond this we have no information, in relation to the 
history of his life and names of his children, if he ever was mar- 
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ricd. Jolm the fiAh 8on of Mosea, settled ay Courtland Mauor. 

Israel Vail, the sixth son of Moses, b. 1704, in. Rebecca Hub- 
bard, and settled iu Dutchess Co. N. Y. Tlieir children arc : 
Mary m. William Hall ; Isaac ni. Eleanor Ferguson : Hiebo ni. 
Jacob Fowler ; Lavina m. David Palmer ; Sarah m. RichanI 
Burtricc ; Susannah m. David Williams ; Esther m. first Ben- 
jamin Fowler, and second William Turner ; Piatt m. Catheruio 
Reynolds ; Joseph m. Mary Dunkin, and Israel jr. m. Charity 
Hall. 

It will bo noticed that all of the children of Mosci Vail, 
raised largo families, whose children also in their turn rniseil 
large families, the names of all whom we have not room to give. 
Alfred Vail, of New Jersey, who commenced a history of the 
family, died about twelve yeara since, and before he had com- 
pleted the rccoi*d. In a letter to his friends written May 12th, 
1857, ho says, '^AAor an unf^oidable delay, I again venture to 
offer you a statement of the progress made in the work of collec- 
ting the History and Genealogy of the Vails, and the descendants 
of the Huntington class. Of the nine children of your great An- 
cestor, Moses, I have only as yet, been able to procure in part, 
the family records of Joseph, Piatt, Isaac, Israel and Micah. 
Those of Moses, John, Mary and Phebe have not been received ; 
nor have I the address of any of their descendants to whom to 
write for information. I have, of Joseph's dcsceudands, collected 
127 names and 13 complete records ; of Platts, 194 names and 
24 complete records; of Isaac's 100 names and 2G complete re- 
cords ; of Micah's, 243 nam^ and 26 complete records. To pro- 
cure tliis information, I have prior to Oct. 1st 1857, written to 
the descendants of Joseph, 13 ; Piatt, 15 ; Isaac, 12 ; Israel, 14 ; 
Micah, 45 letters, in all 155, which have been answered. Of the 
letters which have been written, there remains uuanswerecl by the 
descendants of Joseph, 13 ; Phitt, 14 ; Isaac, 12 ; Israel, 14 ; and 
Micah, 3. I have recently again examined the records of this 
class, and the result of it is, the statement herein made, and the 
writing to the descendants of Joseph, 9 ; Phitt, 4 ; Isaac, 19 ; Is- 
rael, 20 ; and Micah 25, letters, requesting their attention to and 
aid in collecting the records that are still wanting. 

Another result of our collections, is the certain number obtained 
of the descendants of each branch, and the estimated number of 
the whole. Of Joseph's descendants we have received the names 
of G5 males and 6G females, 131 in all ; Piatt, 70 males and 98 
females, making 1G8 ; Isaac IIG males and 115 females, making 
231 ; Israel, 1G2 males and 154 females making 316 ; Micah, 105 
males and 150 females making 324 ; and the whole number re- 
ceived 1170. Moses*, John's, Mary's, and Phebe's ixscords arc 
not yet received. Joseph's and Plutt's are one fourth received ; 
Isaac's and liiracl's more than one half; Micah's about threc- 
ionrths. Micali was born 1730, and must have been nearly the 
youngest child, supposing the number of his descendants to have 
been 405, the same number taken as the average number of de- 
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Rccndfints of each of Moses Vnit's cliildrcti, would make tho 
whole to 4050. 

Edward Vail, P. M., of Springvalc, Sampson Co., N. C, 
whose Dame 1 discovered in the Post Office Directory, was tho 
first knowledge 1 had of the existence of any Vails in North Car- 
olina, since which many have hcen added to Iho list. My cor- 
resfiondenfHs has hocn llins far with tho Chowan county Vail de- 
scendants, limited with two or three exceptions. I cherish Ihe 
belief that all the Chowan county Vails and their descendants 
sprang from one class. Edward Vail has given me, in the fre- 
quent correspondence we have had, his father's name as Thomas 
Vail, and thinks his grandfather's name was Edward. Thomas 
Vail was a lawyer of Edenton, Chowan county, in which county 
all his children were born. Edward says that his grandfather* 
his father, and uucle Edward, who wtui an officer in the Rev%v 
lation, removed from New Jersey about 1750. His father mar- 
ried about 1780, Patty Whidbee, of Perquiman's county, and 
had eleven children, viz: Abner b. 1789, lawyer, m. 1815, 
Mary Mackey, of Curretuck county ; Mary b. 1784, m. 1808, 
James Caniey, merchant, of Newbume; Thomas b. 1786, 
farmer, m. Betsy Haskins ; Frederick b. 1788, m. 1813, Ann 
Satchel; Edward b. 1792, m. Mahala Manhis: Lettington b. 

1799, m. Amanda , removed to Ix)ui8iana; John b. 

1800, m. 1821, Harriet Marlcy, and removed to Tennessee ; Den- 
ners b. 1802, m. Susan Alvonl. Edward Vail informed me 
that the North Carolina Vails came originally from the North 
and that his mother has told him that they came from New 
Jersey, lie also informs mc that many years ago, a Jeremiah 
Vail, came to the province of North Carolina, a lawyer of some 
distinction, and died somewhere about Eilcnton or Wilmington." 

Vail Mosks, m. Lucy Sdcy, a sister of Jonathan Scley, and 
settled uiM>n the honiostoad of his father, Micah. lie cauic to 
this town with his father when quite young. He became a prom- 
inent man, a useful member of society, and took considerable 
interest in town affairs. He served the town as selectman, lister, 
&c., for several years, and also in various other capacities. He 
died considerably advanced in years. His widow survived him 
a number of years, and is said to have retained her physical and 
mental ability in a remarkable degree, to the very last. They 
raised a family of six children : IMary ni. Zcbitia Gilbert ; Moses, 
Ephraim, Phebe, Lucretia, and Scley. Moses settled in Canada, 
where his descendants now reside. Lucretia m. Orange Mar- 
ti ndale of Dorset, Vt. 

Vail, EruuAiM, m. Sarah Avery, settled here a short time, 
and then removed to Canada. From thence he removed to Illi- 
nois, where he died. He was the owner of a good farm in 
Canada, which he leA during the war of 1812, and which was 
confiscated. His widow is still living at the age of 80. Their 
children are, Sidney, Phebe, Lucretia, Ruth, and John. Sidney 
is a farmer, and resides at Momence, 111. He has been twice 
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mnrriod, hid last wife being tho widow Nancy Ridlon, of Clar- 
endon, Vt. Phebe m. a Pollard, and aftenvards Leland 
Jolinson, and lives in Illinois. Lucrotia m. John Arnold, and 
lives in White Creek, N. Y. John also seUlcd in Illinois, where 
he died in 1870. 

Vail, Seley, in. Nancy Brown, and succeeded to tho home- 
stead. He was an industrious farmer and a respected citizen. 
,Ho was n justice of the peace five years, and representative to 
the legislature in 1881. lie died in 1868, aged G7 ; his widow, 
who was blind for many years, died in 1869. They raised a 
family of five children : Annis, Lucy, Kmily, Charles and Anson, 
all of whom with the exception of Anson reside in Missouri. 
Anson is in the Insane Asylum, Brattleboro, Vt. 

Vail, Capt. John, sixth child of Micah Vail, was bora 1757. 
He was twice married, first to Lois Allen, and next to Catherine 
Wellor, daughter of Eliakim Weller of Manchester. Ho settled 
on the farm now owned by Eunice Read. Land for the ceme- 
tery, near her residence, was given by him to the town. Al- 
Ihough quite young, during the struggle with New York, he par- 
ticipated in the deliberations of the settlers, and was prominent 
in maintaining the rights of the people in those trying times. 
He also participated in the struggle for Indei>cndenco, and was 
captain of a company of militia. He was a man in whom great 
confidence was placed, and exerted a controling influence. Ho 
was endowed with a large degree of intelligence, which rendered 
him a useful man in community, and gained for him the respect 
of all. Ho died in 1790, aged 83, leaving two children: Isaac 
and Nancy. 

Vail, Isaac, m. Eunice, da. of Henry Herrick, Jr., and settled 
upon tho homestead, lie was a worthy and respected citizen, 
lie died in 1816, aged 80, being constable at the time of his 
death. Ho Icfl four children : John H., Isaac J., Charity m. 
llurvcy Crowley ; Catharine m. Anson Button. 

Vail, John H., b. February 9th, 1812, was m. to Semantha, 
da. of Ira Vail in 1834. He resided in Danby until 1834, when 
lie removed to Dorset, where he remained until 1836. He re- 
turned to Dauby that year, and was clerk in the store of Lapham 
& Vail until April 1st, 1837. He then went to South Walling- 
ford in tlie mercantile business, being in partnership with Jesse 
Lapham, A. R. Vail and John Vail, under the name and firm of 
Lapham, Vail & Co., and was connected with that firm for seven 
years. He remained in South Wallingford, a portion of 
his time being devoted to agricultural pursuits, until 1854, when 
he came back to Danby, and resided until the spring of 1859 ; 
from here ho removed to Brandon, where he now resides. In 
the fall of 1842, he, together with his brother Isaac, purchased of 
the assignee of John C. Bishop, of Granville, N. Y., a stock of 
goods, and Avent into trade, in which he was interested for about 
one year. During 1851, 1852 and a part of 1853, he was Gen- 
eral Agent of the Western Vermont 11. U. Co., and in 1857 was 
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elected Cashier of the Dauby Vauk. Since his removal to Bran- 
don, and for several yean?, he was connected with the IIowc 
Scale Co., of that place, as Agent. lilr. Vail is a man of energy 
and industry, and few possess a better talent for business, being a 
highly prosperous, worthy and esteemed citizen. Their children 
are : Isaac J., b. 1838, d. 1852 ; Ira T., b. 1844, d. 1846 ; and 
Mary L,, b. 181 G. She married Charles II. lioss, of Brandon, 
in 18C!). 

Vail. Isaac J., b. June 9th, 181G, m. Laura F. Andrus, da. 
of Jarvij Audrus, of Wallingford, in 1831). He settled in the 
mercantile business at the Ik>rough for a number of years, af\er 
having served as clerk in the store of Seneca Smith. He abo 
went into trnde at Granville, N. Y., in 1842. On his retiring 
from the mercantile business, he went to reside in Dorset, Vt., 
whore he rcmainetl for several year»<. In 18.57, he was elected 
President of the Dauby Bank. Mr. Vail now resides in Bran- 
don, being connected with the Rutland & Burlington R. R. Co., 
as Wood Agent, and is a man of wealth and influence. He is also a 
• man of good busieess talent and enterprise. Their children are : 
Cornelia, b. 1840, and died 1848, and Delmer J., b. 1845, who 
is now a merchant in Brandon, doing business imder the name 
and firm of I. J. Vail & Son. He m. Ella M. Cochran, da. of 
the Hon. John R. Cochran, of Erie, Pa. 

Vail, Euwaud, ninth child of liticah, was b. 17oG, and came 
here with his father in 1765, being but nine years of age. He m. 
I^Iargaret Allen, and settled on what has since been known as the 
" Vail farm," north of the Corners, where he lived and died. Ho 
became an enterprising, itulustrious farmer, and highly esteemed 
as a citizen and neighbor. From his having settled here at an 
early day, he became inured to toil and hardship, by which 
he acquired a good property. He possessed a strong mind, sound 
judgment, and quickness to foresee ditricultics that jnight arise, 
ami was of very cheerful temperament. His public spirit and ca- 
pability to serve the town, gave him frecpicnt ofliccs and the con- 
fidence of the people. He was the first Justice of the Peace 
elected, in 1784, which office he occupied for nineteen years. He 
was Town Clerk and Treasurer for twenty-one years, being the 
longest term that any one has served in that office. He was al- 
so selcclman for live years; lister four years, and was one of the 
early rcprcscnlnlivcs of the town to the J^cgislaturc. He was a 
man of good habits, tended strictly to his own business, and took 
equally as much interest in shaping the affairs of the town, and 
was a very useful member of society. His name is intimately 
connected with the early history of the town. He died in 1837, 
aged 81, being one of the last who died, who was living here at 
the time the town was organized. For seventy-two years he wit- 
nessed its growth, having shared in its trials, prosperity and hon- 
ors. His descendants have been numerous, although but few are 
now living in town. The names ofliis children follow : Mos- 
es, Ira, Allen, Edward, Micah, Eunice, John and Scmantha.

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l^IoscH m. Miranda, da. of Darius I^bdel, and roniovod to llutU- 
bnrg, N. Y. Allen m. Tempu, da. of John Audnis, uud Bottled 
lu Middlotown in 1810, being ranked among the leading and suc- 
cessful farmers of that town, and raised up a large family. But 
ojie represeutativo of his family, Mrs. E. Ross, now remains 
there. Allen is dead. Micah m. Betsey, da. of Henry llcrrick, 
jr., settled here a short time, and then removed to Middletown in 
1811, being also a successful farmer. From tlience he removed 
to Illinois, where he died in 18GG. His widow still survives him- 
Their children are : Moses E., Lucretia, Elisha, Cluirles, l^(ar« 
garet, Ilcury, Sally, Eliakim, Charity and Eliza Ann. Moses 
K., m. Louisa, da. of Jaazaniah Barrett, and resides at ^(iddle- 
town, being the only repi*esentative of the family living there, 
lie has been for many years a merchant, and one of the leading 
business men of Middletown, and a prosperous, worthy, and higldy 
esteemed citizen, llis store, which has recently been ilUed up iu 
modern style, is always well-filled with a choice assortmeot of 
dry goods. lie was a Uepresentative to the Legislature in 18G5. 
He has one son, Charles, who is also in the merr^ntilo business. • 
Lucretia, oldest daughter of Micah. m. Fitch Loomis, of Middle- 
town. Elisha settled in Illinois. Charles m. a Sunderland, and 
settled in Pennsylvania. . Margaret m. Edwin Sunderland. Hen- 
ry resides in Minnesota. 

Vail, Iua, m. Hannah, da. of Snow Bandall, and settled ou 
the farm now occupied by J. N. Phillips. He was a good farm- 
er, a prosperous and worthy man. He was a Justice of the 
Peace for twelve years ; was a man of sound judgment and abil- 
ity. He died in 184G, aged G8 ; his wife iu 1857, aged 71. They 
raised a family of seven children : Edwin, Anson, Albert, Mary

Hannah, da. of Joshua Hulett, and settled ou the homestead. 
He removed a few years since to Marengo, 111., and has one son, 
John J. Alnion m. Eunice, da. of John Hulett, and abo resides 
iu Jlliuois. 

Vail, Edwin, m. Margaret, da. of Jonathan Staples, and re- 
sided upon the hoinseteud for a number of years. He finally re- 
moved to Granville, N. Y., where he di«d in 1857. They have 
raised a family of five children : Emily, Harris, Marcus, Ellen 
uud Herbert, all of whom reside in Granville. 

Vail, Alukut, m. Anna, da. of Anson Button, and settled 
near his fallicr, and where J. N. Phillips now lives. He was a 
thrifty, industrious farmer here for a number of years. He now 
resides iu Illinois. 

Vail, Edward, Ju., b. 1791, ni. Sally, da. of Henry Ilerrick, 
jr., and aucceedcd to the homeslciid, being a successful farmer, 
and an estimable maiu He was honored with numerous town 
olliees, having been selectman six years ; li.sler two years ; a 
Justice of the Peace six years, and Town Clerk and Treasurer, 
which he occupied at the time of his death. He also held a Col- 
oucFs conunibsion in the State militia. Being a man of wealth, 
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influence and ability, as well as honest and trusty, lie was consid* 
ore<1 one of the substantial men of the town, possessing the cortli- 
deuce of the |)eople in an eminent degree, lie died in 1841, 
aged 50 ; his widow still survives him. Their chihlrcu are : 
Piatt G., Ira IF., William, Lovisa and Margaret, who died at 
the age of 18. liovi^a m. Joshua (trover, and lives in Tin- 
mouth. 

Vail, Platt G., m. Ann, da. of Joshua Ilulett, and settled on 
the Moses Vail farm, where he lived until 18G4, when he remov- 
al to Pawlct. He is at present engaged in the clothes pin man- 
ufacture, being a highly prosperous and worthy citizen of that 
town. Their children are : Sally Annf m. Ilollin Cook, and re- 
sides in Tinmouth ; Margaret, died in 1860, aged 17; George 
P.. a highly promising young man, died in 18G5, aged 19 ; Ka- 
nice, Libbie and Frank. 

Vail, Ika II., m. ^lary, da. of Kphraim Chace, and succeeded 
to the homestead. He is a thriAy farmer, a man of integrity and 
industry, having acCummulated a good property. lie has been 
a selectman two years ; a Justice of the Peace five years, and was 
a member of the I/cgislature in 1859. They have raised a fami- 
ly of seven children : Edward I., m. Julia Fish ; Amelia, Will- 
iam Henry, m. Alice Reynolds, and lives iu Collins, N. Y. ; 8e- 
mantha, Lydia, d. in 1864, aged 11 ; Jennie and Ada. 

Vail, Willi ah, m. Alvira Allen, of Vergenncs, and settled 
for a number of years on the Friend Smith farm. He now lives 
upon the farm formerly owned by II. F. Otis, being an extensive 
farmer and a man of considerable wealth. lie was constable in 
1851. Their chihlreu are: Katie, Blary, Sarah and Emma. 

Vail, John, son of liklward, ni. Ruth, da. of Stephen Rogers, 
and settled on the farm now owned by Ira II. Vail, being for 
many years one of the substantial farmers of the town, as well 
as a man of wealth and influence. He was a niuu of good talent 
and ability, a kind neighbor, and an enterprising, public spirited 
citizen. lie was honored with various town oiliccs ; was Town 
Clerk and Treasurer eleven years ; ficlechnaii two years ; lister 
four years ; town agent one year, and a magistrate twelve years. 
During all this long scries of years, he possessed the entire con- 
fidence of his towns-people. He removed to the liorough, where 
hedied in 1848, iigcd 03; his wife in 1840, iigcd 53. Their 
children were Aaron, R., (Jcorge ()., Moses, d. 1847, aged 25, 
and SemantliH, who m. Henry Cr. J^npliinn. Ge<»rge O. settled 
at the Borough and was in trade there for a number of yeai*s ; 
he was constable three years from 1839. He ni. Helen Shaw, 
with whom a separation occurred. He now resides in Buffalo, 
N. Y. 

Vail, Aauon R., m. iSophronia, da. of Jesse Lapham, and set- 
tled at the Borough in the mercantile business, for a number of 
years, being connected with the firm of Lapham, Vail & Co. ; he 
was one of the successful merchants of the town, being possessed. 
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of a good business talent, Activity anil enterprise, lie ivnioveil (o 
Bnifhlo, N. Y., where he was not so snccessfnl in his businesH 
transactions, ahhough having for some time carried on an cxteiH 
sive business ; he is now engaged in the slate business, and rc' 
sides at Fairhaven, Vt. His wife djed at Buffalo. They miscd 
a family of five chijdren : Caroline, Elizabeth, Helen, George A., 
and Moses H. 

Vauuiian, John, was b. in Bhode Island, Jan. 28, 1777, and 
came to Danby about the year 1800. lie m. Olive Thayer, and 
settled on the farm now owned by his son Warren. Ho was a 
mechanic by trade, and worked considerable at that business dur' 
ing his younger day ; anikhe was also engaged in the mercantile 
business for about ten years. At the time of his settlement here he 
possessed little or no means, but by industry and economy, coup- 
led with a good talent for business, he accunimlated a gooil 
pcrpcrty, and was considered as a prominent and influential citi- 
zen. He died Aug. G, 1842 ; his wife in 1888, aged G4. Tlioir 
children are: Maria, b. 1804; Warren, b. 1807 Horace, b. 
1810; Harrison, b. 18H ; Millon, b. 1812, and died young. 
Maria m. Henry Crosby and settled in Tinmouth ; Homes wa« 
killed by a team running away, in 1829 ; Harrison m. Cleo, da. 
of Isaac Wilbur, and settled on the Stephen Rogers farm ; ho 
died in 1847, leaving one son, Henry, who was a member of the 
14th Vt. vols., and was killed during the battle of Gettysburg, 
Pa. 

Vauqhan Warren, m. Lucy Allen, of Vergennes, and suc- 
ceeded to the homestead, having devoted his life to agricultural 
pursuits. He has been successful in acquiring property, now poss- 
essing an ample fortune, and is the largest land-holder in the town, 
being still anxious to acquire more. He is a man of extensive bus- 
iness habits, intelligence and ability. Mr. Vaughan also possess- 
es a good native talent, which with cultivation would have made 
him a prominent professioiud man. He was constable and col- 
lector three years from 1803, and trustee of surplus money eight 
years. Their children are : (Catherine, Warren H., Samuel and 
WiUie J. 

(Benjamin A'^anglian, father of John, emigrated from England 
to America, and settled in Rhode Island, being of Scotch de • 
scent. Tradition says that the family originally emigrated from 
Scotland to Englaad, and that three brothers came to America, 
one of whom settled in Pennsylvania, where his descendants still 
reside. Benjamin A^anghau m. Mary Bennett. He died in 
Rhode Island in 1795. They niised a family of seven children : 
Abagail, b. 1775, and d. 1791; John, b. 1777; Elizabeth, b. 
1779, d. 1828, and William, b. 1881. lie settled in Tinmouth, 
Vt., where he owiied and run a furnace for many years. 

Viol, Constant, was an early sctller on the farm owned by 
Alfred N. Baker, where he lived and died. liis children were : 
Ilezakiah, Easic and Lizzie, who m. Benjamin Kelley. His 
sons settled in Collins, N. Y. 
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Vanok, Lvtlr, from Wallingford, nw\ «on of J. L. Vance, m. 
Kllcn, (la. of Elilm Doty^ anil settled at the liorough ; ho is at 
|)roscnt proprietor of the Daoby Hotel. They have one son, 
George. 

Wai>r. Isaac, b. 1 793, m. Polly, da. of Elishn Lincoln, and set' 
tlod here at an early day ; he also lived in Uupcrt. He was a 
son <if Ja(!ob Wndo, who was a soldier of the Itevolntion, serving 
through the whole of the war ; he removed west, where he died 
in 1837. The names of tlieir children follow : Isaac T. b. 1816 ; 
Harriet, b. 1817, d. 1830 ; Sylvia, b. 1819 ; Po|ly, b. 1821, d. 
1857 ; Sidney, b. 1823, d. 1844 ; Jaataniali, b. 1825 ; Angeli* 
na, b. 1827 ; David, b. 1829 ; Delight, b* 1831 ; Delilah, b. 
1833, d. 1838, and Delina, b. 1835, d. yoang» Isaac m. Caroline 
Scott, in 1845 ; Sylvia m» Albert Irish, and d. in 1844 ; Angeli^ 
na m.

Eunice, da% of Anson Baker, in 1850) 
and is a carpenter and joiner by trade. He was a soldier in the

He was wounded at the battle of Winchester, and also at the bat* 
tie of Petersburg, Va., April 2d, and was discharged on account 
of disability. They have a family of six children c EdW^in, 
Charles, Daniel, Emeretta, Elizabeth and Margaret» 

Wali>o, IjORIng S., from Wallingfonl, m. Livonia, da. of Ili- 
land Shaw, and settled at the Ik)rough in the marble business ; 
he was engaged for a number of years in the mercantile businesh 
here, and also in Wallingford. In 1862 he was employed as 
Agent of the Western Vermont Marble Co., the business of whics 
he conducted until 1868, when he became lessee of the works ; and 
he is at present the only one engaged in the business here. Mr. 
Waldo is a •rcntleman i>f ability, fine taste, and good business 
habits, being a worthy and highly esteemed citizen. He was a 
delegate from this fown to the Constitutional Convention of 1870. 
They have one son, Willie. 

Waui>> Mosks, b. 1787, was an early settler on a portion of 
the farm owned by J. N. Phillips ; he was constable here in 1816, 
and also Deputy Sheriff. He was married in 1810, to IJetsy^ da. 
of John Harringrton ; and removed to Poultney, where he died irt 
1862. Their children follow: Almira, b. 1811, d. 1829 ; Will- 
iam II., h. 1812; Walter, b. 1815; Ann M., b. 1817; Hiram, 
b. 1819 ; Jiimcs U., b. 1821 ; Benjamin F., b. 1824 ; David IJ., 
b. 1826 ; Solon, b. 1828 ; Martin, b. 1830 : Lyman S., b. 1834, 
d. 1861, and Sarah J., b. 1836. 

Wklls, Ciiaulbs, was an early settler at iho Borough ; he 
lived in a log house where Prince Hills' residence now stands* 
He was a carpenter and joiner by trade, and some of his work is 
still to be seen. IIo removed to Wallingford, where he kept a 
public house for some time. His children were Charles and p]li* 
akim. 

Wellkr, Nathan, came front Nine Partners in the spring of 
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17G7, and settled on n portion of the farm now owned by WiTT* 
inm Otis. lie bore a conspicuous pnrt in organizing and settliuij^ 
the town; was selectman eleven years from 1770; town treasur- 
yr in 1772, and lister four years. Being one of tlic pioneers, and 
among the worthy and useful inhabitants of tlic town, he deservea 
an honorable mention. lie was universally reepeetecl, and was a 
man of sound judgment and vndouUed integrity ; lie died at a 
good old age. The names of his children are : Nathan, David, 
Jonathan, Ilubbcl, Rlioda, I^tie, Sally, Harry, and Mary Ana. 
Wktheruy, Daviu, from New York, m. S^arali Fish, and set- 
tled ou the Joseph Allen farm. Tlieir children are : John, 
Matthew, Sarah, lieuhanm, Ephraim, Bfoulton, Nelson* Daniel 
and Omar. John went to sea a number of years ago ; Mathew 
m. Cynthia J«)husdn, and now resides in J^Iaucliester ; Sarah m. 
Harrison Vail, and died a few year» since ; Moulton m. Harriet 
Gorton, and lives in Wisconsin ; Nelson m. Julia, da. of Caleb 
Colvin and resides in Dorset. 

Weku, Micajah, from Rhode Island, in 1780, m. first, Mary, 
da. of Henry Frost, and aftcwar«ls Sally Merris ; he settled south 
of the Comers, near wliere tlie woolen factory was aflerward» 
built, being a tanner and currier by tra<le. His tannery was the first 
one built in town, and was in openition for a number of years ; 
he became a man of wealth and influence in tlie town, although 
commencing life with limited means. He came licro in those 
troublous times during the lievolution, and but fifteen years after 
the settlenM3Ut of the town, which wiis then thinly settled, but ho 
had the pleasure of seeiug tlie town become thickly populated, 
and supplied with all needful advantages for liome comfort and 
for common schools, and religious worship, with a competence of 
property, himself having sustained various oilices of honor, profit 
and trust. He removed west about the year 1830, where by a 
reverse of fortune he lost nearly or all of his property, and be- 
came dependent in old age. His children were : Nancy, Mariah, 
Anuis, Micajah, jr., and Terry. 

AViLLiAMS, Stkpuen, froui Rhode Island, in 1776, was the first 
settler on the farm owned by Ira It^hnuud.s ; he was a son of Go- 
Hah Williams, and grandson of Joseph Williaiik4, and of English 
descent. He became one of the largest hiudlioldcis in town, being 
a prominent and useful citizen. He was the first grand juror 
elected, which olHce he held for several years, and besides was 
lionored with various other positions of trust, which atteit his 
ability and good judgment. He was twice married ; his first 
wife's name was Hopkins ; liis second wife Pruda Howard. Ho 
removed to Concord, Erie Co., N. Y. I lis children were: llo- 
sea, Sally, David John, Hannah, IVuda, Sylvia, Daniel, Isham 
d. young, and Fhebc. Eliza, m. William Soule ; Hannah m. 
Truman Austin, and lived in Hamburg, N. Y. ; Sylvia m. a 
Wells and removed west ; Sally ni. Daniel Folger ; David m. a 
(jrilbert and also removed west; John m. a (juilds. 

Williams, Hose^, m. lihoda Adam^, and settled at the Bor- 
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his being the first store built at the Borough, iu 1808. He also 
run a tannery in connection with Peleg Nichols and Bradford 
Barnes, lie was prosperous in business, and was highly re^- 
spectcd. He removed to Manchester, and from thenco to 
Ohio, whore ho died, leaving lour children: John, Plyu, Nelson 
and FTarrict. 

TViLLiAMS, lloGRR, from Rhode Island> and brother of Ste<> 
nhen, was also among the early settlors. Ho Was a land jobber, 
tn the early years of the town, being a man of considerable prop*- 
«rty and highly respected in the community. For his affair with 
John Hart, see page 15(>. He settled on the farm owned by Joel 
Colvin ; he was town Ilepresentative in 1783, and was a niagis^ 
tratc thirlcen years. 

Wir.UANS, OLNKf, from Rhode Island, in 18*12, m. Susan, da. 
of William Rf>berts. He was b» March 2d, 1?93« Ho settled at 
the Corners, and is now the oldest inhabitant of the place. His 
wife died April 1st, 1867, at the ripe age of 68 years. She didd 
trusting in Oixl's mercy and love, knowing that He, through His 
providence, doeth all things welU For her, death had no terrors. 
She entered the valley of the shadows with unfaltering step, and 
with a triumphant hope and faith in that better life beyond the 
grave. ** Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord.'' She was 
« woman of much energy and industry, an affectionate wife, a 
true and loving mother, and a devoted christian, and her loss was 
deeply felt. Tlie names of their children follow : Moses O., Su« 
san D., Frances A., Sarah J., Martin V., and John C. Moses 
has been twice nu, first to Jane Wallace, who died in 1866, and 
next to Mnry Wetlierby. He is a tailor by trade, and resides at 
Broad Albin, N. Y. His children arc : Mciy, Freddie and Har* 
ry. Susan m. Clark Baldwin of Dorset, and resides in Glen Ar« 
bor, Michigan. Their children are l Willie, Alice and Hcnryv 
Alartin nu Mary, da. of G, S. Tabor, of Mount Tabor, and is one 
of the proprietors of the Danby Cheese Factory, which went into 
o|ieration in 1868. Tliey have two children : Maud and Martin. 

Williams, John C, was born June 26th, 1843, and ni. Nora^ 
da. of James Colviii, in 1868. Perhaps it would be deemed ego- 
tistical to give/»nr own autobiography, but we may bo indulged 
in a brief sketch. Our occupation has bitcti various; farm hw 
bor, clerk iu a store, and for several wiiitora tauglit school. In 
1865 we were a])pointed Superintendent of common schools^ 
which position we hold for two years ; and iu 1866 elected cons* 
table and colleclor, in which we still continue, besides having oc* 
cupied other positions of Irust and responsibility. In 1870, we 
were appointed an Asstitunt Marshal, to aid in taking the 9th 
census. These honors, which have been conferred upon 
us from time to time, although pcahsps unmerited, 
are duly appreciated. In llic accomplishment of this 
work, :i,s a history o\' the town, it Ims betMi our caniost endeavor, 
to render it such as to meet the approbation of our fellow townsmen. 
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AUhough awaro from tlio many ditncuUies attendaut npoii col- 
loctiag, compiling and arranging the facto relativo to a town liidtcH 
ry, that our hihors are yet imperfect, we still hope onr outleavon» 
have been accomplisluKL This town is our birthphice, and lia» 
always been our home, and wo feel a deep interest in her pros- 
perity. We have a stitnig attachment for l»omc, aud the laud of 
our birth. However deep the enjoyment may be, while away, cm* 
in the cares of business, our memory will carry lis back to our 
childhood's home, and to these lovely mountains, whose quiet 
beauty is unsurpassed. IIei*e our early associations were foruH 
ed, and here wo commenced with the cheering smiles of a moth- 
er's love, to learn our first lessons of science and religion. Here, 
also, we passed our youth, with all its gilded hopes, joys and en- 
joyments. Influences like these can never die out, and is a foun- 
tain head, from whence flow pure, sparkling waters to gtaden, 
vivify and fertilize the vale of life. 

Wilbur, Geouue, from New Bedford, Mass., in 1780, settled 
on the farm owned by his grandson, Henry. He was twice m., 
tlrst to Hannah Johnson, who died in 1795 ; and next to Hannah 
Babcock, who died in 1824. He died in 1830. The names of 
their children follow : Maiy, Debrah, Isaac aud Hannah. Mary 
m. William Palmer ; Debrah m. Luke Crandall. Hannah was 
twice m., first to Aaron Stewart, and next to Aaron Aldridi. 
Of her children, by the first marriage, Henry W. is a Methotlist 
minister, and resides in Mendon, Yt. 

Wilbur, Isaac, only son of George Wilbur, was born in 1782, 
and is now the oldest man living in town, who wtis born hero. 
He m. Nancy Aldrich, wlio died in 1863. He succeeded to tlic 
homestead and has been a man of energy and industry, having 
acquired a large foi*tune. He is a man who has been greatly re-* 
spected, and honored with various oifices of trust, stich as select- 
man, lister, justice of the peace, i&c, but having long since retir- 
ed from active business pursuito. His declining years have been 
blessed with the fruits of honest and well directed toil. Although 
his frame is bowed with the weight of over fourscora years, with 
a failiug memory, and energies impaired, he still lives on, calm- 
ly awaiting the time, when he shall be called home to that '' land 
where the weary rest." His children are : Ijaura, Nancy, Hen- 
ry aud Cleo. 

WiLUUU, Henry, m. Cyntliia White, and settled on the home- 
stead. He is also a man of considerable property, a worthy cit- 
izen, and an influential member of society. He has been one of 
the board of selectmen for five years, besides having creditably 
sustained other responsible positions. Their children are three 
in number : Louisa, m. H. P. Tabor : Cleo, m. J. C. Griflith ; and 
Lois. 

Willis, Allen, from Pawlet, m. Nancy Barden, and settled 
liere in the blacksniithing business. He removed back to Paw- 
let, where lie died in 1858, aged 80. He was a native of Shel- 
burnc, !Mass. 
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WiNO, Jo9Ri*ii, from Diirtmoiitli, in 1775, mU\vi\ on llio farm 
now ownoi! by A. A. Mathcwson. He cinigrntcil from England 
at an early day, and settled in Dartmonth. lie licld two com- 
missions there under King George, one as constable and the oth- 
er as Captain in the militia. He d. 1810, aged 90. His chil 
dren were: Giles, Mnthew, Klixabeth, Ruth and Mary. Klixa- 
beth m. John Saulesbnry ; Ruth, m. Jesse Irish, nnd Mary m. 
Elihu Albee. 

WiNO, Giles, was four times married. He first settled in Alt. 
Tabor, and aderwarda in Danby, where ho lived for many years. 
He died in St. Lawrence County, N. Y. 

Wing, Matiibw, was twice m., first to Catherine Bullis, and 
next to Keziah Jenkins, who died in 1839, aged 70. He came 
here with his fatlier at the age of 12, and became a thridy, in- 
dustrious farmer and a worthy citizen. He died in Mt. Holly, 
during the epidemic in 1818, aged 50. . His children are : Ben- 
jamin, Catherine, d. young; John, Daniel, Stephen, Seneca, 
Nelson, Thomas, d. young ; Anson and Andrew, twins ; and 
Charles. John d. in Granville in 1856, aged 66 ; Daniel m. Ma- 
ry Potter of Granville, and lives in West Rutland ; Benjamin m. 
Elsje Niehols, and settled in Canada. During the war of 1812, 
he left and settled in Mt. Holly, where he died. Seneca became 
a physician, and' settled in Illinois, being twice married, 
first, to Jane Ewings, and next to Lula A. Stoles ; Anson ro. Ma- 
ry A. Davenport, of Mt. Holly, and died in 1868 ; Stepen m. 
Elizabeth Hadwin, and first settled in Mt. Holly, and afterwards 
in 1836, in Granvjlle, N. Y., where he still resides. Their chil- 
dren are : John P., Calista, and Maria, who m. J. R. Rice, and 
lives in Chicago ; John P. m. Caroline Robbins, and lives in 
Granville. 

WiLLARD, Capt. Jonathan, although not a settler, was the 
principal grantee of this town. In Hollistcr's History of Pawlct, 
from a sketch written by Henry Willard, wc learn that Capt. 
Willard was born in Roxbury, Mass., about 1720. He m. Sarah 
Childs, who died leaving three children : Samuel, Mary and Jo- 
seph. Next, he married in succession, Hough, and a 

widow Stark, neither of whom hod issue by him ; he died in 
Rutland in 1804, aged 84. In early life, he was for many yenrs 
an inhabitant of Colchester, Conn. His principal business n]>- 
pears to have been that of a trader. He owned and command- 
ed a vessel trading from ports in New England to New York. A 
short time subsequent to 1750, he removed to Albany, N. Y., 
where he kept a public lioupc, the only English taveni then in the 
city. About this time, by contract with Government, he furnish- 
ed stores for the army then at Lake George, in which business 
he employed forty yoke of oxen. Tradition tells us that he made 
a large amount of money, and it is related that at one time, when 
his fears were excited by an expected invasion, he filled a strong 
cask with silver, rolled it beside the chimney, and sealed it up, ma- 
king h appear as though there was no space there. AAer resid- 
.S6 
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iug iu Albany oight years, he removed to old Saratoga and en- 
gaged in the lumber busineas. la 17G0 ho paid a visit to the 
Hampshire Grants, in company with two others. They selected 
three towhships of land each six miles square, and then drew 
lots for choice. Pawlet fell to Willard, and at the same time 
he owned rights in Dauby and Mt. Tabor. Ho then entered tlie 
names of his old neighbors in Connecticut, and obtaiued a cliartcr 
Aug. 17G1. Immediately after the location of tho township, he 
repaired to Colchester, and informed his friends of what he had 
done. For a mug of flip or a new hat he purchased many of their 
rights until ho became possessed of just two-thirds of the town. 
The other third he was extremely anxious to have settled, and 
fifty acres of land were given to the wife of Simon Burton, the 
first seUler of Pawlet. In 1 762 Willard came to Pawlet with 
nine hired men and several horses, and by fall luid cleared sever- 
al acres on tho farm owned by Henry Allen. He then returned 
to his homo on the Hudson, where he remained for two or three 
years, when meeting with heavy losses in the lumber business, in 
1765 returned witli his family to his clearing in Pawlet. At this 
time he had lost half his capital, which was the sole cause of his 
settling in the township which he had bought for the purpose of 
speculation. As a man, Capt. Willard was strong, clastic and 
enduring ; mentally, he was a quick discemer of the intentions 
of men, shrewd and sound iu judgment, lie spnmg from a uo- 
blo stock, being descended in the fourth generation from the ninth 
son of Major Simon Willard, who came from the County of Kent, 
England, to Boston in 1634. He was a thorough business man, 
and in testimony of his uprightness, it is said that he was univer- 
sally respected by those with whom he did business. His name is 
held in great veneration by his numerous descendants. His last 
wifo died in 1804, aged 74. 

Woou, James, from R. I., m. Lydia PoUiface, and settled 
iu the Little Village. Their children were : John, Squire, Wei- 
com, David and Jamos. Squire m. Rachael Steer, and raised a 
family of seven childrou : Salinda, Loafoo, Squire, Welcom, John, 
Lydia and Sophia. 

Wood, James, Ju., m. Faithful, da. of William Bromly, and 
raised a family of oight children : James, Daniel, Tolman, Lo- 
vone, Sophia, Hannah, Willard, Stephen and Leonard. Tolman 
ni. Uhoda Sherman, and lives west; Lovone m. Ada 
Mutteson, and lives in Michigan ; Willard and Stephen 
both served iu the Mexican war, and also in tho war of 1861 ; 
Stephen m. Harriet Buxton ; he died in 1865, aged 41. Their 
cliildreu are: Willard, .James, Amos, Leonard Faithful and 
Sunnier. 

Wooden, Pbieu, from II. I., settled at an early day on the farm 
owned by Lemuel Harrington. He was a mechanic by trade, 
lie removed west many years ago. His children are: Berzalied, 
Knier and Archilaus. 

White, Anduew, from Nine Partners, at an early day, set- 
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tied at the Borough where the widow Bradley now lives. He 
owned and nin a grint mill there in early times. He finltlly re- 
moved to Pern, llis wife's name was Amy Palmer, by whom 
he raised the following children : Edward, Peter, William, Ne- 
hemiah, Reubin, Oliver, Palmer, Benjamin, Elizabeth, Rachael, 
Catherine and Mary. 

WiirrK, Rrurin, m. Debrah Wilbur, and settled on the farm 
owncfl by Albert Bucklin, and afterwards on the present home- 
stead of J. E. Nichols. lie was one of the leading members of 
the Quaker society. lie died at Collins, N. Y., at the ago of 72. 
His children follow: Deborah, b. 1775 ; Elizabeth, b. 1793 ; 
Isaac, b. 1794 ; Ilnldah, b. 1796 ; Peter, b. 1797 ; Stephen, b. 
1798; Rachael, b. 1799; Anna, b. 1802, and Mary, b. 1804. 
Deborah m. Nathan Smith ; Rachael m. Petter Potter of Gran- 
ville, N. Y. Isaac m. Hannah da. of Judge Thorn, of Gran- 
ville, and setiletl on the farm owned by Joel Colvin. He remov- 
ed to Collins, N. Y. ; Peter m. Sylvia, da. of Zoheth Allen, and 
settled in Tinmouth ; Stephen ro. Sally, da. of David Congor, 
and settled in Collins, N. Y. 

Wiirrs, John C, son of Hosea White, from Mt. Holly, m. 
Cynthia, da. of Nathan Lapham, and settled where Henry Grif- 
fin now lives. He was a thrifty farmer, and a man of good abil- 
ity. He was selectman throe years ; lister two years, and a mag- 
istrate five years. He was also a captain in the State Militia. 
Ho died about the year 1840, leaving but one son, John J., who 
in. Ann Sperry, and settled in Buffalo, N. Y. 

Whipple, Dr. E. O., was born at Athens, Vt., in 1831. He 
studied his profession with Profs. Bradford and Sprague, ol Ran- 
dolph. He graduated at Castlcton Medical College in 1848, and 
located in Danby the same year. By his great attachment to the 
profession, he has obtained a thorough knowledge of the medical 
and surgical science, and has acquired during his long residence 
hero, the reputation of a skillful physician, having had an exten- 
sive and lucrative practice. Dr. Whipple is a gentleman of re- 
fined taste and manners, ripe scholarship, and admirable sociable 
qualities. His prompt attention to his patients, and their confi- 
dence in his skill, have rendered him a popular and successful 
practitioner. As a citizen he is highly esteemed, being influen- 
tial and useful, both in public and private life. He is also a 
member of the Masonic Fraternity. He m. Augusta Sawyer, 
and they have but one son, Fratik, now living. 

Wheeler, Stephen, from R. I., settled on the Mathew Wing 
farm. He finally removed back to Rhode Island. All of his 
family left town many years ago. 

Wynne, Francis, from Ireland, in 1846, m. Mary Frery. 
He is a good citizen, a man of industrious habits, good judgment 
and ability, and highly respected by all. He has also accumulat- 
ed considerable property. They have raised a family of six 
children : Maria, Ann, Lizzie, Ellen d. 1868, Thomas, Frances, 
Delia, Michael and James. 

YouNOS, David, a native of Paizley, Scotland, came to Danby 
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at the Ago of IG, Aud was amoug our oarly marcliauti. IIu m. 
Chiirliiiia Egglestoa« and was a resident of this town until his 
death. He possessed a peculiar tact for business, which was nui- 
ted with industry and a will to accomplish. Ho commenced ped- 
dling quite young, being his first experience in trade. He soon 
atlcr wont into the mercantilo business, in connection with Rob- 
ert Green, in which he contiimcd for a number of years. He was 
also in trade with Williams & Eggleston, after which he pur- 
chased the clothing mill of Rosea Williams. In 1821 he built a 
woolen mill at the Borough which he run until 1837, when it was 
bunied. lie was a man greatly respected in the community, aud 
possessed the confidence of all with whom he had deal. He^was 
honored with various town offices, having been selectman seven 
years, grand-juror two years, and a justice of the peace three 
years. Ho died in 1840 ; his wife in 1842. Their children are : 
Samuel R., Harriet, Fanny, David and Alexander. Samuel B. 
m. a Jumison, is u tinsmith, aud resides in Manchester ; Ifarrtct 
m. Calvin Norton and lives in lionniugton ; Alexander m. Mary 
Colo, aud died of consumption in 18G9.

War, whether jii»i or unjust, come when it will, is a tr^mei** 
dous evil, and is always to be deprecated. Tlio war of the revo- 
hitiom was just, because it involved the principles of liberty and 
equality, the dearest rights of humanity. This principle is foun- 
ded in tlie right, in defense of, and to sustain which, the fathers 
of the Republic accepted the ordeal of war. The consciousness 
ot the justice of their cause, made evefy man a host, and render- 
ed them, as soldiers, Vastly supef iof to the tniined veterans of 
£ttrope» 

'fhe love of liberty has always bceii the ruling passion.^ Thd 
indignant spirit of our fathers, oppressed and persecuted in tlieit* 
native country, formed the design of leaving a land, where mindil 
ns well as bodies Are cliAincd, for a region where freedom might 
be found. And though her dwelling proved to be amid wilds and 
wolves, and savages less hospitable than either, they performed 
the grand enterprise, crossing an ocean three thousand mi]ej< 
Wide, with its winds and waves, and landed on this then uncultU 
Vated shore, ilere they found 

" The wilderness all Uftore tliem, where to choose 
Their place of rest, and Prof idencc their guide.** 

But their coura<ro and industry soon surmounted all these difW- 
Culties ; the savages retired ; the forests were exchanged foi' 
fields of richest harvests, and the haunts of wild beasts for the 
abode of civilized man. The nation, increasing in wealth and 
bopulation, with a rapidity that astonished the " Old World," it 
flourished for a century and a half, when l^ngland, pressed down 
With the enormous weight of debts, and considering the inhabitant j^ 
of these States as staves, who owed their existence And preserva- 
tion to her care, instead of protecting and fostering bur interests^ 
*'as a kind mother would have done," now began to form the 
unjust and tyranical plan of taxing us without our consent, and 
in various ways, seeking to keep us tributary to her. When re- 
monstrances against her policy proved unavailing, we had re- 
course to war. 
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This fame spirit which led Ihem here, which supported them 
under all trials aud privations, nerved iheir arms and braced 
their souls, throughout their struggle, and led them to resolve on 
^^ liberty or death." This same spirit of freedom has descended 
down through every generation of their posterity, marking every 
feature of our country's history. 

When wo contemplate the extent and magnitude of this coun- 
try, rivaling the first natious of the earth, the asylum of the op- 
pressed of every land, its vast population, enjoying the greatest 
liberty, our thoughts turn in gratitude to those noble patriots, 
whose bravery, devotion aud sacrifice, achieved all this, and es- 
tablished for us. a nationality ond a free Republic. We may just- 
ly feel proud of the achievements of our gallant fathers, and ac- 
knowledging the blessiug, let us cherish a strong affection for it, 
and resolve to maintain and perpetuate it. The example of the 
patriotic services, and illustrious deeds of the heroes of 177G, is a 
sacred heritage, and to them we owe a debt, which we can nev- 
er pay. 

*' Tlicry have gon\3 to tlioir rest, tliote brave licroet and aages, 
Who trod the rjugh war-path our freedom to gain ; 

But I heir deeds were all written on fame's brightest pages. 
When a tyrant's rude hoit wore all leattcred and slain. 

** Tiicy have gone to their rest, as bright stars sink in gloiy, 
And hallowed tlie spot where their valor was shown; 

Yet hut few are there left us to tell the glad story. 

How victory was gained and tlie mighty o'ertlirown.*^ 

The revolutionary war, is the first in which any of our citizens 
were engaged, and notwithstanding the controversy with New 
York, tlicy were ever ready to co-operate with other towns on the 
the grnuts, against the common enemy. These were times ''that 
tried men's souls,'' and while engaged with the common enemy, 
and witli New York, they had to cope with a more dangerous 
foe within their own midst, the tories, against whom they were 
greatly incensed, and while they applied the '' Beech Seal" to the 
naked backs of the '* haughty New Yorkers," they hung the to- 
ries convicted of ^' eumical " conduct to the nearest tree. 

A good many of the early settlers of the town participated in 
this war. During the invasion of Burgoyne, a company of mili- 
tia was organized here, and some of our citizens were engaged in 
the battle of Bennington. Soon afler the close of the war, there 
were many of the rcvohuiiinary soldiers who settled in this town, 
the most of lliem remaining till their death. It is many years 
since the las( one died, and but little knowledge of them is now 
within our reach. Although no monument marks the place of 
many, uiul even the names of some are fading from the memory, 
wc will gather up what few fragments are still leA, and transmit 
ihcni to our posterity, and over the graves of the patriots we will 
tuy : 
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** Here rest the grciil and good, — here thejr repoto 

After their generont toil. A Munred bund, 

Thejr take their tieep together, while the jrear 

Conies with its earljr flowers to deck their graTes 

And gather them again, as winter frowns. 

Theirs is no Tolgar sepuleher, — green sods 

Are all their monaments ; and yet it teMs , 

A nobler history than pillared piles. 

Or the eternal pyramids. They need 

No statue or inscription to reTeal 

Their greatness. It is round them ; and the joy 

With which their children tread the hallowed ground 

That holds their Tenerated bones, the peace 

That smiles on all they fought for, and the wealth 

That clothes the land the^ rescued,— these, though mute 

As feeling Is when deepest.— these 

Are nionaments more lasting, than the fanes 

Reared to the kings and demigods of old. 

" Touch not the ancient trees, that bend their heads 
Of er their lowly graTes ; beneath their boughs 
There is a solemn darkness, eTcn at noon. 
Suited to such as visit at the shrine 
Of serious liberty. No factious Toice 
Called them unto the Held of generous fame, 
But the pure consecrated lore of home. 
No deeper feeling sways us, when it wakes 
In all ito greatness. It has told Itoelf 
To the astonish^ gace of awe-struck kings. 
At Marathon, at Bannockbum, and here, 
Where first our patriots sent the luTsders back 
Broken and cowed. Let those green elms be all 
To tell us where they fought, and where they lie. 
Their feelings were all nature ; and they need 
No art to make them known. They need 
No column pointing to the heaven they sought. 
To tell UK of their home. Let these trees 
Bend their protecting shadows o*er their graves, 
And build with their green roof the only fane. 
Where we may gather on the hallowed day, 
Thiit rose to them in blood, and set in glory.**

TUB WAR OF 1812. 

Adcr thirty years of peace, in 1812, our nation was again in- 
volved in a war with Great liritaiu. Our citizens did not hesi- 
tate to take up arms against their old enemy, in deij^nse of the 
liberty and independence their fathers had won. The impress- 
ment of our seamen by the British, and the plundering of our 
(uimmerce was a sufficient cause for a declaration of war, whidi 
act Congress passed the 18th of Jiine, 1812. It is the duty of ev- 
ery nation to protect and defend its own "citizens, and when the 
right to cxercidc tliis was denied uh, the genius of freedom was 
again aroused, aud after a contest of three years, peace was re- 
stored to a free, united and independent nation. 

We annex a list of tliose who entered the service, viz : Will- 
iam Bromley, jr., Oliver Emerson, Luther Briggs, David Benson, 
Edward Tabor, Noah Giiford, Gideon Moody, Rufus Buckliu, 
jr., and Moses Harrington.

THE MEXICAN WAU, 1846. 

The object of the Mexican war being tlie acquisition of more ter 
ril.)ry, in which to extend the institution of slavery, did not 
arouse the symputliy of our citi^cciis. The government was then 
cjiit rolled by sluvi^-holders, who sought to maintain a balance of 
power, au<l although by the war, a large amount of*territory was 
actiuired, the vast resources of wliich, under the reign of slavery, 
would have forever 'remained undeveloped ; populous states and 
thriving cities have sprung up; the resources developed, and 
instead ofits hecomiug slave territory, the larger portion was con- 
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socrntcd to freedom. Notwitlistandiiig the necessity of the war 
was not gcncrftlly concurred in by our citizens, wc have the 
names of sixteen recruits who went from this town, viz : Darwin 
Ballard, Elisha Bradley, Hiram Harrington, Samuel Hall, Dan- 
iel Hilliard, Chauucey Maxham, Jamon Preston, Caleb Roberts, 
Oliver Shehlon, C. Smith, Wesson Sonic, Henry Tufts, Stephen 
AVood^, Wilhml WooiIh, L. Smith, and Hiram Wait. 

Below will be found a copy of a letter written to Miner Ilill- 
iard, Esq., in 1848, and which gives a better record of the recniits 
from this town, than we could give : 

" Paciiica, Mkxico, Feb. 4th, 1848. 
**Dear Sib: — Yours of Dec. 10th, was received by last mail, 
and I write in answer, for the reason that the Capt. is at present 
unable, havin;:; hurt his hand whilst visitin;:^ tho mines at Kio Del 
Montis. Dnnby, I believe, furnished IG recruits for the Ver* 
mont company, and at present as far as I know they are as fol- 
lows : Ballard is in hospital in the city of Mexico, lefl Dec. 2Gth, 
1847 : Bradley died of fever in hospital, city of Mexico, Oct. 5th, 
1847 ; Harrington was transferred to Co. K., June 5th, 1847, 
and was lefl sick in hospital Vera Cniz, July 12th, 1847 ; Hall 
was wounded at Cherubusco, in the shoulder. After recovery 
of his wound he died in hospital at Mexico, Nov. 16th, 1847; 
Hilliard deserted at Fort Adams, May 2GtIi, 1847 ; Maxhnm was 
lefl sick in hospital at Puebia, Aug. 6th, 1847 ; others left sick 
at the same time who have since joined the Co., repfjrt him as 
having recovered and on duly ; Preston is with the Co., and well ; 
Roberts was lefl sick in hospital at Pncbln, the Gth, and died 
Aug 26th, 1847 ; Channccy Smith is well and with his Co. doing 
duty; Sowle wa? wounded in the ancle, at Cherubusco. 
After getting well and returning to his company for duty, was 
taken with the brain fever and died in tlic hospital nt Mexico, 
Oct. ir>th, JH47; TuOm deserted at Koit Adams, May 2(;th, 
1847 ; Stephen Woods was left sick in hospital Dec. 26th, 1847; 
he has been in hospital some four months and will probably be 
discharged OS soon as he recovers; Willard Woods is present 
with the Co. doing duty, and is well and hearty ; Luther Smith 
is present with the Co., ho has just recovered from a severe fit of 
sickness, but is now well and doing duty. For his good conduct 
at Contrcras and Clicnibnsc^o, ho was promoted to be a corporal, 
which post he holds now ; Wait died in hospital at Mexico, Nov. 
13th, 1847. 

In conclusion permit nic to say tliut witli the excepfion of two 
who thought di:<rrction the better part of valor, the Danby boys 
have nobly sustained their own reputation, and the reputation of 
the State to which they belong. Danby may well be proud of 
them. With nnieli respect,

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TUB WAR OF 1861-u. 



Tiio contest bctw^ooh freedom and slavery, culiniuated at lajt 
iti the great rebellion of 18G1. It was the most formidable civ- 
il war ever known, and an attempt to overthrow the *^ best gov- 
ernment the sun ever shone upon." When it became known that 
war was inevitable, the loyal people of the north determined, at 
the expense of their lives and fortunes, to defend and preserve 
this government, the dear purchase of our fathers, and transmit 
it unimpaired to their children. Although the war was depreca- 
ted by the north, yet when the attempt at conciliation proved un- 
availing, when the i^hock came and the nation was called to arms, 
the people responded with an alacrity hitherto unknown. 

Danby bore her part nobly and faithfully during the struggle, 
and promp'.ly met every emergeucr, when men and money were 
required. This town was among the first to res^iond to the call 
of the government for men, and it has a record of which her citi- 
zens may well be proud. Although called upon from time to 
time to raise largo bounties and large taxes, yet notwithstanding 
this, when the war closed, every dollar of the war debt was paid. 
The quota i*equired at different times, were promptly filled, and 
the bounties voted without hesitation. The town paid in boun- 
ties |18,G25, the bounties ranging from $100 to $1,200. There 
are doubtless not many towns in the State, from which a larger 
number enlisted into the service, in proportion to the number sub- 
ject to military duty. In 18G3 the roll of men subject to bo draft- 
ed, from numbered 137, and there woi*e 103 men enlisted into the 
service during the war, being G more than was required to fill the 
quota of tlie town. Under the call of the Pi*esident of July 18, 
18G4, for 500,000 men, the town stood as follows : number en- 
rolled 137 ; quota under the call, 24 ; excess of credit over pre- 
vious calls, 18 ; number to be raised July 31, 18G1, was G. But 
few towns in the State can show a better record. 

Danby was represented in most of tlie infantry regiments rais- 
ed in tlie State, as well as in the cavalry, sharpshooters and bat- 
teries, also in several regiments from New York and other Stales. 
Wo were also represented in nearly every battle and campaign of 
the war. Our volunteers were in all the movements of the army 
of the Potomac ; iu the campaign of General McClellan in 18G2, 
in his fruitless attempts to take Richmond, and in the campaigns 
of Pope, Burnside and Hooker. They were with General Meade, 
and assisted in achieving the victory at Gettysburg, and Lookout 
Mountain ; in the niarcli of Sheridan through the Shenandoah 
Valley, and were with General Banks at the taking of Mobile. 
They were also with General Grant, and shared in all the mive- 
mcnts, from the Riipidan to the closing battles around Richmond. 

It is duo to those who enlisted from this town to say, that they 
were mostly men of intelligence and good moral character, an d 
were brave and faithful soldiers. When the nation waj threat - 
cued with destruction, and in its hour of peril, these mon sacrific- 
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cd tlio comforts of homo, leaving their business, their families, 
and all they held dear, enduring untohl hardships and sufferings, 
from toilsome marclies through mud and over frozen ground, ex- 
posure to heat and cold, privations in food and raiment, from dis- 
eases in camp and wounds on the field, some of them meeting 
death far from home and kindred, for its preservation. We have 
no honors too great, or gifts too precious to bestow upon sucli 
men, for we can never pay the great debt we owe them. Those 
who survived, returned to their homes after serving out tlieir 
term of eidistment, to be again useful citizens. It is our duty to 
celebrate in song and in story, the sacrifices, virtues and zeal of 
these men, transmitting them to our children and grandchildren, 
that they may derive new courage atd zeal in *' performing their 
duty to their country and their God." For us, in common wich 
the nation, let our sentiments be expressed in the following im- 
pressive lines : 

" Four liandrod thousand men ; 

The brave; the good, the true ; 
III tangled woo>1, in mountain glen 

Lie (lead for mo and you. 
Four hundred thousand of the bravo 
Have made our ransomt-d soil their grave 

For me and you. 

** In many a fevered swamp, 

By many a black l:'a3'ou. 
In many a cold and frozen camp, 
The weary ««rnlinel ceaned his tramp, 

And died for mo and you. 
From western plains to ocean lido, 
Arc stretchfd the the graves of those who died 
For mo and you. 

*" On many a bloody plain 

Their ready sword^i they drew. 
And poured tluir Itfc-blood, like the r.iin 
A home, a heritage to gain, — 

To gain for mc and you. 
Our brothers mu>tered by our side, 
They mnrched, and fought, and bravely died, 

For mc and you. 

" Up many a fortress wall 

They charged ; those Boys in Blu* ; 
'Mid surgin;^ smoke and volleyed ball. 
The bravest were the first to fall. 

To fall for mc and you. 
The noble men, the nation's pride, 
Four hundred tliousand men have died * 

For me and you. 

" In treason's prison hold, 

Their martyr spirits grew 
To stature like the saints of old, 
"While 'mid agonies untold. 

They starved for mc and you ; 
The good, the patient, and the tried, 
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Four hundred thoutind niiin have died 
For mo and you. 

** A debt we ne*er can pay 
To them it justly due ; 
And to the nation's latest day. 
Our children's children still shall say 

* They died for me and you/ 
Four hundred thousand of the braTe 
Made tliis our ransomed soil th«lr graTO 
For me and you.*'

AOO HISTORY OF DANDY. 



FIRST REOIMEMT. 

Tills regiment enlisted for three months, was organized at Rut- 
land and mustered into the service of the United States May 2, 
1861, and was mustered out August G, 1861, It was under the 
command of J. Wolcott Phelps, a graduate of West Point, and 
history says that it was one of the most remarkable of the many 
that entered the service. Nearly one-tenth of its members wore 
graduates of Kew England Colleges. Many were professional 
men of high standing, and among them was the late lamented 
Gov. Washburn. Many of the privates were men of high stand- 
ing, — if we judge fi*om the fact that ten men from one of the 
companies lay down upon tha ground for measurement, and form- 
ed a line 67 feet and 10 inches in length, the average of each 
man being a liltle over six feet nine inches ! The regiment left 
Rutland for the seat of war May 9, 1861, and was engaged in 
the battle of Big Bethel, which occurred soon after, where it no- 
bly sustained itself. Only three from this town were in the regi- 
ment : George E. Croif, who was a member of the Rutland 
Light Guards, Co. K. ; Jared L. Parris and Gustavus Reed, 
members of the Allen Greys, Co. G., of Bi*andon. 

SECOND REQIUGNT. 

This regiment was mustered in June 20, 1861, and joiuod the 
army of the Potomac. It was in what was distinctively kno^vn as 
the Fii*st Vermont Brigade. It commenced its first active cam- 
paign at Yorktown, Va., April 6, 1862, and participated in nil 
the engagements before Richmond up to the final defeat of Gen. 
McClelhin in July, 1862. It was in all the battles that followed un- 
der Gens. Pope, Bunisidc, Hooker, Mead and Grant, up to the 
taking of Richmond, April 3, 1865. No regiment experienced 
more hardships or suffered gi*cater losses. This regiment, though 
enlisted for three years, was in the service over four years, being 
discharged July 15, 1865. Its first term of sei*vice expired Juno 
19, 1861, and was nnistcred out at Brattlcboro, June 22, with 
219 ofHccrs and men. Although it was mustered out as a regi- 
ment, it continued to be represented in the field by a large num- 
ber who had rc-cuHslcd, and recruits, who had joined since its 
original organization, and consequently its organization and nu- 
meric designation were preserved. When mustered out in 1865, 
it was under the command of Col. Amasa S. Tracy. In connec- 
tion with other regiments of the Old Veruiout Brigade, the sec- 
ond contributed largely, during its service, to the history of the 
State, aud sacrificed so freely of its best and bravest men, that it 
is entitled to the grateful remembrance of the people of Vermont. 
Ever placed in the front, seldom in the reserve^ it was engaged in 
all the hard fought battles of the army of the Potomac, and its 
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fliPiiltioM wore fllstfiiytiisliCNl for bi^vory i^nd oni1tiri^i|00, alike oi) 
i|ie battip 6e]d anc| on tho murph. Tho 1()B8 of tl|e spcoucl rcgi»

fagemeut, however daiigeroiis, At SiKittsylvanii> (J. U., Vi^., 
lay 12, 18f}4, while desperately pngaged In clqse contact with 
the enemyi jijergof^iit Giffbrd took (^ stfvnd of colors belonging to 
the second North Carolini^ regiment, which was piloted direct |v 
|n front of his position, lie do9p2>tched the color bef^rcr with his 
bayonet, seised the colors and bore them off in triumph amid tho 
plieers of his comrades. He was mustered out of service July 
15, 1865. Reed enlisted Alareli 10, 1862, and was discharged 
before his term expired. 

FOURTH REGIMENT. 

This regimeut was mustered in Sept. 20, 1801, having enlist- 
ed for three years, and was in the same Brigade with the second 
regiment. It was mustered out of service «July 13, 1865, under 
Col. George P. Foster. But two men from this town served in 
this regiment, Isaac Porter and Amos L. Boutell. He enlisted 
for three vcars in Co. F.. Feb. 29, 1864. For further particU'. 
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lard oi' him soo obituary notices^ Pbrter, who >vud draftud iu Jiv- 
ly, 18Gd, outorcil tho service iu Co* F. lie was trausfored to 
Cq. B., Feb. 25, 19C5, and from tluit to tho Veteran lieaervc 
Corps, July 20, 1864, and f^t the cxpiratioD of his term was hoD 
orably discharged.

It wad under 
the command of, Co) Lewis A. Grant, from Sept. 16, 1862, until 
bis promotion as Brigadier Generali Juno 29, 18G4. It was 
mustered out June 29, 1865, under Col. Roland A. Kenedy. 
Few regiments wore in morq. sanguinary oonflicts, it being in ac- 
tive service from April 6, 1862, till the fall of Uichmond, iMid iu 
all the battles fought by the Army of tl^e Potomac. Tiiera were 
four volunteers fron) this town in this I'egimeut: Aai-on H. Ba- 
ker, Albert A. Baker, Martin V.* Williams, and Moscu» O. Wil- 
liams.

This regiment enlisted for three years, and was mustered into 
the Hcrvice of the United States Oct. 15, 1851. It was muster- 
ed out of service June 20, 1865, under the command of Col. Sum- 
ner 11. Lincoln. In all the movements and glorious achieve- 
ments of the Vermont Brigade, the sixth regiment bore a conspic- 
uous and honorable part. The regiment was ccmsolidated into 
six coinpauies Oct. IG, 1804. The original members of the reg- 
iment, who had not re-enlisted, were mustered out of service Oct. 
28, 1804. Thu ri'cniila, whose term of st^'vire was to expire 
previous to Oct. 1, 1805, were mustered out tlittie IU, 1805. 
There were nine voluutecrs from this town in this regiment : 
Henry J. Baker, Edwin Fuller, George Gardner, Wilh'^ni (Gard- 
ner, John E. llugur, John Kelly, James C. Moore, Charles II.

This re;^imcnt was muatcrod into the service .July 9, 18G2, for 
three years, and was assigned to duty in the unhealthy district.^ 
in Virginia and Nortli Carolina, where it suffered greatly from 
disease ; at one time (Oct. 1, 18G3,) two-thirds of its men being on 
the sick list. It was mustered out .Tune 13, 1865, under Col, l<M- 
ward II.

Albert Crandall, Winiai*d Crandall, John Mclntyro, 
Richard Stone, Alouzo E. Doty, Stephen Buxton and Krwiu E. 
Bromly, all pf whom with the exception of Bromly, wore origi- 
nal inombors, and all with tlie exception of Mclntyre returned 
home. Albert Crandall was discharged April 1, 1862, and 
William Jan. 2d 1864 ; they were brothers. Stone was discharg- 
ed on account of sickness, June 15, 1862. Doty was a fearless 
soldier, and was promoted Corporal, March 1, 1864; ho was 
mustered out Nov. 18, 1864. Buxton also served with honor 
and credit. He was taken prisoner in the action of May 14, 1864, 
and parollcd ; he was mustered out Jan. 28, 1865. Bromly en- 
listed for three years or during the war in Co. K., Dec. 16, 1863, 
and was uuistcred out Jan. 29, 1865. 

FlUSr REGIMENT U. S. SIIARl* SlIOarERS. 

This ruginiont wa? ninstcrcd, in 186], for three years, and was 
with tlie Army of the Potomac. Henry M. Hall, who enlisted in 
Co. F. was the only man from this town in it. lie served as Sur- 
.gcon of the regiment during the service. 

SECOND UEGIAIENT U. S. SIIAKI* SllOCrEUS. 

This regiment was also mustered, in 1861, and was with the 
Army of (he Potomac. There were ten recruits from this town. 
William Cook, Gary H. Kmcrson, Orange G. Emerson, Jared L. 
P^rris, John J. Parris, Alonzo White, Hiram It. liklgerton, 
Sewal T. Howard, Abner W. Tarbell, and James M. Tarl)eli. 
All of them we believe returned home. Cook was discharged Feb. 
G, 18G8, and afterwards reculisted in the 7tli regiment. Gary 
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nii«l Omiigc Kincrson rcciilistcd Dec. 21, 1863. Orniigc wnspit)- 
motccl Gorpornl Mitrch 12, 18G4, and Sergeant Nov. 1, 18G4. 
They were both transferred to Co. H. 4th Vt. Vol?. Feb. 25, 1865. 
Gary was promoted Corporal of Co. U. June 24, 1865, and both 
were mustered out July 1.3, 1863. Jarcd L. Parris reenlisted 
Jan. 28, 1864, and wns scverly wounded Aug. 81, 1864, and 
taken to general hospital. lie was trr.nBferrcd to Co. H. 4th Rdgt. 
Feb. 25. 1865 ; promoted corporal Juno 24th, and discharged 
July 13, 1865. John J. Panis was transferred to Veteran Reserve 
Corps, and mustered out of service Nor. 9, 1864. ' White was 
transferred to the Itivalid Corps, and afterwards honorably dis- 
charged. Kdgerton enlisted Dec. 16, 1863, in Co. E. and was 
sick in general hospital Aug. 81 « 1864. He was transferred to Co. 
6. 4th Vt. Regt. Feb. 25, 1865. Ilowani was also transferred to 
Co. 6. 4th Regt. and from there to the Veteran Reserve Corps 
Nov. 20, 1864. Abner W; Tarbell was mustered out June 8, 
1865. James M. Tarbell reenlisted Dec. 31, 1868 ; was promo- 
ted Sergeant, and discharged Dec. 31, 1864. 



We have now spoken of all who enlisted to the credit of the 
town, besides having given the names of forty-four otiiers, who 
were natives and former residents of the town, who also gave 
their aid iu the great struggle. Seventy-six of the one hundred 
and three who volunteered returned — the most of them after a long 
period of ai*duous service, and now a larger portion of that num- 
1>er are in our midst, and among our active and useful citissens. 
As we mingle with them iu the business of life, let us not forget 
that they have periled their lives for us, and our posterity. ' It 
affords us great pleasure to record the fact, that so far as our in- 
formation extendi^, not one of our native citizens has deserted or 
been dishonerably discharged. 

It is not claimed that these men have any more rights as citi- 
zens than others, but they should be made to know that their 
townsmen acknowledge their services, in the war of 18C1 to their 
full extent. It should be remembered that they left home, and 
wives and little ones, dear to thcni, that they might save their 
fountry. They wore the soldiers blue and folded the rough grey 
blanket around tlioni, they out watched the stars oh the lone piek- 
etline, and laid down to rest under the pitiless storm ; they toiled 
ou the march and wasted in loathsome hospitals ; they stormed 
the deadly rifle pits, and died on the field and in the prison pens, 
that their and your liberty might be ]>reserved, and your homes 
and happiness secured. They were the soldiers of the Republic 
in her dark days of trial and danger; and as each year their 
living ranks shall grow tliiner and feebler ; as age shall come 
upon them, and the brown locks silver, and the strong limbs grow 
weak ; let them be the loved and cherished of the Renublic in her 
glad days of plenty and of peace.

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years* in Co. E. dtli Vt. Ilcgimont, Aiig.2G, 18G1. ilo died from 
wouods received m the seven days fight before Iltchihond, July 
2y 18G2, aged 22 years, and was buried on the field. 

IIbnuy J. Bakek, enlisted for three years in Co F. 6th, Vt. 
Regiment, Aug. 31. 1862. He was promoted Corporal, and was 
killed in the blofnly cfHiAict at Coal Ilarlnir, June G, 18G1, aged 
20 years, 

Gkokqk 8. Uakkk, son of Williard Baker, enlisted in Co. B. 
14tli Vt. llogiment, Aug. 27, 18G2. He was killed at the battle 
of Gettysburgli, July dd, 18G3, aged 20 ; he was buried on the 
field, but his remains were disinterred in October following, and 
brought home for interment. He was a good soldier ; highly 
esteemed by his comrades, and was the pride and hope of his patri- 
otic parents, who with a cheerful acquiescence in the will of 
Heaven, submitted to their loss. 

Jauks W. BiiOMLKY, son of Miner Bromley, enlisted for three 
years in Co. B. 2d Vt. liegiment. May 8, 18G1, being tlie first 
one who went from this town for three years. Before the expira- 
tion of his term of service he reenlisted Dec. 21, 18G8, and wtm 
promoted Sergeant. After his reenlistment, in 18G5 lie was 
granted a furlough home to see his friends, lie rejoined his regi- 
ment at Brandy Station, just when the army of the Potomac under 
Gen. Grant, commenced its last grnnd march toward') Richmond. 
Hewaskilleil at Petersburg, Va., April 2d 18G5, and juptwhen 
the last battle, which was to crush the rebellion, was being fought. 
He was in over thirty pitched battles, being one of the original 
members of the regiment ; shared in all the dangers, trials, suf- 
ferings and hardships of the regiment ; always on duty, and having 
been several times wounded. Brave and daring, he was ever 
ready to share, with his comrades, in the dangers to which they 
were oflen exposed, being always prompt in the discharge of duty. 
His health wtis good through his entire term of servirc, and he 
never failed of being able to perform his duty as a soldier, and 
never dodged the post of danger or fiinchcd in the face of the ene- 
my. No soldier in the Vf . Brigade, possessed a better reputation, 
none braver or more enduring. He ]>ossc8scd all the qualities 
which make the best of soldiers ; his conduct in every engage- 
ment with the enemy, being highly commended by officers and 
men. His coolness and courage was shown in the first engage- 
ment with the enemy at Yorktown, April Gth, 18G2,and through- 
out the disastrous campaign of Gen. McClellan, — at Williams- 
burgh, May 5 ; at Chickahominy from May 20 to 2G ; at Han- 
over C. H. May 27 : Fair Oaks, June 1 ; Golden's Farm, June 
30 ; Savage Station June 27 ; White Oak Swamp, June 28 ; 
Charles City, June 30 ; and Malvern Hill, July 1. After the 
retreat of McClellan, he was with his regiment, under Gen. Pope, 
in the engagement with the enemy at the second Bull Run, where 
he also exhibited gallant conduct. Following the fortunes of his 
regiment, he was next in the battle at Fredericksburg, Dec. 13, 
under Gen. Burusidc ; and again at Fredericksburg, May 3, 18G3, 
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and at Fraukliu'd Crottaiug, June 5, undoi* 6eu. Hooker. In Iho 
bloody engugoinent at Gottysbiirg, Pa. July 2 and d ; at Fair- 
field, July 5 ; Rappahanock Statiou, Nov, 7 ; and at Miuo Uuu, 
Nov. 24, uuder Geu. Mead, he was particularly distinguitflied for 
(he fearless discharge of duty. From the opeoiug of tlie campaiga 
in*,18G4, uuder Geu. Graut, he was iu tlui terrible hattlcs of the 
Wilderness, May 5 and G ; at Spottsylvania, May 8 and 10 and 

12 ; at Anderson's House, May 20; at Cold Harbor, June 1 to 

13 ; at Petersburg, Juno 16 to July 10 ; at Fort Stevens, July 
12 ; at Winchester, Sept. 15 ; at Fisher's Hill, Sept. 22 ; and at 
Cedar Creek, Oct. 19. His reenlistmeut in Dec. 1863, arose from 
his unbounded patriotism and determination to see the rebellion 
put to an en 1. His promotion to the position of Sergeant, was 
the result of gallant conduct, and he nobly sustained his reputa- 
tion in the dossing battles around Richmond, and until his death. 
After having escaped death in all its forms, and on tlie day pre- 
vious to the fall of Riclimond, the last stronghold of rebeldom, and 
an achievement for which our armies had fought for nearly five 
years, and which his own valor had helped achieve, he fell 
in the front of battle fighting for the '^^coimtry he loved."

llius perished a brave soldier, one who had been an industrious 
man at home, and doubtless would have been again if permitted 
to return.

LiKDT. Joshua BiiOMLKY, son of Hiram Bromley, enlisted fur 
three year:> in the 5th New Hampshire regiment, being among tlie 
first to respond. He w<is killed at the battle of Cold Harbor Va. 
iu June 18G4. He was a uative of tills town, and always lived 
iicrc more or less, until within a few years, previous to the war. 
He was a man of intelligence and a bruve ollicer, possessing the 
highest c:»tucm of his men. 

Amos 1^. Boiitkm., enlisted from Walliiigford for thi*ee years in 
Co. h\ Itii Vl. Uoginiont, Fuh. 29th 18G1. He was taken p. inon- 
cr at tlie battle of l^ctersbnrg, June 23d 18G1, and died in Ander- 
sonville Ga. Oct. 1, 18G4. 

Geoiiqe a. Buoklin, son of Albert Bucklin, enlisted for three 
years in Co. II. 10th regiment, Aug. 8, 18G2. He died April 14, 
18Go. of wounds received at Pelersburgh, April 8, 1865, aged 24. 
After receiving the wound, he was taken to the hospital near 
Washington, where he died and was buried in the Cemetery at 
Arlington. I lis father upon receiving *.lie intelligence ihat (Jeorge 
was woimdcil, started for Washington to see him, but arrived 
there only to hear the sad news, that ho was dead and buried. 
His remains were exhumed Oct. lOtli, l8Go, and brought home 
tor intciinent. (jreor«:e was one of those who enlisted from this 
town iliu'iiig the hour of need, and laid down his life for his conn- 
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try; one of the many HncrificcK that were iiiarlu, to »avc the na- 
tion. It id dno to liis memory to sny^ tliat ho was a good soldier, 
alwaya faithful to duty. In all the »nilering from toilsome 
marched, throngh mud and over frozen ground ; exposure to heat 
and ci>ld, privations in food and raiment, he was patient and will- 
ing. His letters to the dear ones at home, were always couched 
in tho most patriotic terms. He felt it his duty to serve his 
country, and wherever the ohl (lag of tho 10th Vt. went, and in 
every battle there George was found. He was promoted Corpor- 
al, Sept. 19, 18G4, and his bravery and skill as a soldier, wero. 
oficu spoken of in tho highest terms, by both ofAcers and men. 
In all the battles of the 10th commencing with Orange Grove in 
November, 1863, up to his being wounded at Petersburg, being 
some ten or twelve in number, besides numerous skirmishes, he 
iKYro his part nobly anil honorably. We can no better express his 
qnalities as a soldier, than by giving an extract of a letter, writ 
ten by S. E. Perham, late Oapt. of Co. H. 10th Regt. Vt. Vols. 
who says, "I had otiier men in my company from Danby, one 
only of whom I will mention — George A. Buckliu. He received 
a wound on the morning of the 2d of April 1865, in the Inst 
grand charge on Petersburg, Va., which caused his death. It is 
no more than justice for me to say in behalf of him who cinnot 
speak for himself, that he was one of the l>est men in my com- 
pany, ever faithful, |iatriotic and brave. He stood high in tho 
estimation of his comrades, who deeply mourned their loss at his 
death. He was a man of few words, therefore I never learned 
what friends he left at home, but they too had the hearty sym- 
pathy of both ollicci-s aiid men of his company." George A. was 
a young man of intelligence iind character, and may he ever be 
remembered as one of the brave boys who sacrificed his life to 
save the American liepnblic, and also, 

*'()ne who proudly bore llic «torn arrny of wnr, 
Nor fiilterrd wlion grim dcntl* ^vns nmrcliing past 

Wlio saw m'illi fadiitf; eye. the utrife afar, 

With victory for his prayer, e'en to the last.** 

Eui^iiA Bull, enlisted for three years in Co. D. 7th Vt. regi- 
ment Dec. 12, 1861. After serving out his term of service, he 
reenlisted Feb. 10, 18<»l, and promoted to the position of Corpor- 
al. He died at New ()rlcuii8, April 2(5, 18Gri, agoil 35^ leaving 
a widow and several rliildnvj to mourn his loss. Ilis eomrndes 
give him the credit of being a good soldier, and of faithfully per- 
forming his duty. 

Bernick M. Huxton, son of Benjamin Buxton, enlisted for 
three years or during the war, in Co. I), 7th Vt. regiment, Aug. 
27, 1864. He died of disease March 2G, 1865. 

George M. Cook, son of Justus Cook, enlisted for three years 
in Co. D. 7th Vt. regiment. He served out his term, and reen- 
listed Feb. 16, 1864, and died at New Orleans. 
Job Corky, enlisted from Tinmouth in Co. U. 1st Vt. Cavalry, 
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Sept. 16, 18G1, and hold the poBition of Sergeant. He was one 
of the most daring soldiers in the army, and highly esteemed, 
lie was killed, while gallantly leading his company in a charge 
against Mosby's Rebel Cavalry near Greenwich. Va., May 30, 
1863. 

Major Gborgk E. Crovf, son of Abner OroflT, enlisted for Uiroe 
months in Co. K. 1st Vt. regiment. Alter the expimtion of his 
term of service, he agam enlisted, Feb. 12, 1862, in Co. D. 7t}i 
Vt. regiment, and occupied the position of Lieutenant, until 
March 1, 1863, when he was promoted Captain. He finally rost; 
to the position of Major, which rank he held for several monthtf 
previous to his discharge. He remained with the regiment notil 
it was discharged, and returned home, as strong and resolute as 
when he entered die service. He came home, after his long ser- 
vice, with a glorious record, and an untarnished career, to be 
again an active, useful citizen. His health however, in the oourst^ 
of a year or so, began to fail him, and he fell a victim to eon- 
sumption, in the spring of 1867, aged 28. He was a good soldier 
and a brave officer. We are glad to record, that his deserving 
mother receives a pension. 

Ezra Croff, son of Abner Croff\ enlisted for nine months, in Co. 
B. I4th Vt. Regt. Aug. 27, 1862. He served his term out and 
on returning home was attacked with the typhoid fever, and dietl 
soon after. His wife died of consumption, while ho was in the 
service. He left three oiphan children, who receive a peimion. 

IsRAKL T. Croef, son of Samuel Croff^, enlisted for tliree years in 
Co. H. 10th Vt. llogt. Aug. 8, 1862. He died of disease Jan. 6. 

1863, aged 23. lie was not of a very rpbust constitution, and 
when he entered the service, but few supposed ho could endun^ 
the fatigue and sufi*erings incident to a soldier's life. But notwith- 
standing this his patrotic spirit prompted him to lend assistanci- 
to his imperiled country, and he is said to have performed his 
duty faithfully, as long as he was able. His remains wen? 
brought home for interment. 

EvERARD Crandall, SOU of Russcll Craudall, enlisted for thre«t 
years in Co. D. 7th regiment, Jan. 30, 1862. He went Boutli 
with his regiment, and although strong and healthy, he survived 
but a few mouths, failing a victim to the unhenlthiness of the cli- 
mate. He died July 30, 1862, aged 39. 

Caleb P. Fisk, son of Oliver Fisk, enlisted Aug. 27, 1862, in 
Co. B. 14th Vt. regt. for nine mouths. He died of disease at 
Wolf Run Shoals, Va., June 20, 1863, being the only one of thf 
nine months men, from tliis town, who died by disease. His xv- 
mains wore brought home for interment. 

William Gauuner enlisted for throe years in Co. F. 6th regi- 
uicut, Oct. 3, 1861. Before his term expired lie reenlisted, Doe. 
15, 1863, and was killed at the battle <;." Petersburg June 21. 

1864, aged 24. 

Spencer Green, enlisted foi il\' yours in Co. B. 9th reoriment. 
Dec. 2, 1863. He died of di.k,^ .: [)(C. 27, 1864, a^ed 43, being 
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\\\fi Rret one in the ninth regiment from ihh town, who tlicd. His 
remains were brought home for interment. 

Gkouoe K. Krllt, enlisted for three years in Co. B, 7Ui regi- 
ment, Diu;. 3, 1861. He died March 11, 1862, and was a man 
of goo<l ability a)id intelligence. He left a wife and two children. 

John Kkllt, son of Nelson Kelly^ enlisted for three years in 
('o. F. 6th regiment, Oct. 3, 18C1, and occupied the position of 
Coqwiral. After the expiration of his tonn of service, ho rcen- 
listed Jan. 1, 1864, and was promoted Sergeant. He was killed 
at Cedar Creek, Va. Oct. 19, 1864, aged 24. He was one of the 
first who enlisted into the 6tli regiment, being first among those 
who entered the service in the darkest liour of the nation's exis* 
fence, and when strong arms and brave hearts were needed. In 
every engagement and at every post, he was particularly distin- 
guished for the fearless disc^liarge of duty. Ho was in all the hard 
fought battles in which his regiment was engaged, at Yorktown ; 
Williamsburg, Chichahominy, Fair Oaks^ Savage Station, White 
Oak Swamps Malvern Hill, 2d Bull Run, Fredericksburg, An- 
teitam, Gettysburg, Wilderness, Spottsylvania, Petersburgh, Win- 
chester, Fislicr*s Hill, and last at Cedar Creek, besides numerous 
other smaller engagements and skirmishes. In all these terrible 
<^g<^gomcnts, he never flinched, although several times wounded, 
and comrades fell thick and fast around him. Both ofUcors and 
comrades gives him the name of being a good and faithful soldier, 
and his associates all speak of him in tho highest terms, and of 
his sagacity and bravery. He |K)Hsessed those mental, moral and 
physical qualities which make good soldiers, and ho Imd :he re- 
spect of all who knew him. He went out as Corporal, and his 
intrepid valor won for him the |)Ositiou of Sergeant, and had he 
lived to the end of the war, d(»ubtlcss would have risen to higher 
honors. His record is a glorious one. Wherever duty called 
him, and dangers were the thickest, he was found. His courage 
was undaunted, he loved his country, and well did he do and die 
for it. He sleepn in an honored grave, upon the field at Cedar 
Creek, but his nieniorv is here. Comrades will remember his 
manly virtues, gallantry and soldierly rpialitics, and as one who 
goes to make up the long list of martyred heroes, in the rebellion 
of 1861, let us also cherish and honor his memory. 

And to the frienils, who deeply mourn his loss, we will {in\\ —

From dRngcr nnd iliily ho ne'er turned nsidp;

He fought for his country, and conquerinp:, died. 

Jons McIntyuk, eidislcd for three years in Co. II, 1st V^t. Cav- 
alry, Sept. 20, 1861. He was taken prisoner at the battle of 
Gettysburg, July II, 18(53, and died from the effects of starvation, 
at Andcrsonvillc, Gn. July 5, 1864, having sufTercd for about one 
year. Although strong and muscular, lio was not capable of en* 
during the sufferings and tortures to wliirli om* poor soldiers wore 
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subjected, at Audcrdoiivjllo pristoii. lie lei) a widow and two 
children. 

Geouge Stults, enlisted fur three yearn in Co. 1. 7ih regiinoiit, 
Dec. 11, l8Gd, and died of disease Jan. 23, 18G5, at Mobile. He 
also leit a widow and two children. 

Elisiia F. Sw£At, son of William Sweat, enlisted for nine months 
in Co. K. 14th i*eginient, Sept. 18, 18G2, and occupied the posi- 
tion of 1st Sergeant. Ho was killed at the battle of Gettysburg, 
July 3, 18Gd, aged 30. He was a man of intelligenco, of peace- 
able industrious habits, nnd highly res|)C('tetl, both as a citixeu and 
soldier. He was brave and faithful iii the iierforinauce of duty, 
and comrades mourned his loss. His remains was brought homo 
for interment, in October 18G3. 

JosiAii Phillips, enlisted in Co. D. 7th Vt. Vols., March 7, 
18G2, went south and joined the regiment, and died from disease 
Aug. 22, 18G2, aged 40. 

TiiOBiAS Van Guilpkk, enlisted for throe yeara in Co. D. 7th 
regiment, Jan, 1 , 18G2, and died of disease at Mobile, Feb. 4, 18G3, 
nged 27. 

Henuv II. Vaugxiak, son of Harrison Vaughau, enlisted for 
nine months, in Co. 1). 14tli Vt. Vols. Aug. 27, 18G2, and occu- 
pied the position of 1st Sergeant. He was instantly killed by the 
explosion of a shell, at the battle of Gettysburg, July 3, 18G3. Ho 
was a ])romising young man, of good moral character and pos- 
sessed a good intellectual capacity, and nuiu/wcre saddened whou 
the news of his death reached them. Ho was kind hearted, pa- 
triotic and brave, and enlisted, as ho said, ^^becauso he felt it his 
duty." He enlisted fi*om truly patriotic motives, tis he was a 
young man of wealth ami good education, with brilliant pi*o8poets 
in the future, but he felt as if his country demanded his services, 
and was willing to sacriHce his life if necessary tor its preserva- 
tion. And death, who ^^lovos a shining mark," laid him in the 
dust, and thus another name was added to the list of brave imir- 
tyrs to our country's cause. His remains were brought home in 
October 18G3, and interred by the side of his father. In this we 
have an instance, among thousands of others in the i!ountry, wheixt 
the hopes of a fond mother have perished by the sad results of the 
wicked rebellion. 

Hauvkv S. Woodward, enlisted for three years in Co. I. 7th 
regiment, Jan. 30, 18G2, went south with his regiment, and died 
Oct. 11, 18G3. He Icil a wife and one son to mourn his loss. 

Stephen Woods, enlisted for three years from the town of Paw- 
let, in Co. K. 2d Vt. llegt. Aug. 30, 18G2. He served out his 
term of enlistment, and was honorably discharged May 13, 18G5, 
and returned home. He died from disease contracted while in the 
army, in a few months alter his return, aged 41. He leit a wife 
and several children ; and his widow receives a pension. 

Willi A UD Woods, son of Stephen Woods, enlisted for three 
years, from the town of Pawlet, in Co. C. 10th Vt. regiment, 
lie was drowned at Whitcsford, Md. May 7, aged ID. 
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LOCAL MILITIA, 



Perhaps manj would deem this work very itiperfect without 
something being said of the Incal militia. Wo will thcroforo add 
A brief sketch, ^rom the first settlement of the town, our fathers 
6oem to have acquired a military spirit, and were very active in 
organizing military companies* It became necessary at a very 
early day, to organize a military company, which arose from our 
critical r«>)lations to New York, the revolutionary struggle, and 
the almost constant apprehensions of au invasion from Canada. 
Up to about 1812, there was but one standing company after which 
there were three, one in the Little Village, one at the Comers, 
and one at the Borough. These companies continued in exis* 
fence down to about 1840, when they were disbanded. Besides 
these standing companies, there was organized and maintained 
for a long period, a company of Cavalry, which was in existence 
At a very early day, but we arc unable to determine the precise 
date of its organization. A portion of this company belonged iu 
Wells and Tinmouth. There was but one captain from this 
town ; James McDaniels. 

The first infantry company was in existence as early as 1 775. Its 
captains wore : Micnh Vail, John Vail, Alexander Barrett, Miner 
llilliard, Sen. Stephen Calkins Jr. and Edward Vail .Among the 
members of this company were : Moses Vail, Ira Vail, Mieah Vail, 
Allen Vail, Joseph Bartlett, Martin Larabee, Daniel Allen, li a Al- 
len, Joseph Allen, King Allen, Benajah Colvin, Benoni Colvin, Lu» 
ther Colvin, Moses Colvin, Jeremiah Colvin, Caleb Colvin, Allen 
King, Arnold King, Ezekcl Cook, Sylvanus Cook and William 
Cook. This company continued until about 1812, when the three 
companies of infantry were organized, the one at the Corners 
being the oldest. 

Its captains were : Stephen Calkins, Jr., Edward Vail, Joseph 
Allen, Selcy Vail, Azh. Hilliard, Isaac llilliard, Dennis Horton, 
Isaac McDaniels and Miner llilliard, 2d. Among its members 
were : Edward Vail, Jr., Ira Seley, Bromley Seley, Jonathan 
Seley, Williard Bromley, Miner Bromley, Israel Fisk, Renbin 
Fjsk, Daniel Fisk, Hiram Fisk, Oliver Fisk, Rial Fisk, Joab 
Fisk, John Colvin, Ira Bromley, Burt Bromley, Bcthucl Brom- 
ley, Roswell Bromley, Ilcrrick Bromley, Jolm Bromley, Andrew 
Bromley, Iliram Broniloy, Nelson Bromley, Erastus Bromley, 
40 
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Jeilcrsoii Sherman, Eliliu Shermau, Edmund Sherman, Jr., Bar- 
tonSherman, Ransom Sherman, Josiah Phillips, Orrin Parris and 
Rowland Green. 

The company at the Borough, or east side of the town was next 
organized. Its captains were : Charles Wells, David Youngs, 
Benjamin Barnes, William Johnson, Allen Griffith and Seth 
Griflith. Among its members were : Edward Tabor, Ardeu 
Tabor, John Tabor, Gideon Tabor, Jphu T. Griffith, Phillip 
Griffith, Daniel Griffith, Benj. Griffith, Hiram Griffith, George 
Griffith, Gardner Griffith, Bradford Barnes, Jr., Isaac Griffith, 
Ansoii Griffith, Joliu White, Joel Perry, Eiios llarringCou, Wil- 
liam Soulo, Gardner Soule, AVesson Soule, James Soulo, Pardou 
Soule, John Soule, John Fish, Joseph Fish, Joshua Allen, Isaac 
Allen, Laden Phillips, Isaac Phillips and Noah Pliillips. 

The one known as the Little Village company was next organ- 
ized. Its captains were : Elijah Lillie, Hosea Barnes, Caleb 
Parris, 2d, Iliram Lillie, and some others. The ordinary routije 
of duty for these companies, was to meet on the first Tuesday of 
June iu each year, for inspection of arms and drill, and on the 
first Tuesday in October, for drill and exercise to which were 
sometimes added the perlormanco of mock fights. They also at- 
tended general muster, once in two years, usually at Tiumouth 
for review. Occasionally they met for brigade review. The 
only compensation for all their services, and for keeping them- 
selves uniformed, armed and equipped, was an exemption from 
poll tax, worth to each one perhaps, seventy-five cents per year. 

Under the act of 18G4, a military orgmizati<»n was efiocted in 
conjunction with Mt. Tabor, consisting of fifty men, most of 
whom are from this town. Its officers were : Miltou H. Pember, 
captain ; Isaac W. Kelly, 1st lieutenant, and Isaac A. Sweat 2d 
lieutenant. It was assigned as Co. E. 11th Regt. 3d Brigade. 
This organization continued only about two years, and met on 
tlie first Tuesday in June for drill and exercise. Its uniform, 
arms and equipments were found by the State, and besides had 
pay for its time. Regimental drills were held at Manchester. 

The following field and general officers belonged to this town : 
Major General, Isaac McDaniels, C-ol. Edward Vail, Col. Iliram 
Lillie and Maj. Miner Hilliard.

GEOLOGY. 



My limited knowledge of tbe science of Geology, will forbid 
giving a lengthy discourse, or anything like a fair showing of the 
interesting geological features of this town. 

From Prof. A. D. Hagar's geological map of the State, we find 
that the middle and southoini part of the town, is of the marble 
and limestone formation, while other portions of the town is of 
the talcod schist formation. Gold in alluvium is found along mill 
river. There is none of the argillaceous or roofiug slate forma- 
tion found here, and which is found extensively a few miles west. 
Some portions of the rock fonnation in the western part of 
the town is said lo be interstratified with silicious and magnesium 
slate. lUids of the finest limestone are fouud along the middle and 
soutliern part of the town, which was formerly quarried and burn- 
ed. Extensive beds are also found in the southeastern part of the 
town, which has been burned to a considerable extent. 

A bed of plumbago or black lead exists upon the Hilliard farm, 
now owned by Titus Lyon. This has been worked to some ex- 
tent. 8|)ccimcns of galena and sulphuret of lead have also been 
found in difTcrent parts of the town. Upon the north end of 
^* Aeolus" or Dorset mountain, are extensive quarries of the finest 
marble, which are being worked since 1840, and the vein of mar- 
ble in that portion of the town seems to be iuexliaustiblc. Some 
of these veins are interstratified with black dikes, which present a 
very curious appearance, but which is not called quite so good as 
marble. There is a great variety of r ock found here. Sandstones 
of very peculiar formation are found on some farms. A good 
building stone is found on the farm of William Herrick, as well 
as on several others. Lime is one of the principal constituents 
of most of the rocks. 

There is also a great variety of soil found here, which is near- 
ly all susceptible of cultivation. There is excellent meadow and 
pasture land to be found. Along the banks of Otter Creek are 
extensive alluvial meadows which are enriched by periodcial 
overflows. A large proportion of the soil on most of the farms is 
best adapted to the growth of grass, com, grain, fruit Ac, while a 
smaller portion is adapted to the growth of potatoes. 

Clay fields are found to some considcra le extent. Upon the 
farm of H. B. Kelly, clay has been found of the best quality for 
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brick makiug. Large deposits of muck are also found on man/ 
farms. Saud beds are numerous, which are f und to the greatest 
extent iii the northeastern part of the town. 

There are some curiosities, which in this connection, will be 
worthy of notice. In the southeastern part of the town, and near 
the top of the mountain, is a cavern which decends like a well 
into the solid rock. Persons have been let down bj a rope 150 
feet perpendicularly into this cavern, without discovering any 
bottom. On the farm owned by O. B. Hulett, is a spring, issuing 
from the foot of the mountain, the water from which is sufficient 
to carry a saw mill, and which a drouth never effects. And on 
the ^41ulett farm" occupied by Lyman H. Bromley is a maple tree, 
from the body of which, grows an oak limb. 



MINERAL SPRINGS. 



This town, like many others throughout the state, has several 
springs, which possess medical properties. It has been a well 
known fact for many years, that some of these springs possess 
mineral propeiiios, which were curative in their nature, and were 
used as a medicinal agent. The mineral spring upon the farm of 
Ira H. Vail, has been known for many years, and its water used. 
The subject of Mineral Spring water was much talked of during 
1869, which led to the discovery of other spribgs. 

The most noted of the mineral springs in this town, is the one 
situated upon the farm of Isaac Nichols, discovered in 1869. 
This spring belongs to the '^Chalbcatc" class, the essential fea- 
ture of which, IS the preseiico of Iro i in solution, the Iron being 
in the form of '^Protoxide of Iron." It has been visited by many 
at home and from abroad, among whom are some eminent physi- 
cians, wlio pronounce the water equally as valuable, as that of 
any of the noted springs in the State, and its cfTects are precisely 
the same. The water taken from this spring was sent to Boston, 
und ai:)ili::ci1 by a ))i'ac'tical chemist, who gives the following 
analysis of its qualities i 

Boston, 26th April, 1869. 

Mr. L Nichols, Danby, Vermont : — The mineral water re- 
ceived from you, has been analyzed, with the following result : 

One gallon (standard) contains eight and one-tenth grains of 
dry mineral matter, consisting of Potash, Soda, Lime, Magnesia, 
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and Protoxide of Iron, combined with Sulphuric, Silicia, Carbonic 
and Crenic Acids, and traces of Clorino. 

It is an aerated, alkaline chalbeate water. The compound of 
protoxide of iron, contained, is unusually stable, and will bear 
boiling without decomposition, and the presence of alkalies, with 
this, adds much to the value of the water, as a medicinal agent. 
It is like some of the favorite European waters, and worthy of a 
complete qualitative analysis. Respectfully,

The spring is situated about two miles north of the Borough, 
and about one-half mile from the railroad, being conveniently ac- 
cessible, and will no doubt rival any in this part of the State, in 
its medicinal effects. Although but a shf»rt time has elapsed 
since its discovery, its reputation has already become considerably 
extensive, and the water is being sought after from different sec- 
tions. 



DANBY BANK. 



The Danby Bunk was chartered in Oct. 1850, and commenced 
business in 1851, with a capital of $50,000 dollars. Jesse Lap- 
ham was its first President, and held the office till Janim-v 1852. 
Jacob W. Moore was cashier from comincnccmeiit till 1857. 
The first Directors were Jesse Lapham, Frederick Button, Eliada 
Crampton, Isaac B. Munson, and Augustus G. Clark, which 
board continued till January 185G, except Crampton who died, 
and George Capron was appointed in his place. 

In 1855 Chester Hitchcock, then of Buffalo, N. Y. bought 
about nine-tenths of the Bank, and in January 185G, elected a 
new board, excepting Lnpliam, which board were as follows : Jesse 
Lapham, Isaac J. Vail, John II. Vail, Enoch Smith, and Udney 
Bnrk. In January, 1857, Lapham went out, and the directors 
then were John H. Vail, Isaac J. Vail, Charles M. Bruce, Enoch 
Smith, Udney Btirk. Isaac J. Vail was elected President, and 
John H. Vail, Cashier. 

The Bank failed in Sept. 1857, and Hon. A. L. Miner of Man- 
chester was appointed Receiver, in Dec. following. When the 
Bank failed, C. Hitchcock and J. T. Hatch of Buffalo, owed it 
$80,000, which proved a total loss, and other bad debts made the 
loss exceed twice the amount of the capital stock. 
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FREEMASONRY. 



Farmers' Lodge No. SO, was chartered Oct. 7, and organised 
Oct. 26. 1811, and met for the first time in the Hall of Henry 
Ilcrrick Jr. at tiie Coruors. Tlio charter was granted to Pores 
Brawn, Nathan AVeller, Henry Ilerrick Jr., Israel Philips, John 
Harrington, Israel Fisk, David Youngs and others. Peres BrowD 
was its first Master ; Nathan Weller, first senior warden, and 
Henry Herrick Jr., its first junior warden. 

The Lodge continued to hold its meetings at the Hall of Henry 
Ilerrick Jr. until 1822, when it met at the Hull of Charles Wal- 
bridge at the Borough, during 1823. In 182:1 it meet for several 
times at the house of Hosea Williams, and in August of the same 
year its meetings were held at the Comers in the Hall of Widow 
Charity Ilcrrick, where it continued to meet until Dec. 1825, after 
which it met at the Hull of Nicholas Jenks. In 1826 the Lodge 
met at the Hall of Samuel Harnden, and in 1827 at the Hall of 
Ephraim Gillmore, In June of the same year, it wiis again held 
at the Hall of witlow Charity Herrick, where it continued to meet 
until 1832, when its meetings were held in the Hall of David 
Kelly. The Lodge suspended its meetings in 1832, and they 
were not resumed.

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TEMPERANCE. 



Tlio 1130 of intoxicating drinks was the universal practice among 
the curly inhabitants of this, as well as of other towns in this State. 
It waA one of the chief characteristics of the people of former 
times. Strong drink was used in every society, and for every 
enterprise, and no public occasion especially, could dispense with- 
out it. It was indispensable, not only at weddings, at courts and 
elections, but in all social circles. Friends drank together when 
they mot and when they parted ; every bargain was sealed by 
u drink. Every farmer furnished it liberally for his laborers on the 
momhiw and in the harvest liold. At the raising and moving of 
buiUiings, and at trainings it was also in great demand. Births 
and deaths as well as marriages were occasions of drinking ; 
merchants treated their customers ; ministers were invited to 
drink when making pastoral visits, in short so universal was its 
use, that it was common for families to have a cask of liquor in 
their cellar. 

Although many people were sensible of the giant evil of intem- 
perance, and many different plans have been adopted from time 
to time, prohibiting the use of intoxicating drinks, and every thing 
having been done which moral and legal efforts could do, yet the 
use of liquor continued, and still continues, with the same fearful 
effect. Some of the plans devised, however, have at different 
times to a certain extent, been efficacious. Such was the case 
about 1825, when the simple remedy of total abstinence from use 
and furnishing liquors, was offered to the people, and voluntary 
associalions wore formed, signing the pledge to that effect; the 
AVashiugtonian plan in 1840 ; and the restrictive laws enacted by 
the Legislature. These have had the effect to change public sen- 
timent, and render it unpopular to drink or furnish liquor to 
others, but yet the desired result has not been accomplished. 
While legislation has been doing all it could for us during the* 
past twenty years, there seems to have been a slackening of moral 
effort, and consequently the use of liquors has gained ground with 
fearful rapidity. It is now conceded by people generally, that 
moral effort must be brought into requisition, and while we are 
endeavoring to repress liquor drinking by law, we luive something 
else to do besides looking on to see how faithfully the prohibitory 
law is applied. Although a new impetus has of late boon ;(iven 
to the temperance cause, yet there is not the same enthusiasm 
there was twenty years ago, and people do not labor with that 
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sest that used to to mark this great reform years ago. l^crc \» 
nmdk need of earnest afTort in tliis great work. 

The town of Danbj has always been foremost in casting her 
vote in favor of the strongest measures, in all the different phases 
of legal restriction and prohibition, and has had many strong ad^ 
vocatcs of temperance among her inhabitants. During the post 
few years, and while tltis new impetus was being given to the 
temperance movement in other parts of the State, the people of 
this town have not been behind. In 1868, Gushing Lodge No. 
^8 I. O. 6. T. was organized, and their labors thus far have 
been blessed with good results. The Lodge numbers at present, 
over 70 members, being in a very flourishing condition and for 
the great woiic in which it is engf^ged, promises auspicious re** 
muUs for the future.
